The 1994 Annual Fall Town Meeting held at Falmouth, Massachusetts was called to order at 7:31 P.M. on 
Monday, November 14, 1994. A quorum count revealed that 188 Members were in attendance and the | 
Warrant was entered into the record at 7:33 P.M. The first session of the Town Meeting was adjourned at 
10:59 P.M. when a motion to continue after 11:00 P.M. failed to carry the necessary 4/5 vote. A second © 
session of the Annual Fall Town Meeting was called to order at 7:31 P.M. on Tuesday, November 15, 1994 | 
following a count of members attending which revealed 181 members in attendance, the necessary quorum 
of 121 having been met. 


ART: 01 To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of Eleven Thousand Thirty-Nine Dollars ($11,039) 
for the purpose of payment of Unpaid Bills of prior Fiscal Years, to determine how the same shall be raised 
and by whom expended. Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Board of 
Selectmen.

VOTED: By a unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Monday November 14, 1994 that the Town 
transfer $11,039 from Certified Free Cash for the purposes of Article 1 to be expended under the jurisdiction 
of the Board of Selectmen. 


ART: 02 To see if the Town will vote to amend Sections 240-23.1.(1)-(7) of the Zoning Bylaw by deleting said 
sections and inserting in its place the following: 

”240-23.1. One (1) accessory apartment per lot in a dwelling in existence as of January 1, 1993, under the 
following standards and requirements: 

(1) The principal or accessory unit must be owner-occupied. The accessory unit must comply with 240-161, 
Accessory Use Limitation. 

(2) The accessory unit must occupy no more than thirty percent (80%) of the floor area of the principal 
structure, and shall have no more than one bedroom, and shall have a minimum floor area of four hundred 
fifty (450) square feet and a maximum floor area of seven hundred fifty (750) square feet. 

(3) The total number of bedrooms on the lot in the principal and accessory unit shall not exceed a ratio of 
one bedroom per ten thousand square feet of lot area. 

(4) If the subject lot is within the Water Resource Protection District (Article XV) or Coastal Pond Overlay 
District (ARTICLE XXI), the total number of bedrooms shall not exceed one (1) per twenty thousand square 
feet of lot area. 

(5) Parking and additional entrances must be screened or placed appropriately to ensure compatibility with 
the surrounding neighborhood and to reduce visual impact. 

(6) No special permit granted under this section may be used solely for commercial accommodations or 
summer rentals. The principal or accessory unit may be rented, however both units are not to be rented at 
the same time. 

Or do or take any other action on this matter. On behalf of the Planning Board. 

VOTED: Indefinite Postponement by a counted vote of 72 in favor and 122 opposed, a quorum being present 
on Monday, November 14, 1994. 


ART: 03 To see if the Town will vote to amend Sections 240-23B, 240-28B, 240-33B and 240-51.A.2 of the 
Zoning Bylaw by deleting the words “building” from the first sentence of each section and inserting in its — 
place the words “dwelling” so as to read: 

"Conversion of a dwelling in existence on the lot as of 1 January 1980 into up to four (4) dwelling units if the 
conversion involves no material change to the exterior of the existing dwelling, and if the Board of Appeals 
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determines that the size of the dwelling and the lot are suitable for the remodeling.” 

Or do or take any other action on this matter. On behalf of the Planning Board and Board of Appeals. 
VOTED: By a unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Monday November 14, 1994 

to amend Sections 240-23B. 240-28B, 240-33B and 240-51.A.2 of the Zoning Bylaw for the purposes of Article 
3 as requested. 


ART: 04 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning ByLaw by inserting the following : 

ARTICLE XXXXV - Bournes Pond Dock, Pier and Float Moratorium 

No permit to construct any private dock, pier or float, used as either a principal or accessory structure shall 
issue until November 1, 1996 on any property with shoreline on Bournes Pond, unless this moratorium is lifted 
by an earlier vote of Town Meeting. The purpose of this moratorium is to allow for the development of a 
management plan for this coastal pond to preserve existing and historic shellfish areas. 

Or do or take any other action on this matter. On request of the Planning Board and Conservation 
Commission. 

VOTED: By a counted vote of 177 in favor and 19 opposed, the necessary two-thirds majority, a quorum being 
present on Monday, November 14, 1994, that the Town does amend the Article XXXXV of the Zoning Bylaw 
for the purposes of Article 4 as requested.

The Tax Collector or other municipal official responsible for records of all municipal taxes, 
assessments, betterment and other municipal charges, hereinafter referred to as the tax collector, 
shall annually furnish to each department board, commission or division, hereinafter referred to as 
the licensing authority, that issues licenses or permits including renewals and transfers, a list of any 
person, corporation, or business enterprise hereinafter referred to as the party, that has neglected 
or refused to pay any local taxes, fees, assessments, betterment or other municipal charges for not 
less than a twelve month period, and that such party has not filed in good faith a pending application 
for an abatement of such tax or a pending petition before the appellate tax board. 

Procedure. 

The licensing authority may deny, revoke or suspend any license or permit, including renewals and 
transfers of any party whose name appears on said list furnished to the licensing authority from the 
tax collector or with respect to any activity, event or other matter which in the subject of such license 
or permit and which activity, event or matter is carried out or exercised or is to be carried out or 
exercised on or about real estate owned by any party whose name appears on said list furnished to 
the licensing authority from the tax collector; provided, however, that written notice is given to the 
party and the tax collector, as required by applicable provisions of law, and the party is given a 
hearing, to be held not earlier than fourteen (14) days after said notice. Said list shall be prima facie 
evidence for denial, revocation or suspension of said license or permit to any party. The tax collector 
shall have the right to intervene in any hearing conducted with respect to such license denial, 
revocation or suspension. Any findings made by the licensing authority with respect to such license 
denial, revocation or suspension shall be made only for the purpose of such proceedings and shall 
not be relevant to or introduced in any other proceeding at law, except for any appeal from such 
license denial, revocation or suspension. Any license or permit denied, suspended or revoked under 
this section shall not be reissued or renewed until the license authority receives a certificate issued 
by the tax collector that the party is in good standing with respect to any and all local taxes, fees, 
assessments, betterment or other municipal charges, payable to the municipality as of the date of 
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issuance of said certificate. 

140-5 Payment Agreement. 
Any party shall be given an opportunity to enter into a payment agreement, thereby allowing the 
licensing authority to issue a certificate indicating said limitations to the license or permit and the 
validity of said license shall be conditioned upon the satisfactory compliance with said agreement. 
Failure to comply with said agreement shall be grounds for the suspension or revocation of said 
license or permit; provided, however, that the holder be given notice and a hearing as required by 
applicable provisions of law. 

140-6 Waiver. 
The Board of Selectmen may waive such denial, suspension or revocation if it finds there is no direct 
or indirect business interest by the property owner, its officers or stockholders, if any, or members 
of his immediate family, as defined in section one of Chapter two hundred and sixty-eight A in the 
business or activity conducted in or on said property. 

140-7 Nonapplicability. 
This section shall not apply to the following licenses and permits: 

Open burning (MGL C. 48, Section 13) 

Bicycle permits 

Sale of articles for charitable purposes (MGL C. 101. Sec. 33. 

Children’s work permits (MGL C. 140, Section 69). 

Clubs, associations dispensing food or beverage licenses (MGL C. 140, Section 316). 

Dog Licenses (MGL C. 140.Section 137). 

Fishing, hunting or trapping licenses (MGL C. 207, Section 28). 

Theatrical events and public exhibition permits (MGL C. 140, Section 181).

The meeting was 
dissolved at 10:54 P.M. the same date, all Article of the Warrant having been acted upon. 


ART: 1 To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the year in accordance with nominations to be 
offered at Town Meeting. 
VOTED: By a unanimous vote a quorum being present on Monday, April 3, 1995 Article 1 as requested. 


ART: 2 To hear reports of Committees and Town Officers and act thereon. 
VOTED: By a unanimous vote a quorum being present on Tuesday, April 4, 1995 Article 2 as requested. 


ART: 3 To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $7,000. for the purpose of funding the 
revolving fund for the expenses of updating "The Code of the Town of Falmouth” pursuant to the provisions 
of M.G.L. Ch. 44, Sec. 53E 1/2, said revolving fund having been established under Art. 49 of the December 
11, 1990 Special Town Meeting, to determine how the same shall be raised and by whom expended.

Article IV - General District Regulations - of the Zoning Bylaw is amended for the purposes of Article 11 as 
requested. 
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ART: 12 To see if the Town will vote to amend Article Ill - Definitions -- of the Zoning Bylaw by adding the 
following: 

DRIVE-THRU ESTABLISHMENT -- A place of business where food, goods and/or services are delivered 
through a pickup window, generally to a vehicle, or; A place of business which through design, physical 
facilities, service or packaging procedures, permits customers to receive services or food, or obtain goods 
while remaining in their motor vehicles, or; A place of business so developed that its principal retail or service 
character is dependent on providing a driveway approach of parking spaces for motor vehicles so as to serve 
patrons while in the motor vehicle. 

DRIVE-THRU WINDOW -- A customer service facility located in the principal structure or anywhere on the 
lot designed to enable the customer to transact business with a person or machine located within a structure 
without exiting the motor vehicle. This definition shall include without limitation: food take-out windows, 
kiosks, pneumatic tubes, drop boxes, etc. 

STACKING AREA-- A queuing area made up of individual stacking spaces for motorists who remain in their 
vehicles awaiting service at a drive-thru window. 

Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 

VOTED: By a unanimous vote a quorum being present on Monday, April 3, 1995 Article Ill - Definitions - of 
the Zoning Bylaw is amended for the purposes of Article 12 as requested. 


ART: 13 To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XXII - Parking Requirements -- of the Zoning Bylaw 
by adding the following new Section: 
Section 240-109 H. Drive-thru Establishments -- Site Standards 
1) Setbacks for Stacking Areas - Motor vehicle stacking areas shall be setback a minimum of 10 feet from 
all property lines. 
2) Dimensional Requirements for Stacking Spaces - Each stacking space shall be a minimum of 10 feet wide 
and twenty feet long and shall not include the use of any parking space, street, sidewalk or parking aisle 
area. Stacking areas shall be separated from other internal driveways. All stacking areas serving a drive-thru 
window shall have an inside radius of no less than 25 feet. 
3) Stacking Area Requirements - Vehicle stacking areas shall be provided according to the following for drive- 
thru establishments: 
a) Fast Food Restaurant -- 7 stacking spaces for the first drive-thru window, plus 2 stacking spaces 
for each additional window. 
b) Other Uses with drive-thru windows -- 3 stacking spaces per window. 
4) Curb Cuts - All curb cuts serving a drive-thru establishment shall have a minimum centerline offset distance 
of 300 feet from any other curb cut serving a drive-thru establishment. All curb cuts must conform to 
Massachusetts Highway Department regulations, the latest edition concerning geometry and traffic 
circulation. Or do or take any other action on this matter. On behalf of the Planning Board. 
VOTED: By a unanimous vote a quorum being present on Monday, April 3, 1995 Article XXII - Parking 
Requirements - of the Zoning Bylaw is amended for the purposes of Article 13 as requested. 


ART: 14 To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XXII -- Parking Requirements -- of the Zoning Bylaw 
by adding the following language to the end of Section 240-109.E. -- Prohibited Parking Areas: 

“No part of any private parking area serving a non-residential use shall be located in or interfere with any 
area utilized for off-street loading or unloading of materials or merchandise, including but not limited to 
gasoline dispensing or storage facilities, loading docks or stacking areas for drive-thru windows.” 

Or do or take any other action on this matter. On the request of the Planning Board. 

VOTED: By a unanimous vote a quorum being present on Monday, April 3, 1995 Article XXII - Parking 
Requirements - of the Zoning Bylaw is amended for the purposes of Article 14 as requested. 


ART: 15 To see if the Town will vote to amend the official Zoning Map by EXTENDING the existing Public 
Use District and Business 3 District, at the southeast corner of the intersection of Central Avenue and East 
Falmouth Highway across Assessors Map Parcels 32-04-001-001, 32-04-001-002, and 32-04-001-003, so that 
the Business 3 District shall include the entirety of said three parcels (being lots 1,2,and 3 shown on a plan 
recorded in Barnstable County Registry of Deeds Plan Book 381 Page 58) except for the strip thereof twenty- 
five feet (25’) in width extending on the westerly and northerly boundaries of said land along Central Avenue 
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and East Falmouth Highway, all of which strip shall be in the Public Use District. 

Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of John A. DeMello and others. 

VOTED: By a unanimous vote a quorum being present on Monday April 3, 1995: Indefinite postponement 
of Article 15. 


ART: 16 To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning By-law by adding to Section 240-38.I. the 
following subsection (8): 

(8) On lots exceeding eighty thousand (80,000) square feet, an accessory unit having a 
maximum floor area of twelve hundred (1,200) square feet may be within an accessory 
building if both the principal building and the accessory building were in existence as of 
January 1, 1987, and the accessory building conforms to all setback requirements of Section 
240-68.

TOWN ADMINISTRATOR’S REPORT 


The fourth year under the new form of government for Falmouth contained a number of key initiatives to 
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improve the operation of town government. Also, a number of ongoing projects were completed. The year 
proved to be a very busy and productive one. 


With respect to strengthening the organizational capacity of town government, there have been several key 
personnel changes affecting the progress of the town. One such key position was the hiring of a new Utilities 
Manager, Raymond Jack, in the Department of Public Works, which provided a fresh strengthening of our 
ability to provide comprehensive planning for our water and sewer needs. With the retirement of the Town 
Accountant, the Board of Selectmen appointed a new Town Accountant, Frank Inzirillo, who brings solid 
municipal accounting experience to this position. With the resignation of the former police chief, Police Chief 
Paul Poulos has served to stabilize police department operations. A new Conservation Administrator, Jo Ann 
Muramoto, has been hired, bringing excellent credentials to that department. In a reorganization effort, the 
management of town hall has been improved by establishing a new position of Facilities Maintenance 
Coordinator using funding from another position which was eliminated. 


An extraordinary number of project efforts were conducted throughout the course of this year. The town’s 
curbside recycling program was increased with the addition of newspaper collection; at the same time, costs 
for this program were reduced through competitive bidding by $60,000 per year. Further in the area of solid 
waste management, the Engineering Department has undertaken the comprehensive site assessment of the 
town’s sanitary landfill, saving an estimated $100,000 in engineering costs. Our Workers Comprehensive 
Insurance program has been redesigned to create a trust fund under a self insured plan with an estimated 
annual saving of $120,000. Falmouth property and liability insurance was rebid during this period with a 
reduced annual cost of $150,000. 


As required by the town’s charter, the Town Administrator continues to prepare an annual capital 
improvement plan. Under this program, and with the support of the Board of Selectmen, Finance Committee 
and Town Meeting, were the town approved projects for school additions, land acquisition, approximately six 
miles of road reconstruction, repair of town tennis courts, acquisition of needed heavy equipment and 
continued maintenance of our bridges, sidewalks and roads. Handicap ramps were installed at town hall and 
the police station to meet Americans with Disabilities Act requirements. 


Future projects in the planning stages include a town hall addition, new fire headquarters, upgrade of the 
wastewater treatment plant, significant replacement of water mains, capping of the landfill, and acquisition 
of new fire apparatus. 


In the midst of these many initiatives, this year also saw time of testing. Change is often difficult and this year 
proved to be a time of challenge. Differences of opinion were sharpened and severe conflicts were evident. 
By the same token, this year also turned to a time of reconciliation. | believe that Falmouth has gained much 
in the process of that testing and reconciliation. The charter has emerged and matured through this process. 
The many people who contributed to that community strengthening are owed a debt of gratitude. This 
community is fortunate to have those wonderful resources in people working for this town.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Fiscal Year '95 marked the fifth anniversary of the passage of the Falmouth Charter which changed three 
fill-time Selectmen to five part-time Selectmen and a Town Administrator. Adjustments to that change 
continue. During the past year, the Board has had to come to terms with aspects left undefined in the 
Charter regarding how the roles of the Selectmen and the Town Administrator should interface. That 
interaction and the Board’s procedures for the Administrator’s 

annual evaluation are still evolving. There were two notable changes of personnel during this year. The first 
was Police Chief Gene Kulander who chose to accept a post out of state after a period of increasing friction 
within the Town. Many of the successful community policing programs started by Chief Kulander have been 
carried on by Paul Poulos, a 31 year veteran of the Falmouth Police Department who has been appointed 
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Acting Chief. The second significant appointment, handled by Falmouth’s representative to the Steamship 
Authority, was the selection of Armand Tiberio as the new General Manager. The need for creative 
management of increasing traffic and demands for parking caused by the Woods Hole ferry service continues 
io be major focus in town deliberations. 


The Selectmen have been actively involved in a wide variety of projects: prevention of the demolition of the 
1886 Highfield Mansion by referring it to the Cape Cod Commission as a Development of Regional Impact; 
acquisition of the old Trotting Park in Teaticket for use as playing fields and passive recreation; and 
additional exploration for a suitable well site near Crooked Pond so that the location of the well would be 
compatible with sensitive ecological habitats in the area. A half million dollars of Road Bond money was 
spent on accepting some private roads, the first private roads in fifteen years since the passage of 
Proposition 2 1/2. Water mains were installed in Silver Beach and in the Shorewood area under the 
Betterment Act; the National Guard Bureau paid for mains in the Perry Road area due to the approach of the 
Landfill Plume from Otis. Selectmen continued to closely monitor the progress of the Department of Defense 
towards designing a containment system for all to the plumes affecting Upper Cape towns. A major lobbying 
effort by the Selectmen in conjunction with Congressman Studds, the League of Women Voters, and letter 
writing by many citizens led to inclusion of $46 million dollars in the Defense budget earmarked for 
containment of the Otis plumes. 


In performing our routine work of licensing, permitting, hearings, warrants for town meetings, and resolving 
citizens’ complaints, the Board wishes to publicly thank the Town Hall staff and the members of the numerous 
Boards and Committees for their support and advise. We appreciate the fiscally creative and administratively 
skilled manner in which the Town Administrator handles day to day affairs and continues to improve the 
Town's financial standing. Most of all, we hope to continue to foster a sense of community and a team 
approach to solving problems.

BUILDING DEPARTMENT 


The 1994-1995 fiscal year was another busy year for building activity in Falmouth with 6016 permits issued 
for building, electrical, plumbing and gas construction activities. The various inspectors made 9292 
inspections during the fiscal year. 


There were 114 sign permits issued, which included several variances issued by the Selectmen. During the 
summer a sign bylaw workshop was conducted at the Falmouth High School. In addition to an overview of 
the bylaw, participants were informed of provisions for additional signage (ie., flags, promotional banners etc)) 
for local businesses. The property owners were also reminded of the May 1, 1996 expiration date grandfather 
clause effecting pre-existing nonconforming multiple business or ladder signs. 


Some of the noteworthy projects that were permitted during fiscal year 94/95: Falmouth Assisted Living 
Center, Inc. (Heritage at Falmouth) which includes 56 units. The Center provides housing with services for 
the elderly. New office complex in Homeport. Ready-Mix Plant in Hatchville. 


Some noteworthy Alterations/Additions during fiscal 94/95: Demolition and rebuilding of historical building 
in Woods Hole. Addition to Accurate Plastics at Falmouth Technology Park. Multi-million dollar outpatient 
and maternity addition to Falmouth Hospital. 


The following is a report of the building activity for the past fiscal year of July 1, 1994 to June. 30, 1995: 


New residential construction 214 
New non-residential construction 3 
All other construction 1517

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Following is the 35th Annual Report of the Falmouth Department of Public Works covering operations of the 
Department for the period July 1, 1994 through June 30, 1995. 


ROADS 


The Department completed an ambitious resurfacing program is fiscal year 1995. This program has probably 
been the largest undertaken in a fiscal year. A total of 78 roads were resurfaced comprising some 14.2 
miles. Prior to resurfacing, most roads were pulverized, graded, and drainage problems corrected. This 
program was done in two phases with 25 roads completed in the fall of 1994 and 53 roads completed in the 
spring of 1995. Total cost was 1.2 million dollars, with 82 percent of this being funded by State Aid through 
Chapter 90. The balance of the program came from the annual capital improvement plan of the Town. All 
villages and sections of Town were covered under this program. 


Work continued on roads approved under the 1993 two million dollar bond issue. Roads completed under 
this program this fiscal year were Jones Road, Blacksmith Shop Road, and Boxberry Hill Road from Ranch 
Road to Hatchville Road. These roads comprised 3.4 miles. 


In the Spring of 1995, the Town continued its program of crack filling and infra-red work. This maintenance 
program goes a long way in keeping together pavements that have been subjected to utility cuts. 


BRIDGES AND SIDEWALKS 


Major repair work continued on the Eel Pond Bridge in Woods Hole and Chapoquoit Bridge in West 
Falmouth. 


Replacement sidewalks and curb were installed on portions of Post Office Road, Water Street, Main Street, 
and Grand Avenue near the Falmouth Heights beach. The Main Street sidewalk work involved construction 
of concrete panels outlined with brick and planter strips along the curb line. Also included were tree plantings 
with tree grates. It is planned to continue with this type of construction in the Falmouth center area. 


| EQUIPMENT 


The department purchased one 36,000 GVW dump truck and one for wheel drive utility Jimmy type truck. 
In addition smaller purchases included two stainless steel hopper type sanders, steam cleaner for the 
Disposal Area, brake lath for the shop and Park Department small equipment. 


SOLID WASTE 

The department continues to operate the Disposal Area with its own equipment and personnel. The bulk of 
solid waste goes to the Otis Transfer Station for shipment to SEMASS. The Disposal area primarily is 
handling construction and demolition wastes and recyclable items such as metal, tires, mattresses and box 
springs, waste oil, and leaves and yard wastes. Total FY95 income for the Disposal Area was $216,757.00. 


The Town recycled 8,870 gallons of waste oil, up 11.8 percent from the previous fiscal year. Cost to recycle 
this item was $2,217.50. 
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The Upper Cape Regional Transfer Station handled total of 42,479 tons of refuse for shipment to SEMASS, 
and increase of 4.3 percent from the previous fiscal year. 


TREE WARDEN, PARKS & SCHOOL GROUNDS DIVISION 


The Park Division was heavily involved with the preparation and installation of the new Mondo rubber running 
track at Falmouth High School that took place throughout most of the summer. The new track is as much 
a community resource as it is home to the state champion Falmouth High School team. 


A major landscape upgrade took place at Peg Noonan Park that included the efforts of many organizations 
and was highlighted by the planting of 300 dwarf day lily plants at the stonewall. 


The Coonamessett conservation area was upgraded by a major Division effort which included gate 
fabrication, removal of the asphalted road and conversion to the "green approach” of loam and seed. 


Goodwill Park received the addition of horseshoe pits and a volleyball court, and was host to the first annual 
"Goodwill Games” that took place in June. 


With the absence of snow, the Division was able to concentrate efforts on maintenance projects throughout 
the entire winter and spring seasons. 


Again, our Division was recipient of Barnstable County’s J.T.E.C. Summer Youth Employment and Training 
Program. Highlights of their work was the painting of the Village Green fence, Fuller Field dugouts and the 
planting and maintenance of all major flower beds at the Village Green, main library, and Town Hall square. 


The Tree Division was involved in many major projects; specifically, the uplimbing of all roads that received 
road surface improvements through the Department’s road improvement program. 


A major tree planting initiative took place in the spring within the Moors section of town. A combination of 
grant monies and association monies purchased a total of 23 trees that were planted by the Division. 


Other major planting projects included Seacoast Shores Boulevard (island) planting of rosa rugosa, Deacon's 
Park with the establishment of vegetation along 770 feet of coastal embankment, and the assistance in 
planting 17 trees along Main Street and Town Hall Square as part of another MA Relief Grant. 


The Dutch elm disease season was again an active one with the sampling of over 50 trees and ccnfirmation 
of 27 that had succumbed to the disease. 


ENGINEERING 


The Engineering Division had a successful year up-dating the Assessor Maps with the assistance of the 
Assessor’s Dept.and the Fire Chief to assure that the House Numbers were in their proper numerical order 
for the E911 Implementation. We continue to stress the importance to the public to post their house numbers 
on their homes and buildings. If you have any problems with existing numbers, please contact the 
Engineering Division. 


The following Projects were completed in-house by the Technical Section of the Engineering Division: 
Reviewed the consultant’s work on The Shining Sea Bike Path (Phase Il) Project. Prepared 


Specifications and Plans for the Route 151 Resurfacing Project. 


Continued work on the Comprehensive Site Assessment (CSA)with our consultant for the Landfill as 
part of compliance with the requirements of Massachusetts Solid Waste Management Regulations, 
Chapter 310 CMR 19.00. The Contract Administration of field work such as installation of 
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Groundwater Monitoring Wells,Sampling and Analysis and Installations of Gas Probes etc.were done 
through our in-house staff. 


Design and Contract Administration for Sidewalk Reconstruction at various locations of the Town. The 
Contract called for Reconstruction of deteriorated existing sidewalks,with Granite curb and concrete 
walk. Frisco’s Paving & Landscaping Co. of Fall River, MA was awarded the Contract and the cost 
of the Project was approximately $70,000. 


Design and Contract Administration for Installation of Wheelchair Ramps and Access Doors to the 
Entrance at the Town Hall and the Police Station. 


Continued work updating our Pavement Management System, including updating Street Markings and 
the Sign Inventory. 


Engineering support on the various Road Bond Projects. 


Little Pond Outlet Reconstruction was completed in March. The performance of this Project is 
currently being monitored with good results so far. 


The Bank Restoration on Great Pond between Pocasset and Massasoit Streets was completed. The 
performance of this combination” soft and hard” Stabilization Treatment will be monitored. 


The preliminary survey and design of a Sidewalk along Acapesket Road has begun. This Sidewalk 
will begin at the East Falmouth Highway and extend to Menauhant Road. The Project should be ready 
for bidding in late winter pending available funding. 


D.P.W. Inspector continues to provide Inspection of Sub-Divisions and Administration of the Street Opening 
Permit Program for various projects within the Town Ways. Forty-Eight (48) Permits were issued. 


Our Survey Section had undertaken a number of Projects which were varied and challenging. A few of those 
Projects are mentioned below: 


Performed topography at the Landfill twice this year,once in January and then again in June. The 
purpose of this effort was to locate all buildings, structures, and the recycling areas. The information 
gathered was used to calculate volumes of refuse buried at the Landfill in 1994. Also this information 
provided an updated plan of the Landfill. Information was then transferred to disks, and sent to 
consultants involved in the Comprehensive Site Assessment of the Landfill. Final Trash Grades were 
set and the perimeter of the final active areas to be used at the Landfill were established. 


Field work was done to get locations and elevations on various water monitoring and gas wells. 
Determined the limits of trash buried at the Landfill. The depths of the various wells were taken on 
a monthly basis. A water measuring device was made available to us from Otis Air Force Base. 


Measured widths of driveways and side streets offsets to utility poles and underground water utilities, 
and took measurements at various low points along Rt. 151 to calculate amount of material needed 
to maintain a slope at the low points.This data gathered for the design of the Rt.151 Resurfacing 
Project. 


The Survey Section was also involved with Monitoring elevations along the culvert at Little Pond Inlet 
to monitor effects of recent construction; Wheelchair ramps at Town Hall and Police Station; Staked 
out work limits and grades for the restoration project along Great Bay Road between Fenton St. and 
Pocasset Street; Marked perimeter of the proposed Soccer Fields and adjacent parking area at the 
new Trotting Park Facility; Elevation was transferred from a marker on Rt 28A along Thomas 
B.Landers Rd to the N.G.V.D.at the Landfill; involved with measurements and construction of 
Sidewalks along Main St., Falmouth Heights Beach and Recreation Dept Parking Lot; Worked with 
the construction of St.Marks Rd,Pinecrest Beach Dr and Pennsylvania Ct., also started preliminary 
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survey for sidewalk along westerly side of Acapesket Rd with a detailed topo along the westerly side 
of the roadway. 


Included in the Survey Section workload was up-dating the Assessor Maps which included new house 
numbers,changes in acreage,name changes of streets, new subdivisions and new lot lines created 
by plans or deeds recorded in 1994. 


An important part of the Engineering Division is our Drainage System. Our Drainage maps continue to be 
updated plus new Drainage Basins have been placed where required. Poor Drainage areas which cause 
problems are being checked. 


The Engineering Division continues to support the Over-the-Counter services for the Public, reviewed projects 
for the Planning Department, Board of Appeals, Conservation Commission and the Town Counsel. 


The Town Bridges consisting of thirteen (13) continue to be inspected and repaired. This inspection is 
coordinated with the Massachusetts Highway Department.This year Maintenance and Repair work was 
performed on the Chapoquoit and Eel Pond Bridges. 


The Engineering Division wishes to thank the residents of Falmouth for their support and patience as we 
continue to work and strive to provide services “with a smile” and build a Partnership for Quality Work. 


All of the above occur through the professional efforts of our Engineering Division Staff. To them, Thanks for 
a job well done. 


UTILITIES DIVISION 


Corrosion Control equipment was installed and placed on-line at our Long Pond Surface Supply. Corrosion 
facilities at Mares Pond Well were also placed in service and it is expected that similar equipment will be 
operational at our Coonamessett Well in the fall of 1995. These facilities will reduce the corrosive tendencies 
of our water supplies, thereby reducing lead and copper levels at the consumer’s tap. 


An annual fire hydrant flushing program was initiated in the Spring of 1995. Flushing cleans the interior of 
mains and improves water quality. It also verifies the operational condition of each hydrant on a yearly basis. 


Of significance during 1995 was the adoption of a water system Capital Improvement Plan. This plan outlines 
future water system improvements such as: additional storage facilities, a meter replacement program, a 
hydrant replacement program and an aggressive water main replacement program. The implementation of 
this plan will provide a cost-effective means of rehabilitating our aging water system. 


Water conservation will play a major role in the future of our water system. The Utilities Division will be taking 
a pro-active approach aimed at increasing public awareness of the importance of conservation. 


Remedial work began during 1995 to correct problems associated with the infiltration basins at the 
Wastewater Treatment Plant. The new basins should be ready for service in the fall of 1995. Proposed 
aeration system improvements have been delayed until at least the fall of 1995. 


Corrective measures are also being proposed to reduce odors associated with both the wastewater plant and 
the collection system. These improvements may be able to begin as early as Summer 1996.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Fiscal Year 1995 was a year of many accomplishments by the Conservation Commission, and also a year of 
many changes, particularly in staff and Board personnel. Conservation Administrator Pamela Truesdale 
accepted a position as director of the Coalition for Buzzards Bay, a non-profit citizens organization devoted 
to protecting the Buzzards Bay ecosystem. Dr. Jo Ann Muramoto accepted the position of Conservation 
Commission Administrator, coming to the job with a background in environmental consulting and the 
geobiological sciences. The full-time position of Conservation Agent was approved by Town Meeting; 
Carolyn Baker, formerly the Conservation Assistant, with a background in environmental and geological 
sciences, was appointed as Falmouth’s new Agent. This is a position which the Board has requested for 
many years, due to the large number of filings in this Town. Jean Roache continued as part-time office 
assistant. Judy Stetson and James Viera retired from the Board; David Potter (National Marine Fisheries 
Center) and Allan Gordon (WHO)l) were appointed to fill the vacancies. 


On June 13, 1995, the Conservation Commission submitted a nomination to the Cape Cod Commission to 
make the Sippewissett/ Black Beach area a District of Critical Planning Concern (DCPC). The purpose of 
this DCPC would be to prevent flood damage, prevent erosion, protect water quality, and protect shellfish, 
wildlife and plant habitat by limiting development. If accepted by the Cape Cod Assembly of Delegates, this 
would become the first DCPC on Cape Cod, which will permit an integrated set of regulations to be applied 
to the area. 


In late 1994, Town Meeting voted to create a 2-year moratorium on building docks in Bourne’s Pond. A 
Bournes Pond Moratorium Subcommittee was formed in early 1995 to address associated natural resources 
and public access issues and to create a management plan. 


In March of 1995, revisions to the Falmouth Wetland Regulations (FWR) concerning Lands Subject to Coastal 
Storm Flowage and Isolated Land Subject to Flooding were voted after public discussions extending over 
several months. 


Routine duties of the Conservation Commission increased in Fiscal Year 1995 over those of 1994. The total 


number of filings for wetland permits increased over the number filed in 1994, with 244 Requests for 
Determinations of Applicability (over 239 in 1994), 114 Notices of Intent (over 110 in 1994), 47 Amended 
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Order of Conditions (below 69 in 1994), 24 Requests for Extensions of Orders of Conditions, 108 
Compliances granted (over 90 in 1994), and 7 Partial Compliances. The Conservation Commission met on 
40 Wednesday evenings (compared to 42 in 1994). At the same time that the number of filings has 
increased, many hearings had to be continued, often because plans had been changed or applicants had 
not provided enough information, either in plans or on-site.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Department responded to 3,387 incidents during fiscal year 1995. This represents a 3 1/2 per cent 
increase over the previous fiscal year. 


The fire that occurred on June 2, 1995 destroyed one of our pumpers and could have resulted in death or 
serious injury to the fire fighters who were on duty. Their quick action under extremely dangerous conditions 
prevented damage to the structural integrity of the building as well as saving the second pumper which was 
parked along side of the burning vehicle.

The smoke detector, that failed to operate during the fire, were sent to the insurance carrier so the detector 
could be examined by a testing company to determine why the detectors did not operate. We should be 
receiving the test results shortly. 


We are in the process of installing a complete fire alarm system in all the fire stations. Headquarters Station 
has been completed. The North Falmouth Station is nearing completion. The West Falmouth Station is 
scheduled next. A ladder has been secured to the exterior wall at Headquarters and North Falmouth as a 
temporary means of egress until a fire escape is constructed. 


The new air filling station for our breathing apparatus has been installed and 5 additional breathing apparatus 
unites have been placed in service. The update program will continue with the purchase of additional units 
this year. 


The amount of flammable and combustible liquids transported through out our Town exceeds ten million 
gallons annually. The Fire Department does not have the capability to handle a fire involving a large quantity 
of flammable liquids, rack storage of boats, or fire involving boats in our harbor. It is imperative that the next 
two pieces of apparatus purchased have foam capability. 


Town Meeting will be asked to fund the purchase of two pumpers with foam capability. The approval and 
delivery of the pumpers will eliminate the void that exist on our fire fighting capability.

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FIRE PREVENTION REPORT 


The Fire Prevention Bureau conducted 738 inspections which included inns, day care facilities, nursing 
homes, hospitals, schools, theaters, smoke detectors, and commercial establishments. All required reports 
were filed. 


The inspection of commercial establishments has not been conducted for many years due to lack of 
personnel in the fire prevention bureau and the added workload imposed by new state regulations. 


The Building Commissioner requested that the Board of Survey conduct an inspection of a business 
establishment to determine if the conditions observed constituted a threat to public safety. The condition 
found clearly indicated that business inspection must be given a top priority. 


The inspections began in November and any hazards identified were corrected. Any violations of the building 
code that were discovered were referred to the proper agency as required by Massachusetts General Law. 
The inspections will continue to insure that the residents of our town can conduct business in a fire safe 
environment.

EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES 


The Fire Department responded to 2,481 rescue calls during fiscal year 1995. The medical responses 
increased by 8% over the fiscal year 1994. 


The department started an infectious disease control program that required the purchase of additional 
equipment and training for the protection for our personnel. The program was implemented before the 
effective date of federal regulations dealing with the same subject. The development of the infectious 
disease program was made possible through the efforts of the Cape and Island Emergency Medical Services. 


The Cape and Islands Emergency Services is the agency responsible for overseeing the entire EMS program 
for the Cape and Islands. Their responsibilities includes development and update of all medical protocols, 
quality control or the medical service provided, and the training and recertification of all paramedics and 
emergency medical technicians. The benefits received from our association with Cape and Island EMS 
greatly exceeds the cost of our annual assessment. 


Residents of the town who need to have their blood pressure monitored on a regular basis are always 
welcome to stop at any of the fire stations and we will gladly take their blood pressure reading.

OFFICE OF EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT REPORT 


The new computer and high band police radio given was installed over the winter. Several exercises carried 
out in cooperation with other Upper Cape towns and Otis tested the special capabilities of the equipment. 
As a result of a small printing grant from MEMA, a new set of maps showing evacuation lines, and hurricane 
shelter were placed in various establishments in the main part of town. Small maps showing particular 
regions were also places in the outlying villages. In addition letters were sent to all hotels, motels, inns etc, 
requesting posting of a map in each building to help tourist evacuate if an emergency arose. A revision of 
the Comprehensive Emergency Management Plan was completed. Repairs to the communications van were 
completed. The vehicle is in poor condition and will need replacement in the near future. This is also true 
of the 125 old army cots that are beginning to mold in the high humidity of the storeroom. 


Arrangements were made with several churches to use their large halls for emergency lunch feeding if 
hurricane damage similar to that caused by Hurricanes Hugo and Andrew should occur in Falmouth. On 
June 5, 1995, the functions of the Director of the office became part of the responsibilities of a town 
employee, the new Facilities Manager.

LOCAL EMERGENCY PLAN COMMITTEE 


Last year the local LEPC applied for a grant to form a regional LEPC. Two Thousand ($2,000) was received 
from the Department of Transportation for that purpose. The funds will go to hire a person to input data from 
Bourne, Falmouth, Mashpee, Sandwich and the various military groups at the Massachusetts Military 
Reservation. 


This data tracks facilities that produce or use hazardous materials in the Upper Cape region. In addition the 
regional LEPC plans to investigate the kinds of hazardous materials being carried over the highways that 
cross the region. Finally populations at risk in the various towns will be shown on maps to facilitate 
evacuation if a serious spill that threatened an area should occur. 


PERSONNEL DEPARTMENT 


The Town continues its conservative approach to creating new positions. By restructuring work assignments 
and responsibilities we were able to change some job classifications without substantially increasing the 
Salary and wages budget in the Department of Public Works. The duties of the Utilities Administrative 
Assistant were reassigned and the new position, Facilities Maintenance Coordinator, Grade 11 was created 
to oversee the custodians, reception services and the Right to Know Law as it applies to Town employees. 
A total of twenty seven permanent positions were filled and twenty nine employees earned promotions. 


The town gratefully acknowledges the years of dedicated service provided by the following six employees who 
retired during this fiscal year: Charles T. Eastman, Ill, Highway Department Laborer, 17 years; Walter S. 
Bennett, Jr., Fire Fighter, 25 years; Patricia A. Martin, Assistant Collector, 20 years; Norman P. Thayer, 
Utilities Administrative Assistant in Public Works, 29 years; Loretta Ritchie-Croft, Assistant at East Falmouth 
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Library, 16 years; Harry A. Silva, Plumbing/Gas Inspector, Building Department, 16 years of service. 


893 School Department, municipal and retired employees are enrolled in the group health plan. Ninety-four 
of our retirees’ pension benefit is insufficient to cover the premium cost of their Medical supplement. The 
Personnel Department billed and collected $120,954. from these people. Thanks to the group purchasing 
power of the health insurance consortium to which we belong, the Town and our employees enjoyed a 
decrease in the insurance premium for a second year. The savings were again implemented in the form of 
a premium-free month, resulting in an overall saving of $200,000. in November, 1994. 


Claims administration for police and fire employees injured in the line of duty continues in this office. Bills 
totaling $67,000. were received, coded and paid at the rates established by the Massachusetts Rate Setting 
Commission. This coding resulted in a saving to the Town of $32,091. These savings were realized without 
reducing the medical care necessitated by work-related injuries. 


Labor Relations is always an active component of the department. This year, the IBPO/NAGE (Police 
Officers) concluded an Agreement extending through June, 1996. The Falmouth Library Staff Association, 
the AFSCME (Town Hall), IAFF (Fire Fighters) and the Massachusetts Laborers’ Council (DPW) Agreements 
expired as of June 30, 1995. Negotiations for successor agreements had not been concluded by the end of 
the fiscal year. Negotiations between the Town and the Superior Officers’ Association, IBPO/NAGE (Police 
Sergeants) had also not concluded by June 30, 1995.

FALMOUTH POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Police Department received 16,339 requests for service of which 14,179 required police 
investigations resulting in 2,049 court cases. 


Reported crimes against property resulted in a loss of personal assets of $862,828. Of the 1,913 incidents, 
255 were cleared by arrests and court complaints. There were 549 crimes against persons -the majority of 
which were assault and battery complaints. 423 were cleared by arrests and court complaints. 


The Police Department’s investigation of crimes against persons and property resulted in 301 protective 
custody detentions. 


Gene H. Kulander resigned as Chief of Falmouth on January 20, 1995 for a position in Palm Springs, 
California. Captain Paul J. Poulos was appointed as Acting Chief. Sergeant Ronald E. DeMello was named 
Acting Captain and Officer Roman A. Medeiros was named Acting Sergeant. Douglas M. DeCosta, Robert 
A. Fortier and Thomas M. Zine were appointed as permanent police officers on March 6, 1995. 


Under the federally funded COPS FAST Grant, the town received funds to help defray the salaries for two 
police officers for a three-year period to enhance our community policing initiatives. 


The Second Annual Falmouth Police Open House was held on May 20, 1995 and proved to be another 
success. 


Twenty-seven men and woman completed 140 hours of training and graduated in ceremonies on June 21st 
as Falmouth Police Auxiliary officers. 


School Resource Officers James Hindman and Kent Clarkson provided another year of positive presence in 
our schools. 


Our DARE program has been greatly expanded with the awards of DARE FY94 and 95 grants for a total of 


$51,894. Part of the monies will be used to build four project adventure pieces at Morse Pond School and 
to fund the training for this community work project. 
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Domestic Violence continues to be a serious problem with 497 incidents recorded from January 1994. 
The federally-funded Elderly grant has greatly helped to deter crime in our five elderly housing complexes 


by providing mobile radios for patrol and a vehicle identification sticker program. A police officer is assigned 
four hours each week to visit each complex on various subjects.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The Falmouth Public Schools had a total student population of 5,145 housed in seven schools, pre 
kindergarten through grade twelve. The 1994-95 academic year proved to be a very successful one in our 
school system. Faculty members participated in a wide range of professional development efforts presented 
by our school district. Sixteen ongoing district-wide curriculum review committees studied all aspects of the 
academic areas within our schools. Each committee had a task of evaluation and revision of all curriculum 
areas. The Education Reform Act of 1993 continued in a wide variety of efforts to improve the educational 
opportunities for students. The VIPS Program, once again, experienced an extremely successful year with 
over one thousand volunteers in our schools. 


The following staff members retired after many years of excellent service to the community: Mary Brigham, 
Special Education Secretary; Thomas Cazeault, Building Manager; Jo Ann Coleman, Chapter | Teacher; 
Raymond Kenney, Principal; Louis Larrey, English Department Head; Ruth Martin, Secretary; Elizabeth 
Mcintosh, Kindergarten Teacher; Judith Mello, Grade One Teacher; Jude Royals, Maintenance Foreman and 
James Winer, English Teacher. 


A major effort in the development and presentation of a district-wide school building project was successfully 
approved at the April Town Meeting. Phase one was clearly identified and approved for additions to the 
Morse Pond and Lawrence Schools. We are very grateful for the town-wide support in our effort to provide 
adequate space for educational programs. 


The following reports represent the highlights of activities in each school: 


FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL - The academic year began with an enthusiastic new administrative team in 
place ready to provide a safe and orderly environment for all. Students and coaches provided an exciting 
and extremely successful fall season. Events at Falmouth High School included the Freshman Parent Picnic, 
the Homecoming Rally, football games and dances, Junior Work Day and a very well attended Parent Open 
House and Sophomore Spaghetti Supper. 


Although it was the month of November, A Midsummer Night’s Dream was skillfully presented as our All 
School Play. The Thanksgiving Day Parade and Rally reflected the spirit of the season and the success of 
the football team which led us to hosting the Super Bowl game at Guv Fuller Field. Although we did not meet 
with victory, the community support and sportsmanship reflected the qualities that make Falmouth great. 
Senior Christmas Tree sales, Financial Aid Night for Parents, and the Holiday Concert occurred in December. 


We returned from winter break to the Prom Fair and Fashion Show, the All Cape Music Festival, the 
Freshman Class Show, the Science Fair and the National Honor Society Induction. The number of students 
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inducted this year was the highest in the history of Falmouth High School. 


March began with the performance of Roomers at the Massachusetts Drama Festival. The Key Club 
sponsored its annual Blood Mobile and the F.H.S. Band and Cheerleaders spent the March vacation at 
Disney World. March was a month of music; the All Schools Band Night and Chorus Cabaret were most 
entertaining. Also in March, an informative College Planning Program Night for Juniors and their parents was 
offered by the Guidance Department. 


We welcomed April with the Senior Class Play, The Good Doctor, and the annual Car Show. In May the 
Junior/Senior Prom was held at the Seacrest, followed by the All Night Prom, Celebration ‘95, at the Gus 
Canty Recreation Center. All those included in this huge “Together We Can” success look forward to 
Celebration ‘96 and a new tradition for F.H.S. 


Rotary Occupational Experience Day for Juniors, the Senior Banquet, and Awards Night all lead up to a 
student-centered graduation ceremony. The theme of the commencement exercises was “The Strength of 
Community.” This truly expressed the spirit of the ‘94-95 year when Falmouth High School students, 
parents, and staff were confronted with crisis situations. The strength of our community learners helped us 
to deal with both joy and sorrow while striving to reach our full potential. 


LAWRENCE SCHOOL - It has been a very busy and productive year at the Lawrence School with the 
successful acceptance by the citizens of Falmouth for an addition to the Lawrence School. With the addition, 
the building will be upgraded accordingly to accommodate the needs of our students for years to come. 


The new school administration established a primary focus in the following areas: 


Provide a Safe and Orderly Environment: The most pressing problem was the perception by teachers and 
others that the school was not a safe and orderly environment. Much work went into looking at the student 
discipline code of conduct and determining the best way to implement it in a fair, firm, and consistent 
manner. One of the first problems uncovered was the lack of an appropriate record keeping database. It 
was determined that all administrative consequences would be logged into a database for future reference. 
This required the Data Processing staff to develop a new recording keeping model. It was also necessary 
to gain access to a high speed printer in order to facilitate the need for quick data retrieval. The 
Superintendent supported both initiatives. 


As the year started, the teachers and administration worked together to insure that students were dealt with 
fairly but firmly when they violated the student code of conduct. Parents were kept informed in a punctual 
manner and were very supportive. 


© Develop a School Improvement Plan: Under the Education Reform Act, a School Council was 
established and it’s first task was to develop a School Improvement Plan. Perseverance, coupled with 
positive parent, teacher, and community cooperation enabled us to present the completed School 
Improvement Plan to the School Committee on June 13, 1995. The plan is sound and provides a base to 
work from for years to come. 


© Increase Student Activities: The number and variety of student enrichment and sports activities offered 
in the school were increased during the year (e.g. woodworking, music, and drama). Interscholastic 
basketball was established for the 1994-95 school year, with a goal to increase the interscholastic activities 
in the future. This was realized as the School Committee approved adding football and field hockey to the 
interscholastic scheme for the 1995-96 school year. 


Another area of student involvement included increasing school dances from four to eight a year. Parents 
and students commented on how much they enjoyed the additional dances. This assisted with the decorum 
in the school as student participation was dependent on his/her behavior prior to that dance. 


Lawrence School was also involved in a very successful Partnership with the Coast Guard. Students were 
involved in various activities on the U. S. Coast Guard Cutter Bittersweet, the Coast Guard Air Station and 
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communicated (through Internet) with a Coast Guard Icebreaker in Antarctica. It is anticipated that the 
relationship with the Coast Guard will continue and expand. 


© Improve the Student Scheduling Process: Teachers were concerned with the inequity in class size 
distributions, especially in the physical education and enrichment areas. The former master scheduling 
scheme placed all chorus students on one team and band in the others within each grade. Next year, each 
team will have seventh and eighth graders scheduled together for band, chorus, reading, and physical 
education. These modifications will allow for better balance in class sizes, and also create a learning 
atmosphere where seventh and eighth grade students can develop a better understanding, and appreciation 
for one another. 


Other noteworthy accomplishments were the CAT5 results of the Lawrence School seventh graders, the 
Cross-Age Science Teaching program, the PALMS Project, and the initiation of a New England Association 
of Schools and Colleges Self-Study. 


Lawrence School desires to continue to provide the students of Falmouth with the best of instruction and 
learning opportunities. 


MORSE POND SCHOOL - The Morse Pond School goals for the 1994/95 school year were to: proceed 
through the New England Association of Schools and Colleges accreditation in order to become an 
accredited school; continue working on improving present programs and initiating new programs; strengthen 
the Morse Pond School Community; and implement the School Improvement Plan. 


Many events, initiatives, and programs have impacted the Morse Pond School community in the 1994-95 
school year. Among one of the most important is the continued growth of the school population: students, 
teachers and parents. A program of major importance this year was inclusion of students. After several years 
of piloting inclusion, this educational initiation was extended to include many more of the children. Inclusion 
has been assessed through teacher and parent surveys with very positive results. Another program which 
was initiated was a grant sponsored by the Massachusetts Special Olympics. This Unified Arts Program 
included physically challenged Lawrence and Morse Pond students with other Morse Pond students in joint 
physical sports and activities. High academic standards were encouraged through multiple activities. 
Assessment of student achievement was assisted through the resumption of Standardized Testing in grade 
five. 


Space is a problem as the population increases. The Morse Pond community is extremely excited that the 
Falmouth School Committee and the Town of Falmouth have supported the fifth and sixth grade student 
learning environment. Thank you to the Building Needs Committee for all their work in helping to plan for 
the additions and renovations which will become a reality at Morse Pond School. 


This year the focus was to work on increasing parent involvement. The Math Enrichment program, for the 
first time, was totally led by a parent coordinator and two parent assistants. It was a great deai of work and 
a major success, showing what enrichment can be when offered by talented and devoted parents. 


Members of the Student Advisory Council met with Business Manager, Marc Dupuis, and owners of the bus 
companies to begin dialogue on how to improve conditions and relations on the buses. All parties involved 
felt this was very beneficial. In keeping with the goal of . . . “strengthening the Morse Pond School 
Community,” the Student Advisory Council assisted in helping to raise money for the Falmouth Community 
Playground housed on the Morse Pond Field. wer* 


Thank you to all members of the Morse Pond School Community: students, staff, parents, School Council 
members, Central Office Staff, Falmouth School Committee, and the Town of Falmouth for supporting the 
children’s education at Morse Pond School. 


MULLEN-HALL SCHOOL - The key words for this past year are Integrated Themes, Responsibility, Inclusion, 


School Council and Retirements. They are what has made this year both successful, rewarding, and 
emotional! 
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The staff made significant attempts at all grade levels to relate the academic skills to real life activities in 
terms of grade level themes. In Kindergarten, the children’s exposure to Falmouth’s local flora and fauna 
was part of a year long study of Ashumet Holly and Wildlife Sanctuary partially funded by WHSTEP. In grade 
one, this WHSTEP funded project continued with a focus on Beebe Woods. In grade two, the focus switched 
to an historical perspective with the students deeply involved with the early Americans who arrived in 
Plymouth. A second integrated theme involved raising the awareness of children for those with handicapped 
conditions, a program entitled “Meeting Challenges.” In grade three, the historical perspective was 
continued with a focus on America in the early 1800’s as well as the local history of Falmouth. This grade’s 
additional theme focused upon the relationship of art to our own community and was the result of the hard 
work of a group of volunteers involved with “Arts Alive.”. The grade four students completed their study of 
the early American days with visits to Mystic Seaport and Nantucket as the children finished the nineteenth 
century America and moved into the early twentieth century. This grade also was exposed to art in the 
community through an expansion of the Arts Alive program. 


The Responsibility Theme took hold this year as the program expanded both in the school and at home. 
More and more parents became involved in understanding and fostering responsibility in children and 
ourselves as members of our society. To help with this project, responsibility tickets, pictures, role playing, 
essay/poster contests, the Patriotic Day Celebration, and Cooperative Games Day, were used to promote 
respect for one another. 


This year inclusionary efforts expanded into two classrooms where co-teaching occurred, into most 
classrooms having children with minimal speech and language issues, and in the additional classroom where 
academic assistance was needed. Much energy was spent in training staff about inclusion with the ultimate 
development of a long and short range plan for increasing the inclusionary opportunities in the future. 


The School Council completed its second year of existence with a comprehensive and supportive parent and 
community survey of the school. They created a five year staffing proposal that would help bring our school 
into the twenty first century that went unfunded. They also established two goals for next year: the 
development of an expanded After School Activity Program and the resolution of safety issues during the 
arrival and departure of the children. The true effectiveness of this group was limited by the lack of funding 
from the state. 


Finally, Mullen-Hall said good-by to two staff members. JoAnn Coleman has been a Chapter | teacher for 
over twenty years. Betty Mcintosh, an institution at Mullen-Hall for over 40 years, decided to bring her 44 year 
career to a close. Over 1500 children and three generations have been affected by Betty. 


TEATICKET - The school year opened with 486 children enrolled at Teaticket School. Teachers involved 
children in all grades in a total of fourteen musical programs during the year. Added to these productions 
were the Falmouth Arts Council entertainers such as Bill Harley and the Cape Cod Jazz Collaborative. The 
yearly Art Show, the seventh Books and Beyond Gold Medal assembly, the 100th Day Celebration, and 
monthly Teaticket Tiger assemblies were colorful and memorable happenings for staff, students and parents. 


Parents and community were very active this year in a variety of ways. The Parent Teacher Organization 
provided field trips for all grade levels. Math Night, Science Night and Meet Your Teacher Night were all well 
attended. 


The Steamship Authority’s program for second graders provided a wonderful trip to Martha’s Vineyard and 
a tour of asteamer. The Falmouth Police and Fire Departments both involved Teaticket students in visits and 
equipment displays. Teaticket families also participated in the “Together We Can” committee’s Week 
Without Television. 


Fourteen Teaticket staff members participated in the Research For Better Teaching course. The subsequent 
study group meetings were a unifying development for the staff. 


The dedication of a bronze plaque in memory of Jo-Ann Burton, a former teacher who died in a tragic 
accident last year, was a solemn occasion for all at Teaticket. 
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NORTH FALMOUTH - In September we opened the year with 507 students. There are twenty-six classes 
averaging twenty students per class with seventeen students in the smallest class and twenty-four students 
in the largest class. The:staff includes 54 talented, dedicated men and women. North Falmouth reluctantly 
bid farewell to Ms. Deuser, Librarian; Mrs. Grosslein, Librarian; Ms. Lawson, Resource Room; and Elaine 
Celeste, Secretary to the Principal. New staff members included Priscilla Ruud as Secretary to the Principal, 
Janet Sherman as the Resource Room Teacher, Laurie McLeish as Kindergarten teacher, Kathy Deasy and 
Todd Oliveira as grade one teachers, and Janet Wessling as a grade two teacher. 


The PTO was a tremendous support to the school under the co-leadership of Jane Johnston and Laurie 
McLeish. They organized a Fall Potluck Supper, an Ice Cream Social at which six hundred ice creams were 
served, a Pancake Breakfast, a Book Fair which contributed two thousand dollars worth of books to the 
students, they purchased over six thousand dollars worth of equipment and materials for the school, 
supported school wide programs such as Million Minutes Read-A-Thon, ran a number of fund raising events, 
and much more. They also contributed thousands of hours of volunteer time through the VIPS Program in 
support of teachers and students. 


Many community centered activities took place with the school being used as a resource. In the second year 
of the School Council a direction was outlined for the school through the creation of a three year School 
Improvement Plan. The committee also revised the placement process and implementation began in the 
spring. The committee has done a wonderful job in its capacity as advisor to the principal, impacting the 
daily operations of the school and the decision making process. Other community groups such as basketball 
teams, numerous scout groups, a morning and afternoon Extended Day Program, and a wide range of civic 
groups use the school afternoons and evenings. The school is also involved with the Woods Hole 
Partnership, Intergenerational Programs, the Community Science Fair, Kid’s Connection, the All Kid’s Craft 
Fair, and the Elementary Spelling Bee. 


The staff was involved in staff development programs, conferences, and workshops. Some of the major 
events this year were the Building Based Support Team Training, Classroom Modifications, grade level 
meetings spread out over the year, curriculum committee meetings, in-house Inclusion Committee, 
Responsive Classroom, and the Houghton Mifflin workshops to mention a few. 


This has been a very productive, busy year. 


EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL - The 1994-95 school year was a very good one for students, parents, and 
teachers. Most recently the third grade students received the results of the California Achievement Tests 
which showed East Falmouth scoring twenty points above its anticipated outcome. Of all the students who 
participated in the national Reading Ils Fundamental program, third grader Liam Brenner was selected as one 
of ten semifinalist-finalists. The Language Arts Consortium chose the poem “I Love To Go To Maidstone,” 
by second grader Alex von Alt, for a reading before hundreds of students, parents, and educators at its 
annual May poetry festival at Cape Cod Community College. Other students received recognition for their 
artistic talents in programs sponsored by the Falmouth Women’s Club and the district’s art teachers. For 
the second year in a row an East Falmouth student, LeeAnn Mitchell, earned the honor of reading her essay, 
“What the Flag Means to Me,” at the Memorial Day ceremonies. On two occasions over seventy students 
participated in the “Big School Cleanup” organized by third graders Sarah Dupont and Erica Sharpe. 


Realizing that the many good deeds and outstanding achievements of the students were not often 
acknowledged publicly, the Conduct Code Committee sought through the “Stars of the Week” program to 
highlight the accomplishments of students. With the support of parents, teachers, and the community, the 
children have been able to succeed academically and socially. 


Parents were really in an active mode this year, starting with the East Falmouth Block Party on August 31, 
1994, which was sponsored by the Family Center. This event, which attracted over 300 family members, 
neighbors, and public officials, was a fine example of the collaboration of parents, community agencies, local 
businesses, and educators, who want to expand the use of school facilities, i.e., to make East Falmouth a 
community school serving students and adults throughout the day. Through volunteers the Family Center 
offered Munchkin Basketball for kindergartners and first graders, chess, family karate, as well as ongoing 
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support for the Parent Teacher Organization, which provided continuous backing for students and parents. 


The PTO helped East Falmouth advance technically through its purchase of three computers for the school’s 
laboratory, while maintaining its sponsorship of: the Books and Beyond Reading Program which awarded 
a record 550 gold medals this year; the Reading Is Fundamental Program which provided free books for each 
student in the school; all grade-level trips; the Fourth Grade Appreciation Breakfast; special guests such as 
Captain Bill Pinckney, the first African American to circumnavigate the world on his own; and the Nutrition 
Fair, a school-wide event that combines the study of health, science, and social studies. 


The PTO, along with teachers and students, collected 65,000 points in the Bank of Boston Investment in 
Education Program to receive five Macintosh computers, saving parents and taxpayers over $6000. The 
school sends a hearty “thank you” to everyone who helped in the computer campaign. 


The East Falmouth School Council, in its first full year of operation, became a major and positive void, 
addressing key issues such as space, staff development, self-esteem, and technology. Through the Council 
the school was able to look in depth at these issues and, following input from teachers and parents, to 
develop a plan of action coordinated with the regular school budget and the initiatives of the school principal. 
The summer/fall study group on technology was an outgrowth of the School Council’s focus on the future 
of computers at East Falmouth. 


Although the school officially closed June 13, the East Falmouth doors remained open for a variety of summer 
programs: the Cape Cod Child Development’s sessions for 120 students; the Family Center’s arts, 
academic, and swimming offerings for eighty children; the Falmouth Artists’ Guild’s hands-on art 
appreciation course for ten students; and the Youth Basketball Clinic for third through fifth graders. 


With all of these activities East Falmouth is well on its way toward meeting the goal of maximizing the 
effective use of school facilities. 


Speaking of activities, Kathleen Sherman, was selected as a finalist in the Massachusetts Teacher of the 

Year program, because of her breadth of knowledge on the educational issues, her ability to transfer this 
knowledge into effective teaching, and her commitment to helping students, parents and colleagues. This 
kind of commitment is indicative of the devotion of the spirited East Falmouth staff, which prides itself on 
serving a very diverse educational community and on doing those “little extras” to make learning more 
fulfilling for students and parents.

FALMOUTH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Falmouth School Committee continues its commitment to present outstanding educational programs for 
all students in grades pre kindergarten through twelve. This year marks the second year of the Education 
Reform Act of 1993. Initiatives under this legislation continue to be implemented throughout the district. 


Comprehensive School Improvement Plans have been developed, approved by the School Committee, and 
implemented at each of the seven schools. School Council members have worked closely with each principal 
to implement the goals of each school. The Morse Pond and Lawrence Schools have formally begun the 
process of self-study. The end result of their work will be the full accreditation for both of these schools. It 
is anticipated that a visiting team will be hosted in the fall of 1996 to validate the efforts of the faculty at both 
schools. It is fully anticipated that this process will result in the approved accreditation of all seven schools 
in the Town of Falmouth. 


At the annual Town Election in May, School Committee members Maureen O’Connell and Don Delinks were 
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reelected for full three year terms. Deborah Hitchings was elected as a new member to serve a three year 
term. Douglas Souza was elected as the new Chairman for the School Committee. 


The School Building Needs Study Committee concluded its work of Phase One at the annual Town Meeting. 
Approval was given for Phase One which involved additions to the Morse Pond and Lawrence Schools. Many 
thanks to the members of this committee which include: Deborah Hitchings, Chairman; Martha Asendorf, 
Susan Augusta, Brian Dale, George DeMello, Marguerite McElroy, and Kathryn Wessling. Business Manager 
Mare Dupuis and Superintendent Suzanne McGee are ex-officio members of this study team. The next 
official step will be for the town moderator to appoint membership in a new School Building Committee. This 
newly developed committee will focus on the implementation of Phase One. Meanwhile, the School Building 
Needs Committee will work toward the development and ultimate approval of Phase Two in the building 
project for the town. 


Fiscal year 1995 Falmouth Public Schools Budget was approved at Town Meeting in the amount of 
$22,690,577. The extra curricular activities throughout the district were expanded this year to include athletic 
participation at the Lawrence School. The Falmouth School Committee continues to provide a wide range 
of extra curricular activities without additional fee structures for participating students and continues to offer 
strong basic instruction in art, music, physical education and other special areas. The Falmouth School 
Committee approved a school calendar for the 1995-96 school year. This calendar provides the traditional 
vacation structure which includes February and April vacations for students and faculty. There were five in- 
service training days during this school year. These in-service days provide a wide range of activities and 
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training courses for all faculty throughout the district. 


The Falmouth School Committee is proud of the community and pleased with the continued support given 


to our public school system.

District held on April 13, 1995, the school committee voted unanimously to change the name of the school 
from Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational Technical School to Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School. 
The purpose of the name change is to reflect the ongoing changes in the school’s curriculum that are being 
made to emphasize the technical nature of occupational opportunities available to our graduates, rather than 
the vocational. 


Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School enrollment, as of October 1, 1994 consisted of sixty-six (66) 
students from Bourne, one hundred twenty-seven (127) from Falmouth, eleven (11) from Marion, forty-seven 
(47) from Sandwich, and one hundred eighty-one (181) from Wareham. An additional thirty-one (31) students 
were enrolled in the Licensed Practical Nursing Program and seventeen (17) students were tuitioned from 
other towns. Adult tuition students, specialized afternoon and evening occupational programs, and summer 
programs are additional to these enrollments. 


Upper Cape’s Extended Day Program provided occupational training opportunities to over sixty (60) adults 
from surrounding communities in the areas of Culinary Arts, General Maintenance, and Nursing Assistance. 
These programs were funded by over $70,000.00 in JTPA funds. 


The Tech Prep Program, in affiliation with Cape Cod Community College, continues to be a success. Tech 
Prep allows students to earn college credits during their junior and senior years of high school through 
special courses developed by Upper Cape Tech and the college. The Shadowing and Mentoring portion of 
the program involved forty-three (43) Tech Prep partnerships with private businesses and/or community 
service sites that offered a full day’s worth of experience, insight, and advice to students in relationship to 
their chosen career paths. 


Administrators at Upper Cape Tech formed an advisory committee to assist in the development of an 
Environmental Technologies/Aquaculture program which will be incorporated into the school’s curriculum 
in the fall of 1996. The advisory committee consists of environmental specialists from various governmental 
and private organizations. Federal grant funding is expected to assist in this initiative. 


Extensive curriculum revisions and development of new course offerings have occurred within the past year. 
The school is moving positively to meet the requirements of the Education Reform Law and simultaneously 
preparing for a New England Association of Schools and Colleges accreditation visit in the fall of 1996. 


Fifteen (15) computers were purchased for a Computer-Assisted Drafting laboratory which will be 
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incorporated into the building trades programs at Upper Cape Tech. 


The school’s chapter of Vocational Industrial Clubs of America had thirty-eight (88) members during the 
1994-1995 school year, and seven (7) represented the school at state competition. 


The school continues to aggressively pursue grants which will enhance programs financed by local and state 
funding. Receipt of nearly $400,000.00 in state and federal grants during this reporting period has allowed 
enhancement of curriculum, technology, and student support services which would otherwise have not been 
available to our students. 


The school district has not had a bond issue since the original construction loan in the mid-sixties, due in part 
to extensive preventive maintenance by staff, and instructional maintenance and repairs by students. After 
thirty years, it is time for our first major repair requiring bonded funding. Authorization for a bond issue will 
be sought at the annual town meetings in 1996 for repair of the roof and various renovations including those 
necessary to comply with the Americans with Disabilities Act. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its appreciation to the many advisory boards which assist 
us in developing and maintaining educational programs, various town and school officials who support our 
efforts, and the administration and other school employees who continue to contribute to the success of 
Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School.

AFFIRMATIVE ACTION 


Utilizing the classification used by the Massachusetts Commission Against Discrimination,m there were no 
persons of color hired among the thirteen full time/permanent employees. thirty-six percent (36%) of those 
hired were women. the seasonal/temporary positions of nineteen (19) were filled by 10.5% (2) Cape 
Verdeans. Although that percentage is below our expectation, the statistics for next fiscal year are already 
looking better. 


The Affirmative Action Committee, with Mr Herbert Harris Chairperson, had its Third Annual Awards Nights 
and recognized the contributions of Mr Cecil Dyess, Mr. Ronald Garcia, and Ms. Mary Wright. they were all 
presented the Certificate of Merit. For the first time the Committee recognized students for their 
contributions. the first recipients of the student award were Michael Andrews and Wesley Glover. Mr.

ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals held 35 meetings and heard a total of 150 cases in fiscal year of 1995. Of the 150 
cases, there were 128 special permit requests, 12 variance requests, and 10 appeals from decisions or 
orders of the Building Commissioner. Nine of the Board’s decisions were appealed to Superior Court. 


The “mission” of the Zoning Board of Appeals is to provide the Town with a Board to hear and decide the 
following three types of petitions in a reasonable, objective, honest manner in the best interest of the Town 
of Falmouth: 


SPECIAL PERMITS = Uses allowed by special permit where community input and a review 
of the specific project is desired. The uses must be in harmony with the general purpose 
and intent of the By-law, and may be subject to general or specific conditions set forth 
therein. 


VARIANCES = Board’s authority is limited to cases where the Board finds that owing to 
circumstances relating to the soil conditions, shape or topography of the land or structures 
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and especially affecting such but not affecting generally the zoning district in which it is 
located, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the By-law would involve substantial 
hardship; desirable relief may be granted without substantial detriment to public good and 
without substantially derogating from the intent or purpose of the By-law. 


APPEALS = Board acts as a quasi-judicial body and determines whether the decision or 
order of the Building Commissioner is legally correct. Persons aggrieved by inability to 
obtain a building permit or enforcement action from the Building Commissioner may appeal 
to the Board of Appeals within 30 days of the Building Commissioner’s action. 


The primary goal of the Board is to act as expeditiously as possible while acting in the best interest of the 
Town, which saves the applicants both time and legal costs. The Board and staff continues to offer guidance 
and assistance to applicants who appear before the Board. 


John Taylor was elected to serve another year as Chairman, Chris Lebherz re-elected as Vice Chairman, and 
Priscilla Roslansky re-elected as Clerk. Chris Lebherz and Alternate John Druley were re-appointed for three 
year terms. Alternate Members John Vidal, John Druley, and C. Veronica Zylinski participate regularly and 
often act on cases before the Board. Bonnie O’Neill continues to serve as the Board’s Administrative 
Assistant and Carol Scott serves as office assistant.

WATERWAYS COMMITTEE 


In 1995 the Committee was again required to dredge the Green Pond Entrance Channel. The reconstruction 
of the Green Pond Breakwaters to remediate this constant problem is a future goal of the Committee. The 
Woods Hole launching ramp was rebuilt in 1995.

FALMOUTH HUMAN SERVICES 


INFORMATION AND REFERRAL 1092 requests were made for services during this year. 


COUNSELING 183 households received counseling or casework services. 10 people were served in the 
Communication group. 


FEDERAL SURPLUS FOODS = 214 households received a total of $2780. of U.S. government surplus 
commodities in two quarterly distributions. The program was terminated by the federal government in January 
1995. 


EARLY CHILDBEARING PROGRAM This program served 28 mothers and their infants. There were 4 new 
admissions and 8 new births during the period. Social worker Deborah Ferriter resigned in June 1995. 


AFFORDABLE HOUSING The Falmouth Housing Trust worked to complete the Gerald Flynn House on 
Palmer Avenue, a single room occupancy facility for low income veterans and other special needs singles. 
An open house was held in June 1995. 


FALMOUTH HIV/AIDS COMMUNITY PARTNERSHIP The Partnership’s Representative Council provided 
prevention/education materials at events such as Safety Saturday, the Home & Leisure Show, and the 
Falmouth Road Race Fair. A display has been rotated to sites town wide. The Partnership with other 
agencies sponsored a conference for students, parents, and the community, HIV IN NEW LIGHT: 
REORGANIZING APPROACHES TO PREVENTING ILLNESS AND PROMOTE HEALTH with Dr. Richard 
Keeling. The Partnership received a grant through the Upper Cape Visiting Nursing Association from the 
Woods Hole Foundation for an outreach program that targets 16-24 year olds who are not in school, at risk 
of dropping out of school, or not receiving other services. 


COMMUNITY ORGANIZATION In the Fall of 1994 the department joined other agencies to re-initiate the 
Falmouth Community Council. The proliferation of coalitions, task forces, and new organizations and 
programs was the stimulus for this effort to help these groups better communicate about their work and avoid 
duplication of services. 

The department continued as a member of the Coalition for Stronger Families. It held its first Family Day in 
May 1995 and applied for a Massachusetts Department of Social Services grant in conjunction with a 
Mashpee coalition of agencies. The Coalition met with Mr. Potzka, Regional Transit Authority director, Mr. 
Currie, Town Planner, and Rep. Cahir, Chair of the State Legislature’s Transportation Committee to explore 
ways to provide public transportation access to families and special needs populations. The Coalition worked 
closely with the Together We Can project. 

The director served: on the Barnstable County HOME Consortium Advisory Council which granted $25,000. 
to the Gerald Flynn House and developed a proposal for an assisted living facility at the closed Barnstable 
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Services element of the Local Comprehensive Plan. 


FUNDS FOR NON-PROFITS Over 7700 residents were served by the 13 human service agencies receiving 
town funds: Independence House (battered women); Housing Assistance Corporation (family shelter); Nauset, 
Inc. (disabled workshop); Cape Cod Council on Alcohol & Drug Dependence, Inc. (substance abuse); Thorne 
Clinic(child & family counseling); Cape Cod Human Services(substance abuse counseling); Cape Cod Child 
Development Program, Inc.(day care & Head Start); Legal Services of Cape Cod & Islands, Inc. (Elder Law 
project); Cape & Islands Self Reliance Corp. (energy co-op); Sight Loss Services (visually impaired); Consumer 
Assistance Council(consumer protection); Cape Cod AIDS Council(case management); Big Brothers/Big 
Sisters(mentors). Agency activity reports are on file at the Human Services office. On site services at the 
department’s office were provided by Legal Services, Cape Cod AIDS Council, and Consumer Credit 
Counseling. 


PERSONNEL Nancy Kerrigan, East Falmouth, served as a clinical social worker intern from Boston 
University’s School of Social Work and Kellie Hicks of Centerville was a social worker intern from Bridgewater 
State College from September 1994 to May 1995. Harold Kramer, MSW, and Denise Backus, MSW, 
continued to provide pro bono counseling services. Barbara Deuser and Avis Grosslein, retired school 
librarians, volunteered cataloging department clinical and resource materials. 


ADMINISTRATION/BUDGET Alfred Malone, Peter Clark, and Betty Lynch were re-appointed by the 
Selectmen for 3 year terms on the Human Services Committee. Paul Olenick, Jeanne Goldman and Peter 
Clark were re-elected Chair, Vice-Chair, and Secretary for the Committee. Ms. Goldman resigned from the 
Committee in June 1995 after 16 years of service. She was commended along with Emma Barrows, Mary 
McCarthy, director, Hospice of Cape Cod, and the Church of the Messiah for outstanding service at the 
Committee’s annual awards ceremony. The Annual Town Meeting approved a part time 18 hour per week 
office assistant position, $28,000 for a Homeless Prevention Fund, and a department budget of $293,536 for 
FY96. Special Town Meeting approved an article funding $1000. for the Falmouth Service Center. 

The department staff and the Human Services Committee thank volunteers, donors, and the taxpayers for 
their ongoing support of the department’s service to residents in need.

Established a liaison HCC member to meet with the Town Engineer, DPW, and ADA Coordinator for input 
into structural changes. Provided input regarding ramps at Town Hall and Police Department. 


Met with Rhett Lamb, Assistant Town Planner, and John Berg, Local Planning Committee, and have a 
established a liaison HCC member to provide our input on the Open Space and Recreational Plan.

Committee will assist any Falmouth resident or individuals with disabilities needing information or assistance 
in filling out the form.

During Fiscal Year 1995 the Falmouth Recreation department put a great deal of effort into focusing on it’s 
mission statement. 


" The Falmouth Recreation Department has adopted a philosophy for all of its programs that emphasizes a 
safe and healthy environment that provides; sportsmanship, respect, responsibility and team work while 
always increasing positive self esteem. We feel that through this philosophy winning and losing will not be 
as important as learning and fun for all. ” 


The Department came up with this philosophy after realizing that we as Recreation professionals can have 
a tremendous impact on childrens lives. We see an opportunity to foster good strong values such as 
sportsmanship, respect and responsibility in childrens lives through a Recreation experience. Our messages 
ultimately say to have fun and to feel good about yourself. 


We had many children feeling good about themselves this past year with our overall numbers increased by 
67% in all programs combined. An area that we were able to concentrate our messages is through our 
coaches training program. The Department this year trained coaches for a variety of different sports and 
activities. We are very appreciative of the effort that these many volunteers put forth to make these programs 
happen.

FALMOUTH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Highlights of this past busy year at the Library include: opening more hours, resuming aduit programming, 
establishing ongoing young adult programming, hosting the Cape Verdean photographic exhibit Summer 
1994, restoration of the library’s book budget to minimum standard levels at April Town Meeting, starting 
a World Wide Web connection for the public in cooperation with the Woods Hole research community, 
providing patron instruction and public education on information technology resources , and being able to 
provide better reference and information services to the public. Many of these things were made possible 
by having an additional reference staff person whose position was funded starting July 1994. 


As part of the Library's long range planning efforts, community surveys were given to library patrons in 
August and September at all three libraries. Response to questions on library services and helpfulness of 
staff was overwhelmingly positive. Not enough open hours was the most frequent complaint. With restoration 
of the materials budget, hours remains the only holdout in meeting state standards. The Long Range Plan 
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addresses that problem as one of the Library's priorities to work toward correcting.

As the sharing of library holdings increases by CLAMS network members on behalf of their patrons, the 
number of items in delivery grows and the number of interlibrary loan requests goes down but increase in 
complexity. Such requests now involve resources not locally available, and first must be verified, then 
searched for all over the world if necessary.

BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES REPORT 


Gains were made this year in restoring library service to levels that meet minimum state standards and 
community demand. An additional reference position starting July 1994 enabled a rescheduling of hours for 
the system, achieving four more open hours at Main, three at North, and allowing morning openings at East. 
Certified hours went up to 55.5, just 7.5 hours short of the 63 hours standard. In addition, the Spring Town 
Meeting in April 1995 restored the book budget funding to the 13% minimum standard requirement. 


A threat, however, still exists for maintaining certified status, state aid funding, and grant eligibility. For four 
years, though the library's funding has been below par for meeting state standards, certification and state 
aid have still been protected by the State’s prorating of the standards temporarily. That protection program 
is phasing out this year and ends July 1, 1996. A municipality missing any standard, e.g. hours for Falmouth, 
will automatically lose certification to receive state aid, will be ineligible to apply for grants, and cannot be 
guaranteed of shared resources with libraries in other municipalities that are certified. A Trustee's proposal 
to correct this situation will be made at the April 1996 Town Meeting. 


The Trustees directed energies this year toward completing the library's Long Range Plan. The planning 
process, though spearheaded by a committee of trustees and staff, involved the whole board and facilitated 
deeper understanding of the library’s historical role in the town and its mission for the next five years. The 
completed Plan will be submitted to the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners and updated 
annually. 


Physical access to the library for the disabled is easier now due to improvements made possible by both the 
town and the Trustees. One set of front entrance doors was reframed to make more room for wheelchair 
maneuvering and then wired for automatic opening. The other set of front doors was adjusted to make 
manual opening easier. 


The museum passes, one of the library's popular services, are now sponsored entirely by the Friends of the 
Library. The Trustees still sponsor childrens programs in all three libraries as well as educational and 
development activities for the staff. 


Eight awards to graduating high school seniors for academic excellence were awarded. 


The library's 39 volunteers delivered 3560 hours of service last year in all three libraries for which we are 
very grateful. 


We wish to acknowledge also the contributions of the Friends of the Library which have been invaluable 
again this year in enhancing library services to the community. 


We also thank the DPW for their care of the Main library’s grounds, the Falmouth Council for Civic 
Beautification for their contributions at East, and Eagle Scout Dan Frisk who worked on the grounds at North. 
Two long serving Trustees, Otis Porter, Jr. and Petra Finnell, retired from the Board in May after a quarter 
century of service each.

WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


During the period June 1994-1995 the circulation of books at the West Falmouth Library totaled 12,500, a 
decrease of 657 from last year. An inventory of all books in the library was completed last winter with a total 
of 10,500 volumes touched by human hands. 


At the present time there are 448 registered members of the library and the library is open 21 hours a week 
throughout the year. 


The Arthur M. Hennessy Jr. Memorial Scholarship, which is administered by the library, was presented to 
Dacia Tucholke, who is attending the University of Oregon in Eugene, Oregon. 


The library continues to have a story/craft hour for young children, a monthly book discussion group and a 
weekly bridge group. In addition, the library has the Annual Book Sale, Art Show, and the Holiday House 
Tour. Students from the area participate in poetry readings and there are musical events throughout the 
year. 


The Library Trustees are greatly saddened by the death of Harriet Quimby who was the library archivist for 
may years. 


Donations of magazines and books are gratefully received and the dedication of the volunteers, trustees and 
the librarians Ann Ellis and Roseleen Egan continue to make the library an important part of the West 
Falmouth Library.

WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


The Woods Hole Library staff and trustees completed work in April on a long range plan for improving library 
service to the Woods Hole community. The plan sets goals and objectives for the library to complete over 
the next three years, and acts as a blueprint for carrying out improvements. 


The library received funding to join CLAMS, the Cape Library Automated Materials Sharing network, as a dial 
access associate member, beginning in August, 1995. Dial access enables the library to search the CLAMS 
database, order books from other libraries more quickly for our patrons, and send and receive E-mail 
messages. 


Access to the Internet was made available to library staff members through the Eastern Massachusetts 
Regional Library System. Internet access enhances the library’s reference resources, and helps locate 
materials outside our area. 


Library circulation for the year was 20,635 items, an increase of 2.3%. The home delivery program continues 
to residents of nearby elderly housing. Story hour and film programs were presented to the Woods Hole 
Headstart and Woods Hole Child Center children. 


New books added to the collection totaled 1,278 and 147 audio visual materials were added. Of these new 
items 645 were purchased with library funds, 149 with gift and grant funding, and 631 items were donated. 
The library’s holding now stand at 22,625. 


The library’s film and video program, cosponsored by WHOI’s Peanut Butter Club, continued, as did film 


showings in the library’s meeting rooms in the summer, along with other cultural and educational programs. 
The Ratcliffe Room was used by a variety of community groups for meetings and programs. 
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Fund raising events included four books sales, two chamber music concerts, and the annual spring plant 
sale. Many volunteers worked on these events, and several regular weekly volunteers assisted the staff with 
routine library operations.

PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board met 41 times during FY 1995 and approved 3 preliminary plans and 11 definitive plans 
creating 44 lots. The Board also endorsed 76 plans as not requiring Planning Board approval creating 
another 19 lots, bringing the total number of lots created to 63 -- an increase of approximately 25% over the 
number approved last year. The Board also approved 13 Site Plan/Major Plan Review applications and 6 
Special Permit applications. . 


The board recommended 9 amendments to the Zoning Bylaw at Town Meetings during FY 1995. Adopted 
amendments included a 2 year moratorium on the issuance of permits for docks and piers in Bournes Pond 
for the purpose of developing a management plan for the pond; an article which requires the issuance of a 
special permit for multiple uses on lots in Business and Industrial districts; and a bylaw which establishes 
standards for the design and construction of curb cuts, parking, and circulation lanes at drive-thru 
establishments such as fast food restaurants, banks and kiosks. The latter standards will enhance public 
safety and convenience in business districts. 


The Board continued its involvement in the development of the Local Comprehensive Plan through a 
cooperative effort with the Local Planning Committee (LPC). In addition to having 2 representatives on the 
LPC, the Board has prime responsibility for the Land Use and Growth Management Element. Goals and 
Policies, Inventory and Analysis sections for this element are complete and Actions are in draft form. The 
Board completed an inventory of land zoned for Business uses and is working on a comprehensive effort to 
identify village centers. 


As a result of reorganization, Richard K. Latimer was re-elected chairman and Alan Fleer was elected as 
clerk/secretary. In May 1995, Charlie Swain, Kevin Andrade and Janet Hand were re-elected and Jude Wilber 
was elected as a new member to the Board. The Board wishes to thank David Oshman for his dedicated 
service to the Board. The Board also thanks members of the many Town Departments, committees, and 
agencies which contribute their time and expertise to the Board's endeavors.

LOCAL PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The seven representatives of the Falmouth Local Planning Committee (LPC) were appointed in October 1990. 
This committee met 14 times during 1994. 


The LPC’s objectives are: 
To oversee the preparation of Falmouth’s Local Comprehensive Plan using the Cape Cod 


Commission’s Regional Policy Plan and Local Comprehensive Plan Guidelines as a starting point. 
The plan consists of a Town Vision and Growth Policy and 14 Elements: 


Land Use & Growth Management Open Space & Recreation 

Water Resources Coastal Resources 

Wetlands Wildlife & Plant Habitat 

Economic Development Solid & Hazardous Waste Management 
Transportation Capital Facilities & Infrastructure 

Energy Affordable Housing 

Health & Human Services Historic Preservation & Community Character 


To get the most appropriate board, committee, Town Department or other group to assume primary 
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responsibility for preparation, implementation, and future maintenance of each Local Comprehensive 
Plan element, and, most importantly, to use its element as its primary means to manage its agenda 
and communicate with the Selectmen, other town agencies and the public. 

To submit the Local Comprehensive Plan to the fall 1996 Town Meeting. 


To establish the position of Local Comprehensive Plan Coordinator to help the responsible agencies 
keep their element up to date with special attention to Action Items. 


1995 Primary Accomplishments 


During 1995, many town boards, committees, groups, and individuals contributed to the ongoing effort to 
develop the Local Comprehensive Plan. The following list highlights a few of their accomplishments. 


Based a January recommendation of the Local Planning Committee and the Traffic Study Committee, 
the Selectmen appointed a 7 member Transportation Management Commission in April. 


In May the Preliminary Draft Element for Transportation was transmitted to the Selectmen and the 
Transportation Management Commission. 


To fulfill its obligation to support each element with accurate maps and graphics, the LPC purchased 
a Geographic Information System (GIS) in July 1994. A GIS is a computer program which links 
information maintained by the Town to features on a map. The software has allowed the Planning 
Staff to produce high-quality maps and perform sophisticated analyses for various elements. 


The Falmouth Economic Development Committee assumed responsibility for the preparation of the 
Economic Development Element and appointed Richard Meyers to provide liaison. In September, 
Meyers was replaced by Estelle Frye. 


In June, the LPC recommended that the Selectmen ask the Town Administrator, Planning Board, 
Finance Committee, Treasurer, Town Accountant and appropriate agencies and individuals to 
propose a Falmouth position regarding the establishment of impact fees. 


In January the Historic Commission hired a consultant to prepare a Historic Preservation Plan using 
funds from the Local Planning Committee and National Trust for Historic Preservation. In addition 
to forming the basis of the Analysis and Actions sections of the element, the Preservation Plan will 
include a review of the Historic District Commission design guidelines, and recommend improvements 
to the Historic Districts Bylaw. In March the Historical Commission sponsored a public discussion 
of the Cape Cod Commission's Design Guidelines. The Historical Commission also issued an RFP 
for an archaeological reconnaissance survey. 


The LPC wishes to thank the Town Departments and committees, and the many volunteers who are 
contributing many hours their time and expertise. Special thanks are extended to Judy Stetson, Helen 
Warren, Doris Epstein, Matt Patrick, Tana Watt, and Richard Meyers.

Thanks to the Handy Company and the Falmouth D.P.W., the restoration of the Flax Pond herring run will 
be completed by clearing and hand digging the ditch this fall.

Once again, another poor scallop season was had from reasons unknown. The Massachusetts Division of 
Marine Fisheries ordered the closure of sections, and in some cases, the entire pond, prohibiting the taking 
of shellfish due to poor water quality. The State D.M.F. and the Town will continue to monitor water quality 
to assure that our shellfish is safe for human consumption. 


On the bright side, the Massachusetts D.M.F. has determined that the shellfish growing area Falmouth Inner 
Harbor (SC:91) classified as “Prohibited” since July 7, 1942, now meets the established criteria of 
classification “Conditionally Approved”, status "Open to Shellfishing November ist - April 30th All Dates 
Inclusive” due to improved water quality. 


Thank you Marine Fisheries, all Town departments and citizens of the Town of Falmouth for your 
understanding and cooperation during the past year.

NATURAL RESOURCES DEPARTMENT 


The Wetlands/Wildlife Element of the Local Comprehensive Plan has been completed. Through the efforts 
of the Falmouth Wetlands Action Committee, most of the Town’s wetlands have been documented and 
inventoried. Other biological inventories, fish, plant and animal populations, have been completed as well. 
As specified in the Cape Cod Commission’s guidelines, we have also developed action items that will help 
to enhance and protect Falmouth’s wetlands and wildlife. This work is presently before the Falmouth 
Conservation Commission for review and it is our hope that it will soon be brought before Town Meeting for 
approval. A major focus of this document will be improving Falmouth’s marine and fresh water pond water 
quality through the mitigation of road runoff. In pursuance of this objective, a scientific study of the Town’s 
twenty worst discharge sites has also been completed. This work will provide a methodology for the 
mitigation of all such sites throughout the Town. Recently, a ten thousand dollar grant was awarded to the 
Town from the Buzzards Bay Project. The money is to be used to clean up a direct discharge site. The 
information in the application for the grant came from this study. The Department of Coastal Zone 
Management and the Waquoit Bay National Estuarine Reserve are using some to the studies techniques to 
develop systematic approaches t examine non point source pollution for all coastal communities. 
Representatives from the Falmouth Conservation Commission and the Falmouth Department of Natural 
Resources are now serving as technical advisors to this project. 


The Department of Natural Resources has joined with the Barnstable County Cooperative Extension Service 
and other Cape Cod Natural Resource Departments in exploring the viability of aquaculture of the Cape. 
In May of this year, the Marine Biological Laboratory provided a week long course concerning a variety of 
topics related to aquaculture. This course was attended by the Falmouth Department of Natural Resources. 


A trailer office unit at the Falmouth Dog Shelter has been purchased and installed. This has freed up space 
within the shelter for an office for the Friends of Falmouth Dogs. Animal Control Officer Tom Garland has 
attended a twelve week Massachusetts Animal Control Officers certification course, and Senior Animal Control 
Officer Melissa Berryman has completed a one week course at the University of New Hampshire concerning 
topics in animal control. 


During the summer, Brant Griffin, a local college student, performed a work study internship with us through 
the University of Maine. 


Our staff continues to serve on the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution’s Sea Grant Outreach Guidance 
Group, the Waquoit Bay National Estuarine Research Reserve Protection Committee, and Advisory Council, 
and the Barnstable County Rabies Task Force, as well as perform their traditional duties.

BEACH COMMITTEE 


The 1994 summer season was indeed a very busy time for everyone connected with the beaches. With a 
continuation of the hot dry summer weather we had experienced last year, this of course meant beach visitors 
once again in record numbers. This translates into many long and hard hours for our beach staff to prepare 
and maintain the beaches and our facilities. In addition, this summer was the first year of the two year beach 
sticker renewal cycle. Fourth of July weekend saw long lines at the Surf Drive bath house queuing up for a 
beach sticker. This leveled off as the summer progressed to a steady number of stickers issued on a daily 
basis. 


Clerks, parking attendants, lifeguards, maintenance crew and supervisory personnel all pulled together as 
a team to keep all of our beaches on line and running smoothly. Many long, hot, hard work days were put 
in by the very dedicated staff to accomplish this goal. As in past years, our facilities, parking lots and 
available beach space were stretched beyond their capacity on a daily basis. 


Our swim program was a huge success again this year, with free lessons available every week day at every 
beach for pre schoolers to twelve year olds. This year we experimented successfully with an advanced 
swimming program for older youths. This program will be continued and hopefully expanded next year. The 
swim program culminates with the annual swim meet, once again held at the Massachusetts Maritime 
Academy pool. Standing room only in the spectators gallery as favorite swimmers or teams were cheered on. 
The enthusiasm, spirit and sportsmanship of all the participants was evident throughout. Unfortunately there 
can be only one overall winner in each category and the winners this year were Falmouth Heights beach once 
again in the big beach category and Megansett beach in the small beach category.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


From July 1, 1994 through June 30, 1995, Veterans, their widows, dependent children and parents of World 
War | and II, Korean Conflict, Vietnam and the Persian Gulf ‘were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of 
the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


One World War |, thirty-eight World War Il, sixteen Korean and eleven Vietnam Veterans died during the year 
in Falmouth. Twenty-six of these veterans were buried at the V.A. Massachusetts National Cemetery. The 
widows and dependent parents and/or children were assisted in preparing the necessary forms for pensions, 
burial allowance, Social Security claims and grave markers. 


Seventeen markers have been applied for and received. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred 
in local cemeteries have been taken care of and there were two indigent veteran burial. We have completed 
marking all Veterans’ graves in local cemeteries with seals and establishing a list of veterans buried in each 
of our local cemeteries. We hope that this will make it easier to put the flags out for Memorial Day. 
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Approximately fifty-five VA eligibility verification reports were completed by this department to insure 
continuation of VA pensions for Veterans and their dependents. 


As of the last Federal Census the Veteran population of Falmouth was 4,298. This office has processed one 
Vietnam Veteran’s application and three Persian Gulf applications for Massachusetts State Bonus’, and aided 
approximately seven hundred and fifty Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the job 
training, pensions, VA mortgages, tax abatements and many other benefits throughout the year, accounting 
for over $3,500,000.00 in Federal VA benefits coming into this town. 


In March of 1993, the Town was officially declared a World War || Commemorative Community. The 
Commemorative Flag and Certificate are displayed in the foyer of Town Hall. Both our Memorial Day and 
Veterans Day services were dedicated to WWII Veterans and their families. 


At the request of the Board of Selectmen, the Town now has an official flag, which is displayed at the Hall 
of Flags in the State House and was displayed for the first time locally at our Memorial Day services.

From July 1994 - June 1995, the Committee met on the third Tuesday monthly, except for December. 


Veterans Day ceremonies were held on November 11, 1994 at Memorial Lane. Debbie Cotton, Chairman 
of the Veterans Council Committee was the Master of Ceremonies. Wreaths were laid at the two monuments 
by representatives of the Veterans’ organizations. The Company of Minute and Militia rendered a musket 
volley, taps were played by a bugler from the Falmouth High School band and prayers were offered at the 
beginning and end of the ceremonies by Rev. Fr. Francis X. Wallace, Veterans Chaplain. 


A plaque was presented to Rev. Fr. Francis X. Wallace, St. Patricks’ Church, who retired this fall. Prior to 
his retirement he served at the Chaplain to the Veterans Council Committee for twenty years. 


The ceremonies were repeated at Deacons Pond in memory of Naval veterans. At the end of the ceremony, 
a short Memorial Services was performed by the Militia, retiring the uniform of their former Commander, 
Nathaniel A. Denman, who passed away in October. 


American flags were placed on properly marked Veterans’ graves and memorials in the Town on Memorial 
Day weekend.

ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT INDUSTRIAL CORPORATION 


The EDIC, which manages the Falmouth Technology Park, has seen a year of not many changes but great 
deal of challenges. The economic downturn of the late 1980’s and early 1900’s continues its impact on the 
ability of the EDIC to sell lots in the park. This year the corporation authorized a non-exclusive agreement 
with Sea Watch Realty to market lots in the park. 


Accurate Plastics, one to the park’s tenants, secured all required permits and expanded its facilities. The 
Enterprise, also a current tenant, held its 100th anniversary celebration in the publishing business with a 
clambake on it newly landscaped premises. Many members of the Falmouth and neighboring communities 
joined with the owners and staff in that celebration. Cape Cod Printing, which has owned a lot in the park 
for several years, began construction of its new facilities. 


The most significant accomplishment of the EDIC was the completion of the development agreement with 
the Cape Cod Commission. The final two parts of that agreement, Solid Waste Management and Hazardous 
Materials Management, were completed and voted by the Cape Cod Commission. The EDIC acknowledges 
the extraordinary assistance of the commission staff, particularly, Patty Daley, Andrea Adams and David Hall. 
Without the time and effort of EDIC’s Chairman Richard Campbell, it would not have been realized. His 
contribution to the completion of that agreement were enormous and appreciated.

SOLID WASTE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


On October 25, 1994, this committee held a ceremonial ribbon-cutting to open the new Swap Shop in the 
recycling area at the landfill. It was built entirely by volunteers at no cost to the town. A contest was held 
to give it its name, ‘Pick of the Litter’, and it has become very popular. Residents leave unwanted things 
such as furniture, books, bicycles, kitchen ware, toys (there have even been a violin, a furnace and a dog 
coffin), for anyone to take. Volunteers work daily to keep the place orderly. Vandalism to used doors and 
windows that were being stored outside has been a problem and the committee hopes to find something we 
can use as an annex for construction materials. The problem of vandalism and theft during off hours in all 
parts of the landfill needs to be addressed by the town.

This year, newspapers, magazines and phone books could be deposited for recycling daily at the landfill and 
that probably accounts for the dramatic increase in paper. Unfortunately, the tonnage of waste going to 
SEMASS also increased. That is in large part due to the fact that an effort is being made to bury less in the 
landfill. Available space there - is fast filling up and the DPW has announced it will be used only as a 
transfer station after 1998. 


This was the third of a three year curbside trash and recycling contract with Browning-Ferris Industries. Our 


committee helped the DPW develop the bid invitation for the new contract that begins July 1, 1995, and as 
a result it will include the following major changes: 
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1. Town curbside service will be extended to condominium complexes that wish to be included. 

2. Recycling pick-up will be extended to include many municipal facilities and housing complexes. 
3. Curbside service will include newspaper and #1 polyethylene plastic, both materials now banned 
by the State from disposal in landfills and incinerators. 


The bid for the new contract was won by Advance Waste Systems and we worked with them to prepare 
informational materials for households, have made a video describing the new service which was shown on 
cable Channel 13 and are continuing our newspaper column and recycling demonstrations. A lot more 
needs to be done to inform summer residents and visitors about how and what to recycle in Falmouth when 
they are vacationing here. 


This committee recommends that, as the Disposal Area on Thomas Landers Rd. becomes less and less a 
landfill and more and more a transfer station, traffic patterns be improved and signs be added to increase 
efficiency and enhance user convenience.

FALMOUTH COUNCIL ON AGING 


Many changes have occurred during the past year at the John DeMello Senior Center. Some of the changes 
have been physical - the making of the Senior Center handicapped accessible. Ramps are now at each of 
the Center’s entrances. An automatic door system is in place at the Main Entrance. These are the physical 
changes; but, there have been many changes affecting the life around the Center. Many new programs are 
now being offered - such as “Cooking One-derfully” , Crewel Embroidery, Foot, Back and Shoulder Massage, 
plus the many trips to attractions in and out of state, all the programs have proved to be very successful. 
The Center is very thankful for the over 145 volunteers who have contributed over 11,000 hours with an 
estimated value of $109,000.00, they are obviously an integral part of the Center. During this year over 8600 
bus trips were afforded by the Senior Mini-bus to various destinations in town. Members have been donating 
foodstuffs and the like to assist the "Around the Table” (Soup kitchen) each month. There are now 3 attorneys 
who offer their legal expertise to our seniors each month. Again this year, the Center Staff in cooperation 
with the Kiwanis Club of Falmouth in the Christmas Dinner which fed over 250 seniors in early December. 
Falmouth Seniors, who are associated with the Sight Loss Services, Inc. of Cape Cod are transported by the 
Mini-bus each month to a support meeting. 


The Friendly Visitor Program has been gaining volunteers and clients since its return to the Center and at 
present it has over 50 Visitors and over 60 clients. The Outreach Program has been so helpful and 
successful for so many seniors of the town that the Council has requested that the Town of Falmouth accept 
the position of Outreach Coordinator as a town-funded position, thereby increasing the outreach hours to 30 
hours per week. 


The Council on Aging wishes to express its thanks to everyone in the town for their assistance in the efforts 
and works at the Senior Center. Aspecial thanks to the Town Administration for the financial assistance with 
the handicap accessibility improvements; also to our wonderful volunteers whose contributions are recorded 
above. For the leadership and help given we also wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Town 
Administrator, the Finance Committee, and the Department of Public Works.

Following almost two years as Falmouth’s representative to the Authority's Finance Advisory Board, | am 
pleased to submit to the Town of Falmouth, as a Member of the Authority, this annual report. 
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Authority Management 


May 8, 1995 the Authority opened its new terminal facility and vehicle staging area at its Vineyard Haven 
terminal. This facility proved highly successful during its first summer of operation and has reduced major 
congestion at the terminal. In June 1995 the Authority awarded a contract to J.K. Scanlan, Inc. to construct 
the new terminal facility at its Hyannis location. This project is expected to be completed for the 1996 
summer season. 


Traffic management issues in Falmouth and Woods Hole are also being addressed within the Authority. A 
recent request for proposals for a new parking facility has been advertised with fourteen different proposals 
received. The objective of the Authority is to reduce traffic congestion coming into the woods Hole terminal 
by providing sufficient and efficient off site parking. 


Traffic Statistics 


Through August, 1995 the Woods Hole/Martha’s Vineyard route carried 1,650,000 passengers; 268,200 
automobiles, and 47,250 trucks. Summer vehicular traffic is down slightly, with more growth accounted for 
in the shoulder seasons. 


The resignation of William Andrews, as a result of his relocation, was a loss to the Town of Falmouth. As the 
Member representing the Town of Falmouth, my objective will also be to strongly represent the Town and its 
interests, while establishing clear and concise policy for the Authority.

SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURERS 
In accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, testing and sealing of weights and 
measuring devices were conducted in the Town of Falmouth. The State’s Division of Standards provided 


assistance and equipment for the testing of large capacity truck scales and oil truck meters. 


A total of 612 weighing and measuring devices were tested for accuracy and condition. Those devices that 
met the prescribed standards were sealed; some were adjusted and sealed; and some were condemned. 


The sum of $5,260.68 was collected in fees as of June 30, 1995 and deposited in the Town Treasurer. 


The State prohibits the sale of advertising of wood by the cord. Wood will be advertised and sold by the 
cubic foot, and a bill of sale must be presented to the consumer by the seller with the buyer’s name and 
address, plus amount of wood in cubic feet, and the total price. For the consumer’s protection, when wood 
is delivered we suggest measuring the wood before it is accepted and paid for.

FALMOUTH HISTORICAL COMMISSION

The Commission is pleased to report that the work of the town’s two historic preservation commissions has 
won Falmouth designation as one of 19 Certified Local Governments (CLG) in Massachusetts. The National 
Park Service and the Massachusetts Historical Commission award CLG status to cities and towns based on 
the scope and level of effort of their historic preservation programs. This new status helped the Falmouth 
Historical Commission win two grants-- $1,000 from the National Trust for Historic Preservation toward 
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the scope and level of effort of their historic preservation programs. This new status helped the Falmouth 
Historical Commission win two grants-- $1,000 from the National Trust for Historic Preservation toward 
development of a preservation plan for the town and a $7,500 matching grant from the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission for an Archaeological Reconnaissance Survey of the town. 


The Commission has devoted several meetings to working with consultant Candace Jenkins on the Historic 
Preservation and Community Character element of the Local Comprehensive Plan. As part of this effort, the 
Commission sponsored a community meeting on the Cape Cod Commission’s design guidelines. Sharon 
Rooney and Sarah Korjeff of the commission staff were guest speakers. The archaeological study is to begin 
in the fall. 


The restoration of Highfield Hall is high on our list of priorities, and the Commission is actively supporting the 
efforts of the private, nonprofit organization known as Historic Highfield to save the mansion. The Commission 
financed preparation of the fundraising brochure for Highfield from the proceeds of the sales of the Book of 
Falmouth, and members have worked with community volunteers to clean the building and clear some of the 
landscape. 


Commission member Bill Burwell initiated the plan to have the town acquire the old Trotting Park in Teaticket 
which the town purchased and is developing into playing fields. 


~The Commission was pleased to see the former St. Anthony’s Rectory placed on the National Register of 
Historic Places. This commercially used rental property is the first historic preservation project in Falmouth 
in which the owner has qualified for a 20 percent federal tax credit. The pending nomination of the Village 
Green district to the National Register should make many more commercial properties eligible for tax credits 
for appropriate maintenance and renovation work. 


In Woods Hole, the Commission worked with the Marine Biological Laboratory to recreate a facsimile of the 
original Greek Revival style Broderick house on its former footprint. 


We failed to preserve the modest Victorian house owned by the town at 55 Glenwood Place. The Commission 
is, however, working to salvage materials from the building for re-use.

HISTORY 


Formed back in 1948, the Falmouth Housing Authority has provided support for local housing initiatives 
designed to provide needed rental housing opportunities with the support of the Federal Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) and the State Executive Office of Communities and Development 
(EOCD). The mission of the Falmouth Housing Authority is to operate low rent Elderly and Family Housing, 
to determine and establish eligibility and rent requirements, and to provide decent, safe, and sanitary 
housing. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority maintains 302 units of public housing; one Chapter 689 special needs home 
for eight residents; plus slightly over 500 units of scattered site, privately owned housing under the Section 
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8 (Federal) and Massachusetts Rental Voucher Program (State) rental assistance programs. 


The Authority is governed by a five member Board of Commissioners, one appointed by the Governor and 
four elected by the voters in the Town of Falmouth. The Board is required by law to make policy decisions 
on current and future programs, to determine how they are to be administered, and to obtain and protect 
monies to keep them operating. The Authority is a public corporation on which the commissioners serve as 
governing directors. 


FISCAL YEAR 1995 IN REVIEW 


The progress accomplished during fiscal year 1994 was built on during fiscal year 1995. The Falmouth 
Housing Authority was extremely successful in attracting new dollars during FY95 for a variety of programs. 


In September of 1994, the FHA received a $175,000 Comprehensive Improvement Assistance Program (CIAP) 
Grant from HUD for a variety of modernization projects at both Harborview and Tataket Apartments. The 
projects included security lighting, roof repair, vinyl covering for the gable ends at Tataket, new walkways at 
Tataket, enclosing the stairways at Tataket, and bringing the elevators at Harborview up to code. 


During FY95, the Housing Authority completed the total rehabilitation of two of our Chapter 705 family houses 
with a $116,000 grant from EOCD. The houses located on Brick Kiln Road and White Pine Lane were 
transformed from dilapidated, boarded-up eyesores to some of the best looking houses in the neighborhood. 


A third 705 house on Ashton Drive was totally rebuilt through the generosity of Habitat for Humanity and a 
group of caring and dedicated friends from the Jehovah’s Witness’ Hall in Mashpee. In this instance, the 
FHA supplied the materials and the total rebuilding of this 4-bedroom home was done for a total cost of 
$27,000. 


The October, 1994 Town Meeting appropriated $26,000 for three separate programs for the FHA. With these 
funds, we were able to convert the electric heat in three of our 705 houses, bring the total conversions done 
in two years to 6. We are happy to report that we now have no units heated with electricity. These funds 
also allowed us to purchase screen and storm doors for our 705 houses. 


The third program funded, in part, with these funds has been our Service Coordinator. This program is in 
conjunction with the Barnstable Housing Authority and is funded through a combination of the Town Meeting 
funds, combined with a $10,000 grant from the Kelley Foundation, $5,000 from the reserve accounts of both 
the FHA and the BHA, and additional funds appropriated by the Barnstable Housing Authority. The Service 
Coordinator, splitting her time between Barnstable and Falmouth, works closely with the residents of all five 
of our elderly/disabled developments and has proven to be a very valuable addition to the FHA staff. 


A CITIES (Community Involvement To Improve Elderly Safety) Program was also initiated during FY95 in 
conjunction with the Falmouth Police Department, using a grant from the Massachusetts Department of 
Community Safety. This program has developed security committees in each of our developments made up 
of the residents of the development. Special thanks for this program go to Sergeant Gary Wemett and Officer 
Frank Sylvester who have been most instrumental in its success. 


Working with Falmouth’s Director of Human Services and the Falmouth Clergy Association, a special 
Homeless Prevention Fund for Falmouth Residents was established and funded with $28,000 at the Spring 
Town Meeting. This program began on July 1, 1995 and will be discussed in detail in next year’s report. 
The FHA continued to work with the Falmouth Housing Trust during FY95 in the development of the Single 
Room Occupancy Facility on Palmer Avenue, known as the Flynn House. By the end of the fiscal year, it 
appeared the SRO would be ready for occupancy during September of 1995. 


All the successes at the FHA don’t just happen. They happen because people of good will have come 
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together to help those in our community in need. The support the FHA has received from the people of 
Falmouth is most appreciated. We’d also like to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Town Administrator, the 
Human Services Department, the Public Works Department and the Police and Fire Departments. And a very 
special thanks to the Clergy Association and the Town Meeting for their trust, their faith, and their financial 
support in and for the Falmouth Housing Authority. 


Despite all this marvelous support, there’s one group that is perhaps the biggest factor in all the good things 
happening at the Falmouth Housing Authority. For this group has the power to say yea or nay to whatever 
is brought before it. Fortunately for me as Executive Director and for the Authority, this group has had the 
faith, the vision, and the commitment necessary to make happen what’s happening at the FHA. My personal 
thanks for all their support go to the Board of Commissioners of the Falmouth Housing Authority.

DESIGN REVIEW COMMITTEE 


The Design Review Committee was created by town meeting in April of 1991, and was charged with advising 
the Building Commissioner, the Planning Board, the Zoning Board of Appeals, and to make recommendations 
to the Board of Selectmen on sign code variance request. 


Our job is to consider the aesthetic impact of commercial construction on the proposed neighborhood, and 
to make appropriate recommendation to the various boards. There is no obligation for these applicants to 
even come to the Design Review Committee meetings, although an explication sheet is available at the 
board’s office for such attendance. 


In October of 1994, members of the DRC met with the Historic District Commission and the building 
commissioner, Mr. Eladio Gore. It was resolved that better communication should take place between the 
two committees and Mr. Gore. there have been too many sign code permits issued within the Historic 
Districts without that committee’s approval. The DRC is on the lookout for such applications in the future. 


In December of 1994, the committee met with the selectmen for a status report, the DRC reported the two 
goals of the committee: Acceptance from the Planning Board and a program to simplify the sign code by-law. 
The members reported receiving more attention from the Board of Appeals, but still had difficulty with the 
planning board. The committee is working on an abbreviated version of the sign code for the laymen without 
changing its legality. 


In February of 1995, the committee chairman met with the Planning Board, and was assured that a letter 
advising an applicant to the importance of the DRC would be mailed as soon as an application is made. One 
member of the board did not want to use the word “encourage” in a letter to an applicant. As far as we have 
been told, no letters have actually been mailed to any applicant to the Planning Board.

The major task of the DRC was to assist the Building Commissioner and the Board of Selectmen with the 
recommendations of 88 sign permits for the year, up from 74 from Jast year:

BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


The Bikeways Committee had another successful year. Phase II of the Shining Sea Bikeway from Locust 
Street to Skating Lane have been funded on the Transportation Improvement Plan (TIP). The construction 
bid package is at the State Highway Department. Upon passage of the Commonwealths Transportation Bond 
Issue the bid process will commence. We are anticipating final award of the construction contract in 
September. Phase Ill from Skating Lane to Old Palmer Avenue is under design. The National Park Service, 
through the Cape Cod Commission, is providing funds for the design with matching funds from the Friends 
of the Bikeways, and the Woods Hole Foundation. Construction of Phase Ill is anticipated in FY 96. 


We obtained funds, $2000.00 for the Governor’s Highway Safety Bureau, to expand the annual Bike Rodeo, 
increase the number of helmets given away and develop educational materials for the elementary schools 
in the Town. We have prepared an educational packet for every 3rd and 4th grade teacher in the Falmouth 
School system to incorporate bicycle safety into the curriculum. Over 150 Bike Helmets were given to 
children through the Schools or at the Bike Rodeo. 


We obtained a $3000.00 grant from the Department of Environmental Management through the Sea Path 
program to promote knowledge and educate people about the coastal environment. The Bikeway Committee 
is developing a guide, signs, and maps of the Shining Sea Bikeway, emphasizing coastal ecology. 


We designed and built informational kiosks for the north and south end of the Shining Sea Bikeway. Materials 
were donated by Wood Lumber and carpentry by Terry Eisen. The kiosks will contain maps, rules of the 
bikepath and general information for bikepath users. 


The Cape Cod Commission gave the Town 13 bike lockers as a demonstration project to promote commuting 
by bicycle in Falmouth. Each bike locker provides secure weather tight storage for two bicycles and cost 
approximately $800.00 each. The lockers were place at Town Hall, Main Street, the Bus Station, Falmouth 
Hospital, Cape Sailboard, MBL, Woods Hole Village, WHO! , and NOAA Marine Fisheries. The Cape Cod 
Commission collects data on how the lockers promote commuting. After the test period the lockers belong 
to the Town. 


All the designated Bike Routes on the Town roadways have had signs posted. In addition, small directional 
signs have been added to assist bicyclist in getting around Town. 


A policy has been developed and approved by the Selectmen for the donation of memorial benches on the 
Shining Sea Bikeway. Letter requests are to be sent to the Bikeways Committee for consideration and 
approval for the donation of benches. 


The Bikeways Committee participated in the Mashpee/Falmouth Alternative Transportation Workshop in May 
95 to help develop long range plans to connect the Towns with viable bicycle and pedestrian links. The 
Bikeways Committee wrote the original draft for the Cape Cod Commission grant for this project. We co- 
sponsored for the second year with Mad About Cycling (MAC) the DRIVE SAFE/BIKE SMART campaign. This 
campaign emphasizes education of both motorist and bicyclist to operate courtesy and LAWFULLY to make 
the roads safe for everyone. 


The Selectmen directed the Town Engineer to consider bicycles in all road issues. Route 151 was 
designated a bike route to facilitate bicycle friendly improvements for future road resurfacing. The Bikeways

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The Health Department performed routine inspections of all year-round, seasonal and temporary food service 
establishments, including temporary establishments at various outdoor events. Additional follow-up 
inspections were performed as necessary. 


The Falmouth Board of Health continued the Household Hazardous Waste Collection Program at the County 
Fairgrounds in Hatchville. This year’s successful event was conducted as a joint Falmouth-Mashpee 
collection. This collection, together with the choice of the fairgrounds for the collection site, resulted in a 
cost-effective operation with a high rate of public participation. This program of periodic household hazardous 
waste collections serves the community on several levels. Most importantly, it provides a legal and 
responsible means for individuals to dispose of these materials. Secondly, the publicity surrounding the 
event focuses the public’s attention on the problem of wastes derived from consumer products. The program 
provides an immediate benefit to the community through the elimination of hazardous materials, plus there 
is the potential indirect benefit of future reductions in wastes generated as the public awareness increases. 


The Health Department maintains a supply of vaccines for the control of certain communicable diseases. 
These materials are supplied to the Town by the State Department of Public Health at no cost and are 
dispensed, on request, to local health care providers and the nursing services contracted by the Board of 
Health. 


The State Department of Public Health provided 100% of the vaccines administered at the 1994 flu clinics 
conducted for the town by the Visiting Nursing Association. A total of 1656 immunizations were administered 
to Falmouth residents at nursing homes and public clinics. The Health Department budgets additional funds 
for the purchase of vaccines and syringes to complement the State allotment in the event of a shortfall.

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FALMOUTH CONTRIBUTORY RETIREMENT BOARD 


For the year ending December 31, 1994, the Falmouth Contributory Retirement System had a total portfolio 
investment return of 1.14% and ranked #23 in five year annualized returns at 8.28% . The assets of the 
system, totalling in excess of $22.7 million, are invested in high quality fixed income securities and equities. 


The retirement system currently provides service for 540 active members and 232 retired members and 
beneficiaries. During the year 1994, nineteen applications for retirement benefits and fifteen requests for 
return of accumulated deductions were processed. Thirty-seven new members were enrolled into the system.

FALMOUTH HISTORICAL DISTRICTS COMMISSION 

Seventy-nine applications were submitted to the Historic Districts Commission during the past year. Of these, 
eleven were deemed to involve simple maintenance producing no visible changes, they were approved 
without the requirement of a formal hearing. Seventeen meetings were held by the Commission a which the 


remaining sixty-nine applications were reviewed.

This year, Bill Elder was voted Chairman of the Commission. Alternate member Susan Witzell resigned and 
Beverly Klink was appointed to succeed her. Ms. Klink first met with the Commission in September of 1994. 


In April, the Hamlin Hills development, Falmouth’s first referral to the Cape Cod Commission, was finally 
discharged following its compliance with the CCC’s requirements and the subsequent approval of its 
landscaping plans by the Historical Districts Commission. 


Installation of the roadside signs designating the various historic districts was commenced with the assistance 
of the Department of Public works in the spring of 1995 and now nears completion. 


In August this Commission together with the Falmouth historical Commission was accepted as a "Certified 


Local Government” by the National Park Service and the Massachusetts Historical Commission. Falmouth 
joins Somerville, Cambridge, and Boston which already hold that distinction.

The drafting of new guidelines has been completed. It is expected that the greater and more specific detail 
will facilitate the application process. 


The perennial issues of enforcement, i.e. violations, non-compliance and confusion over jurisdiction, persist. 
Their causes are numerous and many efforts have been made to solve them. Other problems are caused by 
the combination of a changing economic environment, technology, and legislation which puts a number of 
other interest before that of preservation. However, the Commission feels that it continues to play a valuable 
role in protecting the historic resources of Falmouth.

BARNSTABLE COUNTY ASSEMBLY OF DELEGATES 


Barnstable County government now has a smaller budget and fewer employees since the closing of 
Barnstable County Hospital. Some activities on the hospital grounds have remained in operation, but their 
continued location there is uncertain for the long term, as is the eventual use of the property as a whole. 
Corrections, other operations under the Sheriff, and the Registry of Deeds remain as part of the County 
system, but speculation also continues about a state takeover of some or all of these. 

After the report of the appointed task force, the Cape Cod Commission, the County Commissioners, and the 
Assembly of Delegates worked in unison to effect the recommended changes to make the Cape Cod 
Commission more user friendly. 


The program budget review process operated successfully for the first time without the active role of the 
selectmen as an advisory board. Assembly delegates and the county finance director reported to selectmen 
and town managers on budget changes and trends. The Assembly of Delegates has continued thinking about 
the future role and shape of county government in anticipation of re-examination of the county charter after 
5 years of operation.

FALMOUTH SUBSTANCE ABUSE COMMISSION 


The Falmouth Substance Abuse Commission was created in 1987. The Commission's mission statement 
is as follows: To increase the positive efforts which seek to enhance the local community prevention of 
alcohol, tobacco, and drug abuse through a purposeful and assertive process of changing conditions that 
promote alcohol and drug abuse. During FY95 many initiatives tied to our mission were completed. They 
are as follows: 


Sponsored and acted as the steering committee for year one of Together We Can. Projects included 
the No TV Week, Celebration ‘95’, the formation of the Transportation Management Board, the 
Together We Can Cookbook, a Tot Drop, the Alternative Extended Families initiatives at the 
Children’s Museum, formation of the Falmouth Community Council, the Pool Committee, the Mutual 
Respect Strategies Committee, and the Electronic Data Base Committee. 


Worked with the LD/ADD Support Network to provide a speakers program for the community. The 
presentations included, Families and Schools Working Together: Paving the Way to Successful 
Advocacy with Joanne D. Bertsekas and The ABC's of ADD with Dr. Ned Hallowell. Close to six 
hundred people attended the two programs. 


Co-sponsored with The Falmouth HIV/Aids Community Partnership a presentation titled Changing the 
Context: The power in Prevention by Dr. Richard Keeling. The presentation that dealt with the 
importance of community was so well received as well as challenging, that he will return as the 
keynote speaker for an all day program scheduled for March 13, 1996. 
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Provided training for the Falmouth Police Department on the issues of underage drinking and 
community enabling of that drinking. 


Completion of a random survey that assessed the community’s perceptions about the alcohol, 
tobacco, and drug related problems within our town. The response from the community was 
excellent with about a 35% return rate. In addition several key informants were interviewed. 


Participated as a Commission in ongoing training that helped clarify our mission, the role we play 
within the community, and the importance of community development programs. The training’s 
were held in addition to our monthly meetings and represented a major time commitment by our 
members. 


The 1995 fiscal year was an extremely busy and productive year for The Substance Abuse Commission - all 
of our objectives for the year were met. We look forward to the addition of three new members and 
continued success in the upcoming years.

officer to act for him, and (c) such physician as the city or town manager or, if there is none, the mayor or 
selectmen in writing appoint shall, upon receipt from the applicant of due proof, certify: - (1) that the expenses 
for which indemnification is sought were the natural and proximate result of the disability for which the police 
officer or fire fighter was retired; (2) that such expenses were incurred after acceptance of this section; (3) that 
the hospital, medical and surgical, chiropractic, nursing, pharmaceutical, prosthetic and related expenses and 
reasonable charges for podiatry to which such expenses relate were rendered within six months before the 
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filing of the application; (4) that such expenses were in no way attributable to the use by the police officer or 
fire fighter of any intoxicating liquor or drugs or to his being gainfully employed after retirement or to any other 
willful act or conduct on his part; and (5) that such expenses are reasonable under all the circumstances.”,. 
Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of Winnifred Woods and others.

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING APRIL 2, 1996 
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ADMINISTRATOR’S REPORT 
The last year has been a year of further reconciliation. The previous fiscal year was marked by struggle to 
define the relationships dictated by our five year old Town Charter. However, the 1996 fiscal year exemplified 
the maturity of our community and our willingness to work toward a common goal -- a stable, representative 
town government. This experience will be helpful during the coming fiscal year as the community again has 
an opportunity to help codify the Town Charter through the Charter Study committee. 


One role of the Town Administrator is to present personnel that strengthen the leadership and organizational 
Capacity of our town government. In one crucial example, the Town Administrator conducted an assessment 
center to provide an un-biased evaluation of the finalists for the position of Chief of Police. The clear leader 
of this evaluation was a Falmouth Police Department Captain and now Chief David Cusolito. This level of 
professionalism in hiring continued as the Board of Selectmen approved the appointment of Gregg Fraser as 
Harbormaster bringing local municipal knowledge, budgetary experience, and private sector marine experience 
to the position of Harbormaster. The new Shellfish Warden, Paul Montague also brings regulatory and shellfish 
propagation experience to the Town. In addition to these Department Head positions, the appointment of a 
well qualified and capable Assistant to the Town Administrator and a Zoning Enforcement Officer have 
increased the level of service provided to our community. 


Again, as required by the Charter, the Town Administrator submitted both a balanced operating budget and 
capital plan. Part of the balanced budget is a stabilization fund to support the future capping of the sanitary 
landfill. The Town signed a consent order to close the landfill by 1998 and conducted the first phase of 
_ engineering for the capping of the landfill which will ultimately provide enclosed open space and potentially 
a future active use. Many of the Capital Plan items approved at Town meeting were studies and 
implementation programs to improve the level of service provided to residents. The new Silver Beach 
Community Waste Water Treatment project, the Fire Station Location Study, and the continuation of the 
| Crooked Pond Well site evaluation are examples. Major acquisition and improvement projects include the 
| purchase of two fire engines, the completion of the Odor Control at the Waste Water Treatment Plant, and the 
construction of the Menauhant and Ackapesket Road sidewalks. 


Another breakthrough for the town was the acceptance of the installation of an interim treatment system at the 
Coonamesset Well. The threat of water pollution is a problem that will remain with the town for some time and 
the acceptance of treatment systems allows our community an additional method of providing safe drinking 
water to our residents. Toward that end, the extension of 5,000 feet of water mains in the Boxberry Hill area 
are expected in the near future. Further extensions include several petition mains and a proposed extension 
in the Hatchville area. 
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Other future projects include the possible construction of a community waste water treatment system for 200 
homes in North Falmouth, the construction of the Trotting Park athletic fields, and a final vote on the location 
of a new Fire Headquarters location. 


The continued effort of the town to build community consensus is exemplified by the diligent effort of the Main 
Street Revitalization Project. The town was fortunate to receive a State Department of Public Works Economic 
Development Grant in the amount of $1.4 million to make streetscape improvements to Main Street. This 
project began in earnest in April and construction is on track for the spring of 1997. The public contributions 
to date have been tremendous and a debt of gratitude is owed to those who have given countless hours of their 
time to this special project. 


In closing, this past year has been a good example of a representative town government at work. The projects 
proposed through a balanced budget have progressed in timely fashion and the level of service and amenities 
provided to our residents continues to increase. This balance owes much of its success to the hundreds of 
volunteer that serve this community in a professional capacity. It will be difficult to maintain this balance as 
persona! time commitments continue to increase. The town continues to develop a more and more Capabie 
employee base but we will continue to look to our community for the expertise and vision that keeps Falmouth 
a special place.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Fiscal Year 1996 has been a dynamic year: a number of major projects moved forward; progress was made 
on resolving some chronic problems; and the Board devoted considerable time to handling the widening 
pollution problems from the Massachusetts Military Reservation (MMR). The team work of the Board was 
reinforced by the re-election of Selectmen Mary Pat Flynn and Troy B.G. Clarkson to three year terms, and the 
re-election of Selectmen Virginia Valiela and Mary Pat Flynn as Chairman and Vice-Chairman respectively. 


Major projects included receipt of a $1.4 million grant to revitalize Main Street (Sidewalks, lighting, signage, 
and parks); a town-wide planting of day lilies in memory of Josiah K. Lilly Ill; and the creation of the Teaticket 
Green. The Board appointed a Shellfish Advisory Committee to advance aquaculture, and a DCPC Committee 
(District of Critical Planning Concern) to study additional protection for Black Beach and Great Sippewissett 
Marsh in West Falmouth. The Board deliberated over the pros and cons of two sites in Falmouth for a new 
Fire Station Headquarters (to be decided at the Fall 1996 Town Meeting), and over what provisions to make 
for future use of the landfill once it closes in 1998 (the cap design will leave open the option for playing fields 
and other low-impact uses). 


Solutions to three long-term problems were advanced: (1) traffic and demand for parking generated by the — 
Steamship Authority can be reduced by using a Reservation System which was successfully pilot-tested this — 


summer, and by building a large parking lot at the MMR; (2) A newly created Harbor Mooring Task Force is 
clarifying the status of private vs. commercial moorings, and the mooring plan for Quissett and Green Pond 
Harbors is being updated; and (3) the Board developed and unanimously agreed upon a process for setting 


goals and objectives for the Town Administrator and for evaluating his performance annually. The Board also — 


began developing its own Strategic Plan. 


The Board, the Town Administrator, and the Water Dept. continued to expend a large effort coping with 
pollution problems emanating from the MMR. In February, public opinion halted the design to contain all the 
plumes by pumping and treating the contaminated groundwater after it was learned that the remedy would 
Cause a severe drop in the water table in some locations and “flooding” elsewhere. In April, the Air Force 
Center for Environmental Excellence took over management of the project from the National Guard Bureau; 
AFCEE is designing a remediation plan with more sensitivity to ecological impacts, and more involvement by 
many citizen groups. A new source of pollution, ethylene di-bromide (EDB), was encountered in the vicinity 
of Coonamessett Pond. Although the EDB underflowed the Coonamessett Well, the Dept. of Defense paid to 
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install a wellhead filtration system as a precaution. Funding will also be provided to connect homes with private 
wells in the area to town water at no charge to the homeowners. 


The Board takes special note of the retirement of George Souza, Shellfish Warden, after 31 years of dedicated 
service to the Town; and the appointment of David Cusolito as Chief of Police after 16 years on the police 
force. The Board recognizes the cooperation and assistance of the departments and committees which report 
to us on a regular basis, and thanks the Town Administrator for his skill in managing the daily affairs of the 
town and wisely expending town funds.

BUILDING AND ZONING DEPARTMENT 


The 1995-1996 fiscal year was another busy year for building activity in Falmouth with 5,327 permits issued 
for building, electrical, plumbing and gas construction activities. The various inspectors made 7,937 
inspections during the fiscal year. 


There were 90 sign permits issued, which included several variances issued by the Selectmen. An assistant 
zoning enforcement officer was hired part-time and has begun working with the business community in regards 
to the Sign Code. Meetings with individuals and small groups have been arranged to provide practical 
suggestions for bringing existing signs into compliance as well as maximizing the available signage allowed 
by the Code. 


Some of the noteworthy projects that were permitted during fiscal year 95/96: Falmouth Technology Park 
added the Cape Cod Printing Plant to the expanding park. Village Common Drive has begun to see activity 
with the addition of the Woodsmith. The park currently has plans underway for further expansion. Ballymeade 
began the condominium phase of building in Falmouth Woods with the construction of four, two-unit buildings. 


Some noteworthy Alterations/Additions during fiscal 95/96: Extensive alteration at Falmouth Hospital which 
included renovating the emergency room area. The old A&P on Scranton Avenue, underwent dramatic changes 
with the installation of a new full service supermarket. The old Falmouth National Bank at the Plaza, was 
converted into a new bagel shop. Additionally, six apartments were installed in the Merchants Wharf complex.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Following is the 36th Annual Report of the Falmouth Department of Public Works covering operations of the 
Department for the period July 1, 1995 through June 30, 1996. 


ROADS 


The Department completed an ambitious annual resurfacing program is fiscal year 1996. A total of 26 roads 
were resurfaced comprising some 8.1 miles. Prior to resurfacing, most roads were pulverized, graded, and 
drainage problems corrected. This program was done and completed in the spring of 1996. Total cost was 
$966,000.00 dollars, with 90 percent of this being funded by State Aid through Chapter 90. The balance of 
the program came from the annual capital improvement plan of the Town. All villages and sections of Town 
were covered under this program. 


Work continued on roads approved under the 1993 two million dollar bond issue. Roads completed under this 
program this fiscal year were Thomas Landers Road/Turner Road, Kompass Drive, Penn Court and Goeletta 
Drive. These roads comprised 2.5 miles. 


In the Spring of 1995, the Town continued its program of crack filling and infra-red work. This maintenance 
program goes a long way in keeping together pavements that have been subjected to utility cuts. 


BRIDGES AND SIDEWALKS 

Major repair work continued on the Eel Pond Bridge in Woods Hole and Chapoquoit Bridge in West Falmouth. 
Replacement sidewalks and curb were installed on portions of Main Street, Robbins Road and Grand Avenue 
near the Falmouth Heights beach. Construction of a new sidewalk was done on Acapesket Road and 
reconstruction of sidewalks on Old Main Road in North Falmouth was accomplished under the Road Bond 
Program. 


EQUIPMENT 


The department purchased one 36,000 GVW dump truck and one for wheel drive utility type truck, and two 
Sedans. All purchases were for replacement vehicles. 


SOLID WASTE 

The department continues to operate the Disposal Area with its own equipment and personnel. The bulk of 
solid waste goes to the Otis Transfer Station for shipment to SEMASS. The Disposal area primarily is handling 
| construction and demolition wastes and recyclable items such as metal, tires, mattresses and box springs, 
| waste oil, and leaves and yard wastes. Total FY95 income for the Disposal Area was $179,688.00. 


The Town recycled 8,550 gallons of waste oil, about the same quantity as the previous fiscal year. Cost to 
recycle this item was $2,137.50. 


: The Upper Cape Regional Transfer Station handled total of 42,479 tons of refuse for shipment to SEMASS, 
_ and decrease of about 14 percent from the previous fiscal year. Falmouth tonnage 17,894. 


TREE WARDEN, PARKS & SCHOOL GROUNDS DIVISION 
The Park Division was responsible for the successful completion of seven (7) major construction projects. 


Fuller Field Lighting: 1300+ linear feet of underground conduit was replaced in less than two days that 
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enabled the Cape Cod Baseball League’s all star game to be played. The Division received assistance from 
the Highway Division and worked along with the School department’s electrician. 


Fuller Field Power Conversion: Similar in scope, overhead power was converted to underground conduit that 
provided a major upgrade to the facility. 


Marina Park Fence: 800+ linear feet of mooring chain fence was designed and constructed by the Division 
adding a durable unique aesthetically pleasing fence to the Park. 


Coonamessett Bridge Construction: The Coonamessett Conservation Area (North) at the head-waters of the 
Coonamessett River received replacement of the bridge which included the redesign and construction of an 
arched bridge to facilitate beach access there. 


Central Park Upgrades: Celebrating fifty years, the Falmouth Men’s Club funded over $5,000. of improvements 
that included purchase of a water bubbler, backstop repairs, bench placement and the installation of a forty 
foot flagpole with lighting. The Falmouth Road Race funded the installation of electrical and water 
improvements to the Field at a cost of $1500. The Park Division gave major assistance to these two projects. 


Traffic Island Reconstruction: The two islands on Main Street adjacent to Falmouth Heights Road were 
reconstructed with granite pavers and included the redesign of planter boxes as well as the planting of these 
two attractive islands. 


The following major landscape improvements were completed, which included the design and construction of 
the following properties. 


Deacons Park: Major erosion problems were corrected by planting native vegetation; and by placing stone, 
as well as correcting drainage problems at this site. 


Town Hall, Police Station: Augmenting the construction of the handicap ramps, the Division designed and 
planted these sites. 


Goodwill Park: A major access point to Grew’s Pond was redesigned and constructed with the use of plant 
material and lessened slope. In the process a major erosion problem was corrected. 


D.P.W. Water Shop: The entrance to this Palmer Avenue site was designed and constructed by the Division. 
Highlighting this project was the placement of the old watering troughs at the entrance. 


Lawrence School: In conjunction with the sewer connection here, the Division reconstructed the outfield 
at the athletic field complex. Adjacent to the field, a new soccer field was also constructed in a cooperative 
effort with volunteers and the Highway Division. 


The following special projects were undertaken by the Division: 


Memorials to J. K. Lillie: A total of 13 public and private properties throughout Town were constructed and 


planted with various lily bulbs in a tribute to the late J.K. Lillie. $2,000. + combined Town and donated monies | 


were spent for the purchase of over 3,000 bulbs. 

Teaticket Green: Working with the Teaticket Green Committee, the School Administration Building was 
reconstructed to form the new Village Green. Improvements included placement of the flagpole and rock 
monument, tree planting, electrical system installed, and an irrigation system. 


World Series Fuller Field: Major field reconstruction and preparation was conducted in July for this major event 
that featured teams of ten different countries. 
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The Park Division was again recipient of Barnstable County’s J.T.E.C. 

Summer Youth Employment an Training Program. The Division was also successful in procuring a road 
improvement grant at the Town Watershed, sponsored by the State Department of Environmental Management 
and Environmental Protection. Over 1000 linear feet of road (mostly sloping) were improved with the 
construction of drainage and improved surface, while mitigating runoff and sedimentation to Long Pond. 


The Tree Division was busy again with major uplimbing and clearing projects with the D.P.W. Road Program 
and with the acceptance of Private roads. Route 151 was also completed. 


Major tree planting initiatives were conducted at two neighborhood sites: Walker Street and Elm Road. A total 
of 60 Kousa Dogwoods were purchased by Ermine Lovell and planted by the Division to greatly enhance the 
beauty of Elm Road and augment the previous major tree planting initiative there. Arbor Day was conducted 
at the Teaticket School and highlighted by the donation of eight trees by the U-Save Auto Company. 


Facilities Maintenance 


The Facilities Maintenance Department is a relatively new department to the town. Several projects were 
completed during the year and we continue to survey town buildings with concern to their need for 
maintenance. Several of the projects completed were new windows for the third floor of Town Hall and Central 
Records of the Police Station. New Paint for the front of Town Hall and repairing and new paint of the Town 
Seal. The Police Station and the Chamber Of Commerce building were retrofitted with energy efficient lighting 
throughout. This work was of no cost to the town. The work was performed by Noresco and paid for by Com 
Electric. We are currently involved with working with the Handicap Compliance Committee to bring our town 
buildings up to code with the ADA requirements. The following requirements have been completed: 


ADA alarm strobes and horns throughout town buildings. 
Restripe parking spaces for handicap spaces and install signs. 
Install handicap hardware in restrooms. 

Repaired threshold on rear of Town Hall. 

Lowered public phones for accessibility at Town Hall. 

Install handicap ramps at the Town Hall and the Police Station. 


ee STS 


We will continue to work with the committee to assure compliance with the ADA regulations. 


| have restructured the system of purchasing cleaning chemicals. The Rochester Midland Co. has installed 
a chemizer machine in the maintenance area of Town Hall. This machine mixes cleaning chemicals with the 
| proper dilution. We are now buying our cleaning chemicals in bulk and splitting the cost with the Police 
Department. An example of the cost of cleaning chemicals would be a bottle of window cleaner now cost 
under a dollar. This method of purchasing will be encouraged throughout the rest of the town buildings. A 
safety program along with right to know seminars for town empioyees is currently being conducted. Each 
department involved with the use of chemicals and cleaning solutions was given right to know training with 
| literature to help them understand the proper use of chemicals. Further training and seminars will soon 
| become an annual practice. 


ENGINEERING 


| This year was, as in the past years, a busy and successful year updating our Assessor Maps, House Numbering 
_ and other Projects which were done in-house. With the assistance of the Assessors Dept and Fire Chief, some 
of the problems with House Numbers have been resolved and we continue to resolve any that we become 
aware of. The following Projects were completed in-house by the Technical Section of the Engineering Division. 


® Work continued on the final design, including Plans & Specifications, for the Route 151 Resurfacing 
Project. This Project will be funded through the Surface Transportation Program (80% Federal, 20% 
State) at the cost of about 1.5 Million dollars. This Project Advertised for FY 1997 Construction. 

& Reviewed the Consultant’s work on the Shining Sea Bike Path (Phase II, and III) Projects. Phase II 
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(Locust St. to Skating Lane) Advertised for Construction during FY 1997. 

e Continued work on the Comprehensive Site Assessment (CSA) and Closure Design (Draft) with our 
Consultants for the Landfill as part of compliance with the Requirements of Massachusetts Solid Waste 
Management Regulations, Chapter 310 CMR 19.00. This will lead to the Closure of our Landfill in 
December 1998. 

8 Design and Contract Administration for Sidewalk Reconstruction at Various Locations of the Town. The 
Contract called for Reconstruction of Deteriorated Existing Sidewalks and Constructing new Sidewalk 
on Acapesket Rd. from Lt.Pafford Rd.to Menauhant Rd. Pavao Construction Co. of Dighton, MA was 
awarded the Contract and the cost of the Project was approximately $165,000. 

e Design and Contract Administration for Installation of Wheel Chair Ramps/Access Doors at the Mullen 
Hall School and Handicap Access Path at Teaticket Green. 

® Engineering support on the Various Road Bond and Chapter 90 Projects. 

® Continued work updating our Pavement Management System including updating Street Markings, and 
the Sign Inventory. 

e Prepared Specification, Bid Packages and Construction Administration for the following Projects: 

Painting the Exterior of 3.0 Million Gallon Steel Water Tank at Technology Park Drive. 

Replacement of Existing Roof at Highway Facility(Phase |). 

Reconstruction of Tennis Courts at the High School. 

Bathhouse/Concession Facility at Menauhant Beach. 

Non-Routine Maintenance and Repairs of Various Bridges.

The Town Surveyor continues to provide Inspections of new Sub Division and Administration of the Street 
Opening Permit Program for various projects within the Town Ways. This year there were Forty Five(45) Permits 
issued. Also included,our Town Surveyor was Project Engineer for the Silver Beach Drainage Project. Bids were 
accepted for installation of upgrading existing structures and pipes off Hunt Street and Silver Beach Avenue. 


in the works. Dredging Permits have been filed with MA. Dept. of Environmental Protection, Division of 
Wetlands & Waterways to Remove Seaweed from the Fresh River Inlet. 


Undertaken by our Surveyor Section were a number of Projects which were varied and challenging. Included 
below are some of these Projects:Survey and Design for the East Falmouth Library Parking needs;Traversed, 
calculation, and drawing to be filed at Registry for Standish Avenue; Surveyed 5000’(feet) of Rt 151 for 
resurfacing Project; Updated Private Roads taken by the Town into Road Management Software; Input all 
recorded plans for 1995, rescaled plans and updated Assessor Maps; Cross Section of the Landfill using data 
to calculate volumes of demolition being buried at Landfill; Profile and Detail of Menauhant Road and Maravista 
and Great Pond Bridge; Updated Acapesket Road for new changes along the West side of the road; Worked 
on sidewalk projects at various locations around Town; Field work was done on replacement of drainage at 
New Silver Beach and started plans regarding dredging project at Fresh River Outlet; Layout dimensions for 
various playing fields around Town; Profiled for Sidewalk Construction from Acapesket Road to Green Harbor 
Road; and finally Assisted our Town Surveyor regarding soundings taken at the Little Pond Culvert. 


Our Drainage Inventory System continues to play an important part in the Engineering Division. Checking water 
problems and up-dating our Drainage Maps continues. The heavy rains this year has brought to surface a 
number of problems that require attention and are being evaluated for Planned Corrections. 


The Engineering Division continues to serve the Public with our Over-the Counter services, also reviewing 
Projects for the Planning Board, the Broad of Appeals, Conservation Commission,and the Town Counsel. 


The entire Engineering Division Staff express their thanks to the residents of Falmouth for their support and 
patience as we Strive to provide better Services in a responsive, polite manner. To Saeed, Ray, 

Dennis, Bob and JoAnn, the Town Engineer Thanks you all for your continued Professionalism and a "Job Well 
Done.” 
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UTILITIES DIVISION 


The preservation of our vital water resources is critical to our future. Voluntary water conservation efforts during 
1995 proved very effective at reducing the stress on our supplies. These efforts were so successful that we 
were able to avoid the imposition of mandatory restrictions. 


It is hoped that a new water supply well will begin construction in 1996 and be brought on line during 1997. 
The addition of this new well will reduce the stress on existing sources, thereby providing improved 
management of all sources. 


Numerous programs aimed ai streamiining operations and improving services were introduced in 1995. These 
programs are part of our on-going Capital Improvement Plan which includes: conversion to electronic meter 
reading, hydrant flushing and replacement, computerized water system mapping, aging main replacements, 
connecting of dead-end mains, and cross connection control. 


New infiltration basins were constructed at the Wastewater Plant during 1995 as part of remedial work to 
correct plant deficiencies. A new aeration system will be operational in 1996 as part of this work. 


Also slated for completion in 1996 is an investigation to identify sources of plant odors. Construction to correct 
odor problems will begin once the investigation is completed.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


In Fiscal Year 1996, David Potter was elected by the Conservation Commission to be the new Chairman. Mr. 
Potter is the Director of Marine Mammal research at the NOAA’s Northeast Fisheries Center in Woods Hole. 
Mr. Potter replaces Dr. Cameron Gifford, who left the Commission after serving for 8 years, six of these as 
Chairman. New Conservation Commission members were Eric McLaughlin and Mario DiGregorio, who filled 
the two Commission vacancies left when Leslie Fields retired from the Commission after serving two 3-year 
terms, and the vacancy left by Dr. Gifford’s resignation. Anne Barnes became the new Recording Secretary 
after Diane Corellus retired after many years of service to the Commission. 


The Commission continued to work on several ongoing projects, of which the foremost is the Black 
Beach/Great Sippewissett Marsh District of Critical Planning Concern (DCPC) to protect the barrier beach, 
dunes and salt marsh habitat of Great Sippewissett Salt Marsh. The DCPC Advisory Committee was formed 
to research, draft and recommend proposed regulations for the DCPC and to develop a DCPC management 
plan. The Bourne Pond Moratorium Subcommittee continued to work on recommendations for protecting 
Bourne Pond shellfish resources and a management plan. New activities of the Commission included the 
formation of the Cranberry Bog Subcommittee to review operations of the cranberry bogs owned by the 
Conservation Commission (”“Town-owned bogs”) and to discuss cranberry bog issues: and the formation of 
a Dock Policy group to discuss streamlining and improvement of dock regulations. Also, during this time, the 
Commission changed its public hearing format and began using a timed agenda in order to conduct the public 
hearing process in a fair, consistent and yet streamlined manner. 


During Fiscal Year 1996, the Conservation Commission continued its busy public hearing schedule, meeting 
40 times for regular public hearings, not including additional public meetings to discuss non-hearing-related 
issues. The Commission heard and processed a total of 228 Requests for Determination of Applicability, 110 
Notices of Intent, 44 Amended Orders of Conditions, and 111 Partial and Full Certificates of Compliance. The 
number of permits and compliances requested dropped slightly from Fiscal Year 1994/95. The number of 
RDA’s dropped by 16 (244 last year, a 7% decrease), the number of NOI’s dropped by 4 (114 last year, a 4% 
decrease), Amended Orders of Conditions dropped by 3 (47 last year, a 6% decrease) and Certificates of 
Compliance dropped by 4 (115 last year, a 3% decrease). As of November 15, 1996, approximately 18 NOI’s 
await continued hearings at the request of the applicant.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Department responded to 3770 incidents during fiscal year 1996. This represents an increase in 
activity of slightly more than 10 percent. 


The installation of fire alarm systems have been completed in all stations. 


Final specification for a fire escape at the central and north falmouth stations should be completed shortly, 
allowing the project to go to bid. 


The fire station study committee has expended a great deal of time and energy arriving at their decision that 
the Dillingham site is the best possible location for the new Station. The committee’s decision is the result of 
their research assisted by the recommendations of the consultant hired by the Town at a cost of $30,000.00. 
Why expend that amount of money if local officials are going to ignore the recommendations and base their 
decisions on who knows what criteria? 
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The Dillingham Ave site will improve response times and more effectively utilize our manpower and resources. 
This determination is made utilizing forty-four years of experience and constant schooling in all aspects of the 
fire service. | urge voters and town meeting members to vote for the construction of the new headquarters 
station on Dillingham Ave. 


Town Administrator Peter F. Boyer appointed Brian Carmo, Brian Guthrie and Kevin Kelly to the department 
effective July 1996. The three new members received eleven weeks of training at the Massachusetts 
Firefighting Academy and graduated as certified fire fighters.

The Fire Department responded to 2682 rescue incidents during fiscal year 1996. The medical responses 
increased 7 1/2 percent over fiscal year 1995. ' 


Under the direction of EMS Supervisor Gary Sabens, the EMS services provided by the Fire Department 
continues to improve. 


Automatic defibrillators is the next improvement planned. Automatic defibrillators, on the first arriving units, 
will give emergency medical technicians the ability to perform defibrillation prior to the arrival of a paramedic. 
This will greatly improve the patient’s chance of recovery in cardiac cases. 

Town meeting will be asked to fund the purchase of automatic defibrillators during the next fiscal year.

OFFICE OF EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


This year was relatively quite for the Emergency Management Office. We have completed the project of 
replacing our old cots with new ones. Our old cots did not go to waste, we are Storing them and they are being 
used by committees such as Road Race. FEMA sponsored a course a the National Hurricane Center in Miami

Management has since purchased Hurrtrak and has it installed in the Emergency Management Office. Hurrtrak 
is a direct tracking system tied to the National Hurricane Center in Miami which gives us up to the minute 
updates of where the hurricane is located, which track it is expected to take and other items such as probability 
strikes, wind velocities, tides and pressures. This program is extremely important in preparing for the storm. 
This program also prints out maps of hurricane tracks for all current storms and past storms so that we can 
compare how tracking routes effect the Cape and Islands. 


Along with the help of our volunteers, we have had a lot of cooperation and interest from the Falmouth Amateur 
Radio Association. FARA has showed interest in our Emergency Communication Van. Our van is in need 
replacement. The van is a 1973 International and is probably the oldest vehicle under operation for the town. 
The van has multi purposes such as a communications link during storms. The van is equipped with a fire 
radio, police radio, red cross radio, marine radio and a dpw radio. It is also equipped with a P.A. system, 
emergency lighting and a generator. The Fire department uses the van on certain rescues and fires for 
communication, lighting, heat and food. The van is also equipped with a small cooking facility for providing 
food and beverages to people in the shelters and other emergency personnel during a storm. The van is also 
used by the Veterans Agent for memorial parades and events, Road Race Committee during Road Race for 
communication, use of cots and the P.A. system. I’m sure the van could be utilized by other departments if 
its condition were better. Its main purpose is to provide communication and support to all departments and 
residents during a storm.

PERSONNEL DEPARTMENT 


Two events relative to staffing occurred this fiscal year which had significant impact to the town. The first is 
the appointment of David Cusolito as Chief of Police, the second is the creation of a new position, Assistant 
to the Town Administrator and the subsequent hiring of Heather Harper to fill that post. Ms Harper’s position 
was created to assist the Town Administrator in the completion of projects and to serve as a liaison to the 
community in projects such as the Main Street revitalization program. We all look forward to working with both 
Chief Cusolito and Ms. Harper. A total of thirty six permanent positions was filled and twenty eight employees 
earned promotions. 


The Town gratefully acknowledges the years of dedicated service provided by the following employees who 
retired during this fiscal year: E. Michael Moniz, Captain, Fire Department, 34 years of service; Don L. Price, 
Captain, Police Department, 31 years of service; Paul J. Poulos, Chief of Police, 31 years of service; Arthur 
W. Corey, Fire Fighter, 30 years of service; Dorothea Hosom, Library Assistant, Falmouth Public Library, 18 
years of service. 


648 school department, town and retired employees are enrolled in the group health insurance plan. 88 of our 
retired employees’ retirement benefit is insufficient to cover the premium cost of their Medicare supplement 
coverage. The Personnel Department billed and collected $172,460. from these people. Our participation in 
the Cape Cod Municipal Health Group has enabled the town and our employees to save considerably on the 
cost of the group health premium. For the third consecutive year, the town has enjoyed a premium-free month 
which signifies a $200,000. saving between the town and the participants. 


Claims administration of Police Officers and Fire Fighters injured on duty continues in this office. $23,182. 
was saved by our use of the Massachusetts Rate Setting Commission’s established provider rates over what 
was billed by the medical provider. Workers’ Compensation is the sate-mandated insurance covering all other 
employees who are injured on duty. We continue to have an active Safety Committee which meets quarterly 
to review each accident report and discuss preventive measures. Our insurance carrier also provides safety 
training programs such as the one described below in recognition that injury prevention is the best cure. 


The Employee Assistance Program began in 1992 to assist town and school employees and their families to 
deal with financial, emotional, family and substance abuse issues. This program has become an important 
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benefit to our employees and has enabled them to continue to perform productively while they resolve their 
personal issues. Over 200 School Department and 31 Library personnel attended program awareness 
sessions. During the course of fy '96 43 employees and/or members of their families utilized this benefit. 


Staff development and training continues to be an important component of productivity. This year, several 
programs were conducted as follows: The EAP Network provided training to 117 employees on Harassment 
and Discrimination Issues, 38 employees are enthusiastic about the training in our word processing software 
which Computers Without Fear conducted in-house. We have a waiting list for the more advanced program! 
Our Workers’ Compensation company offered a program in safe driving techniques for our Public Works 
employees and finally, 8 determined foiks participated in a smoking cessation program offered by Barnsiabie 
County through funding from the State cigarette tax. 


As required by the bargaining Agreement, all of the position descriptions for positions covered by the AFSCME 
and Laborers’ Council International (Public Works employees) were reviewed in-house. We took this 
opportunity to update the position descriptions to conform with the Americans With Disabilities Act.

FALMOUTH POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Police Department celebrated its 75th birthday on February 16, 1996 having been established 
by town vote on the same date in 1921. The Chief of police was the only full-time police officer at that time. 
Today the department consists of 61 full-time sworn officers and 10 civilian support personnel. 


The Falmouth Police Department received 17,618 requests for services resulting in 14,589 investigations. 
2,276 of these investigations were referred to the court system. 1789 property crimes resulted in a loss of 
$1,195,792 in personal assets. 248 of these incidents were cleared by arrests and court complaints. 


Crimes against persons at a report level of 676 (23% increase) resulted in 330 arrests and complaints. 414 
(61%) of this total number involved domestic violence. The Domestic Abuse Response Team Carefully tracks 
these cases from the original complaint to its disposition in our judicial system. 


This year has been a year of considerable change within the administrative structure of the department. On 
March 28, | was sworn in as the Chief of Police replacing Acting Chief Paul J. Poulos who retired along with 
Captain Don L. Price. These two Captain’s positions were filled by Sergeants Ronald E. DeMello (Captain of 
Operations) and Stephen M. O’Neil (Detective Captain). In turn, former Juvenile/D.A.R.E. Officer Cheryl A. 
Atherton and Patrol Officer Jeffrey P. Smith have been assigned to the Supervisory position of Acting Sergeant. 
Patrol Officer Julie M. Fredericks has been assigned the duties of Juvenile/D.A.R.E. Officer. Officer Scott D. 
Bowker has been assigned the duties of School Resource Officer at both the Lawrence School and Falmouth 
High School. This program was downsized as a result of mutual agreement between the Superintendent of 
Schools and myself after identifying an area of the school system that required re-directed financial resources. 


The department welcomes two new Officers, David Braga and Matthew K. Sonnabend to its ranks after 
successfully completing recruit training sponsored by the Massachusetts Criminal Justice Training Council. 
These two officers were hired with the assistance of a Federally funded "COPS-FAST” grant. 


A promotional exam will be conducted by the Department of Personnel Administration on October, 1996. 
Within the next two years, as of this writing, the department will be filling up to as many as four positions at 
the Sergeant, supervisory level. This in turn creates the necessity to fill the same number of positions at the 
patrol level. The hiring process has been initiated to fill these vacancies created through retirements and 
promotions. 
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In February all uniform personnel were trained in "Problem-Oriented Policing” techniques with the aid of a 
$20,000 grant received from the state Executive Office of Public Safety. This concept seeks to forge a 
partnership between police and community when addressing quality of life issues that are affecting the 
citizenry. A number of projects were undertaken and successfully completed. 


The Fifth Citizen Police Academy graduated 30 students in April. These participants were presented with 
various aspects of the criminal justice system and departmental procedures over a nine week period. There 
is a waiting list for the next session which will be held in the spring of 1997. Sgt. Gary A. Wemett, Crime 
Prevention Officer, has conducted many community meetings and neighborhood watches throughout the town. 
Officer Frank Sylvester continues his liaison duties to the elderly population in the community, working in 
conjunction with the Falmouth Housing Authority. He maintains a regular schedule of contact with elderly 
groups addressing their concerns. In May our Third Annual Police Open House was held and was very well 
attended. Four members of the department from all ranks attended the New England Community Policing 
Consortium in June. They were exposed to many new concepts and upon their return, enthusiastically shared 
the information with the rest of the department. 


Anew procedure has been introduced to departmental staff meetings which is vertical participation. Using this 
concept, members from all ranks and divisions send a representative to the meeting. This allows for a first- 
hand exchange of information as well as constructive input which might otherwise not surface. Avery pleasant 
and useful by-product of this process is that of two-way communication flow. 


The members of the Falmouth Police Department would like to take this opportunity to thank the community 
for allowing us to work with you and for you. |! would like to personally thank the community, the Town 
Administrator, municipal department heads and the members of other Town departments for their support and 
assistance during our period of transition. | look forward to serving as your Chief of Police for many years to 
come.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
1995-96 


| am pleased to have the opportunity to provide this first annual report of my tenure as Superintendent of 
Schools. | have enjoyed serving the schools as Principal and Assistant Superintendent and look forward to 
continuing that commitment as Superintendent. 


A significant honor for the school system was the selection for the 1995-96 school year of Kathleen Sherman 
of Massachusetts Teacher of the Year for her commitment to effective Special Education programming and 
her devotion to her students. She worked part time for the school system during the year and was supported 
by the state in making many very effective presentations. 
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The Faimouth Public Schoois had a total student popuiation of 5,218 in our seven schoois as of October i, 
1995. 


The following staff members retired after many years of excellent service to the community: Dorothy 
McMorrow, Speech Language Pathologist; Michael Mello, Foreign Language Department Head; Susan Noonan 
Perry, Special Education Teacher; Betty Trumbull, Kindergarten Teacher: Angelina Jolly, Falmouth High School 
Secretary; Hilda Labossiere, Teacher Assistant; Dorothy Sinewitz, Special Needs Secretary in Administration, 
and Anne Tavares, Secretary in the Superintendent's Office. 


My major goals through the spring of 1996 and beyond are to develop a Strategic Improvement Plan for the 
school district, provide necessary financial resources to support the school system program, support the 
progress of the building construction and facilities planning, clarify curriculum expectations and instructional 
Strategies for the community, implement Education Reform measures in a manner that respects Falmouth’s 
priorities, and communicate actively and effectively with the School Committee and the community. 


The following reports represent the highlights of activities in each school: 


Falmouth High School 


As students, parents, and staff began the school year they were reminded of options and considerations for 
a new daily schedule for the 1996-97 academic year. This process looked to what we had learned from 
experience and how this fit with our vision for the future. 


The first quarter of school not only brought success to all fall interscholastic sports teams, but also brought 
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many parents to Open House and many families and community members to the Sophomore Pasta Supper. 


As October came to a close the junior class conducted the annual Junior Work Day assisting residents with 
odd jobs in preparation for winter. Within a week the F.H.S. cheerleaders were harbingers of the season when 
they sponsored their annual Holiday Fair. 


The holiday season was welcomed with the performance of the All School Play, The Sound of Music. A week 
later the Thanksgiving Day Parade and Rally reflected the spirit of our school as well as the spirit of the 
season. 


Upon our return from the Thanksgiving observance, the newly appointed Athletic Director, Kathleen Burke, was 
introduced to athletes and parents at the Fall Sports Awards Program. 


Senior Christmas tree sales soared and the Guidance Department presented important information to parents 
of seniors at Financial Aid Night. 


Academic and extra-curricular endeavors were interrupted briefly as we dealt with natural-gas-like odors at 
F.H.S. With the air cleared the Falmouth High School Holiday Concert reflected the effort and talent of all 
those involved. 


The winter break began and ended on a musical note. Upon our return from winter break, the All Southeast 
District Music Festival was well attended by F.H.S. students. 


Academic excellence and integrity of character were acknowledged as a record number of students were 
inducted into the Falmouth Chapter of the National Honor Society. The All Cape Music Festival and the 
Freshman Class Show brought us to February vacation. 


March began with the performance of The Insanity of Mary Girard at the Massachusetts Drama Festival followed 
by an impressive demonstration of students’ critical thinking and research skills at the Science Fair. Students 
and coaches provided an exciting and extremely successful winter Sports season. The highlight was the 
hockey team’s successive victories which led them to the Massachusetts State Championship. 
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March was also a month of music with the All State Music Festival, All Schools Band Night, and the Choir and 
Repertory Singers Cabaret Night. An informative College Planning Program Night for juniors and their parents 
was offered by the Guidance Department. The senior class play, Fame, and the F.H.S. Car Show brought the 
busy and productive month of March to a close. 


The Key Club sponsored its annual blood drive before April recess. When we returned to school the Winter 
Guard Show was held in the field house. The Volunteers In Public Schools, in conjunction with F.H.S. and 
the Chamber of Commerce, sponsored a Careers Day for sophomore students. 


The Junior/Senior Prom was held at the Ballymeade Country Club. This beautiful setting was only the 
beginning of a very successful prom which was followed by Celebration ‘96 at the Gus Canty Recreation 
Center. 


The Senior Banquet and Awards Night led up to a graduation ceremony that focused on students. The theme 
of the commencement exercises was “The Magic of Memories, the Road to Tomorrow.” 


We had opened the school year looking to what we had learned from the past and how we could apply it to 
our vision, and the seniors ended their stay at Falmouth High School with a similar theme. 


Lawrence School 

The Lawrence School has had a challenging and rewarding school year. Since early September, the students, 
teachers, and support staff have done a great job in furthering the positive image of our school in the 
community. From Open House, to Awards Night, it has been our goal to get the message out to the community 
that the Lawrence School is a great place for kids. Students are not only challenged academically but also 
learn how to respect differences and each other. 


The Lawrence School Council was very positive and supportive of our school. Throughout the year we met on 
a monthly basis and discussed issues relative to budget, the School Improvement Plan, curricula, school 
culture, Time and Learning, and other concerns that materialized. 


Three individuals, Elizabeth Bothner, Joe Rose and Joel Whitehead, completed their School Council terms for 
the 1995-96. With the exception of Elizabeth who served only this past year and will be moving on to Falmouth 
High School with her daughter, Joe and Joel completed their third year as community reps and wish to give 
others an opportunity to serve. Each of these three individuals contributed much to the success of the School 
Council. We wish them well. 


Our school PTO met on a monthly basis. While we did not draw as many people as we would have liked to 
see, those who did attend on a regular basis piloted a “magazine fund-raiser” to raise money for field trips. 
About $4,000 was provided by the PTO to help offset the field trip expenses for all students. We greatly 
appreciate their efforts and look forward to working with our PTO this next school year. We hope that more 
people will attend our PTO meetings on a regular basis. 


The final report of our eighteen month Self-Study is now complete in preparation for a New England Association 
of School Committees visit on October 20 through 23. Our tri-chair Steering Committee of John Carroll, Petra 
Finnell, and Lynn Parks have done a dexterous job putting it all together. It should be noted that teachers and 
staff willingly participated and have helped make this a very successful experience. 


Our Student Council has had a very successful school year thanks to all students who participated under the 
leadership of Ken Kozens and Tom Kelleher, Student Council Advisors. These two teachers unselfishly gave 
more of their time and energy than was required. 


Elections for Officers were held in late September. Each student who ran for office did an excellent job 
presenting during the candidate speeches. Those students who were not successful candidates were 
appointed to the Student Council Advisory Committee. The Advisory Committee along with Homeroom 
Representatives and the elected officers made up the total Student Council. 
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During the course of the year the Student Council met bimonthly. The administration was invited to listen to _ 
Student suggestions and complaints. Each time we found the group to be well informed about the issues 
discussed. The Student Council also sponsored four of the eight school dances. All dances were orderly and © 
well attended. Parents continually remarked on the value of having these chaperoned activities for these young 
adults. 


For the first time at the Lawrence School, seventh and eighth graders were grouped together for special 
Subjects (formerly Enrichment), physical education, and reading. This grouping has helped balance the class 
sizes as well as provide a forum for student communication and understanding. 


The Lawrence School has always included all students in special subjects and physical education. This year 
we have continued our inclusion efforts to provide as many regular education situations for as many special 
education students as possible. We will continue our efforts and strive to ensure that any special education 
Student who is capable will be included in a regular education situation. 


Challenging all students to realize and reach their full learning potential is the most important goal we have 
as educators. We do a very good job in this regard at the Lawrence School. An example of this is seen in the 
recent CATS testing completed by grade seven. In each category tested (math, English, and reading) 
Lawrence School students performed above national norms. The administration is busy looking at these 
results for ways to do our job better. As we Study the state Frameworks our goal is to look more closely not 
Only at curricula content, but also at pedagogical issues. The reassignment of teachers to different academic 
teams should allow more sharing of ideas and teaching strategies and the development of interdisciplinary 
teaching. 


Our second year of interscholastic sports participation for the girls and boys was very successful. Boys and 
girls participated in football and field hockey as our fall sports and in basketball for the winter sport. It has 
been a wonderful experience for our students. 


Other after school activities such as intramural Sports, art, music canoeing, woods, lego tech, Year Book, The 
Scoop, and the Mock Trial were also well attended by our students. No activities were canceled due to a lack 
of participation. 


In conclusion, it has been a very productive and meaningful school year. It is our goal to strive for academic 
excellence in the coming school year. 


Morse Pond School 

Sepiember, 1995 brought some major changes to the Morse Pond Schooi. Michaei Arth, who had been the 
Assistant Principal at Morse Pond for one and one half years, became the new Principal of Teaticket 
Elementary School. The Morse Pond School Community was sad to see Mike leave, but were happy for him 
and the Teaticket School Community. We welcomed a new Assistant Principal, Robert Frizelle, who came to 
us from Assonet, Massachusetts. Also, new to Morse Pond was Doreen Grasso who joined our faculty as a 


grade six teacher. 


The student population started out at approximately 810 students and changed minimally throughout the year. 
The four major objectives for the Morse Pond School Community to best meet the educational needs of the 
fifth and sixth grade students of the Town of Falmouth were as follows: completing the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges Self Study for accreditation of our school, inclusion, reducing class size, 
and working with the Town and School Building Needs Committees to renovate and add an addition to the 
building to meet the needs of an increasing student population. 


Last year, we started the two year process of conducting a self study to identify our Strengths and look at areas 
where we could make changes to improve our school. Students, parents, teachers, and community members 
were Surveyed. Committees were formed to assess the results and Study all aspects of our school including 
Curricula, programs, staff, parent and community involvement, School Committee policy and focus, funding and 
Support from the town and state, and the Morse Pond School facilities. After that work was completed, the 
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work of writing the Self Study began. That document is being published this summer in anticipation of a six 
person team of professionals who will visit the school in October of 1996, to validate our strengths and areas 
for improvement. 


The Morse Pond School Community continues to strive to improve the educational environment in our quest 
to meet the needs of all individual children. We have pursued this through modifying our inclusion model in 
this its second year. Not only classroom teachers, but the special education teachers, and teacher assistants 
worked within the classrooms to enrich and assist all the children whether they are being introduced to specific 
skills, experiencing and working with those skills or had mastered the skills and needed further educational 
challenges. 


The Morse Pond School Council in the School Improvement Plan it presented to the Falmouth School 
Committee focused on reducing the class sizes which have risen over the last years. With limited funding and 
available space it was decided that we could not add additional classrooms but should look at reducing the 
ratio of students to teachers. With this in mind and our objective of the inclusion of special needs students 
within the classrooms whenever educationally appropriate, we added one full time teacher assistant and one 
half time teacher assistant, and a half time special education teacher to our staff. This reduced the student 
to teacher ratio though it did not actually reduce class size. This change enhanced the objectives of reducing 
the ratio of students to teachers and improved our inclusion initiative. This assisted students with special 
needs, students on grade level, and those students who were highly motivated and needed additional 
challenges by having more staff in the classroom to work with all students. 


A volunteer committee of Morse Pond staff met with the architects chosen by the School and Town Building 
Needs Committees to share the educational needs of the students and the programs and curricula that serve 
them in relation to the building that houses the school. After numerous suggestions, changes, and revisions 
a final plan was agreed to by the committees and presented to the state for approval. We are at this time 
awaiting notification from the state on where we are on the list for partial financial reimbursement, so that 
actual planning and dates may be set to commence the much needed renovations and addition. 


This past spring we saw the completion of a dream started three and one half years ago of a Falmouth 
Community Playground built on the Morse Pond School field. This was truly a community effort led by teacher 
Anthony Marvullo who worked with the Falmouth Department of Public Works, the Falmouth Recreation Center, 
and many businesses and community folks who donated their time, effort and money to make this dream a 
reality. 


Each year as | write this Annual Report, | cannot help but think of all the hundreds of people who directly and 
quietly contribute to the education of the children at Morse Pond School. | would like to thank them for all they 
do for individual children, for all their support for the school, and for all the difference they make. Thank you! 


East Falmouth Elementary School 
The 1995-96 school year was a very good one for East Falmouth teachers, students, and parents. Kathleen 


Sherman, Special Needs Teacher, was nominated by parents and selected by a panel of educators and 
Department of Education officials to be the Massachusetts Teacher of the Year for 1996. Her selection was 
not only an individual honor, but also one shared by her colleagues, her family, and the whole Falmouth 
community. Kathleen Sherman stated at the Teacher of the Year ceremony held at the State House in Boston 
that she was a representative for all teachers and that she exhibited some of the many outstanding 
characteristics found in other educators in Falmouth and the state. 


The cumulative effect of the efforts of East Falmouth teachers, students, and parents was realized in the third 
grade California Achievement Test results. Third graders performed significantly higher than anticipated. High 
standards of achievement and high expectations of all students, along with a positive, caring attitude toward 
students and families regardless of their background, are the primary factors that account for the above- 
average, pupil performance. 


In addition to their regular academic responsibilities, teachers have sponsored several activities that have 
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involved the whole school. To ensure that everyone had a well-balanced diet for school and sports, first grade 
teacher Mary Lou Botelho, along with support from Pat’s Pushcart Restaurant owner Angela O’Donnell and 
numerous volunteers, offered the annual Nutrition Fair for preschoolers through fourth graders. Librarian 
Marsha Zafiriou gave third and fourth graders a chance to exhibit their creative side at the All Kids Craft Fair, 
a small business opportunity that was mutually beneficial for crafters and bargain hunters. After the food and 
the fair, physical education teacher Harry Thomas ied students, teachers and staff in an all-schooi run as pari 
of the National ACES Program (All Children Exercising Simultaneously). 


The East Falmouth Parent Teacher Organization (PTO) was the backbone of volunteer Support that made it 
possible to offer the Books and Beyond Reading Enrichment Program which awarded 567 gold medals; the 
Reading Is Fundamental (RIF) program which provides a free book for every student; the Piano Bottle Drive 
which raised more than $2,800 for a new piano; field trips for all grade levels; the Ice Cream and Pizza Socials 
complementing the All Kids Craft Fair and Art Show; and the Fourth Grade Appreciation Breakfast and the Staff 
Appreciation Dinner. The two hundred plus volunteers made all of the above activities possible. The Family 
Center and the Family Community Association sponsored munchkin and advanced basketball, karate, akido, 
arts and crafts, soccer, tennis, art and nature activities. 


By June two of our student environmentalists, Sarah Dupont and Erica Sharp, decided it was a good idea to 
have an All-School Cleanup which attracted more than fifty students and parents who cleared trash and 
weeded shrubs. 


The East Falmouth community raised its level of involvement when the issue of redistricting became a reality. 
In the end, fifty to sixty students were transferred to the Teaticket School. It was the manner in which the Ad 
Hoc Parent Committee, charged with presenting options to the East Falmouth School class size and space 
problems, deserves commendation for their study and open discussion of the redistricting options. The 
Committee displayed an exceptional calm in handling a very emotional issue. The decision to transfer East 
Falmouth students to Teaticket was a difficult but necessary one. Both schools benefited and our students 
and families will continue to receive caring service. 

Mullen-Hall School 

This year at Mullen-Hall School we focused on four major goals and priorities under the overarching theme 
of “Less Equals More.” It was not how much we did, but how well we did it. Our energies were directed 
toward student responsibility, curriculum development, inclusion teaching strategies, and state initiatives. 


We expanded the activities related to our responsibility theme. This included the first year implementation of 
the conflict resolution program, Second Steps. We held several school-wide assemblies such as Celebrating 
Us, The Peaceful Rally, and the Wall of Gratitude. There was also weekly recognition of the Citizens of the 
Week, responsibility themes, and sing-a-longs. To help facilitate the feeling of community, this was the first 
year in a very long time that every child in kindergarten through fourth grade was involved in a formal concert 
that was presented to the entire school population and to the parents of the children in that grade level. Our 
goal was to make us all more responsible for our actions and our learning and involved in our school 
environment. 


This year we began implementing the use of the new social studies program and the new social studies 
curriculum. The Houghton-Mifflin series was used for the first time in second through fourth grade. This cross- 
disciplinary approach to social studies was quickly incorporated into the classrooms with a positive response 
from teachers and students alike. 


At the same time, we began implementing the inclusion plan developed for the school last year. Five teachers 
were involved in a formal co-teaching model with two support staff teachers. As the year progressed, the staff 
investigated alternative means of implementing inclusionary teaching and the use of common planning times 
to develop plans to best meet the needs of the children. Initial planning for the 1996-97 school year led to the 
creation of four teams of seven classroom teachers, one teacher assistant, and one support teacher to 
expedite the development of educational plans and services for all children. 
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A more difficult task for the staff was understanding and implementing the new state initiatives dealing with 
curriculum and teaching strategies. The staff spent the year discussing and processing portions of the 
Massachusetts Language Arts Curriculum Frameworks and the Massachusetts Common Chapters. Where the 
Frameworks dealt with specific subject matter and instructional techniques, the Common Chapters explores 
the wide range of ways in which we should be teaching and the children should be learning. This is but the 
first of many years in which this will be one focus of our attention as teachers and as learners. 


The children, the teachers, and the parents of Mullen-Hall School work hard at providing the best possible 
environment for learning. We are proud of our accomplishments this year. We look to the future for even 
greater achievements. 


North Falmouth School 

In September we opened the year with 510 students. There are twenty-five classes averaging twenty students 
per class with eighteen students in the smallest class and twenty-four students in the largest class. The staff 
of our school numbers 54 talented, dedicated men and women. During the past year we reluctantly bid 
farewell to some familiar faces including Judy Mello, grade one teacher; Chris Leary, Integrated Arts teacher; 
Laurie McLeish, kindergarten teacher; and Elaine Celeste, secretary. We were delighted to welcome Pam 
Zimmerman to our Speech and Language staff; Kathy Bowker and Lynette Perdiz to grade one; Kathy Deasy 
as an Integrated Arts teacher and kindergarten teacher, and Lucia Conlon as assistant secretary. 


The Parent Teacher Organization was a tremendous support to our school under the co-leadership of Krista 
Hennessy and Karen Murphy. They organized a Fall Potluck Supper; an Ice Cream Social at which we served 
six hundred ice creams; a Pancake Breakfast; a Book Fair which contributed $2,000 worth of books to our 
students; they purchased several thousand dollars worth of equipment and materials for the school; supported 
school-wide programs that they developed and organized such as the book clubs and the Family Literature 
month; they ran a number of fund raising events, and much more. Our PTO also contributed thousands of 
hours of volunteer time through the VIPS Program supporting the teachers and students in our school. 


Many community centered activities are taking place at our school. Our School Council began the Easy Step 
Program for community members who want to come to the school for walking exercise each morning during 
the week. Many of our walkers also take advantage of our nutritious breakfast program at the end of their walk. 
The committee has done a wonderful job in its capacity as advisor to the principal, impacting the daily 
operations of the school and the decision making process. Other community groups such as basketball teams, 
numerous scout groups, a morning and afternoon Extended Day Program, and a wide range of civic groups 
use the school afternoons and evenings. We are aiso invoived with the community with the Woods Hoie 
Partnership, Intergenerational programs, the Community Science Fair, Kid’s Connection, and the All Kids Craft 


Fair to name a few. We are very pleased to see the school being used as a community resource. 


Our staff was involved in many staff development programs, conferences, and workshops. Some of the major 
events this year were the Second Step Program; Chicago Math Program; various classroom modification 
programs; Curriculum Frameworks discussions and grade level meetings; curriculum committee meetings; in- 
house Inclusion Committee; and the Houghton Mifflin workshops. 


Our school community is very pleased and proud of the accomplishments of our children. Their success is 
directly attributed to the support the students and the school receives from their parents and a dedicated staff 
that works so hard to make this a safe and exciting place to learn and grow. 


Teaticket Elementary School 
The 1995-96 school year at Teaticket has been a positive one all around, not only for me, but for staff, parents 


and especially the children. There was a true sense of team building and cooperation which makes a school 
run smoothly. This foundation will help as | work towards my personal goals in running the school. 


The Parent Teacher Organization and School Council were very helpful in providing input and energy in the 
daily operations of our school. Our Teaticket Safety Call Back Program was endorsed by both groups and 
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funded by the PTO. Seventeen volunteers were enlisted with the aid of our Teaticket VIPS coordinator. 


Safety issues were a major concern and staff and parents all cooperated to help make Teaticket a safe 
environment in which to learn in. All visitors now sign in at the office and wear a name tag. The staff, parents, 
bus drivers and myself have all worked to make the bus loop a safer place for students to arrive and leave 
school. , 


Finally, we have worked very hard to ensure a smooth transition for new students and their families who were 
redistricted from the East Falmouth School. We look forward to their arrival and their participation in our fine 
school.

FALMOUTH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Falmouth School Committee is proud of the energy and effort of its teachers and the commitment of the 
community. Teachers are continuing their hard work both during the school day and in after-school efforts in 
parent contact, training, and planning. Also hard working and dedicated are the members of the School 
Committee in their efforts with the full committee meetings, subcommittee meetings and individual study and 
preparation. The community has supported the schools not only through the budget but more than 30,000 
hours of volunteer help through the VIPS (Volunteers In Public Schools) program. 


The 1995-96 school year was the third under the Massachusetts Ed Reform legislation. The Committee has 
been grappling with financial pressures. Although the Education Reform Finance Formula has provided 
additional monies from the state, the Committee has been concerned about whether Falmouth is getting its 
fair share and whether some of the requirements of state law impose costs that create a strain for local real 
estate tax support. A second component of Ed Reform, Governance Of The Schools, has created working 
School Councils in each of the seven schools and an on-going awareness of appropriate School Committee 
focus on policy-level decisions. A major theme of the School Committee has been a clear statement of 
curriculum expectations and standards; this is clearly in the spirit of Ed Reform. The accountability 
components of Ed Reform include active discussion of appropriate methods for assessing student progress 
and a revision of teacher evaluation standards and techniques. 


The School Committee has been fully represented on the School Building Committee and the School Building 
Needs Committee. The School Building Committee is moving forward with projects at Lawrence and Morse 
Pond both to add new space and to renovate existing space. These projects will help to achieve appropriate 
class size and provide strong facilities for the programs desired in Falmouth. The School Building Needs 
Committee has continued to study other facilities needs, with a focus on the most appropriate reconstruction 
options for Muiien-Hali School and the needs, after nearly one quarter of a century, for extensive work at 
Falmouth High School 


On January 30, 1996, Peter L. Clark was appointed as Superintendent of Schools. He had been Assistant 
Superintendent for eight years and Falmouth High School Principal for fifteen years. He replaced Suzanne 
McGee who retired after three and one half years in the position. 


School Committee membership underwent significant changes in the course of 1995-96. Douglas Souza, who 
had served on the Committee for twelve years, and was the Chairman of the Committee, resigned his position 
in the month of January. He certainly exemplified a strong focus on students during his tenure. Dorothy Hahn 
assumed the Chairmanship of the Committee for the remainder of that organizational year. Mr. Kenneth D. 
Lawrence was elected to replace Doug Souza by a joint meeting of the Selectmen and the School Committee. 
In the elections in May, 1996, Kenneth D. Lawrence was elected for a full term, and Christopher von Alt and 
Moira Powers-Tietje won positions on the Committee as new members. They replaced Dorothy Hahn who had 
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served with dogged loyalty to the public schools for eighteen years, and Al Roderick, who after sixteen years 
on the Committee, decided not to run for reelection. It is important to note that Al Roderick served with energy 
and compassion as the Massachusetts Association of School Committees’ President in the calendar year 
1996. | want to extend the thanks of the full Committee to those three stalwart supporters of the public 
schools. 


The fiscal year 1996 budget was $24,020,902. In May, 1996, the fiscal year 1997 budget was approved at 
$25,143,437, a 4.7% increase. Through the work of the Budget Subcommittee and the School Committee, 
as well as the school administration, the public schools produced a sixteen page budget overview for Town 
Meeting which seemed to be very much appreciated by the Town Meeting. 


The Falmouth School Committee will continue to work for the strongest possible public school system.

Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School enrollment, as of October 1, 1995 consisted of seventy-six (76) 
Student from Bourne, one hundred fifty-one (151) from Falmouth, twelve (12) from Marion, seventy-two (72) from 
Sandwich, and two hundred three (203) from Wareham. An additional thirty (80) students were enrolled in the 
Licensed Practical Nursing Program and twelve (12) students were tuitioned from other towns. Adult tuition 
Students, specialized afternoon and evening occupational programs, and summer programs are additional to 
these enrollments. 


Upper Cape’s Extended Day Program provided occupational training opportunities to over one hundred (100) 
adults from surrounding communities. These programs provided training in the areas of Nursing Assistance, 
Medical Coding, Culinary Arts, and Environmental Studies to unemployed and dislocated adults, learning 
disabled young adults, older workers, and youth affiliated with the Department of Youth Services were funded 
by over $270,000 in state, federal and private funds. In addition, the Summer Youth Employment Program 
serviced eighty-five (85) economically disadvantaged and learning disabled youths from the surrounding 
communities. 


Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School continues to move forward in the area of computer technology. 
Local and grant resources will be used to provide technology to staff and students. It is our objective to have 
minimum of one computer in each classroom and each office prior to the New England Association of Schools 
and Colleges (NEASC) visitation scheduled for October 1996. Wiring of offices and classrooms has been 
completed from the Superintendent’s office to the end of the academic wing including all offices and 
classrooms. Expansion to the remainder of the building has been designed and will be completed in phases 
to provide networking of all classrooms, shops and offices. 


In this fiscal year, bids have been awarded for replacement of the fire alarm system, installation of a security 
camera system which will accommodate both the perimeter of the building and limited interior surveillance, and 
the installation of a handicapped stairlift in order to comply with American Disabilities Act. 


Revision of all academic and technical curriculums has been completed as part of an effort to meet the 
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requirements of the Education Reform Law and to prepare for the NEASC accreditation visit. 


Development of the Environmental/Aquaculture Program continues with Upper Cape Tech staff members’ 
participating in the New England Aquaculture Network Advisory Committee and the local Barnstable County 
Task Force for Aquaculture. Implementation of this secondary program is scheduled for September of 1996. 


This school’s chapter of Vocational Industrial Clubs of America had fifty-two (62) members during the 1995- 
1996 school year, twenty-one (21) of which represented the school at state competition. 


The Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School building and facilities are utilized six days per week for 
evening and afternoon programs sponsored by Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School’s Extension Office, 
Cape Cod Community College, Western New England College, Northeastern University, the Governor’s 
Motorcycle Safety Program, and various community organizations. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its appreciation to the many advisory boards which assist us 
in developing and maintaining educational program, various town and school officials who support our efforts, 
and the administration and other school employees who continue to contribute to the success of Upper Cape 
Cod Regional Technical School.

By Massachusetts Commission Against Discrimination (MCAD) classifications there were 3 persons of color 
hired for the Town out of a total number of 14 (21%). The number of women hired were 5. That amounts to 
a total of 35%. The work force for the Town of Falmouth remains over ten percent minority under the MCAD 
classifications. 


The office was instrumental in bringing in an EPA speaker on Sexual Harassment for all employees, and the 
development of special programs geared to specific departmental issues. Discussion have started to develop 
sessions on Mediation, and also training regarding the Americans With Disabilities Act. 


The Affirmative Action Committee, Mr. Herbert Harris Chairperson, had its Fourth Annual Awards Night 
recognizing the contributions of citizens standing up for the rights of their fellow citizens. This years recipients 
were Elizabeth Gillespie, Rebecca P. Gillespie, Terri Devlin, and Timothy Martinage. This year for the 
committee recognized students for the second time. The students recognized were Kevin Andrade, Makida 
Kamara, and Joseph Rudd. We were honored to have Mr. Franklin Ollivierre, Secretary of Elder Affairs, as our 
guest speaker.

We continue to average approximately two (2) calls a week requesting information regarding housing (landlord

COMMISSION ON HANDICAPPED AFFAIRS 


The Falmouth Commission on Handicapped Affairs (CHA) has evolved from the Handicapped Compliance 
Committee to meet the requirements of the ADA Act. It consists of a complete seven member board made 
up of people with disabilities or those who are caregivers to handicapped citizens. There is also the ADA 
coordinator appointed by the town to facilitate the workings of the board with various town departments and 
boards. 
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The Commission has been very active in trying to make Falmouth truly accessible for all citizens and visitors 
to our town. It meets monthly on the second monday at 7 P.M. at the Canty Center. All are welcome to 
attend. 


The Commission is conducting a study of the town beaches and the feasibility of purchasing beach chairs 
which would allow handicapped people access to the ocean. We have met with the Beach Committee to see 
how best these chairs may be utilized. Hopefully beach chairs will be in place for next summer season. 


The Commission has met with Commissioner Eladio Gore, and Town Administrator Peter Boyer and received 
an update on the ADA Transition Plan regarding accessibility. We have worked with them in to priorities areas 
of concern in the Transition Plan that need to be addressed. The Commission also met with the Chief of Police 
and discussed E911, and problems that arise from illegal parking in handicapped parking spaces. The 
Commission had a booth at the Police Open House were we passed out information to interested citizens. The 
Commission has met with all the above mentioned Committees and Department heads to discuss problems 
that affect those with disabilities. 


A survey of hotels, motels, and restaurants is being conducted to see that handicapped people have equal 
access and that businesses are in compliance with ADA regulations. The Commission is continuing its efforts 
to aid those in our community (and guesis) who are hearing or visuaily impaired. Our nope is that businesses 
our aware of TTY telephones, Braille and tape menus, sign language, and close captioned T.V. in our hotels 
and motels. 


The members of the Commission are available to any citizen in solving issues for our handicapped individuals. 
All of our public buildings and places of worship should be accessible to all our citizens. In Falmouth we are 
working towards that goal.

ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals held 35 meetings and heard a total of 140 cases in fiscal year of 1996. Of the 140 
cases, there were 120 special permit requests, 13 variance requests, and 7 appeals from decisions or orders 
of the Building Commissioner. Eight of the Board’s decisions were appealed to Superior Court. 


The “mission” of the Zoning Board of Appeals is to provide the Town with a Board to hear and decide the 
following three types of petitions in a reasonable, objective, honest manner in the best interest of the Town of 
Falmouth: 

SPECIAL PERMITS = Uses allowed by special permit where community input and a review of 

the specific project is desired. The uses must be in harmony with the general purpose and 

intent of the By-law, and may be subject to general or specific conditions set forth therein. 


VARIANCES = Board’s authority is limited to cases where the Board finds that owing to 
circumstances relating to the soil conditions, shape or topography of the land or structures and 
especially affecting such but not affecting generally the zoning district in which it is located, 
a literal enforcement of the provisions of the By-law would involve substantial hardship; 
desirable relief may be granted without substantial detriment to public good and without 
substantially derogating from the intent or purpose of the By-law. 


APPEALS = Board acts as a quasi-judicial body and determines whether the decision or order 
of the Building Commissioner is legally correct. Persons aggrieved by inability to obtain a 
building permit or enforcement action from the Building Commissioner may appeal to the Board 
of Appeals within 30 days of the Building Commissioner’s action. 


The Board and staff continue to offer guidance and assistance to petitioners who appear before the Board.

Falmouth on the World Wide Web 


A major project for 1996 was developing a home page for the Town of Falmouth and registering our domain 
name - http://www.town.falmouth.ma.us 

The page includes general information on Falmouth such as hours, and is updated weekly with selectmen 
agendas and meeting schedules. There are multiple links to local businesses, CLAMS, WHOI, and to weather, 
tide tables and traffic reports. Election information is available including sample ballots and a precinct/street 
locator. Also many departments have valued our new access to the internet for information and 
communication. 


The PC Explosion 


The Town of Falmouth has prided itself on being highly computerized and centralized in data processing. We 
are moving rapidly from the concept of a terminal on every desk to a PC on every desk. This is possible 
because of affordability and increased network capabilities. This allows the users to use PC software (such 
as GIS) and be independent, but at the same time access mainframe programs and data bases. In 1996 new 
PC peniiums have been insiaiied in the foliowing iocations: (2)Pianning Board for GiS, (2) Data Processing, 
Assessing Department with GIS, Dog Officer, Shellfish Warden, Water Department with GIS, Fire Department 
for Dispatch, and Laptop for DARE officer. Also existing PC’s in Engineering, Retirement Office, and Fire 
EMT office have been upgraded.

HARBORMASTER’S REPORT 


The continued growth of the town population continues to put extreme pressure on available mooring areas 
and the Department’s resources. The majority of the fourteen harbors have waiting lists for moorings. Total 
permitted moorings in the Town is 3,496. 


Income from new mooring permits $5,285.00, waiting lists $3,940.00 and mooring renewal permits $108,583.00 
for a total income of $117,808.00. Operating budget spent for the Department was = $ 148,557.35.

FALMOUTH HUMAN SERVICES 


INFORMATION AND REFERRAL 1298 requests for services were made during the year. 
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COUNSELING 206 households received counseling or outreach casework services. 18 people were served 
in Communication groups. 


EARLY CHILDBEARING PROGRAM This program served 17 mothers and their infants. There were 10 new 
admissions, 8 discharges, and 4 births. 


AFFORDABLE HOUSING/HOMELESS PREVENTION FUND 36 families were served at an average subsidy per 
family of $799. Of those 3 were families assisted with a partial or full mortgage payment and 33 were renters 
assisted with a partial or full payment. In addition to the $28,000 appropriated by Town Meeting, $773 were 
received in donation. 


FALMOUTH HOUSING TRUST Served 8 tenants in the first year of operating the Geraid Fiynn House, a singie 
room occupancy residence for singles at risk of homelessness. Veterans have first preference. The Trust re- 
established its Longshank Development Committee to work on completion of this 20 unit first time homebuyer 
opportunity for low/moderate income families. 


FALMOUTH HIV/AIDS COMMUNITY PARTNERSHIP The Partnership held a conference for 200 health and 
human services professionals, teachers, parents, & interested citizens at the Sea Crest in March 1996 
"Strategies for a Generation at Risk” to help teenagers and young adults make the right choices. The 
Partnership continued its distribution of prevention/education materials at the annual VIPS Home and Garden 
Show and The Falmouth Road Race Health Fair. Falmouth High School sophomores volunteered for this work. 


COMMUNITY ORGANIZATION The department participated in the first meeting of the newly reconstituted 
Falmouth Community Council in January 1996. The Department participated in the Coalition for Stronger 
Families and its second annual Family Day in March 1996 at Lawrence School. The Director continued service 
on the Local Planning Committee and worked on the Human Services and Affordable Housing elements. The 
Director continued to serve on the Barnstable County HOME Consortium Advisory Council and its sub- 


committee seeking to re-develop the vacant Barnstable County Hospital into an affordable assisted living facility’ 


for low/moderate income elders. 


FUNDS FOR NON-PROFITS 14 human services agencies received town funds: Falmouth Service Center 
(emergency food, utilities, housing), Independence House (battered women); Nauset Inc. (working for disabled); 
Cape Cod Council on Alcohol and Drug Dependence, Inc. (substance abuse); Thorne Clinic (child and family 


counseling, psychiatric services); Cane Cod Human Services (substance abuse counseling); Cape Cod Child 
Development Program, Inc. (Head Start and subsidized daycare); Legal Services of Cape Cod and Island, Inc. 
(Elder Law Project); Cape and Islands Self-Reliance Corp. (energy, insurance co-op); Sight Loss Services 
(visually impaired); Cape Cod AIDS Council (case management); Big Brothers/Big Sisters (mentors). Agency 
activity reports are on file at the department’s office. Services on site at the department’s office were provided 


by Legal Services, Cape Cod AIDS Council, and Consumer Credit Counseling. 


PERSONNEL Lissa Bryant, Martha’s Vineyard, served as clinical social worker intern from Boston University’s 
Graduate School of Social Work and Traci Legate of Centerville served as a social worker intern from 
Bridgewater State College from September 1995 to May 1996. Harold Kramer, MSW, and Denise Backus, 
MSW, continued to serve several hours per week as pro bono counselors. Barbara Blair, MSW, was hired part- 
time to work in the Early Childbearing Program following the resignation of Deborah Ferriter. 
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ADMINISTRATION/BUDGET James Nidositko and Jean Brockhurst of Falmouth and Judith Tynan of East 
Falmouth were re-appointed by the Selectmen for 3 year terms on the Human Services Committee. Reverend 
Alfred Malone, a member of the Committee since 1988, died unexpectedly and his unexpired term was filled 
by Marilyn Crowell of Hatchville. Paul Olenick, Peter Clark and Jean Brockhurst were elected Chair, Vice Chair 
and Secretary of the Committee. Town Meeting approved a budget for FY96 of $283,020. Town Meeting also 
approved $18,000 for funding the Family Learning Offered by Communities and Schools Program (FLOCS). 
The Human Services Committee and staff appreciate the support of taxpayers, volunteers and donors that 
provides the means for the department to provide its programs to residents.

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FALMOUTH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Change, adjustment, and new initiatives have characterized this year's library activities. The greatest 
continuing challenge has been how to meet demand for library services, and further, how to restore levels of 
service that meet minimum state standards for a town the size of Falmouth, with not quite enough resources 
to do it. Winning Town Meeting support in April for the new Reference Librarian position allowed the planning 
for somewhat increased hours of opening to begin in the following school year, and has helped to refresh 
the dialogue on mutual needs between the community and the library. A community survey in June on library 
2hours further defined greatest patron need and has helped in planning priorities for building back hours as 
resources to do it become available. 


Circulation Services: Regular activities include checking library materials in and out, registering borrowers, 
handling reserves for materials and museum passes, answering phone, collecting fines. 


This year’s total circulation direct to patrons: 319,715 
Items received from CLAMS libraries: 4710 
Items sent to CLAMS libraries: 8643 
New borrowers registered: 3575 
Number of registered borrowers at Main: 23,613 
Estimated registered borrowers at branches: 12,066 


Reference Services: Regular activities include handling informational inquiries in person or by phone during 
every hour that the Main library is open. This may involve instruction of where to look, how to use information 
sources, assistance with use of equipment, or whatever helps the patron find answers. 


In addition this year, Reference staff provided nine tours of the Library for 73 citizens highlighting reference 
department resources, hosted nine instructional tours for 559 fourth and eighth graders, gave an inservice 
for Lawrence School Teachers on library services and CLAMS Public Access Catalog terminals, delivered 
special programs and services to young adults in the community, began a regular weekly newspaper column, 
and participated in producing the High School Summer Reading List. 

Thanks to additional funding in the statewide budget for the Regional Library System this year, Falmouth as 
the subregional library for the Cape and Islands was able to update the print reference collection significantly 
and to enhance the non-print resources such as microforms and CD Rom databases as well as the equipment 
available to utilize them. 


Children’s Services: Regular activities revolve around the provision of cultural and educational materials and 
programs suitable for children under the age of 12 including: circulation of materials, storyhours, school class 
and pre-school storyhour and instructional visits, summer reading programs, events with special performers, 
and helping children and their parents choose appropriate materials to their needs. Attendance at this year’s 


212 programs, 22 class visits, and 250 pre-school visits was 8713. Programs included concerts, an art | 


workshop, puppet shows, jugglers, storytelling, writing classes, Junior Great Books, the Summer Reading 


Program, evenings of story-swaps, and on-going storyhour programs. Children’s circulation was 89,522 or | 


27% of the total circulation. 


In addition, the Children’s Librarian has participated in community outreach programs with other area 
organizations concerned with children’s issues in general. 


Technical Services: Regular activities involve the cataloging and record-keeping of each item in the library's 
various collections. Most activities are automated and represent continuous interaction with the local network 
CLAMS and the national OCLC bibliographic database. This year 3,616 records were added to the CLAMS 
database and 7600 individual items were attached to records. The Main library is now 99% barcoded. This 
department has also coordinated the automation project to bring the East Branch on-line in CLAMS (projected 
October 1994) and its department head has served as Chairman of the CLAMS Bibliographic Committee this 
year. 
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Homebound Services: A total of 7,462 books, cassettes and magazines were delivered to 40 patients in three 
nursing homes and to 90 private home borrowers. There were 58 new borrowers during the year and 90 active 
borrowers as of 6/30. 


Branches: The East Branch, along with its regular library activities, prepared for projected participation in the 
automated CLAMS network (5000 items barcoded by 6/30), and experienced overall facility upgrades with 
air-conditioning instalied, inside walls painted, and landscape refurbishment thanks to the Arbor Day Planting 
and plans provided by the Falmouth Council for Civic Beautification. The North Branch along with its regular 
activities has hosted class visits from the North Falmouth Elementary School, has provided regular story hours 
throughout the year, and has started the process of reworking space and improving conditions in order to 


provide a better area for children’s programs. 


Subregional Services/ Interlibrary Loan(ILL): As part of the contract that the Falmouth Library has with the 
State to provide reference and interlibrary loan to other libraries, the ILL department handles our area's 
interlibrary loan requests, oversees the delivery service to other libraries, and manages materials in a 
designated regional lending collection. This year, the ILL department handled 7180 requests 28% of which 
were filled by Falmouth, 31% by the Boston Public Library, and the rest from local to nationwide libraries. 
As CLAMS network members share more materials with each other, the type of request coming to ILL now is 
for items harder to find or more complex in nature to provide. 


Invaluable support for delivery of library service this year was provided by the Friends of the Library and by our 
32 volunteers who put shoulder to the wheel in every department. 


Expression of general support of the Library by the Town this year has been gratefully noted and reinforces 
the goal of the Library organization to give back to Falmouth the highest possible quality of library service.

During the period June 1995-96, the circulation of books at the West Falmouth Library totaled 12,772, an 
increase of 272 over last year. Memorial contributions enabled the library to buy large print books, magazine 
subscriptions and special interest books. 


At the present time there are 546 registered members of the library and the library is open to the public 24 
hours a week throughout the year. 


2the Arthur M. Hennessey, Jr. Memorial Scholarship, which is administered by the library, was awarded to 
Susan Furfey and Vincent Zupo. 


The Bowerman-Gifford Collection of West Falmouth historical documents has been indexed by Mr. and Mrs. 
Dunkle. 


The Library continues to have a monthly book discussion group and a weekly bridge group. A Falmouth Night 
School Art Appreciation Course is held during the school year. In addition, the library has the Annual Book 
Sale, Art Show, and Holiday House Tour. The CLOC orchestra gives a free concert during the summer. The 
West Falmouth Pre-school uses the downstairs classroom. 


The dedication of our volunteers, Trustees, and librarians Ann Ellis, Roseleen Egan and assistant Carley Tarr 
continues to make the library and important part of West Falmouth.

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WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


Library circulation for the year was 20,357. Included in this number were many books circulated to elderly 
residents through a home delivery program and to children attending the Woods Hole Headstart program and 
the Woods Hole Child Center. 


New books added to the collection totaled 1,339, and 60 audio visual materials were added. Of the books 
added, 605 were purchased with library funds, 97 were purchased with gifts designated for books, and 667 
were gift books. Of the audio and videos, 29 were purchased with library funds and 31 were gifts. 


The library received the gift of a television set and a VCR, which may be used for library programs or for 
viewing videos in the library. Grants from two local foundations provided the library with funds for children’s 
programs and for the purchase of audio cassettes. 


The library continues to co-sponsor film and video programs with WHOI’s Peanut Butter Club. Many cultural — 
and educational programs are presented for adults and children in the summer. The Ratcliffe Room is used 
for meetings by a variety of community groups. 


Several volunteers assist the staff with library work, and many other volunteers help the library trustees with — 
fund raising events such as book sales, the annual spring plant sale, and the chamber music series. 


Dial access membership in CLAMS, Cape Libraries Automated Materials Sharing, is now assured through an 
increase in the town’s appropriation of funds to the library. As of July 1, 1996, the library is open every Monday © 
evening from 7-9 pm, in addition to regular hours, which helps Falmouth meet its town-wide hours requirement. —

PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board met 42 times during FY 1996 and approved 5 preliminary plans and 7 definitive plans 
creating 50 lots. The Board also endorsed 43 plans as not requiring Planning Board approval creating an | 
additional 19 new lots, bringing the total number of lots created to 69 - an increase of approximately 10% over 
the number approved last year. The Board also approved 11 Site Plan/Major Plan Review applications and © 
4 Special Permit applications. 


The Board recommended 11 amendments to the Zoning Bylaw at Town Meetings during FY 1996. Adopted 
amendments included an amendment to the dimensional regulations to increase the minimum lot width from _ 
twenty (20) feet to fifty (50) feet; an amendment to add coastal wetland, beaches, and dunes to the list of 
resource areas excluded from the upland portion of a new lot; an amendment to add land within Water 
Resource Protection Districts and Coastal Pond Overlay Districts as donor districts for the transfer of 
Development Rights; an amendment to allow for the denial of a special permit for earthmoving if it is located — 
within a Water Resource Protection District; and an amendment to decrease to 200 dwelling units the threshold 
which triggers higher scrutiny for the issuance of building permits. 


The Board continued its involvement in the development of the Local Comprehensive Plan through a 
cooperative effort with the Local Planning Committee (LPC). The LPC completed updated drafts of the 
Elements of the Local Comprehensive Plan and brought the Land Use and Growth Management, Historic 
Preservation, and Energy Elements before the Board of Selectmen. The LPC also brought a draft of Goals 
and Policies for each Element to the Spring 1996 Annual Town Meeting. | 


The Board has utilized the Geographic Information System to create maps for various studies and public 
hearings. The Board continues to expand and update the Town’s database to improve land and water 
inventories and to aid in coastal and natural resource management activities. 


In May of 1996, Richard K. Latimer, Kenneth H. Foreman, and C. John Berg were elected to the Board. As | 
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a result of reorganization, Dorinda Ostermann was elected chairman. The Board wishes to thank William Parks 
and Raymond Tavares, who did not seek re-election, for their dedicated service to the Board. The Board 
wishes to thank Assistant Planner, W. Rhett Lamb, for his contribution, and the Board welcomes Renée B. 
Mitchell as Assistant Planner. The Board also thanks members of the many Town Departments, Committees, 
and agencies which contribute their time and expertise to the Board’s endeavors.

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SHELLFISH CONSTABLE 


| wish to take this opportunity to thank the people of the Town of Falmouth for the privilege of serving in the 
capacity of Shellfish Constable. In the next year, | hope to develop a propagation program that incorporates 
a land based upweller tank for growing seed quahaugs and scallops in addition to continuing the contaminated 
relay program. 


| started at the end of FY96 on June 16. The first order of business was to plant 1500 bushels of contaminated 
quahaugs from Fairhaven into Great Pond. With the assistance of the Falmouth Commercial Shellfishermen’s 
Association and Falmouth DNR, this task went very well. A tidal upweller raft was used to grow 500,000 seed 
quahaugs in the mouth of Eel River. These quahaugs were provided through a training program offered by 
JTEC in cooperation with WHOI Sea Grant, Barnstable County Cooperative Extension, and the Cape Cod 
Economic Development Commission. The seed will over winter at the Marine Resources Center in Woods Hole 
and will be planted in the spring of next year. 


In order to work effectively, | have asked to replace the 29 year old shellfish boat with a new boat, motor, and 
trailer. | have also asked for a truck to tow this boat so that | can access all areas of Falmouth. 


The statistics for last year’s permit sales are low due toa change in the expiration date. Shellfish permits will 
now expire on February 28 (29 on leap year). Fees have been increased in anticipation of an expanded 
propagation program.

NATURAL RESOURCE DEPARTMENT 


The Department of Natural Resources along with the Town Planner, Conservation Administrator and the 
Town Engineer submitted a grant application to the Massachusetts Department of Coastal Zone 
Management for grant money for the remediation of direct discharge into Cedar Lake in North Falmouth. 
The effort proved to be fruitful. In May , the State awarded Falmouth $37,000. to end road runoff into the 
lake. 


During the year, the department has actively worked with the newly formed Shellfish Advisory Committee and 
helped them with the process of exploring of new ways to improve Falmouth’s shellfish and herring fisheries. 
With the help of the Falmouth Rod and Gun Club, the Falmouth Department of Public Works and the 
Massachusetts Department of Marine Fisheries the Coonamessett River herring run was improved - brush 
and debris were removed plus a 1,000 herring were stocked into the Flax Pond tributary of the river , at 
D.N.R.’s request, by the Department of Marine Fisheries. 


At the request of the Board of Selectmen, the department drafted a document containing environmental and 
legal issues pertaining to the construction and permitting of docks. This document was presented to the 
Board of Selectmen for discussion as well as to the Conservation Commission. Both the Board of Selectmen 
and the Conservation Commission have expressed an interest to meet on this topic again in the future with 
a goal of developing a unified criteria for the permitting of docks. 


The Department has continued to work with Massachusetts Coasta! Zone Management and the Waquoit Bay 
National Estuarine Research Reserve in it’s pilot project , titled “An Approach To Assess And Mitigate The 
Impacts Of Nonpoint Source Pollution On Wetlands Functions”. The Natural Resource Director, as well as 
the Conservation Administrator, are members of the project's technical advisory committee. D.N.R. continues 
to be part of the Woods Hole Oceanographic’s Sea Grant Marine Outreach Guidance Group, the Barnstable 
County Rabies Task Force and still serves on the Waquoit Bay National Estuarine Research Reserve's 
Advisory Committee and Resource Protection Committee. It also participates in the Conservation 
Commission’s Bournes Pond Moratorium Committee and District of Critical Planning Concern sub 
committee relating to the establishment of buffer strip criteria for the proposed West Falmouth D.C.P.C. 


Recently, the department completed a water fowl/ bird survey reference the Town landfill for the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection’s Water Quality Division and has also developed 
a daily water fowl survey of the Long Pond Reservoir, per their request. During F.Y. 96, our animal control 
division estimates it received approximately 100 calls per week from residents with various animal related 
concerns. Falmouth Animal Control , in conjunction with the Cape Cod Rabies Task Force, has continued 
to monitor the rabies virus as it heads towards the canal and has established a plan, with the Falmouth Board 
of Health, for raccoon vaccine baiting in Falmouth, if the virus appears here. 


The increase in public awareness concerning rabies has resulted in a surge in the number of animal bites 
being reported to Animal Control and an increase in the number of animals that are now being home 
quarantined and monitored by Animal Control. Recently, an outbreak of distemper, which is not contagious 
to humans, has infected our local raccoon population and has involved Animal Control in their humane removal. 
Also, we have noted an increase in sarcoptic mange in some of our animal populations. This year, Falmouth 
Animal Control joined the Massachusetts Emergency Animal Response Team (MEART) a newly formed 
organization whose goal is to establish plans for emergencies and to provide assistance for towns in all types 
of emergencies where animals and pet owners need help. It has also sponsored two rabies clinics with 
accompanied with dog licensing, and with the co-sponsorship of Friends of Falmouth Dogs has held several 
events to benefit our adoption program: In February, Spay Day 96 was held. This fund raiser provided 
over one thousand dollars for spaying and neutering dogs and cats in our community. During the month of 
May, an Adoptathon was conducted. The Adoptathon provided extended hours at the shelter in order to find 
prospective owners for unwanted pets. May also brought Rock for Rover, a benefit with proceeds that were 
jointly shared by the Animal Rescue League, the MSPCA and the Friends of Falmouth Dogs. 
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Finally in June, an open house was held at the pound by the Friends of Falmouth Dogs to kick off a 
fundraising drive for a new shelter facility.

FALMOUTH BEACH COMMITTEE 


During this past summer season, the Beach staff had yet another long, hot and dry summer, which of course 
means a record number of visitors to our many beaches. The clerks were tasked with the second year of the 
two year beach sticker cycle, with close to twenty thousand stickers issued in the past two years. Our 
lifeguards responded to a wide variety of duties ranging from reuniting lost children with their parents, mending 
scraped knees and assorted first aid cases, enforcing beach rules, spending hours watching and waiting in 
all kinds of weather and rescuing swimmers in distress. Parking attendants coped with overflowing parking 
lots, traffic jams and hundreds of tourist questions. Maintenance crews were kept busy hauling away 
mountains of trash left behind by our beach patrons(most of which was properly placed in refuse containers, 
but of course not all) and maintaining and repairing our facilities. It takes a lot of hard work by all of the staff 
to put the beaches on line, maintain and run them, then put everything away in an orderly fashion to be used 
again next year. 


Finally coming to fruition is the long awaited Bath House for Menauhant Beach which will be on line by next 
summer. We also received our new beach screener and tractor in time for next summer’s season. Beach 
Committee member Mike Twombly, completed the design and delivery of his "Sun Tops” life guard stand 
covers and they were well received and got a lot of use by the life guards. The Falmouth Mens Club, the 
Heights Association and the Maravista Homeowners Association all donated Sun Tops, so that Bristol and 
Heights beaches have one for each life guard stand. 


Thousands of people had a front row seat at the various beaches facing Vineyard sound for the annual Forth 
of July fireworks display. The end of July saw the Falmouth Sprint Triathalon, held at Surf Drive Beach, with 
600 athletes completing in this annual swim, bike and running event. In August the British Red Devil parachute 
team performed an jump at the Heights Beach in conjunction with the Otis Air Show. 


One of the most important aspects of our summer is our swim lessons program. These lessons, held free at 
every beach for residents children, is perhaps our most important contribution to our Town. What can be more 
important in life than learning a life saving skill such as swimming. Our program helps literally hundreds of our 
children to learn the basics from our pre school age and beginners program progressing to more challenging 
Skills up to our advanced swimmers program for young teens. The culmination of this program is our annual 
swim meet held at the Massachusetts Maritime Academy pool in August each year. This year the winning 
beaches were Menauhant beach in the big beach Category and MBL beach in the small beach category. All 
the swimmers did a great job and we are indebted to our hardworking and dedicated swim instructors. 


Once again thanks and appreciation to our Town Administrator, Peter Boyer and the Selectmen for their 
continued support to the Beach Committee and the staff throughout the year. Also thanks to the very 
Supportive personnel from the various departments at Town Hall who are called on from time to time to share 
their expertise to help us get the beaches up and running and keep them running. To Bill Owen and his 
outstanding staff in the various parts of the DPW we owe a great debt of gratitude. Without their technical 
expertise, equipment, and sage advice, many of our beaches would be just a pile of sand. Most of all, to the 
residents of the Town of Falmouth that support our staff in a most difficult job. Thanks for your kind words, 
help and patronage.

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BOARD OF REGISTRARS 


Fiscal year 1996 saw a marked increase in activities for this office. With the full implementation of the Motor 
Voter Law, the workload more than doubled. This office is now responsible for two computer systems- the State 
and the Town. The law also mandates a notice be mailed to all newly registered voters, as well as any 
changes in the status of one’s registration. 


An annual census was mailed out in December and the Street List Book was published in June. Records show 
there are 28,051 Falmouth residents. 


The Presidential Primary was held March 5, 1996. The following shows the number of registered voters, by 
precinct, for this election:

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


From July 1, 1995 through June 30, 1996, Veterans, their widows, dependent children and parents of World 
War | and II, Korean Conflict, Vietnam and the Persian Gulf were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Forty-three World War Il, thirteen Korean and five Vietnam Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. 
Twenty-six of these veterans were buried at the V.A. Massachusetts National Cemetery. The widows and 
dependent parents and/or children were assisted in preparing the necessary forms for pensions, burial 
allowance, Social Security claims and grave markers. 


Thirteen markers have been applied for and received, for local cemeteries. Suitable markers and flags for all 
Veterans interred in local cemeteries have been taken care of and there were no indigent veteran burials. We 
have cotinued marking all Veterans’ graves in local cemeteries with seals and updating the list of veterans 
buried in each of our local cemeteries. We hope that this will make it easier to put the flags out for Memorial 
Day. 


Approximately forty-one VA eligibility verification reports were completed by this department to insure 
continuation of VA pensions for Veterans and their dependents. 


As of the last Federal Census the Veteran population of Falmouth was 4,298. This office has processed two 
Persian Gulf applications for Massachusetts State Bonus’, and aided approximately seven hundred and fifty 
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Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the job training, pensions, VA mortgages, tax 
abatements and many other benefits throughout the year, accounting for over $3,500,000.00 in Federal VA 
benefits coming into this town. 


At the request of the Board of Selectmen, the Town now has an official flag, which is displayed at the Hall of 
Flags in the State House and which is carried by the honor guard for both Memorial Day and Veterans’ Day.

VETERANS COUNCIL COMMITTEE 
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1995 - June 1996, the Committee met on the third Tuesday monthly, excent for December. 
Veterans’ Day ceremonies were held on November 11, 1995 at Memorial Lane. Charles Miranda, Chairman 
of the Veterans’ Council Committee was the Master of Ceremonies. Wreaths were laid at the two monuments 
by representatives of the Veterans’ organizations. The Company of Minute and Militia rendered a musket volley, 
taps were played by Scott Sinicki and Greg Flick from the Falmouth High School band and prayers were 
offered at the beginning and end of the ceremonies by Rev. Fr. Francis X. Wallace, Veterans Chaplain. The 
ceremonies were repeated at Deacons Pond in memory of Naval veterans. 


The Town of Falmouth was an official WWII Commemorative Community from 1992 through 1996. Our last 
official ceremony was retiring of the WWII Flag, which was done as part of the post-race activities of the 
Falmouth in the Fall Road Race on November 12, 1996. 


American flags were placed on properly marked Veterans’ graves and memorials in the Town on Memorial Day 
week end. The 102nd Fighter Wing, Otis ANGB served as the Honor Guard for the parade and the program 
at Memorial Lane. It was wonderful to have the Morse Pond School, Lawrence School and Falmouth High 
School bands all participate in our program. Falmouth elementary school students and members of the 
veterans’ organizations laid wreaths at the two monuments and the individual veterans’ markers on Memorial 
Lane. America the Beautiful and the Navy Hymn were sung by the Greater Falmouth Mostly All-Male Mens 
Chorus led by Tom Goux, Director. The opening and closing prayers were given by Rev. Fr. Francis X. 
Wallace, Veterans’ Chaplain. The Guest Speaker was Raleigh Costa. 


Since the public showed support of our WWII essay contest we continued it this year. The recipients of $50.00 
U.S. savings bonds were, Brian Ellsworth, Kenneth J. Kozens, III and Annikka Loftfield. Their essays were read 
at the collation following the ceremonies.

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ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT INDUSTRIAL CORPORATION 


During the last year, the EDIC has laid the ground work to estabiish the Falmouth Technoiogy Park as an 
important regional location for the growing private research and development sector on Cape Cod. The EDIC 
sold their first property in six years and permitted a 5,000 square foot research and development operation. 
In addition, two existing tenants have proposed additions to their facilities. The proceeds from the sale of the 
several acres in the center of the Park allowed the EDIC to pay off the mortgage owed on the remaining 
parcels. The Board has proposed to improve the sign program and the entrances to the park with the funds 
remaining. The financial stability of the park will allow the EDIC to pursue other priorities which may include 
a marketing plan and site preparation. 


The package of development incentives which includes a development agreement with the Cape Cod 
Commission was enhanced by the Falmouth Technology Park’s designation as an Economic Opportunity area. 
During the Annual Spring Town Meeting in April, the Tech Park was designated an Economic Opportunity area 
which provides potential tenants with opportunities for tax incentives and interest from private developers 
continues to grow as the EDIC develops a professional assistance portfolio. Part of that assistance package 
is the development of the Technical Review Team (TRT), which is comprised of all of the department heads 
and board chairman associated with the permitting process. This group meets with potential tenants to review 
conceptual plans before the actual permitting process is begun. This preliminary review allows the Town to 
identify potentially troublesome issues and will allow the applicant to remedy potential problems early on in the 
design development and permitting process. 


The EDIC and the Town of Falmouth was saddened by the loss Robert Wilkie during the last year. He gave 
tremendous personal commitment to the local economic development effort and helped shape the institution 
of the EDIC. He will be missed.

SOLID WASTE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


This was the first year of a new three year curbside trash and recycling contract with Advance Waste Systems 
and there are sone important changes to be noted. In spite of the fact that condominiums and many 
apartments have been included for the first time in our municipal service, and in spite of continued town 
growth, there was an 8% decrease in residential and municipal tonnage sent to SEMASS. That is the first time 
there has ever been a decrease in trash collected and it has got to be due to the 162% increase in curbside 
recycling. (Tonnage of commercial trash is skewed because all haulers no longer go through the transfer 
station.)

The increase in recycling from 6% of total tonnage to 16% is due to the fact that the new contract added 
household paper including newsprint, magazines and junk mail and all plastic containers except styrofoam and 
plastic bags. We also collected more of the materials recycled in previous years, which menas an increased 
level of citizen participation. 


To reduce the waste stream at the landfill as well, the Selectmen agreed to a policy which requires that people 
leaving things there separate out those materials which can be recycled and put them in the correct containers 
for eventual removal. This includes tires, corrugated cardbard, yard waste, scrap metal, automotive batteries, 
Ni-Cd batteries, waste oil, Newspapers, magazines, phone books, plastic, glass and metal food containers and 
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clothing and fabrics. This will become more and more important as the landfill closes and disposal costs rise. 


This year an annex was added to the Swap Shop. A large overseas container donated by WHOlI is used to hold 
construction materials such as doors, windows and sinks. Unfortunately, however, on a cold January night, 
the original "Pick of the Litter” burned to the ground. 


Plans to rebuild began immediately. Within a few weeks, an appeal for donations raised $3,600. A fireproof 
metal building was purchased and, on a fine day in April was bolted together by a number of volunteers, most 
of them town firefighters. This committee continues to be responsible for maintaining order at the Swap Shop, 
but more and more, town residents who enjoy using it are pitching in to help. It is an example of community 
cooperation and commitment at its best. 


Much committee time and effort was given this year to writing the Solid and Hazardous Waste section of 
Falmouth’s Local Comprehensive Plan. This included proposing goals, management policies and actions to 
achieve the goals.

FALMOUTH COUNCIL ON AGING 


The John DeMello Senior Center continues to grow in membership, in services offered, and in activities. 372 
new members were enrolled during the last fiscal year. Many varied services have either been initiated or 
continued such as S.H.I.N.E. counseling (Serving Health Insurance Needs of Elders) which trained volunteers 
conduct twice-weekly sessions assisting seniors finding their way through the health insurance maze. Over 170 
seniors took advantage of this service. Four (4) attorneys are members of the Center’s "volunteer legal staff” 
who assist monthly our senior citizens. Over 200 seniors participated in this free service. 

A Respite Care program providing much needed relief for our care-givers has begun with a volunteer force of 
eight (8) and client matching number. The senior bus transports six (6) sight handicapped seniors to a monthly 
meeting of the Sight Loss Community. Pedi Care is offered for a reduced fee twice a month. 

Foot, back or shoulder massage, which began as a monthly service, has been so well received that now it’s 
a weekly offering. 


Exercise programs, including Dancercize, Line Dancing, Tai Ji, and Hatha Yoga are offered ona weekly basis 
to Falmouth’s elder citizens. Some new programs have been added during the past year -ceramics and 
stained glass to name two. 


The Annual Flu shots have been offered to Falmouth’s seniors at the Senior Center and last year over 900 
seniors took advantage of this healthy choice. 


The Outreach program has grown dramatically during the last couple of years. Over 300 seniors have received 
assistance for various needs identified through the Outreach Program - fuel assistance, housing assistance, 
food assistance, minor home repairs - all part of the Senior Center’s Outreach Program. 

The Senior Mini-bus funded by the town and private donations provided over 8,500 rides to approximately 150 
seniors during the year. 


Many various trips have been sponsored by the Senior Center and hundreds of seniors are enjoying the fun 
and excitement of new and entertaining places to visit and see. 


Finally, the Friendly Visitor Program has been a growing program during the year. It now has reached out and 
been a wonderful help to over 100 needy seniors. 


The Senior Center and the Council on Aging wishes to thank everyone in our town for their help in the efforts 
and works at the Center. Thanks also to the Board of Selectmen, the Town Administrator, the Finance 
Committee, and the Department of Public Works for their leadership and help.

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WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD AND NANTUCKET STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 
REPORT OF THE FALMOUTH MEMBER 


As Falmouth’s Member to the Steamship Authority’s Board of Governors, and this year’s Chairman. | am 
pleased to submit this annual report to the Town of Falmouth. 


This past year has been very eventful, both for the Steamship Authority and the Town of Falmouth, which | am 
proud to represent. A new, very qualified General Manager had just come on board. Armand Tiberio had 
provided exceptional leadership in not only managing day to day operations but he has taken positive steps 
to insure what the Steamship Authority’s future course of action will be, after full discussion and input from the 
Authority’s port towns. | am pleased that my trip to Seattle for the background check resulted in an unqualified 
endorsement of Armand Tiberio for the position he now so capably fills. 


The Steamship Authority cannot be discussed in Falmouth without the twin subjects of parking and traffic 
coming up, and both were addressed this past year. After requests for proposals were issued and reviewed 
by management, public meetings seeking community input were held to inform the residents of the five most 
acceptable locations to the Steamship Authority. As a result of this input, the Board voted to expand parking 
to the Massachusetts Military Reservation and action was then taken to target opening of this location for the 
1998 season and this is still on schedule. 


Additionally, an interim lot was obtained in Bourne on my recommendation to insure overflow parking facilities 
were available. Additional space is presently being negotiated to be added in 1997 to handle any overflow until 
1998. 


The traffic confusion in Woods Hole has been a very difficult problem to solve as it has been in Vineyard 
Haven, due to the unpredictability of unknown numbers, and time of arrival of vehicular standby traffic, which 
accounted for over 50% of all vehicles. | strongly supported the Express Reservation Policy (ERP) pilot 
program implemented for sixteen days during the 1996 season. | urged the other Board Members that this 
program be in effect over the Fourth of July weekend and week, and the proposed dates were then amended 
to include this period. It was a true test and the results were outstanding. Vehicles arrived in an orderly fashion 
on a regular basis throughout the day and there was increased service and comfort provided to the traveler. 
The Woods Hole terminal was so quiet and orderly it was difficult to believe that slightly more cars had moved 
_ through the terminal than had in the preceding year. 


After management review, this program was voted by the Members to be implemented during the 1997 summer 
season on ail weekends (Friday through Monday) and over the long Fourth of July period of eleven days. 


In other areas of Authority activities, the new Martha’s Vineyard Terminal was a welcome addition along with 
its improved traffic flow. The Hyannis Terminal building came on line with construction continuing on vehicle 
parking and traffic flow, and a new second ferry slip to be in service in 1997. 


Financially, the Authority continues to operate in the black although it appears that due to adverse winter and 
spring weather, income is not quite up to estimates but they are still positive. 


Through August 1996 the Woods Hole, Martha’s Vineyard route accommodated 1,483,800 passengers, 
251,500 automobiles, and 42,200 trucks, a slight reduction from 1995. 


An additional variable message sign was installed just south of the Otis rotary for traffic control guidance. 


Progress continues to be made on the Shining Sea Bikeway extension to Skating Lane and beyond, with 
financial support provided by the Authority. 


The Authority’s forty acre lot on Blacksmith Shop Road continues to be for sale with no imminent buyer in the 
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near future. 
All union Contract negotiations during this period have now been completed. 


The past year has been very active and | believe that | have looked out for the interests of the people of 
Falmouth as | look out for the interest of the Authority, operationally and financially. |

SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURERS 
In accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, testing and sealing of weights and 
measuring devices were conducted in the Town of Falmouth. The State’s Division of Standards provided 


assistance and equipment for the testing of large capacity truck scales and oil truck meters. 


A total of 632 weighing and measuring devices were tested for accuracy and condition. Those devices that 
met the prescribed standards were sealed; some were adjusted and sealed; and some were condemned. 


The sum of $6,006.00 was collected in fees as of June 30, 1995 and deposited in the Town Treasurer. 


The State prohibits the sale of advertising of wood by the cord. Wood will be advertised and sold by the cubic 
foot, and a bill of sale must be presented to the consumer by the seller with the buyer’s name and adaress, 
plus amount of wood in cubic feet, and the total price. For the consumer’s protection, when wood is delivered 
we suggest measuring the wood before it is accepted and paid for.

FALMOUTH HISTORICAL COMMISSION

During the last year, fifty buildings were placed on the National Register of Historic Places as part of the 
FalmouthOs first National Register district. The Village Green District nomination was written by Commission — 
member Karen Allen, her son Chris Allen, and Commission Secretary Ann Sears. The district includes the Old | 
Burying Ground where the Commission has approved an Eagle Scout project to prune, clear and beautify the 
grounds bordering Siders Pond. In related action, the Commission applied for state funds to nominate the | 
North Falmouth Historic District to the Register. | 


UMass Archaeological Services of Amherst prepared an archaeological sensitivity map of Falmouth for use in — 
town planning. The archaeologists recorded 24 specific sites in Falmouth and found much of the town likely | 
to have had prehistoric activity. As part of this work the Commission sponsored an artifact identification day 
in which the archaeologists identified the age of arrowheads and shards of pottery brought in by residents. This | 
project was supported by a $7,500 grant from the National Park Service and the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission matched by a similar amount from the proceeds from the sale of The Book of Falmouth. 


As part of its continuing work on the Local Comprehensive Plan, the Commission established an inventory of 
53 scenic roads and 100 sites and vistas that should be protected and enhanced. 


The Commission also worked to maintain the rural qualities of roads in the historic districts, trying to preserve 
the Church Street Bridge as a wooden bridge and Old Main Road in North Falmouth as a village roadway. The 
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Commission based its actions on its Local Comprehensive Plan recommendations that the town’s narrow and 
winding roads be preserved, that sidewalks be separated from the streets by grass strips and that urban 
curbing be discouraged. 


The Commission continued to support efforts to preserve Highfield Hall and also attempted to find new use 
for the small Cape on Martin Road in Waquoit. The Commission would like to thank James Fernandes of 
Hartwell Drive for his help in making the house more presentable. 


The Commission was fortunate to have Nicole Chorches from Goucher College as its first summer intern. 
Nicole worked on a survey of houses in Menauhant and Woods Hole last summer. 


Jean McCluskey and Bill Burwell represented the Historical Commission on the Main Street Project; Don Zinn 
served on the Transportation Management Committee and Bill Burwell has continued to work with the Trotting 
Park Committee. 


We mourn the loss of our friend and colleague, Don Zinn. We will miss his keen sense of humor and his 
dedication to Falmouth.

HISTORY 


Formed back in 1948, the Falmouth Housing Authority (FHA) has provided support for local housing initiatives 
designed to provide needed rental housing opportunities, with the support of the Federal Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD) and the State Department of Communities and Development (DHCD). 
_ The mission of the Falmouth Housing Authority is to operate low rent Elderly and Family Housing, to determine 
and establish eligibility and rent requirements, and to provide decent, safe, and sanitary housing. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority maintains 302 units of public housing; one Chapter 689 special needs home 
for eight residents; plus slightly under 500 units of scattered site, privately owned housing under the Section 
8 (Federal) and Massachusetts Rental Voucher Program (State) rental assistance programs. 


The Authority is governed by a five member Board of Commissioners, one appointed by the Governor and four 
elected by the voters in the Town of Falmouth. The Board is required by law to make policy decisions on 
current and future programs, to determine how they are to be administered, and to obtain and protect monies 
to keep them operating. The Authority is a public corporation on which the commissioners serve as governing 
directors. 


FISCAL YEAR 1996 IN REVIEW 

The Falmouth Housing Authority Board of Commissioners suffered the loss of its long-serving member Charlie 
Haynes. After over 20 years of service to the FHA, Charlie decided to retire in May of 1996. The knowledge, 
the history, and the experience Charlie Haynes brought to the Board of Commissioners was extremely valuable 
and will be greatly missed. 
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The sadness from the loss of Charlie Haynes was somewhat abated with the election of Rev. Richard Crowell. 
Dick, a member of the Falmouth Housing Trust and a long-time active resident of Falmouth brings a rich 
community background and a new perspective to the Board of Commissioners and he is warmly welcomed. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority continues to make progress in the areas of rehabilitation of its housing, 
collection of its rents, services to its residents, and relations with the community. 


In September of 1995, the FHA received a $237,000 Comprehensive Improvement Assistance Program (CIAP) 
Grant from HUD for a variety of modernization projects at both Harborview and Tataket Apartments. The 
projects included new boilers, new vinyl balcony ceilings, a new roof, and new trim coverage at Harborview 
Apartments; a new maintenance-free railing system, and additional parking spaces at Tataket were also part 
of the grant. 


During FY96, the Housing Authority completed an agreement with the Town to create a special fund of about 
$13,000 earmarked to be spent on our Chapter 705 family housing. This fund will help insure that never again 
will our housing be boarded up and left abandoned as had been the case in the early 1990s. It will also insure 
that our houses will never again be eyesores in the community causing the value of other homes in the 
neighborhood to decrease. 


The creation of this fund allowed the FHA to leverage State funds and develop a modernization/lead paint 
removal program, worth almost $140,000 in 10 of our 25 family housing units. This means that when the work 
is completed during FY97, none of the FHA’s family units will have any lead paint. 


Habitat for Humanity has continued to be a valuable ally in the rehabilitation of our family housing units and 
their commitment to the FHA and the community of Falmouth is greatly appreciated. 


The October, 1994 Town Meeting appropriated money to partially fund a new Service Coordinator Program 
for our elderly/disabled population. This was a program that the FHA and the Barnstable Housing Authority 
jointly developed and it was so successful that both housing authorities were given a joint State grant of nearly 
$75,000 to expand the Service Coordinator Program. 


A CITIES (Community Involvement To Improve Elderly Safety) Program, initiated during FY95 in conjunction 
with the Falmouth Police Department, using a grant from the Massachusetts Department of Community Safety, 
is another program that has proven so successful that both the FHA and the Falmouth Police Department have 
opted to continue the program. Since its inception, additional lighting has been installed at most of the elderly 
developments and resident security committees have been formed. The result has been a drastic reduction 
in police calls to the developments. Special thanks for the success of this program go to Officer Frank 
Sylvester and for the continuation of this program to Chief David Cusolito. 


Working with Falmouth’s Director of Human Services and the Falmouth Clergy Association, a special Homeless 
Prevention Fund for Falmouth Residents was established and funded with $28,000 at the Spring 1995 Town 
Meeting. This program began on July 1, 1995 and is modeled after the very successful Cape-wide Homeless 
Prevention Program begun in 1993. In its first year the Falmouth program assisted 38 Falmouth families; 
preventing them from becoming homeless. The average cost per case was slightly over $700. 


A special Falmouth walk, to be conducted at the end of Bob Murray’s Annual Cape-wide Walk for Homeless 
Prevention was planned during the end of FY96. The Special Falmouth walk was scheduled for July 1996 and 
all funds raised in Falmouth were to go to the Falmouth Homeless Prevention Fund. A more complete report 
on the Falmouth walk will be included in next year’s Annual Report. 


The FHA continued to work with the Falmouth Housing Trust during FY96 in the development of the Single 
Room Occupancy Facility on Palmer Avenue, known as the Flynn House. By the end of the calendar year, all 
seven rooms had occupants and the Flynn House had an income stream from the Section 8 Certificates 
administered by the FHA. 
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All the successes at the FHA don’t just happen. They happen because people of good will have come together 
io heip those in our community in need. The support the FHA has received from the peopie of Faimouth is 
most appreciated. We'd also like to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Town Administrator, the Human 
Services Department, the Public Works Department and the Police and Fire Departments. And a very special 
thanks to the Clergy Association and the Town Meeting for their trust, their faith, and their financial support 
in and for the Falmouth Housing Authority. 


Despite all this marvelous support, there’s one group that is perhaps the biggest factor in all the good things 
happening at the Falmouth Housing Authority. For this group has the power to say yea or nay to whatever is 
brought before it. Fortunately for me as Executive Director and for the Authority, this group has had the faith, 
the vision, and the commitment necessary to make happen what’s happening at the FHA. My personal thanks 
for all their support go to the Board of Commissioners of the Falmouth Housing Authority.

DESIGN REVIEW COMMITTEE 


The Design Review Committee was crested by town meeting in April of 1991, and was charged with advising 
the Building Commissioner, the Planning Board, and the Zoning Board of Appeals, and to make 
recommendations to the Board of Selectmen on sign code variance request. 


Our job is to consider the aesthetic impact of commercial construction on the proposed neighborhoods, 

to 
even come to the Design Review Committee meetings, although an explanation sheet is available at the 
board’s offices for such attendance. 


In May of 1996, members of the DRC voted unanimously to oppose the Burger King playground proposed for 
Teaticket Highway. We agreed with the Teaticket Association that the multicolored pipes of the two story 
structure did not belong anywhere in the Town of Falmouth. We appeared before the Board of Appeals and 
they denied this application. 


Also in May, the DRC voted to oppose the Ban The Burn banner due to go up between the trees of the village 
green. We joined the opposition of the Falmouth Historical Commission and the Falmouth Historical Districts 
Committee in successfully convincing the selectmen to reverse their prior decision. Their vote was to ban all 
banners from the historic green. The DRC was charged with the near impossible job of locating another more 
acceptable place for banners.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The Health Department performed routine inspections of all year-round, seasonal and temporary food service 
establishments, including temporary establishments at various outdoor events. Additional follow-up inspections 
were performed as necessary. 


The Health Department maintains a supply of vaccines for the control of certain communicable diseases. 
These materials are supplied to the Town by the State Department of Public Health at no cost and are 
dispensed, on request, to local health care providers and the nursing services contracted by the Board of 
Health. A total of 2271 flu immunizations were administered to Falmouth residents at nursing homes and public 
Clinics. 


The Falmouth Board of Heaith continued its annuai Househoid Hazardous Waste Coliection program ai the 
County Fairgrounds in Hatchville. This service provides a direct benefit to the community by providing 
residents the opportunity to dispose of hazardous materials in a environmentally safe manner. The 1995 event 
was well attended with over 400 Falmouth households participating. 


The 1995 changes to Title 5 of the State Environmental Code require approved inspectors to submit a septic 
system inspection report to the Health Department for review prior to transferring a title to a property. A total 
of 725 septic system inspection reports were submitted to the Health Department for evaluation in 1995. 
Approximately 10% of this total failed inspection and require follow-up administrative or enforcement action..

For the year ending December 31, 1995, the Falmouth Contributory Retirement System ranked #1 for 1995 
with a total portfolio investment return of 30.87% and ranked #11 in five year annualized returns at 12.13% . 
The assets of the system, totaling in excess of $30.7 million, are invested in high quality fixed income securities 
and equities. 


The retirement system currently provides service for 511 active members and 232 retired members and 
beneficiaries. During the year 1995, ten applications for retirement benefits and twenty-one requests for return 
of accumulated deductions were processed. Forty-four new members were enrolled into the system.

FALMOUTH HISTORICAL DISTRICTS COMMISSION 


Eighty applications for a Certificate of Appropriateness were received for review by the Historic Districts 
Comfnission during the past-year. Of these, 15, by reason of their location or the nature of the work involved, 
were judged not to require a Certificate. They were approved without hearings. Sixteen meetings were held 
by the Commission at which the remaining applications were reviewed. Sixty-five Certificates of 
Appropriateness were granted.

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The Commission has taken part in the Main Street Revitalization Program, with Charles Orr serving as its 
representative on the planning committee. Other members have participated in the open meetings. 


Of a budget proposal submitted in January, to be included in the spring Town Meeting Warrant, funding was 
granted for a paid secretary. Other items were denied. The Commission remains optimistic that in time it will 
be enabled to publish a brochure which will better inform property owners in Falmouth about its work - its 
purpose, jurisdiction, and responsibilities, not to mention the importance to all of preserving the character of 
our threatened historical assets. 


Publication of such a brochure may help forestall some of the Commission’s administrative problems which 
have persisted over many years, probably the product of inadequate public communication. Enforcement 
continues to be a dilemma. The pressures of economic interests steadily erode the town’s historic landscapes 
and settings. It is hoped that the goals of the historic districts legislation will, through means of improved 
communication, receive wide understanding and support.

Administration of Vital Records and Uniform Commercial Code filings, requires almost 100% of one full-time 
member of the Town Clerk’s office staff. Each Record received must be reviewed for accuracy and, when 
necessary resubmitted to the origination officer for error correction before it may be entered as an official 
record; when each record is determined accurate, an alphabetical index card prepared and filed and a set of 
recorded vital records is bound annually. The number of out-of-wedlock birth occurrences has Increased to 
approximately one-third of total birth records received. These records require legitimacy follow-through 
investigation and documentation, and demand perpetual special attention as they are closed to public 
inspection and impact Marriage Intentions and Marriage License records. Large numbers of Attested copies 
of birth, death, and marriage records are prepared and issued annually. 


The Town Clerk receives, records, and issues a receipt for each petition signed by Falmouth residents for 
election ballot questions (local/county/state); forwards them to the Board of Registrars for certification of 
signatures; receives, logs, and returns them to the submitter, maintaining a detailed record of such 
transactions. The Town Clerk serves as the Clerk of the Board of Registrars of Voters. In the absence of the 
Board's office staff, the Town Clerk's staff members must perform those duties. The Town Clerk must prepare 
and finalize local election ballots; prepare local ballot for all other elections; is responsible for computer 
programs for the counting of ballots; must direct precinct Staffing, policies, and procedures for Falmouth’s 
eight voting precincts. During the fiscal year ending June 30, 1997, three elections were administered, and 
results reported by the Town Clerk, to an assortment of federal, local, and state agencies. 


The Town Clerk assisted in the preparation of, and attended three Town Meetings during fy’97 (see Town 
Clerk’s report under heading “Town Meetings”). Following each Town Meeting, the Town Clerk must prepare 
and submit diverse reports to the Massachusetts Department of Revenue, State Secretary, Attorney General, 
Department of Transportation, and any other agency that may have an interest in the proceedings; must 
receive/review/advertise and post Attorney General decisions in accordance with various sections of the 
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Massachusetts General Laws(MGL); must revise, distribute, and maintain the Code of Falmouth pertaining to 
enactments by Town Meeting and other agencies. 

All decisions (and appeals to the decisions) voted by the Board of Appeals, Planning Board, Board of 
Selectmen and other Town Officials must be filed, indexed and “Certificate(s) of No Appeal” issued with strict 
adherence to statute requirements. A very substantial library of these files, as well as files known as "Sundry 
Documents”, original Deeds to municipal property, and other documents are maintained by the Town Clerk 
and included as a part of the Town’s chronicle of historical events. 


MANY research projects on behalf of residents, local officials, and others concerning MGL, Town General and 
Zoning Bylaws, Zoning Maps, and other matters were conducted by the Town Clerk’s office during fy’97. The 
Town’s legal library was maintained and updated. Reports of financing approved by Town Meeting were 
forwarded to the Massachusetts Department of Revenue, the town’s auditors, it’s financial advisors, and the 
Director of Assessing for computation of next annual tax levy. 


The Town Clerk or Assistant Town Clerk must administer an oath of office to each elected and appointed 
officer. A permanent record of office holders (and their having sworn to uphold the law in respect to the duties 
of their office) is prepared, indexed, updated, and retained; a variety of agencies are notified as to the name 
of the appointed/elected officer, the date he/she assumed office and received a copy of the Open Meeting 
Law. Falmouth continues to enjoy extensive citizen participation in its operations. Without the volunteer efforts 
of its citizens, the Town could not have achieved its distinguished and preeminent standard of excellence in 
government.

240-23.J & 240-38.K PURPOSE: The purpose of this section is to allow a building or construction 
contractor or subcontractor in a Residence A, Residence AA, Agricultural A or Agricultural AA zoning district 
to use his premises or adjacent lot for storage of equipment and supplies and the parking of vehicles, either 
within a structure or outdoors, under the following standards, in addition to the requirements of Article XXXII - 

Section 240-216 A - | Special permits. 

1. The lot shall be a minimum of: Eighty thousand square feet for up to three vehicles over 10,000 
pounds gross vehicle weight when empty (GVW, totaling a combined maximum of 40,000 Ib.; Forty thousand 
square feet for up to two vehicles over 10,000 Ibs. (GVW), totaling a combined maximum of 30,000 Ib. (GVW) 
and; Thirty thousand square feet for one vehicle over 10,000 Ibs (GVW) up to a maximum of 20,000 Ibs (GVW). 
All vehicles must be registered with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles. 

2. The side and rear setbacks for any structure or parking area shall be a minimum of thirty feet. Lesser 
setbacks to a minimum of fifteen feet may be allowed when a combination of screening landscaping and 
natural features provide visual screening as necessary and in proportion to the need to buffer from adjacent 
land uses. No storage of contractor equipment shall be allowed in a front yard as defined in this bylaw. 

3. No activity, such as major repair work , painting, or engine cleaning shall be allowed. All activities, 
such as ordinary maintenance repairs, must be specifically approved by the Board of Appeals. The type and 
amount of equipment or supplies, such as tracked vehicles, building supplies, etc., shall also be specifically 
approved by the Board of Appeals. 

4. The lot must be owned or the principal structure occupied by the owner or lessee of the contractor 
equipment stored thereon. Any special permit issued under this section shall lapse with a change in ownership 
of the lot or principal structure where such contractor equipment storage is located. A lot without a principal 
structure may be used for contractor equipment storage, so long as the owner of such lot is the owner or 
lessee of the contractor’s equipment stored thereon. Storage of contractor equipment or supplies not owned 
by the owner of the premises as a commercial operation is not allowed. 

5. Hours of operation shall be set by the Board of Appeals with due regard for the nature and character 
of the neighborhood. No special permit shall be granted for contractor storage until the Board of Appeals 
makes a positive finding under Section 240-110 - Nuisances - of the Zoning Bylaw. 

6. Curb cuts and access driveways to any contractor storage area must be constructed to 
Massachusetts highway department standards for the type of vehicles to be stored on the premises. The Board 
of Appeals may restrict the overall length of any vehicle based on the applicant’s ability to show that safe 
stopping sight distances or curb returns, etc., can be provided. 

The Board of Appeals shall consider the suitability of the construction, width and grades of the adjacent 
roadways providing access together with the weight and length of the vehicles approaching and departing the 
site. All safe stopping sight distances, according to Town and Massachusetts Highway Department standards, 
for the class of vehicle to be stored shall be maintained.

If a proposed planned residential development incorporates into the proposed open space parcel, lands 
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identified in the Cape Cod Regional Policy Plan or the Falmouth Local Comprehensive Plan/Open Space 
Element, which are part of the regional or local greenbelt, walking, hiking or biking network, the maximum 
number of dwelling units permitted within the planned residential development may be increased by 20% over 
that allowed under Sections 240-126 A. & B., up to a maximum of four units. 

The density bonus may only be allowed at the sole discretion of the Planning Board as part of the 
special permit process for a planned residential development. To qualify for the density bonus, the Planning 
Board must find that the open space set aside meets criteria (a.) in addition to at least one of the three criteria 
listed under (b.), (C.), and (d.) below 

a. the proposed open space parcel abuts existing public open space, or protected open space owned 

by a non-profit land trust. 

b. there are rare, threatened or endangered species in the open space parcel to be provided in the 

Planned Residential Development, or the addition of the proposed open space parcel further protects 

rare, threatened or endangered species on any adjoining open space parcel, whether public or private. 

c. the proposed open space parcel links, via a public access easement or similar instrument, existing 

or proposed public hiking or walking trails, bikeways, access points to the shoreline, etc. 

d. the applicant proposes to donate the open space to a land trust or public entity to allow for public 

access. 

If any one of the above criteria cannot be met, then no density bonus may be Incorporated into the planned 
residential development. Or do or take any other action on this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 


VOTED: By a unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Monday, November 18, 1996, Article XXV - Planned 
Residential Development - of the Zoning Bylaw is amended for the purposes of Article 11 as requested.

Article XXXXVI Black Beach/Great Sippewissett Marsh District of Critical Planning Concern Overlay District 
(DCPC) 

§240-230.Purpose. 

This Article is to carry out the purposes of the Barnstable County designation of the Black Beach and 
Great Sippewissett Marsh as a District of Critical Planning Concern (a "DCPC”), consistent with Barnstable 
County Ordinance 96-1 and the Cape Cod Commission Act, in order to maintain the integrity of the barrier 
beach system, to preserve the habitat value of the marsh and beach area, to improve water quality and to 
alleviate shellfish bed closures, and to minimize potential risk to public health, safety and welfare resulting from 
development of the barrier beach and the marsh. It is the intention of the town that the grant of powers under 
this Article shall be construed as broadly as is consistent with the constitution and the laws of commonwealth 
relating to local government, including Barnstable County Ordinance 96-1 and the Cape Cod Commission Act, 
Chapter 716 of the Acts of 1989, as amended. 

§ 240-231. Establishment and Applicability. 

For the purposes of this Article, there is established in the Town of Falmouth the Black Beach/Great 
Sippewissett Marsh DCPC which is an overlay district superimposed on existing zoning districts. This overlay 
district shall apply to all uses of land, including but not limited to new construction, reconstruction or expansion 
of existing buildings and new or expanded uses. The overlay district is delineated on a map entitled "Black 
Beach/Great Sippewissett Marsh District, Town of Falmouth, dated September 10, 1996. This map, as it may 
be amended from time to time, is hereby made a part of the Town Zoning Code and is on file in the office of 
the Town Clerk. All uses of land within the Black Beach/Great Sippewissett Marsh District as shown on the 
Official Zoning Map shall be subject to the requirements of these sections. 
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§ 240-232. Procedures. 

1. Prior to obtaining a building permit, all uses within the Overlay District must obtain a permit from the 
Falmouth Conservation Commission pursuant to the Town of Falmouth Wetlands Bylaw. 

2. Prior to issuing any permit or approval within the Overlay District, the building inspector or the 
applicable permit granting authority shall determine that the development proposal complies with the 
requirements of this Article. 

§240-233. Standards. 

All uses otherwise permitted by this Bylaw shall be permitted within the Black Beach/Great Sippewissett 
Marsh DCPC Overlay District subject to the following requirements: 

1) All uses shall be required to be in compliance with the standards below. The provisions of Article 
XVIII of the Zoning Bylaw (Floodplain Zone) at §§ 240-82 and 240-83 shall apply within the entire Overlay 
District. Where these requirements may conflict with other provisions of the Zoning Bylaw, the more stringent 
standard shall apply. 

2) All structures, including but not limited to dwellings, docks, piers, and shoreline protection structures, 
shall maintain a 10 foot setback landward from FEMA Velocity (V) zones as established by Article XVIII § 240- 
80. 

3) Notwithstanding the provisions of Article | of the Zoning Bylaw concerning the reconstruction of non- 
conforming structures, Article Il § 240-11 of this Bylaw, and Article XVIII of this Bylaw, no reconstruction may 
be permitted within FEMA Velocity (V) Zones if such reconstruction could occur within a FEMA A Zone either 
on the lot or on land held in common ownership. If no such land is available, all reconstruction shall be in 
compliance with Article XVIII of this bylaw and FEMA requirements. Where these requirements may conflict, 
the more stringent standard shall apply. 

4) The minimum front yard setbacks required by § 240-68 of this Bylaw may be reduced to no less than 
15’ when necessary to accommodate increased side and rear yard setbacks in order to further the purposes 
of this Overlay District . 

5) No division of land of land pursuant to Chapter 41, Section 81L or Chapter 41, Section 81P shall 
be permitted which would result in the creation of vacant lots within the Overlay District that do not contain at 
least 8,000 sq. ft. of developable land area outside of FEMA Velocity (V) Zones. Any lot not meeting this 
requirement shall be clearly delineated on all plans as *Any such endorsement is without regard to zoning, 
buildability and may be subject to other notations thereon.” 

6) Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 240-69 of this Bylaw, new development, reconstruction, 
expansions and alterations shall not exceed ten percent (10%) maximum impervious surface area per lot, as 
defined in § 240-72. 

§240-234. Supersession of other provisions. 

The requirements of this Article shall supersede the provisions of Article 1, §240-3 for pre-existing 
structures and uses as follows. 

1. Notwithstanding the provisions of § 240-3(C), preexisting, non-conforming structures or uses may 
be extended, altered or changed only by obtaining a special permit from the Board of Appeals. Any such 
change, extension or alteration shall be consistent with the requirements set forth at § 240-233 above and shall 
not be substantially more detrimental to the purposes protected by the DCPC or to the neighborhood than the 
existing non-conforming use or structure. 

The Board of Appeals shall apply the following standards when considering a special permit for 
reconstruction, extensions, alterations, or changes to conforming and nonconforming structures and lots within 
the Overlay District: 

(a) the proposed development shall not increase the habitable space and shall not result in a 
total amount of impervious surface area of greater than ten percent (10%) per lot as defined 
in § 240-72. 

(b) the proposal shall not increase development within a FEMA V zone, or reduce the setback 
to any water resource area as defined under the Falmouth Wetlands Bylaw. 

2. The expansion or alteration of single family residential dwellings in existence as of July 1,1989 are 
not subject to these overlay district regulations so long as the total gross floor area of such expansion or 
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alteration does not exceed twenty-five percent (25%) of the total gross floor area of the dwelling which was in 
existence as of July 1, 1989. 
§ 240-235. Boundary Disputes 

If the location of the district boundary, as delineated on the Black Beach/Great Sippewissett Marsh 
District Map, in relation to a particular parcel is in doubt or dispute, the burden of proof shall be on the 
property owner(s) to demonstrate that the parcel is outside of the boundary. 

2) amend § 240-3(C) and § 240-216(I) as follows: 

Add: § 240-3(C)(1)(d) The standards of § 240-233 

Add: § 240-216(1) Compliance with all applicable sections of the zoning bylaws including, but not limited 
to, all performance requirements under Articles XXII to XXIV and Article XXXVI. 

3) amend § 240-5 as follows: 

Any residential structure in existence as of January 1, 1970, not protected by § 240-3, will be deemed 
to be conforming to the dimensional requirements of these bylaws, but any alteration, reconstruction, extension 
or structural change, including partial reconstruction and reconstruction after substantial damage, must 
conform to the current bylaw dimensional requirements and Article XXXXVI. 

4) add 240-178.1 Great Sippewissett Marsh/Black Beach District of Critical Planning Concern Transfer 
of Development Rights (DCPC) 

Any buildable lot or lot that becomes unbuildable under the implementing regulations of the Black 
Beach/Great Sippewissett Marsh DCPC implementing regulations, which is shown on a plan endorsed by the 
Planning Board or described in a deed duly recorded at the Registry of Deeds as of November 18, 1996, shall 
be eligible to apply for a special permit to transfer the development rights on said lot to a different location and 
different zoning district under the implementing regulations of the Great Sippewissett/Black Beach DCPC.

and aquacultural values. These values, collectively, are the resource area values protected by this bylaw. 

In the Black Beach/Great Sippewissett Marsh District of Critical Planning Concern the following resource 
area values are expressly protected: prevention of flood damage by limiting of development in flood hazard 
zones, prevention of damage to structures and natural resources as a result of erosion, improvement of water 
quality, protection and enhancement of existing vegetative cover in order to maintain water quality and wildlife 
habitat, protection of wildlife, waterfowl, and plant habitat and the maintenance of existing populations and 
species diversity, prevention of loss or degradation of critical wildlife and plant habitat, prevention of new 
stormwater runoff discharges and the improvement of existing stormwater runoff discharges, protection of 
coastal ecosystems which support the continued viability of harvestable shellfish and finfish habitat, public 
access to water and land, improvement of groundwater recharge, and the minimization of the impact of new 
development, reconstruction and/or expansion on the resource area values protected by this Bylaw. 

2) Amend Chapter 235, Section 2 as follows: 
Replace Section 2 in its entirety with the following: 
Section 2. JURISDICTION 

Except as permitted by the Conservation Commission or as provided in this Bylaw, no person shall 
remove, fill, dredge, build upon, degrade, or otherwise alter the following resource areas: any freshwater or 
coastal wetland; marshes; wet meadows; bogs; swamps; vernal pools; banks; reservoirs; lakes; ponds; streams; 
creeks; beaches; dunes; estuaries; oceans; lands under waterbodies; lands subject to flooding or inundation 
by groundwater or surface water; lands subject to tidal action, coastal storm flowage, or flooding; lands within 
100 feet of any of the aforesaid resource areas, the lands and waters within the entire Black Beach/Great 
Sippewissett Marsh District of Critical Planning Concern, and the lands and waters within the entire 
Massachusetts Executive Office of Environmental Affairs-designated Waquoit Bay Area of Critical Environmental 
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Concern (ACEC). These resource areas are, collectively, the resource areas protected by this Bylaw. 
3) Amend Chapter 235, Section 4, Paragraph 3, as follows: 

Replace Paragraph 3, Section 4, in its entirety, with the following paragraph: Any person desiring to 
know whether or not a proposed activity or an area is subject to this Bylaw, including expansion exemptions 
requested in accordance with Section 22(c) of the Cape Cod Commission Act, may in writing request a 
determination from the Conservation Commission. Such a request for determination shall include information 
and plans as are deemed necessary by the Commission. 

4) Amend Chapter 235, Section 8 as follows: 

Add the following paragraph to the end of the existing Section 8, to be the fourth paragraph: 

Pursuant to the requirements of this Section, the Conservation Commission shall adopt Implementing 
Regulations for the Black Beach/Great Sippewissett Marsh District of Critical Planning Concern (OCPC) which, 
with regard to this resource area, shall contain performance standards to protect the interests of the District. 
5) Amend Chapter 235, Section 14 as follows: 

Add the following sentence to the end of existing Section 14: 

With respect to the Black Beach/Great Sippewissett Marsh District of Critical Planning Concern, this 
Bylaw is adopted under the Home Rule Amendment to the Massachusetts Constitution and the Home Rule 
statutes, as well as c. 716 of the Acts and Resolves of 1989, as amended, and Barnstable County Ordinance 
96-1. Or do or take any other action on this matter. On request of the Conservation Commission.

(5) No contractor’s yard shall be permitted unless () the Planning Board shall determine that operation 
of the contractor’s yard, including traffic between the contractor’s yard and Route 28 or Route 151, 
Thomas B. Landers Road or Blacksmith Shop Road, will have no adverse impact on a neighborhood 
predominantly residential in character, and (jj) that the construction, width, and grades of the adjacent 
Street and any other street providing access between the contractor’s yard and Route 28, Route 151, 
Thomas B. Landers Road or Blacksmith Shop Road, shall be sufficient for safe travel to and from the 
site by the vehicles to be stored. 

(6) The Planning Board shall specify hours of operation, the type and number or amount of vehicles, 
equipment or supplies to be stored, what fabrication of subassemblies shall be allowed, if any, and 
what accessory activities, such as ordinary maintenance and minor repairs, shall be allowed. No activity 
such as major repair work, painting or engine cleaning shall be allowed.

Adult Motion Picture Theater: an enclosed building used for presenting material distinguished by an emphasis 
on matter depicting, describing, or relating to sexual conduct or sexual excitement as defined in Massachusetts 
General Laws, Section 31 of Chapter two hundred seventy-two. 
Adult Dance Club: an entertainment establishment which permits a person or persons to perform in a state 
of nudity as defined by Massachusetts General Laws, Section 31 of Chapter two hundred seventy-two, or an 
establishment which displays live entertainment which is distinguished or characterized by its emphasis 
depicting, describing, or relating to sexual conduct or sexual excitement as defined in Massachusetts General 
Laws, Section 31 of Chapter two hundred seventy-two. 
Adult Paraphernalia Store: an establishment having as a substantial or significant portion of its stock devices, 
objects, tools, or toys which are distinguished or characterized by their association with sexual activity, 
including sexual conduct or sexual excitement as defined in Massachusetts General Laws, Section 31 of 
Chapter two hundred seventy-two. 
Adult Video Store: an establishment having as a substantial or significant portion of its stock in trade, videos, 
movies, or other film material which are distinguished or characterized by their emphasis depicting, describing, 
or relating to sexual conduct or sexual excitement as defined in Massachusetts General Laws, Section 31 of 
Chapter two hundred seventy-two. 

For purposes of this bylaw, “a substantial or significant portion of its stock” refers to a minimum of 15% 
of the total stock as determined by the Building Commissioner. 
and by creating Article XXXXV of the Zoning Bylaw entitled: ADULT USES 
§ 240-229. Intent and Purpose 
The intent of the bylaw is to regulate the locations of adult uses in order to lessen the harmful secondary 
effects on adjacent areas. These secondary effects, which are documented in various studies of towns 
comparable in size and composition to Falmouth, include an increase in crime, a decline in property values, 
a flight of existing businesses, and gradual blight of residential neighborhoods.

2. The applicant or owner must disclcse if they have been convicted of violating the provisions of 
Massachusetts General Laws, Section 63 of Chapter one hundred nineteen or Section 28 of Chapter 
two hundred seventy-two.

filing of an application with the special permit granting authority, a copy of which shall forthwith be given 

to the town clerk by the applicant. The special permit granting authority shall act within ninety (90) days 
following the close of a public hearing for which notice has been given by publication or posting as provided 
in Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 40A, Section 11, and by mailing to all parties in interest. Failure 
by a special permit granting authority to take final action upon an application for a special permit within said 
ninety (90) days following the date of public hearing shall be deemed to be a grant of the permit applied 
for.

1. Notwithstanding the provisions of § 240-221, a special permit granted under this Article shall lapse after 
one (1) year, and including such time required to pursue or await the determination of an appeal 
referred to in Massachusetts General Laws, Chapter 40A, Section 17, from the grant thereof, if a 
Substantial use thereof has not sooner commenced except for good cause, or in the case of a permit 
for construction, if the construction has not begun by such date, except for good cause. The 
determination of good cause shall be made by the special permit granting authority. 

2. Aspecial permit issued under this Article shall lapse upon any transfer of ownership or legal interest 
or change in contractual interest in the subject premises or property. The special permit may be 
renewed thereafter only in accordance with §240-230 (C) Procedures, above.

§ 240-231. Establishment and Applicability. 

For the purposes of this Article, there is established in the Town of Falmouth the Black Beach/Great 

Sippewissett Marsh Overlay District superimposed on existing zoning districts. This overlay district shall apply 

to all uses of land, including but not limited to new construction, reconstruction or expansion of existing 

buildings and new or expanded uses. The overlay district is delineated on a map entitled "Black Beach/Great 

Sippewissett Marsh Overlay District, Town of Falmouth”, dated September 10, 1996 This map, as it may be 

amended from time to time, is hereby made a part of the Town Zoning Bylaw and is on file in the office of the 

Town Clerk. All uses of land within the Black Beach/Great Sippewissett Marsh Overlay District as shown on the 

Official Zoning Map shall be subject to the requirements of these sections. 

§ 240-232. Procedures. 

a) Prior to issuing a building permit, special permit or Site Plan Review, the reviewing agency shall refer a copy 

of the application to the Conservation Commission for review and comment. Utilizing the comments of the 

Conservation Commission, if any, and the standards of 240-234 below, the reviewing agency shall ensure that 

the development proposal complies with the purposes found in 240-230 of this Article. 

§240-233. Standards. 

All uses otherwise permitted by this Bylaw shall be permitted within the Black Beach/Great Sippewissett Marsh 

Overlay District subject to the following standards: 

a) The provisions of Article XVIII of the Zoning Bylaw (Floodplain Zone) at Sections 240-82 and 240-83 shall 

apply within the entire Overlay District. Where these standards conflict with other provisions of the Zoning 

Bylaw, the more stringent standard shall apply. 

b) No new structures, including but not limited to dwellings, docks, piers, and shoreline protection structures, 

shall be constructed within FEMA Velocity (V) Zones as defined in Article Ill - Definitions, and said structures 

shall also maintain a 10 foot setback landward from said FEMA Velocity (V) zones. 

c) The minimum front yard setbacks required by § 240-68 of this Bylaw may be reduced to no less than 15 feet, 

by Special Permit from the Board of Appeals, when necessary in order to further the purposes of this Overlay 

District. 

d) Any buildable lot created within the Overlay District shall contain at least 8,000 sq. ft. of lot area outside of 

FEMA Velocity (V) Zones. 

e) Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 240-69 of this Bylaw maximum lot coverage shall not exceed ten 

percent of the lot area. 

f) Gross floor area shall not exceed ten percent of the lot area or 1200 square feet which ever is greater up 

to a maximum of 4,000 square feet. 

§240-234. Supplementation of other provisions. 

The requirements of this Article shall supplement the provisions of Article 1, §240-3 for pre-existing, non- 

conforming structures and uses. In addition to the provisions of § 240-3(C)(1), preexisting, non-conforming 

structures or uses may be reconstructed, extended, altered or changed (reconstructed) only by obtaining a 

special permit from the Board of Appeals. The Board of Appeals shall also apply the following standards when 

considering a special permit for reconstruction, extensions, alterations, or changes to non-conforming 

structures within the overlay district. 

a) Any such reconstruction, change, extension or alteration shall be consistent with the requirements set forth 

at § 240-233 (a) through (d) above and shall not be substantially more detrimental to the purposes protected 

by the Overlay District or to the neighborhood than the existing non-conforming use or structure. 
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b) Notwithstanding the provisions of Article | of the Zoning Bylaw concerning the reconstruction, extension, 
alteration, or change to non-conforming structures, Article II § 240-11 of this Bylaw, and Article XVIII of this 
Bylaw, no reconstruction shall be permitted within FEMA Velocity (V) Zones if such reconstruction could occur 
within a FEMA A Zone either on the lot or on contiguous land held in common ownership. If no such land Is 
available then the reconstruction shall comply with this Article to the maximum extent feasible, including but 
not limited to vertical expansion, reduction in existing impervious surfaces or other measures. Where these 
requirements may conflict, the more stringent standard shall apply. 

§ 240-236. Boundary Disputes 

If the location of the district boundary, as delineated on the Black Beach/Great Sippewissett Marsh Overlay 
District Map, in relation to a particular parcel is in doubt or dispute, the burden of proof shall be on the 
property owner(s) to demonstrate that the parcel Is outside of the boundary. 

§ 240-237. Transfer of Development Rights 

Any lot within the Great Sippewissett/Black Beach Overlay District shown on a plan endorsed by the Planning 
Board or described in a deed duly recorded at the Registry of Deeds shall be eligible to apply for a special 
permit to transfer the development rights on said lot to a different location and different zoning district. 

The provisions of § 240-174.B., § 240-176.B., and § 240-177.A.& B. shall not apply to transfer development 
rights out of the Great Sippewissett/Black Beach Overlay District. 

The assignable credit into any zoning district from the Great Sippewissett/Black Beach shall equal two (2). 
The minimum lot size per unit shall be 40000 square feet for any receiving district. 

2) amend § 240-3(C) and § 240-216(I) as follows: 

Add: § 240-3(C)(1)(d) The standards of § 240-233 

Add: § 240-216(l) Compliance with all applicable sections of the zoning bylaws including, but not limited to, 
all performance requirements under Articles XXII to XXIV and Article XXXXVI. 

3) amend § 240-5 as follows: 

Any residential structure in existence as of January 1, 1970, not protected by § 240-3, will be deemed to be 
conforming to the dimensional requirements of these bylaws, but any alteration, reconstruction, extension or 
structural change, including partial reconstruction and reconstruction after substantial damage, must conform 
to the current bylaw dimensional requirements and Article XXXXVI.

TOWN ADMINISTRATOR’S REPORT 


The efforts of the past year characterize the Town’s confidence in our six year old charter form of governments 
and are an expression of the growing maturity of the relationships within our government. This confidence is 
exemplified by the final report of the Charter Study Committee which gives increased accountability and 
strength to Town Meeting Members, clarifies the executive responsibility of the Board Selectmen and 
administrative responsibility of the Town Administrator. 


In Fiscal Year 1996 several key personnel positions were appointed, those posts include the Chief of Police, 
Harbormaster, and Shellfish Warden. This year, Deputy Chief, Paul Brodeur, was sworn in as the new Fire 
Chief. Chief Brodeur began his tenure as Acting Chief in January of 1997 and formally took his post in 
October. A strong working relationship continues to grow among these and our many other departments. The 
relationships developed by these new leaders and the many responsible leaders of town departments create 
fundamental partnerships that will help guide many successful projects in the future. 


This years accomplishment again are underscored by the Town Administrator’s submission of a balanced 
operating budget and the fourth successful year of capital planning. A unique feature of this years balanced 
budget is a water rate increase, planned to generate an additional $500,000 for much needed capital 
improvements to our water system. The stabilization account to which Town Meeting contributed for the last 
four years allows for the capping of the Landfill in 1999 and shall be appropriated at the November 1997 
Annual Town Meeting. In an effort the reduce the operating budget, negotiations continue with ComElectric 
to acquire the municipal street lighting system. 


Water quality and waste water continue as priority issues and the Administrator continues to monitor and 


respond to issues related plume migration from the Massachusetts Military Reservation, particularly concerns 
related to cranberry bog operation and harvest and private wells. In an effort to fulfill the Town’s commitment 
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to proving town water to its residents, five petition water mains were approved and planned for fall and spring 
installation and water mains installed by AFCEE are underway in Hatchville. Efforts continue to construct the 
New Silver Beach Waste Water Treatment Facility, improve the Waste Water Treatment Facility and to bring 
the Crooked Pond Well on line. 


Other infrastructure improvements include the construction of the Davisville and Menauhant Road sidewalks 
and the taking of 15 private ways through a 100% Betterment program. This year will also be marked by the 
completion of two large scale community projects achieved with the assistance grant funding; the Trotting Park 
Athletic Facility and the Main Street Revitalization Project. The Trotting Park project will provide much needed 
athletic fields restores the old "Trotter's Park’ with a cinder track in the same location as the historic facility. 
The Main Street revitalization project experienced a difficult spring construction period, but the Fall phase of 
this project moves forward for a December ribbon cutting. When complete, the project will provide much 
needed street lighting, improved drainage and a decorative sign program with artwork created by a local artist. 


Each of the accomplishments and ongoing projects described above are just a sampling of the support and 
assistance that is required across all of our departments, boards, committees and commissions. They 
represents countless hours of technical work, but more importantly represent Falmouth’s greatest asset - 
community participation. While national interest in government continues to wane, the Town of Falmouth 
boasts a remarkable record of public participation. This participation comes in many forms and is a vital 
component of the formal and informal relationships that guide our town’s projects and policies.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen began Fiscal Year 1997 with the same members as the previous year. Selectmen 
Edward Marks was elected following a recount by challenger Brendan Smith. The Board continued to work 
together as In the past and thus important projects were instituted by the Board and some important efforts 
were brought to closure. 


The Cable Franchise Renewal process began early in the year. This is a lengthy process and will continue 
into next year. With transportation issues being in the forefront of planning efforts by many groups, the Board 
appointed a Transportation Management Commission upon the recommendation of the Local Comprehensive 
Planning Committee. The Commission works locally and regionally to accomplish its mission. Following the 
failure at the May election of the ballot question to design and rebuild a new Fire Headquarters at Dillingham 
Avenue, the Board began to explore ways to keep this issue moving. One of the outstanding qualities of 
Falmouth as a community Is Its ability to come together following closure on divisive issues. 


Following much discussion, the Board appointed a Charter Review Committee representative of the eight voting 
precincts of the Town. The Committee was well organized, planned its mission well and by the close of this 
year was ready to take its recommendations to the next town meeting. Harbor Management Committees were 
also appointed by the Board. Money had been appropriated by Town Meeting to fund the efforts of these 
Committees. Harbors to be studied were Quissett, Green Pond and Falmouth Harbor. 


The New Silver Beach Sewer System plan had an important vote at the April Town Meeting and at the May 
election. Although Town Meeting voted for a 25% contribution by the Town for the betterment, the voters of 
the town elected not to fund a contribution by the Town. The project continues to move forward for additional 
appropriations at the next Town Meeting. The Landfill Closure Plan was voted by the Board with the option 
of creating a meadow and preparations for methane gas removal. Much discussion regarding community uses 
did not win out for now but can be considered at a later date. 
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The Board intervened in a dispute with neighbors regarding the development and design plans for Green Pond 
Marina. On-site visits and discussions by the Board with the neighborhood and the owners of the marina 
resulted in some compromise being effected. Electricity deregulation found considerable agenda time by the 
Board. One of our Board members, Matthew Patrick, played a leading role in developing what is called the 
Cape Light Compact. All fifteen towns on Cape Cod signed on to become aggregators to purchase electricity 
at lower rates for Cape residents and businesses. 


The Board continues to cope with pollution problems at the Massachusetts Military Reservation. Following the 
contamination of private wells in the Hatchville area, funding was obtained to put all residents affected on town 
water. Ethylene de-bromide continues to be a source of pollution for residents and cranberry growers. The 
future of the base is also a topic for considerable community-wide outreach. Secretary of Environmental 
Affairs, Trudy Coxe, appointed a Community Working Group to prepare a draft master plan for the base. 
Virginia Valiela of this Board was appointed as a member of this group. Our representative in the United 
States Congress continue to work with us on our current problems as well as future planning. We continue to 
gratefully acknowledge their interest and accomplishments on our behalf. 


The Board strongly supported the efforts of Barnstable County representatives and our legislative 
representatives to retain county government for the Cape and Islands. The Board continues to work on local, 
regional and sate-wide issues important to the Town of Falmouth. We are supported in our efforts by Peter 
Boyer, Town Administrator, Local Boards and Committees and by the resourceful dedicated and tireless 
volunteers who work with us to keep our local government moving in a positive direction.

REPORT OF THE TOWN COLLECTOR 


During Fiscal Year 1997, the Town Collector's Department expanded its responsibilities to include the issuance 
of Shellfish Permits. The permits are now printed by the computer making record keeping much easier. From 
February 1997 to June 30, 1997, the Collector's Department processed $31,065 in shellfish permits. Also in 
February 1997, the Collector's Office began billing and collecting the fees for the transfer station for the DPW. 
A total of $90,433 was processed in fiscal 1997 in transfer station fees. 


For a number of years the Collector’s Department has been issuing mooring bills for the Harbor Master's 
Department. In fiscal year 1997, receipts from mooring permits amounted to $101,600. Parking tickets are 
also paid at the Collector’s Department. In fiscal 1997 a total of $67,697 was collected in parking tickets. The 
Collector’s Office also handles payments for the Water Department. In fiscal 1997 the water receipts 
amounted to $2,706,589. 


With a great deal of assistance from the Data Processing Department, the Collector’s Office was able to 
institute a system of bar coding the mailing addresses on the real estate, personal property and motor vehicle 
excise tax bills. The bar coding allows us to send bills at the rate of $.23 for first class mail. In March 1977, 
the Collector's Office saved over $1,500 over the cost of sending bills for $.32 and over $1,000 from our 
previous system of pre-sorting the mail. These savings will be realized for each mailing of real estate bills as 
well as comparable savings for our other large mailings. 


The Collector’s Office had an outstanding balance of less than 2% for the Fiscal 1997 real estate and personal 
property as of June 30, 1997. A total of $38,864,587 was collected in real estate taxes and $909,554 in 
personal property taxes during fiscal 1997. The amount of $122,348 was received for betterments and $25,502 
was received from committed interest on betterments. Interest and fees on late payment of real estate and 
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personal property amounted to a total of $182,195. The Collector’s Office also receives revenue from the 
issuance of municipal lien certificates, amounting in fiscal 1997 to $50,201. 


Motor Vehicle Excise tax collection amounted to a total of $2,182,816 and interest and fees from late payment 
of motor vehicle excise payments totalled $89,145. In boat excise taxes, a total of $187,997 was collected. 
In total, the Collector’s Department processed payments in the amount of $46,268,646. In the interest of 
saving space in the Town Report, we are not duplicating the detailed charts of amounts committed, collected, 
abated, refunded, transferred to tax title, etc. for each fiscal year and tax levy. The information is available 
in the Collector’s Office for anyone who is interested.

BUILDING AND ZONING DEPARTMENT 


The 1996-1997 fiscal year was another busy year for building activity in Falmouth with 5,614 permits issued 
for building, electrical, plumbing and gas construction activities. The various inspectors made 9,350 
inspections during the fiscal year. There were 129 sign permits issued, which included several variances 
issued by the Selectmen. 


Some of the noteworthy projects permitted during the fiscal year '96/’97 were: four storage buildings at Village 
Common Drive; new car wash in East Falmouth; new Brooks Pharmacy on Main Street; two new projects in 
Technology Park, Cape Cod Research and the Woods Hole Group; and Ballymeade and Carlson Lane condos. 


Some noteworthy alterations/additions during fiscal year '96/’97 were: Falmouth Academy gym; Faxon Center 
addition and Kidney Dialysis Center, Falmouth Hospital; and renovation of the building that housed the former 
Wallace convenience store. 


The following is a report of the building activity for the past fiscal year of July 1, 1996 to June 30, 1997:

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Following is the 37th Annual Report of the Falmouth Department of Public Works covering operations of the 
Department for the period July 1, 1996 through June 30, 1997. 


ROADS 


The Department completed an ambitious annual resurfacing program in fiscal year 1997. A total of 14 roads 
were resurfaced comprising some 7.6 miles. Prior to resurfacing, most roads were pulverized, graded and 
drainage problems corrected. This program was done and completed in the spring of 1997. In addition, 
sidewalk and curb was constructed on 3,820 feet of Homestead Lane under this program. Total cost was 
$1,060,432.00, with 86 percent of this being funded by State Aid through Chapter 90. The balance of the 
program came from the annual capital improvement plan of the Town. All villages and sections of Town were 
covered under this program. 


Work continued on roads approved under the 1993 two million dollar bond issue. Roads completed under this 
program this fiscal year were Thomas Landers/turner Road, Kompass Drive, Penn Court and Goeletta Drive. 
These roads comprised 2.5 miles. 


In the Spring of 1996, the Town continued its program of pavement repairs using the infra-red method. This 
maintenance program goes a long way in keeping together pavements that have been subjected to utility cuts. 


BRIDGES AND SIDEWALKS 
Major repair work continued on the Eel Pond Bridge in Woods Hole and Chapoquoit Bridge in West Falmouth. 


Replacement sidewalks and curb were installed on portions of Main Street. Construction of new sidewalks were 
done on Menauhant Road at Green Pond Bridge and Menauhant Road at Maravista Avenue. 


EQUIPMENT 


The Department purchased one 40,000 GVW catch basin cleaner, one 16 foot wide cut mower, one sander, 
and one 1 ton utility truck for a total cost of $224,585.00. 


SOLID WASTE 

The Department continues to operate the Disposal Area with its own equipment and personnel. The bulk of 
solid waste goes to the Otis Transfer Station for shipment to SEMASS. The Disposal area primarily is handling 
construction and demolition wastes and recyclable items such as metal, tires, mattresses and box springs, and 
box springs, waste oil, leaves and yard wastes. Total FY97 income for the Disposal Area was $237,634.00. 


The Town recycled 8,840 gallons of waste oil, about 3.5 percent more than the previous fiscal year. Cost to 
recycle this item was $1,250.00. 


The Upper Cape Regional Transfer Station handled a total of 38,996 tons of refuse for shipment to SEMASS, 
a decrease of about 9 percent from the previous fiscal year. Falmouth tonnage was 18,344. 


The Town of Bourne joined the Upper Cape Regional Transfer Station on January 1, 1997, making them a fifth 
user of the facility. Bourne paid $292,272.00 as their share of the capital “buy-in cost. 
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TREE WARDEN, PARKS & SCHOOL GROUNDS DIVISION 


The Park Division was responsible for the successful completion of 8 major projects along with the rigorous 
maintenance schedule that this Division is responsible for. 


Hurricane Edouard On September 02, 1996, the entire Park and Tree Division embarked on an aggressive 
Townwide cleaning of all damaged public shade trees. The Division also worked in conjunction with the 
Highway Division to clean up all residential generated debris. The project was completed by September 27, 
1996. 


Teaticket Village Green Improvements continued at the Green to include the installation of the 660 linear foot 
cedar fence encircling the entire perimeter. A fieldstone wall was built around the base of the flagpole and a 
brick and marble podium and plaque were also installed. A large pink granite stone was placed and Inscribed 
designating the Green. 


Old Town Cemetery The entire stone wall around the 3.4 acre parcel was rebuilt, debris was removed and 
stumps ground down to facilitate grass and brush mowers. Also, the main entrance off Mill Road had an 
ornamental gate fabricated and installed by the Division. Sections of the gate were constructed from an old 
cast iron fence section, adding the charm of this area. 


Allen Park The old flagpole was replaced by an elaborate flagpole and mast that was entirely constructed by 
the Division. 


Woods Hole Park Drainage improvements were made to the park in response to erosion problems with the 
installation of a leaching galley system. 


East Falmouth Elementary School A major parking lot addition was made. Dimensions of the new area ere 
380 linear feet by 20 linear feet. The entire project included moving the existing split rail fence, excavation and 
base preparation, and drainage all accomplished by the Division. Our efforts were supported by the 
Engineering and Highway Divisions. The new area doubled the parking capacity. 


Holiday Display Along with the addition of more holiday lighting on Main Street and the Village Green and 
Library, a replica steam engine locomotive was designed and built by the Division. It arrived via tow truck in 
the 1996 Christmas Parade. 


Town Hall Landscape The East side of Town Hall received a major facelift with the design and construction 
of landscape and plant materials. 


The Tree Division was busy again with some major pruning and planting projects. Among the larger roads that 
were completed were Carriage Shop Road and Maravista Avenue. Hurricane Edouard and the Blizzard of April 
1st created monumental tree hazards and damage there were handled by the Division. 


The Division again was awarded a MASS RELEAF tree planting initiative grant sponsored by the State 
Department of Environmental Management. Total amounts granted was $2500.00 and the Division in 
conjunction with Woods Hole Oceanographic Institute, and the Marine Biological Laboratories, and the Woods 
Hole Village Association contributed a matching amount so that 25 large shade and ornamental trees were 
planted adjacent to Water Street. 


Arbor Day was again held at the Main Public Library. Featured speaker was Earl Mills, and many trees were 
planted, due in large part to the donation of $1,000.00 from the Falmouth Safe Skin Project. 
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ENGINEERING 


This was a busy, user friendly and exciting year updating our Assessor Maps, House Numbering System and 
designing Town Meeting approved projects. With the continued assistance of the Assessors Utilities and Fire 
Departments our House Number System relating to E911 is improving each year. We continue to stress the 
importance to the public to clearly post their house number on their homes and buildings. 


The following Projects were completed in-house by the Technical Section of the Engineering Division. 


ROUTE 151: Completed final design, including plans and specifications and cost estimate for resurfacing and 
related work. Funding is through the Surface Transportation Program (80% Federal, 20% State). The 
approximate cost of the project is 1.5 million dollars. 


LANDFILL: Completed various tasks on the Comprehensive Site Assessment (CSA) and closure design with 
our consultants in order to comply with the requirements of MA Solid Waste Management Regulations, Chapter 
310, CMR 19.00. Calculated the volumes of demolition brought into the landfill within 1996 to be 23,000 cy. 
Grades are set at various times throughout the year indicating the limit of trash. 


Project design and contract administration for the following: 


SIDEWALK CONSTRUCTION: Reconstruction of deteriorated existing sidewalks and constructing new 
sidewalk on Main St. (southside, from Nye Rd. to Scranton Ave.), Menauhant Rd. (north and southside) from 
Bridge St./Acapesket Rd. to Green Harbor Rd. and northside of Manauhant Rd. from Maravista Ave. running 
easterly for approximately 250 feet. Contract awarded to G. M. Berkley Corp. of N. Falmouth for $115,000. 


ROOF REPLACEMENT: Highway Facility (phase II). Removal and disposal of existing roof, replaced with a 
mechanically attached PVC roofing system. Contract awarded to M.C.M., Inc. of Dudley, MA for $59,000. 


SHINING SEA BIKE PATH (PHASE I): Coordinated contractor's work and reviewed the design prior to bid 
award. 


PINECREST BEACH DRIVE: Drainage improvement design. 
VERNON AVENUE: Surveyed abutting of area regarding stone wall in need of repair. 


The Engineering Department has continued its design support for various annual roadway construction projects 
and update the pavement management system including street markings, drainage and sign inventory. 


Our Survey Section designed and supervised construction of a sidewalk over the Causeway at the Green Pond 
Bridge. Permits for removal of seaweed in Fresh River were acquired. The dredging was conducted in the 
spring. Design for controlling the seaweed problem at Fresh River is awaiting funding. Preliminary work for 
correcting the shoulder of Menauhant Road at the Great Pond Bridge will continue in the Fall of 1997. 
Ongoing is the continuing process of updating the drainage maps by Bob Williams. Coordinated with Harry 
Hill of the Parks Department to layout various types of ball fields throughout the Town. 


OTHER MISCELLANEOUS WORK: 631 Main Street and Nye Road regarding drainage problems. Updated 
property lines, lot numbers, square footage or acreage and house numbers on Assessor’s maps. Level Run 
between monitoring wells at Brush Hill Circle to the wells at the Water Department pumping station. Drawings 
and preliminary estimates for realignment and reconstruction of parking lots at the Falmouth High School. 
Preliminary estimates on the 1997 fall proposed road takings were completed. Repair and maintenance 
continued to the Eel Pond, Meadowneck and Chapoquoit Bridges. 
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The Engineering Division continues to be very active servicing the public over the counter on Various requests 
such as plot plans, flood map information, topography, and survey data. The office continues to support all 
Town department as time permits. 


There were no personnel and staffing changes. The uppermost factor that contributed to a successful year 
was the positive attitude and willingness of all division employees. | again express my appreciation for the 
staff’s continued good work. 


UTILITIES DIVISION 


The acquisition of additional water sources to meet present and future water demands is a top priority for the 
immediate future. Regulatory requirements have delayed the development of a new supply well for at least two 
additional years and our existing supplies can no longer meet peak seasonal demands. 


Water conservation efforts during 1996 achieved a remarkable reduction of our annual water output of nearly 
200 million gallons! We were thereby able to avoid mandatory water restrictions and minimize seasonal impacts 
to Long Pond--our principle source of water supply. 


We are continuing to rehabilitate our aging water distribution by replacing aging mains, extending existing 
mains and looping dead end mains. The conversion to electronic meter reading is continuing and has resulted 
in a substantial reduction of unaccounted-for water from over 25% to 14%. 
All retrofits to correct existing deficiencies at the Wastewater Treatment Facility have been completed and the 
plant is currently operating to original design expectations. An Odor Control Study was completed in 1996 and 
construction of odor control facilities should be completed by 1998.

CONSERVATION DEPARTMENT 


During the fiscal year 1997, the Conservation Commission met 41 times to hold public hearings. The 
Commission heard a total of 238 Requests for Determination of Applicability, 95 new Notices of Intent, 40 
Amended Orders of Conditions, 109 Partial and full Certificates of Compliance, and 22 Extensions of Orders 
of Conditions. A total of 95 continued hearings for NOls also were held, at the request of the applicants, in 
order to meet all requirements and/or to submit revised plans. Approximately 10 Emergency Certifications and 
5 Administrative Reviews were issued. These figures represent an increase in the number of RDA's by 10 
(there were 228 last year), a decrease in NOls by 15 (110 last year), a decrease in Amended Orders of 
Conditions by 4 (44 last year) and a decrease of Certificates of Compliance by 2 (111 last year). 


Achievements in this year include the approval by Fall Town meeting of an amendment to the Falmouth 
Wetlands Bylaw establishing the Black Beach/Great Sippewissett Marsh District of Critical Planning Concern 
(DCPC), and adoption of implementing wetland regulations under the amended Falmouth Wetlands Bylaw. 
The DCPC Management Plan was also compiled by the DCPC Advisory Committee. The Commission held 
approximately 16 additional public meetings to discuss these and other possible changes in the wetland 
regulations under the Town’s wetland bylaw and to discuss streamlining permitting and hearings. 


Ethylene dibromide (EDB), a component of jet fuel, was found in the Coonamessett River and in a groundwater 
plume beneath the Coonamessett River and a cranberry bog owned by the Conservation Commission. The 
EDB plume and surfacewater contamination came to public attention late in 1996. Dealing with the effects 
of this serious problem occupied a significant amount of Commission and staff time. 


The Falmouth Conservation Commission is one of the busiest Commissions in the state of Massachusetts, 
probably due in large part to Falmouth’s extensive shoreline and vigorous building activity. The Commission 
Is actively investigating how to streamline permitting. To assist the Commission in evaluating past vs. present 
permitting activity, a summary of permitting activity over the past 7 years was prepared. These numbers do 
not include requests for extensions of permits, emergency certifications, or administrative reviews. Data were 
compiled using agendas of public hearings.

PC Weather products has updated our computer programs to link us to the National Hurricane Center for up 
to date bulletins. We are still in need of volunteers to help out with our shelters. FARA has done and excellent 
job with updating our radio equipment in the radio room.

PERSONNEL OFFICE 
During this fiscal year, new positions in the Recreation Department, that of Program Director and a new half- 
time position in the Library of Library Assistant were created due to the increased use of services provided by 


both Departments. The job descriptions of AFSCME and Department of Public Works employees were 
reviewed, 141 in all, and amended as required to accommodate the Americans with Disabilities Act stipulations 
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and updated requirements of several positions. A total of 31 new employees were hired and 24 employees 
earned promotions. 


The Town gratefully acknowledges the years of dedicated service provided by the following employees who 
retired during this fiscal year: Emma Louise Austin, Administrative Clerk, Town Collector’s Office, 13 years of 
service; George Gaspa, Custodian, Building Facilities Maintenance Division/DPW., 23 years of service; Daniel 
L. Lopes, Fire Fighter, Fire & Rescue Dept., 31 years of service; George W. Packish, Chief, Fire & Rescue 
Dept., 31 years of service; and Arline Vernet, Principal Office Assistant, Human Services Dept., 11 years of 
service. In total, these employees provided the Town with 109 years of service. 


663 School Department, Town and Retired employees are enrolled in our group health coverage. 76 of our 
retired employees’ retirement pension Is insufficient to cover the monthly premium cost of their medical 
insurance. This office billed and collected $102,867.06 from these people. Thanks once again to the group 
purchasing power of the health insurance consortium to which the Town belongs, the Town and our employees 
and retirees had a decrease in the insurance premium. The savings were implemented in the form of a 
premium-free month, resulting in an overall saving of $212,000. 


The Personnel Office is responsible for the administration of Workers’ Compensation coverage for School and 
town employees and a similar program which provides benefits for Police and Fire personnel who are injured 
on the job. The Town was the recipient of the Certificate of Achievement award in recognition of an excellent 
safety year. While fewer injuries on the job does provide cost containment benefits, the primary benefit is the 
Safety and well-being of our employees. This office is grateful to the members of the Town-wide Safety 
Committee and our supervisory staff for their efforts in achieving this award. By way of coding the medical bills 
for our injured Police and Fire employees, the Personnel Office reduced costs by $29,334.78 this year. 


The development and training of our employees is an on-going program. Training sessions in back injury 
prevention were conducted for all School and Town custodians and all employees of the Department of Public 
Works. We also provided in-house training for managers and supervisory personnel in conjunction with Cape 
Cod Community College. Funding for the program allowed us to train only one half the targeted group, the 
other half will receive similar training in FY 98. 


Collective bargaining Agreements were concluded with the Falmouth Police Federation, |.B.P.O and the 
Superior Officers’ Association, |.B.P.O. as well as the International Association of Fire Fighters, Local 1397. 
These Agreements and those of the other bargaining units expire in June, 1998.

FALMOUTH POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Police Department received 19,014 requests for services from July 1, 1996 to June 30, 1997. 
These requests resulted in 17,468 investigations and 1,757 court referrals. Property crimes numbering 1,941 
represented a loss of $1,349,230 in personal assets. Four hundred seventeen (417) cases of domestic violence 
were processed by this Police Department. As always these cases are carefully tracked from receipt to final 
court disposition by the domestic violence monitor, Detective Geordine Roderick. 


Promotions and Entry Level Personnel - First level management ranks have been filled with four new 
personnel at the rank of Sergeant. The department congratulated Edward Dunne, Percy Kennedy, Roman 
Medeiros and Jeffrey Smith on their well-earned advancements. All four are in the process of attending a 
three-week course at Babson College concerning management skills. Four new officers have joined the patrol 
ranks as of November 1996. They are Nanci Bonito, John Doyle, Anson Moore and James Rogers, Jr. All have 
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assumed full-time police duties after successfully completing recruit training and the required field training 
program. 


New Technology - On January 20, 1997 a new computer system was integrated into the departmental 
operational structure. As a result, the department has realized measurable time savings in the area of report 
writing and additionally record retrieval has substantially improved. The department received funding in the 
amount of $65,000 from the Federal government for the purchase of mobile data terminals and imaging 
process. Introduction of the MDT'’s into the police cruisers will allow direct access to necessary databases in 
a secure environment. Imaging technology will greatly improve the quality and storage capabilities of arrest 
photos, crime scenes and accident investigations. The department is in the process of developing bid 
specifications with the professional guidance of the Town’s Data Processing Department. Future initiatives 
include network computerization of law books and implementation of accident and crime scene re-construction 
software. This technology will be sought through the use of grant money. 


Community Initiatives - in May of 1997 an Auto Etching Program was held at the Falmouth Police Department 
in conjunction with Governor’s Auto Theft Strike Force. Seventy-eight (78) privately owned motor vehicles were 
processed. This initiative provided for easier identification and recovery of stolen motor vehicles and carries 
the added benefit of up to a 15% reduction in a participant’s comprehensive insurance rate. 


The 6th Citizen Police Academy graduated in June of 1997. Twenty-eight citizens were exposed to a 
curriculum that included everyday departmental operations, a Criminal Justice system overview, and 
explanation of department specialty positions. The attendees gave a favorable evaluation and we look forward 
to the 7th class in the early spring of 1998. 


As always our annual open house was well attended. Despite the inclement weather representatives from the 
law enforcement community as well as many community organizations braved the rain and provided valuable 
information to the citizenry. 


Recognition - Detective Robert Murray was recognized by the Barnstable County Narcotics Officers 
Association, a group of his peers, as Narcotics Officer of the Year. Under his supervision the ”Mini-Drug Task 
Force” has again been successful in identifying, arresting and prosecuting street-level drug dealers in 
Falmouth. Special thanks to the District Attorney and his staff for their cooperation and guidance both in and 
out of the courtroom. 


The Cape Cod Chapter of Mothers Against Drunk Drivers named Douglas DeCosta of this department Officer 
of the Year. 


Numerous letters of commendation and thanks have been received from outside agencies and citizens praising 
your police employees for the quality services that they provide. 


Training - Educational and training initiatives are ongoing with as many officers as possible attending seminars, 
modules and consortiums dealing with a varied number of criminal justice and social issues. 


All of the first line supervisors attended a department sponsored management seminar. This training was 
provided through the New England Institute of Law Enforcement Management at Babson College. Curriculum 
included problem solving techniques, roles and responsibilities, supervisory style, discipline and conflict 
handling. The program was well received and it is the department’s intent to make such training a yearly event. 


Ongoing programs which include D.A.R.E., Elderly Liaison, Bike Patrol, Crime Prevention, National Night Out, 
Neighborhood Crime Watch and School Resource Officer are well established and functioning well. 
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As always all of the members of the Police Department wish to thank the public for their cooperation, patience 
and support. | would like to personally thank the Board of Selectmen, Administrator Boyer, all Department 
Heads and all other Town employees for their support and cooperation which allows this department to function 
smoothly and efficiently.

staff. Also, both state-mandated and locally-chosen testing documented solid educational performance at 
grades three, four, five, seven, nine and ten. 
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| want to give special thanks to Susan Augusta, Chairman of the Falmouth School Committee, who has applied 
an equitable and caring hand to the discussions and votes of the School Committee during the year. She has 
not only conscientiously presided over the school committee meetings but has been energetically present at 
many school district events. 


The following reports from principals represent the highlights of activities in each school: 


Falmouth High School 
Paul Cali, Principal 


Students and staff began the school year with a new daily schedule resulting in students taking a greater 
number of courses. The fall interscholastic sports teams were successful, as was Falmouth High School’s 
Parent Open House. As October came to a close, the Junior Class conducted the annual Junior Work 
Weekend assisting residents with odd jobs around their homes. 


Soon after the Holiday Craft Fair was held in the field house. Three weeks later community members, parents, 
and students supported two other annual events: the Sophomore Pasta Dinner and the All School Play, Pippin. 
The month closed with the Thanksgiving Day Parade and Rally which reflected the spirit of our school as well 
as the spirit of the holiday season. Senior Class Christmas tree sales went smoothly as did the Guidance 
Department's financial aid presentation to the parents of seniors. The Music Department and the students 
of FHS presented a joyous Holiday Concert prior to the holiday recess. 


Events of early 1997 focused on academics and extra-curricular activities. The All Cape Music Festival 
provided a forum for many talented students. Scholastic excellence and integrity of character were 
acknowledged as junior and senior students were inducted in the Falmouth Chapter of the National Honor 
Society. 


Shortly after winter vacation, March began with the Festival Play, Assembly Line. The cast did an admirable 
job at the Massachusetts competition and moved on to the state finals. An impressive demonstration of 
students’ critical thinking, creativity, inquiry and research skills awaited all who attended the Science Fair. 
March also saw a successful winter athletic season come to a close and presented another opportunity for 
talented musicians to demonstrate their skills at the All Schools Band Night. 


The Key Club sponsored its annual blood drive before April recess. Upon the return to school the Winter Guard 
Show was held in the field house, and VIPS, in conjunction with FHS and the Chamber of Commerce, 
sponsored a Career Day for sophomore students. 


The Junior/Senior Prom was held at the Ballymeade Country Club. This year a large tent was erected for the 
occasion. This beautiful setting was only the beginning of a very successful prom which was followed by 
Celebration ‘97 at the Gus Canty Recreation Center. 


The Senior Banquet and Awards Night led up to a graduation ceremony that focused on students. The theme 
of the commencement exercises was “Act with Effort and Conviction.» We had opened the school year 
committed to a new daily schedule, and with much optimism the seniors ended their stay at Falmouth High 
School with a similar theme. 


Lawrence School 
Douglas White, Principal 


The Lawrence School has had another challenging and rewarding school year. From September to June, the 


students, teachers and support staff have done a wonderful job furthering the positive image of our school. 
It has been our goal to let people know through the media, newsletters, and other sources that the Lawrence 
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School is a fantastic place for kids to learn and grow. Students are not only challenged academically but learn 
to appreciate and respect diversity. 


The Lawrence School Council again was a very positive and supportive of our school. Throughout the year, 
we met on a monthly basis and discussed various issues including budget, the Improvement Plan, curricula, 
school culture, and Time and Learning. 


The Lawrence School Administrative Council met weekly to discuss curricular issues, school decorum and to 
disseminate important information. This provided each team an opportunity to share pertinent information as 
we pushed for excellence. 


Our school PTO met on a monthly basis and again raised about $4,000 to help offset the field trip expenses 
for all students. Some of the field trips this year included several trips to Boston to the Museum of Science, 
Bunker Hill Monument, the U. S. S. Constitution, and other historical sites. Some of the other trips included 
a fabulous educational experience at the Lowell Mills in Lowell, Massachusetts where students learned about 
the history of New England industry. In cooperative groups, the students experienced building their own city 
using manipulative materials. The project included the opportunity to develop a governmental body as well 
as specific challenges assigned to each group. There were also some science projects involving local trips 
to Beebe Woods, Shivericks Pond, and Woods Hole. 


Field trips are an integral part of student learning, and it is only through the PTO fundraising that we are able 
to provide our students with such a variety of educational experiences. We greatly appreciate the efforts of 
our PTO and look forward to working with them the next school year. Hopefully as parents see the benefits 
their children can reap from a strong PTO, more people will come forward and participate. 


Our Student Council has had another very successful year thanks to all the students who participated and from 
the leadership of Ken Kozens and Tom Kelleher, Student Council Advisors. These two individuals unselfishly 
gave more of their time and energy than was required. They truly represent what educators are all about. 


Elections for Student Council Officers were held in late September. Each student who ran for office did an 
excellent job presenting a candidate speech. Those students who were not successful candidates were 
appointed to the Student Council Advisory Committee. The Advisory Committee along with Homeroom 
Representatives and the elected officers made up the total Student Council. 


During the course of the year the Student Council met bimonthly and every Wednesday after school. The 
administration was invited many times to listen to student suggestions and complaints. Each time we found 
the group to be well informed about the issues discussed (school rules, grading, etc.). 


The Student Council also sponsored four of the eight school dances; the teams sponsored the other four 
dances. All dances were orderly and well attended. Many parents remarked on the value of having these 
chaperoned activities for their children. 


The Lawrence School has always included all students (including special education Students) in special 
subjects and physical education. As in the past, we have continued our inclusion efforts to provide as many 
regular education situations for as many special education students as possible. We will continue our efforts 
and strive to ensure that any special education student who is capable will be included in a regular education 
situation. 


Challenging each student to realize his/her learning potential is one of the most important goals that we have 
as educators. We do a very good job in this regard at the Lawrence School This year our teams continued 
to create interdisciplinary units that provided students with the connections necessary for a deeper 
understanding of the subject matter studied. 
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The rotation of the Math and English teachers to different grade levels provided the opportunity for each to 
explore the curriculum for the new grade level. This will continue for the 1997-98 school year as each team 
rotates to a different grade level. 


Our third year of interscholastic sports participation for girls and boys was very successful. Boys and girls 
participated in football and field hockey as our fall sports and in basketball for the winter sport. 


Other after-school activities (intramural sports, art, music, canoeing, woods, lego technology, The Scoop, and 
Mock Trial) were also well attended by our students. No activities were canceled due to a lack of participation. 
Our music programs were a highlight of this school year. We were fortunate to have the opportunity to host 
the Southeast District Junior High Music Festival. This was a two-day festival that included over six hundred 
students. On the March 1, 1997 Festival Day, there was standing room only in our auditorium. Lavada 
Studley coordinated this event with help from some colleagues and did a spectacular job. Lavada’s dedication 
to her profession is second to none. We also enjoyed our Instrumental Concert held in December which 
included an outstanding performance by the band and jazz ensemble as well as the instrumental sections. 
In addition to these performances, the Lawrence School Chorus and Chamber ensembles joined Falmouth 
High School in a combined Holiday Concert in December. Mr. Johnson’s chorus group did a superb job at 
this event and it was extremely well attended by members of the community as well as the families of the 
students. 


In conclusion, it has been a very productive and meaningful school year. We will continue to strive for 
academic excellence in the coming school year and help each child, when possible, work through personal, 
social, and emotional concerns that may hinder learning. 


Morse Pond School 
Diane Hoppensteadt, Principal 


With a population of 813 students, for the 1996-97 school year, Morse Pond was the second largest school 
in Falmouth. We feel very fortunate that the Falmouth community is supportive and active in our school. This 
was demonstrated in a variety of ways, but two areas in particular stand out this year as benefiting the fifth and 
sixth grade students: the Proposition 2 2/1 Override; and the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges’ accreditation of our school in the spring of 1997. 


The Override to Proposition 2 1/2, which the town passed for the schools in the spring of 1997, will have a very 
positive impact on the students at Morse Pond. This money will allow us to provide an even richer educational 
environment to the students in four major areas: library, curricula, technology, and enrichment. First, the 
library will now be able to upgrade the reference, fiction, curriculum, literature, and periodical and primary 
resource collections. Secondly, each of the basic areas of curriculum (language arts, math, social studies, 
and science) will have additional funds available for texts, supplies and materials. Also, each of the faculty 
dealing directly with children will have a small individual budget to augment their teaching with additional 
supplies and materials. The third area that will be improved for the children will be technology integrated as 
a tool into the total school environment. These funds will allow us over the next few years to upgrade our 
computer lab and put a computer into each classroom. Last, the funds apportioned to Morse Pond will be 
used to hire new staff to challenge and enrich the children in classrooms plus highly motivated students. 


On March 13, 1997, the New England Association of Schools and Colleges granted accreditation to the 
students, instructional staff, support staff, volunteers, and parents and guardians of the Morse Pond School 
Community. The process for accreditation took place over a two year period. It involved a great deal of 
information gathering, self-assessment, and reflection. The resulting report organized the information for 
review and assessment by a Visiting Committee made up of six professional staff from all over the New 
England region. We are all very proud of this accreditation. 
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We are a school that believes in a child-centered, teaming philosophy. We believe that every person within 
our community is an individual lifelong learner. With this in mind, there are several programs that | feel have 
greatly contributed to the wonderful learning environment at Morse Pond:  Inclusion-SPED; Title I; 
Motivated/Talented; Peer Mediation; Enrichment periods; Bus Greeting Team; Teacher Sharing; after-school 
activities (with over 500 children participating in fifteen different activities); PTO; Teacher Building Based 
Support Team; Math Enrichment conducted by VIPS parents; Hot Jazz and Fine Arts; a School Student 
Advisory Council; and a staff dedicated to improving the basic curricula and how they are taught to the 
students. You are always welcome to visit Morse Pond and see all of these wonderful learning opportunities 
in action. 


Mullen-Hall School 
Michael D. Ward, Principal 


This year’s theme was “The Power of the Dream” which referred to our desire to help our students reach 
their full potential. Once again we had four school-wide goals. Two that carried over from last year were the 
continuing discussion of the state’s Common Chapters and the second year of implementation of the 
Houghton-Mifflin social studies program. Two new goals were the creation of Inclusion Teams and the first 
year of First Steps. In addition to these major goals for the school, we had several unanticipated events that 
contributed to making this past year both frustrating and exciting. 


As the staff continued discussing the content of the Common Chapters, it became apparent that Mullen-Hall 
School had incorporated many of the philosophical directions outlined in this state document. Our main focus 
was to develop a set of building expectations in the areas of reading, mathematics, writing, social skills, and 
Study skills to which we could hold all children and staff accountable. After a lot of hard work and discussion, 
this task was achieved. The goal of exploring alternative ways of organizing the instructional day and the 
school in general was postponed due to a lack of funding to attend conferences and visit exemplary programs 
in New England. 


During the previous year, grades two, three, and four had adopted the new social studies program. This year 
it was time for grade one to become involved. This was accomplished early in the year. By the end of the 
year, thanks to a gift to the school and the success of the override, additional money became available to 
purchase supporting materials for this program. 


Continuing our inclusionary efforts in the school, four support teams were developed to serve the children and 
Staff in grades preschool through four. These teams provided more immediate support to all children, not just 
those in the special education program. The teams proved to be very successful although each support staff 
was spread between seven classrooms. This problem should not exist in the future. With the success of the 
override, an additional support staff member, trained in work with motivated and talented students, will be 
funded. 


First Steps, a continuum for assessing and teaching writing to children, was introduced in grades three and 
four this year. During this first year of a two-year implementation period, the staff was impressed with how the 
range of writing genres increased. We look forward to next year when the rest of the grade levels will be 
involved. 


Along with these four goals, the children, staff, and parents were involved in several other special programs 
and activities. We participated in the Falmouth-to-Falmouth support program for the elementary school in 
Falmouth, Kentucky which was devastated by the floods. All the children, led by Ms. Mattison-Earl’s class, 
contributed over $1,100 from their savings, paper routes, allowances, and other resources. The Mullen-Hall 
Most Wanted List, under the direction of Michelle Austin of the School Council, was created this year to supply 
the materials needed in the classrooms due to budget cuts. The parents’ efforts to pass the school override 
were successful and will allow increased funding for our school in the areas of staffing, capital improvements. 
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books/texts/materials, and technology. Finally, there was the ongoing discussion of the future of the school 
by the School Building Needs Committee. 


The children, staff, and parents of Mullen-Hall School are proud of the program that we provide today and look 
forward to meeting the challenges that lie ahead. 


East Falmouth School 
Ramona DeFilippis, Principal 


School opened smoothly in September 1996 with approximately 545 students. At the end of the previous year, 
fifty students were redistricted to the Teaticket School in order to alleviate the overcrowding here. This 
redistricting greatly improved our class sizes and research has proven that good class size is one of the best 
conditions for academic success. 


A change took place in October when Principal George Spivey left to take another job and was replaced by 
a new Principal, Mrs. Ramona Manton-DeFilippis. Mrs. DeFilippis had been the Assistant Principal at the 
Lawrence School for two years. Prior to that she worked as a first grade teacher in both the Mullen-Hall and 
the Teaticket Schools. 


One of the major focuses for the year was the writing of the School Improvement Plan for the years 1997-2000 
by the East Falmouth School Council. The Council worked diligently to convey our desire for high academic 
standards and to ensure that every student achieves his/her maximum potential. To this end, a request was 
made for a full time enrichment teacher who would work mainly in the classrooms to provide supplemental 
activities for all students and lessons that were geared to higher level thinking skills and problem solving. The 
plan also spoke to our desire for a full time computer lab. We believe that in order to maintain a level of 
education that is equal to or better than most, our students must become computer literate. We look forward 
to implementing the changes called for in the plan in a school atmosphere that is respectful of cultural 
differences and one that supports new ideas. We intend to accomplish this through involving parents in their 
children’s education as active partners with the school. The successful override vote in May helped to provide 
the funds to carry out this plan. 


In an effort to honor those students who had achieved a level of academic excellence and to also recognize 
those students who put a lot of effort into their work, an all-school assembly was held after every marking 
period. We also honored those students who had perfect attendance. To the delight of the students, those 
teachers who had done out of the ordinary things, like winning grants or running the Nutrition Fair, were also 
recognized at these assemblies. We believe that the plan with yearly updates will be a guide for progress here 
at the school. 


Good communication between home and school is a goal for all of us. The PTO meets monthly and continues 
to be the school’s strongest supporter. Their major goal for the year was to support field trips related to the 
curriculum, for every class. They sponsored the Reading Is Fundamental Program, Books and Beyond, and 
a series of three family dances. Their strong support for the school contributes to the success of the East 
Falmouth educational program. 


We continue to open our doors to outside agencies and groups in an effort to be a place where the community 
can gather. After-school activities were held almost every night here at the school. Through the Family Center 
we were able to provide space for activities such as Akeido and Karate. We were also host to the Girl Scouts 
and a Brownie Troop. From the Recreation Center we hosted a troop of Baton Twirlers every Saturday. We 
have opened our doors on Thursdays for the last three years to a club that is composed mainly of teachers 
who study the stock market. We host the Davisville Association for their annual meetings as well as the 
Fisherman’s Cove Association. The Coalition for Stronger Families held many of their meetings here. 
Hundreds of community members are drawn to the East Falmouth School in various seasons to take advantage 
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of our baseball fields, tennis courts, field hockey areas and big toys. 


We here at the East Falmouth School intend to continue to offer a program that will enable each child to reach 
his/her potential. Our hope is that the students will also be provided with opportunities to increase their 
awareness of different cultures and perspectives in an atmosphere that is welcoming and safe. 


North Falmouth School 
Joseph Leary, Principal 


In September we opened the year with 507 students. There are twenty-five classes averaging twenty students 
per class with eighteen students in the smallest class and twenty-three students in the largest class. The staff 
of our school numbers fifty-four talented, dedicated men and women. During the past year our physical 
education teacher, Debra Dagwan, was on leave to work on her doctoral degree. Jay Fortin returned to the 
gym to take her place for the year and Kim Muma was hired to fill in at second grade for Mr. Fortin. We also 
had the great pleasure of welcoming Elaine Borowick to our staff as our librarian. 


The PTO was a tremendous support to our school under the leadership of Kimberly Phillips-Cook. Members 
organized events such as a Fall Pot Luck Supper, an Ice Cream Social at which we served six hundred ice 
creams, a Pancake Breakfast, and a Book Fair which contributed $2,000 worth of equipment to upgrade our 
sound system in the cafetorium and supported school-wide programs that they developed and organized such 
as the book clubs and the Family Literature Month; they ran a number of fund raising events, and much more. 
Our PTO also contributed thousands of hours of volunteer time through the VIPS Program supporting the 
teachers and students in our school. They were avid supporters of the override effort which will benefit us in 
FY 1998 and beyond. 


Many community activities are taking place at our school. Our school hosts the Easy Step Program for 
community members who want to come to the school for walking exercise each morning during the week. 
Many of our walkers also take advantage of our nutritious breakfast program at the end of their walk. All of 
our afternoons are filled with after-school activities, Scouting programs, Recreation Department sponsored 
programs and in the evening we host adult basketball, volleyball and many civic organization meetings. Our 
school also supports both a morning and an afternoon Extended Day Program servicing well over one hundred 
students. We are also involved in the community with the Woods Hole Partnership, Intergenerational Program, 
the Community Science Fair, Kid’s Connection, and the All Kid’s Craft Fair. We are very pleased to see the 
school being used as a real community resource. 


The School Council worked hard this year supporting the Proposition 2 1/2 Override. The Council has done 
a wonderful job in its capacity as advisor to the principal, impacting the daily operations of the school and the 
decision making process. Some of the areas of discussion include the following: Budget; the Board of Health 
and the New Silver Beach Leaching Field; review of the Curriculum Summaries; traffic and parking; the new 
sidewalk and curb; staffing needs; and the enrollment review of the School Improvement Plan. 


We did not have any “outside” staff development workshops and conferences this year but did some training 
within the school and district. Our major focus was on First Steps, a writing management and analysis program 
for kindergarten through grade four. We also continued to use grade level meetings spread out over the year, 
curriculum committee meetings, in-house Inclusion Committee and staff development meetings to update and 
train our staff. 


Our school community is very pleased and proud of the accomplishments of our children. Their success is 


directly attributed to the support the students and the school receive from their parents and a dedicated staff 
that works so hard to make this a safe and exciting place to learn and grow. 
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Teaticket School 
Michael Arth, Principal 


This year’s focus was on academic achievement in all grade levels. Children were to be challenged 
academically to their fullest potential while at the same time giving their best effort. This team effort showed 
in the California Achievement Test in which significant gains were made at the Teaticket School. 


A new program was introduced in grades three and four called the First Steps Writing Program. This program 
assesses and teaches writing to children. Next year this program will be introduced to kindergarten and grades 
one and two. 


Our computer program was greatly enhanced as our Technology Committee assessed and planned for bringing 
Teaticket into the twenty-first century. We are looking forward to the impact of the override funds to provide 
the addition of computers and new technology to use as learning tools for our children. 


The Teaticket School Council began to review the three-year School Improvement Plan which will be revised 
and sent to the School Committee in the 1997-98 school year. 


The VIPS Program at Teaticket has more volunteers than ever. We are proud of the fact that parents, relatives 
and community members volunteer to assist our children and staff. 


Finally, | wish to thank the parents, staff, school administration and the town for their support of our school

FALMOUTH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Falmouth School Committee thanks the citizens for their commitment to education. The override vote in 
May, 1997 was a stirring statement of support that will help the school district rebuild its strength in terms of 
texts and supplies and capital improvements. Also, it will assist in the appropriate growth of technology and 
services to motivated and talented students. The community has continued its wonderful support of the 
schools through the VIPS program, again setting records for the numbers of volunteers and the number of 
hours contributed. 


The Budget Subcommittee and the School Committee are pleased with the continuing development of the 
budget overview provided to the Town Meeting; there will be continuing efforts to improve that information for 
town understanding of the school budget. 


The 1996-97 school year was the fourth under Massachusetts Education Reform legislation. The impact of 
the Education Reform Finance Formula in the 1996-97 school year created unfortunate surprises for the 
Falmouth Schools because of the intricacies of overburden aid. Falmouth became eligible for this type aid in 
the years 1995-96 and in 1996-97, and it provided a big boost to the town, close to $500,000. Because of the 
improved conditions of local financial growth the overburden aid was sharply reduced for 1997-98, resulting 
in the need to cut the budget by slightly more than one half million dollars. The fiscal year 1997 budget 
increased 4.7% to $25,143,437; this represented 45.8% of the total town budget. With the unexpected cuts 
necessary because of the reduction in overburden aid, the school budget for fiscal year 1998 approved in May 
of 1997 was $26,004,437, an increase of 3.4%. Only, the important override vote, adding $980,000 more into 
the school budget starting in fiscal year 1998 kept the schools in reasonable shape. 


There were several other components of Massachusetts Education Reform that had an impact on education 
in Falmouth. First, the school system did extensive work to establish a new evaluation process for teachers

and for administrators. The first implementation of that evaluation will take place in the 1997-98 school year. 
It focuses energies on improvement geared to standards of teaching and individually set goals. In terms of 
governance, the individual School Councils have continued to report their school improvement plans on a 
predictable and efficient cycle. The High School successfully implemented a change of schedule to meet the 
time and learning requirements under the Ed Reform legislation. The result is a higher average number of 
courses for which each student is registered. Also, the time structures are changed so that classes meet for 
approximately fifty-six minutes rather than forty-seven minutes, with six periods meeting each day for that 
longer time. 


A major accomplishment for the School Committee and the district was the completion of a Three-Year 
Strategic Plan covering seven major goals of the school system and incorporating sixty-five strategies to 
achieve these goals. The development of the plan involved an open and extensive discussion by members of 
the Committee concerning curriculum, instruction, assessment, and a number of other areas of the educational 
enterprise. 


The School Committee has continued Its active involvement on the School Building Committee and the School 
Building Needs Committee. As the 1996-97 year closed, ground was broken for the Lawrence School addition 
and renovations. The state-approved Morse Pond School plans await the actual start of state funding, now 
estimated to be in fiscal year 2000. The School Building Needs Committee has grappled for the best solutions 
to replace or renovate space at the Mullen-Hall School. The needs of Falmouth High School have been 
analyzed for future capital improvement. 


In the town elections of May, 1997, Susan Augusta and Robert Fredericks ran as incumbents and were 
reelected for three year terms. Kenneth Lawrence did not seek reelection to the School Committee because 
of career demands. Mr. Lawrence served diligently, and the School Committee will miss his perspective. 
DeWitt C. Jones, III was elected to that seat. 


Peter Clark has ably served his first full year as Superintendent of Schools, with the School Committee 
providing a positive evaluation in the spring of 1997.

Upper Cape Cod Regional School enrollment, as of October 1, 1996 consisted of seventy-one (71) students 
from Bourne, one hundred thirty-three (133) from Falmouth, twenty (20) from Marion, seventy-four (74) from 
Sandwich, and one hundred seventy-nine (179) from Wareham. Thirty (30) students were enrolled in the 
Licensed Practical Nursing Program. Seventeen (17) students were tuitioned from other towns. Adult tuition 
students, specialized afternoon and evening occupational programs, and summer programs and additional to 
these enrollments. 


The school’s Extended Day Program provided career preparation to over one hundred twenty (120) adults. 
These programs, funded by over $200,000 in state, federal, and private funds, provided Nursing Assistant, 
Information Technology, and Environmental Studies training to unemployed and dislocated adults, learning 
disabled young adults, older workers, and youths affiliated with the Department of Youth Services. In addition, 
the Summer Youth Employment Program serviced thirty-six (36) economically disadvantaged and learning 
disabled youths. 


Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School has made a major commitment to providing students with 
instruction in computer technology. Local funding and grant resources have been used to provide wiring and 
equipment to enable all staff and students to utilize current technology in academic and occupational 
programs. Presently, each classroom is equipped with at least three student computer stations in addition to 
a computer for the teacher. 


In this fiscal year, the school was re-evaluated by the New England Association of Schools and Colleges and 
full accreditation was extended by the Association’s Commission on Industrial and Technical Education. 


All district communities voted to approve a request by the school district for permission to borrow $1.4 million 
to replace the school’s roof, to replace heating and ventilating equipment, and to expand and improve the 
Culinary Arts Dining facility. Replacement of the roof and associated repairs are scheduled for completion by 
September of 1997. 
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Additional excavation to improve visibility and safety at the Sandwich Road entrance to the school driveway has 
been completed, and asphalt driveways and parking areas have been repaved. Exterior lighting has been 
improved to increase building security and safety. 


The school’s chapter of Vocational Industrial Clubs of America had seventy-one (71) members during the 1996- 
1997 school year, twenty-five (25) of which earned the right to represent the school at state competition. 


The school committee continues its commitment to make the school a valuable community resource by making 
the building and facilities available. Educational programs sponsored by Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical 
School’s Extension Office, Cape Cod Community College, Western New England College, Northeastern 
University, Fitchburg State College, and various community organizations are offered throughout the year. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its appreciation to the many advisory boards which assist us 
in developing and maintaining educational programs, various town and school officials who support our efforts, 
and the administration and other school employees who continue to contribute to the success of Upper Cape 
Cod Regional Technical School.

FIRE RESCUE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Fire and Rescue Department responded to 3935 incidents during fiscal year 1997.This represents an 
increase in activity of slightly more than 4 percent over last fiscal year. 


The percentages by activity of the Department are as follows: Rescue = 71%, Municipal Fire Alarms = 13%, 
Investigations = 11% and Fires = 5%. 


The Fire Escape projects for both Headquarters and North Falmouth Station #3 have been completed. 
Maintenance projects are continuing at all Stations as long as the funds are received. 

The Fire Headquarters issue after defeat at the polls in May is still in the process and now involves the newly 
formed Facility Advisory Committee. 

Hopefully, together we can bring this issue to a conclusion and a resolve. 

Fire Chief George W. Packish retired this February after having served the Department for more than thirty 
years. Chief Packish was instrumental in several areas during his tenure especially E-911 Dispatching, 
Apparatus Procurement and maintaining a high level of readiness and training within the Department. 
Firefighter Daniel L. Lopes retired this April after having served the Department for more than 31 years.

Deputy Fire Chief Paul D. Brodeur was appointed Acting Fire Chief on 10 January 1997 by Town Administrator 
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Peter F. Boyer pending a permanent appointment process. 


The calendar year 1997 marks the Centennial Year for the Falmouth Fire Department and a Centennial 
Celebration is being planned for August of this year. 


The name of the Falmouth Fire Department was changed this year to the Falmouth Fire Rescue Department 
to reflect the increase in the rescue mission of the Department. This change was very well received both by 
the Community and the Personnel of the Department.

The Board of Appeals held 31 meetings and heard a total of 133 cases In fiscal year 1997. Of the 133 cases, 
there were 108 special permit requests, 16 variance requests, and 9 appeals from decisions or orders of the 
Building Commissioner. Nine of the Board’s decisions were appealed to Superior Court. 


The “mission” of the Zoning Board of Appeals is to provide the Town with a Board to hear and decide the 
following three types of petitions in a reasonable, objective, honest manner in the best interest of the Town of 
Falmouth: 


SPECIAL PERMITS = Uses allowed by special permit where 
community input and a review of the specific project is desired. 
The uses must be in harmony with the general purpose and 
intent of the By-law, and may be subject to general or specific 
conditions set forth therein. 


VARIANCES = Board’s authority is limited to cases where the 
Board finds that owing to circumstances relating to the soil 
conditions, shape or topography of the land or structures and 
especially affecting such but not affecting generally the zoning 
district in which it is located, a literal enforcement of the 
provisions of the By-law would involve substantial hardship; 
desirable relief may be granted without substantial detriment to 
public good and without substantially derogating from the intent 
or purpose of the By-law. 


APPEALS = Board acts as a quasi-judicial body and 
determines whether the decision or order of the Building 
Commissioner Is legally correct. Persons aggrieved by inability 
to obtain a building permit or enforcement action from the 
Building Commissioner may appeal to the Board of Appeals 
within 30 days of the Building Commissioner’s action. 


The Board and staff continue to offer guidance and assistance to petitioners who appear before the Board. 
The Board maintains its primary goal which has been to act as expeditiously as possible, while acting in the 
best interest of the Town. This has been part of a continuing effort by the Town to streamline the permitting 
process. 


John Druley was elected to serve as Chairman, Chris Lebherz was elected as Vice Chairman and Alternate 
John Vidal was appointed as a Regular Member and elected as Clerk of the Board. Alternate C. Veronica 
Zylinski was re-appointed for a three year term. Alternate Members C. Veronica Zylinski and Michael Freeman 
participate regularly and often act on cases before the Board. The Board welcomes Dana K. Smith as a newly 
appointed alternate member who was appointed to fill John Vidal’s unexpired term as an alternate member. 
Bonnie O’Neill continues to serve as the Board’s Administrative Assistant and Carol Scott serves as office 
assistant. 


We would like to take this opportunity to than the members of other Town Boards and Committees, Town 
Administrator, Building Commissioner, Town Planner, Town Engineer, Health Agent, Conservation 
Administrator, etc. for their cooperation and we look forward to continue working with them during the coming 
year. We thank Town Counsel for his advise and continued support. 
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A special thanks to Priscilla Roslansky who served on the Board of Appeals for six years. Fellow Board 
Members and staff appreciate the time, effort, thought and consideration she gave to render proper and just 
decisions. She served as a model trying to balance the property rights of the applicant with the concerns of 
citizens of our Town.

Two New Mainframes (hardware and software conversions) 


1. For Falmouth Police Department installation of new Digital Alpha 2100 (64MB Ram) and Pamet Police 
Server Software with 18 terminals, 9 printers, 5 PC’s and related servers, hubs and network bridge 
(upgrade from Wang/Cogebec System). 

2. Upgrade of Town Hall mainframe computer from a Digital Vax 6340 to a Digital AlphaServer 4000/400 (512 
MB Ram, 25 GB disk storage), 12 times the speed and 6 times the storage capacity. (VAX and related disk 
drives given to school) : 

Both conversions went smoothly. 


Town-Wide Computer Network 


The Town of Falmouth has an extensive and integrated town-wide computer network, including three Digital 
mainframe computers (Town Hall, Police Department and Falmouth High School). These mainframes (along 
with seven schools) are linked together through Ethernet bridges connected to the town’s cable TV system 
(Adelphia Cable). Other direct data lines connect the Town Hall mainframe to terminals, printers and PCs at 
other town sites (the main Fire Station, Harbor Master and Surf Drive Beach House). Other sites (all fire 
stations, Senior Center, pumping station, dog pound, shellfish warden) share 5 dial-up phone lines to link to 
the Town Hall mainframe. The PC explosion continues and with increased network capabilities these PCs do 
independent applications as well as access mainframe programs, data bases and share printers or plotters. 


Major Projects Completed Fiscal 1997

Neptune meter reader system, analyze new water rates; new entry programs for Assessor's appraisal system; 
computerize shellfish permits; computerize beach stickers; plumbing and gas inspection and permit system; 
for Fire Department install dial-in terminals at all outer stations for log and incident reports, enhance fire log 
program, install scanner, upgrade and network PCs; continue expansion of home page for Falmouth

Projects Planned for Fiscal 1998 

Our goals for Fiscal 1998 include research and installation aid of Police Department mobile data units and 
imaging interface to Pamet Police Server, anticipatory hiring system for Police detail assignments, begin 
research on millennium impact on all Town of Falmouth computer systems, convert payroll and vendor checks 
to laser checks, for Registrar of Voters matching programs for state and town systems, finish beach sticker 
system, install new PCs for engineering and Treasurer’s Office, and upgrade the phone system in Town Hall.

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HARBOR MASTER’S REPORT 


Fiscal Year 1997 was a very active time of transition for this department. In addition to the appointment of the 
new Harbor Master, this was the first full time period under the new seasonal staffing alignment. 


The departments operation budget was $147,417.00. Revenues made up of mooring and wait list fees 
amounted to $114,824.53. Expenses for this time period were $135,613.20, including $19,000.00 allocated 
for town harbor management plans. 


The department concentrated on the identification and removal of illegal moorings. Enforcement of the current 
mooring regulations intensified In an attempt to find additional mooring space for the many wait list applicants. 
The department issued 156 new mooring permits for the summer of 1997. 

A great deal of time was spent assisting the Mooring Task Force in their evaluation and modification of the 
towns mooring regulations. We anticipate ratification of the new town mooring regulations in the fall of 1997. 
The department was also busy working with the newly formed Green Pond and Quissett Harbor Management 
Committees. Harbor management plans for both harbors should be ready for implementation in 1998. 

The department would like to thank the many committee appointees, volunteer Assistant Harbor Masters, 
various town departments, and other state and federal agencies too numerous to name for their assistance 
and cooperation this past fiscal year.

WATERWAYS COMMITTEE 


No major projects were completed during 1997, however plans for the reconstruction of the Town bulkhead 
at Wild Harbor, including the addition of rental slips were completed and are now in the permitting process. 


During 1997 the Barnstable County dredge was used to remove shoaling to the entrances of Eel Pond 
Menauhant, Green Pond, Great Pond and Bournes Pond. A small shoal area at Lefevre Boat ramp was also | 
removed. 


Deposits to the General Fund in the amount of $273,612.27 were generated by facilities under the control of 
this committee. Costs to operate these facilities were $99,754.74.

FALMOUTH HUMAN SERVICES 


INFORMATION AND REFERRAL 1103 requests for services were made during the year. 

COUNSELING 294 households received counseling or outreach casework services. In-service training topics 
for counselors included couple and family counseling, psychopharmacology, chronic gambling, and senior 
services. 


EARLY CHILDBEARING PROGRAM This program served 26 mothers and their infants. There were 18 new 
admissions, 12 discharges and 9 births. 
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FLOCS PARENTING PROGRAM This program had 28 referrals. 22 intakes were completed and of that 13 
women stayed with the program for at least 2 months. 


AFFORDABLE HOUSING/HOMELESS PREVENTION FUND 32 families were served at an average subsidy per 
family of $609. In addition to the $18,000 appropriated by Town Meeting, $18,000 + was received in donations, 
approximately $2000 to the department and $16,000 to the Falmouth Housing Authority. The Director continued 
to serve as the Selectmen's appointee to the Barnstable County HOME Advisory Council to determine 
allocation of federal HOME dollars to local affordable housing projects. 


FALMOUTH HOUSING TRUST The Gerald Flynn House began its 2nd year of operation. It served 9 residents, 
2 of whom were veterans. The Trust’s Longshank Project committee were successful in lobbying for town water 
to be extended to the site on Sam Turner road and began updating design, engineering, and financing plans 
for the 18 unit development. A projection was set for summer 1998 for construction to begin. 


FALMOUTH HIV/AIDS COMMUNITY PARTNERSHIP The Partnership continued to provide education/prevention 
materials at: local health fairs, Falmouth High School, and the VIPS Spring Home and Garden Show. It 
subcontracted with Healthcare of Southeastern Mass to do the high school education. The Partnership 
contracted with the Upper Cape AIDS Network to do outreach to at risk females age 16 to 22 who have 
dropped out of school. The Partnership also co-sponsored the Annual World AIDS Day vigil on the Falmouth 
Green. 


COMMUNITY ORGANIZATION The department was a co-sponsor and member of the newly formed Upper 
Cape Domestic Violence Roundtable. The Director and Human Services Committee members completed the 
Health and Human Services element of the Local Comprehensive Plan and the Director with members of the 
Falmouth Housing Trust board continued work on the Affordable Housing element of the plan. The Director 
continued to attend the meetings of the Coalition for Stronger Families. The department also assisted the 
organizers of the newly formed Falmouth Free Clinic in its effort to provide free health care to those without 
insurance or the ability to pay out of pocket for health care services. 


FUNDS FOR NON-PROFITS 13 human services agencies received town funds: Falmouth Service Center 
(emergency food, utilities, housing); Independence House (battered women); Nauset, Inc. (working for 
disabled); Cape Cod Council on Alcohol and Drug Dependence, Inc. (substance abuse); Thorne Clinic (child 
and family counseling, psychiatric services); Cape Cod Human Services (substance abuse counseling); Cape 
Cod Child Development, Inc. (Head Start and subsidized daycare); Legal Services of Cape Cod and Island, 
Inc. (Elder Law Project); Sight Loss Services (visually impaired); Upper Cape AIDS Network (case 
management); Big Brothers/Big Sisters (mentor); Housing Assistance Corp. (housing); Consumer Assistance 
Council (consumer information/education). Agency activity reports are on file at the department’s office. 
Services on site at the department's office were provided by Legal Services and Consumer Credit Counseling. 


PERSONNEL Carol Drumgoole served as clinical social worker intern from Lesley College’s Graduate Program 
in Counseling and Psychology from September 1996 to June 1997. The paid internship was provided by the 
Senior Aide Program, part of Elder Services of Cape Cod and Island. Donna Lee McMullen served as clinical 
social worker intern from Boston University’s Graduate School of Social Work from September 1996 to May 
1997. Christine Showalter served as an clinical social worker intern from Lesley College Undergraduate 
Program in Counseling and Human Services from January 1997 to May 1997. Harold Kramer, MSW, and Anna 
Martin-Jerald, Ph.D, served several hours per week as pro bono counselors. Arlene Vernet resigned as 
Principal Office Assistant in August 1996 and Kerrie Caruso was hired to fill the position vacancy in September 
1996. 


ADMINISTRATION AND BUDGET Paul Olenick of Falmouth and Marina Andrews of East Falmouth were 
reappointed to the Human Services Committee for three year terms. Mildred Garvin of East Falmouth and Dr. 
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Peter L. Clark resigned from-the committee and were replaced by selectmen’s appointments of Doris Epstein 
of Woods Hole and David Weaver of Falmouth. The Committee accepted the resignation of Ms. Garvin and 
Dr. Clark with regrets. Mr. Olenick was elected Chair, Mr. James Nidositko, Vice-Chair and Ms. Jean 
Brockhurst, Secretary of the Committee. Town Meeting approved a budget of $308,929 for FY98. 

The Human Services Committee and department staff continue to be thankful for the support of the taxpayers, 
volunteers and donors who provide the means for us to serve residents in need.

FALMOUTH RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Recreation Department was quite fortunate during FY 97 to add to its staff a full time Program 
Director. To be able to organize, train, administrate, and evaluate some of our larger programs (Youth Soccer 
1,200, Youth Baseball 1,000, Youth Basketball 800, Indoor Soccer 800, Adult Basketball 400, and Volleyball 
200). Having the extra full time position makes things go much smoother. 


With the new position, we have been able to institute some new programs as well as planning for the future. 
Some of these programs include a Skate Park, a Teen Center, more Preschool and High School activities. 


Along with the Recreation Department regularly scheduled activities, the Gus Canty Community Center 
continues to be the place everyone wants to be. We continue to host several special events throughout the 
year which include: The Falmouth Road Race, Youth Basketball Tournaments, with teams coming from all over 
New England, Concerts, The All Night Prom, Karate Tournaments, Special Olympics Events, Gymnastic 
Exhibitions, and several Craft Fairs. 


As always, in closing, | need to thank the staff and our hundreds of unpaid volunteers who donate their time 
season after season to make Falmouth a truly special place to live.

FALMOUTH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Major highlights of the 1997 Fiscal Year were additional restored open hours at all three libraries of the 
Falmouth Public Library system, themeeting of state requirements for open hours to the Town in conjunction 
with the Woods Hole and West Falmouth Libraries, the successful support at the Fall Town Meeting for a new 
staff position for the Children’s Department to make possible still more restored hours at the Main Library by 
July 1997, and of course the year’s many special programs for the public. 


CIRCULATION SERVICES: The Circulation Department checks materials in and out to the public and oversees 
renewals, reserves, library card signup, and museum pass reservations. The following statistics reflect activity 
in the three system libraries:

During FY97, patrons were enabled for the first time to place their own reserves on library materials via the 
CLAMS system and to access CLAMS from home through the Internet. 


LIBRARY HOLDINGS (MAIN, EAST, NORTH):

Subscriptions (nonprint) 27 
Museum passes 10 


During FY97, patrons gained access through CLAMS to the holdings of 27 CLAMS member libraries, to 
periodical databases with both citations and full text of articles, and through CLAMS via MLIN (Massachusetts 
Library Information Network) to the catalogs of numerous other libraries in Massachusetts. 


REFERENCE SERVICES: The Reference Department staff help partrons with their information needs at the 
Reference Desk during open hours and oversee the following other activities: updating the Reference and 
Young Adults collections, organizing public programs for adults and young adults, grantwriting and carrying 
out of grant activities, arranging for exhibits and displays, channeling details on Library programs to local 
media, hosting school class visits, and providing tours and regular instruction to the public on information 
resources. As part of the Library's role in the State’s regional library system, they also provide backup 
reference service to other libraries and serve on a variety of library committees. 


Public programs offered to Adults and Young Adults this past year included: Best Bike Paths in America, Brain 
Bending Puzzles, Celebration of the Short Story, Click-It: Learn About the Internet, Create a Video,Death & 
Dessert: Cape Cod mystery writers, Designing a Web Page, Environmental Health & Safety of Our Community, 
Faces of Cambodia, Financial Aid, Getting on the Net, Haiku Workshops, Avoid Job Burnout, Life to Death, 
Meet the Author: Ted Murphy, Paint a Pot, SAT, Science of AIDS, Song Writing, Visual Foolery: Optical 
Illusions, What to do When You're Downsized, Yoga. 


A successful Health Mini-Grant from the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners upgraded health- 
related collections and provided information programs for the public including a weekend conference on 
environmental health issues. Over 300 public programs were offered including those already listed as well as 
library tours, school class visits, outreach talks to community groups, and displays and exhibits, a sampling 
of which included: photographs of Historic Falmouth, Cape Cod, the Spohr Gardens, studio projects, and 
Paris; displays of miniature boxes, folk art dolls, Falmouth Heritage Quilt, holiday ornaments, Raku pottery, 
Student art projects, dried flower arrangements, and model sailboats; and book exhibits on various mystery 
themes, poetry, handmade books, gardening, 'Latin-America, and current events. 


In the Reference Department library patrons signed up for 1,702 hours on the World Wide Web and 1,056 
hours using Microsoft Word 6.0. A total of 3,351 Internet sites accessed the Library’s home page and web 
site during the year. 


CHILDREN’S SERVICES: Services are geared to children under age 12 and their parents or guardians. 
Collections of age-specific materials in diverse formats, circulation services and guidance for use of the 
materials, access to CLAMS, regular story hours, the annual Summer Reading Program, and seasonal 
programs throughout the year are all basic offerings. The Main Library's Children’s Librarian oversees core 
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collections of childrens materials in all three libraries and assists in coordinating all children’s programs. 
Outreach activities are frequent and ongoing to schools, day care centers, and community groups concerned 
with the welfare of children and families. 


July ‘96 began with a successful Summer Reading Program called “Catch the Spark: Read!" for which 725 
children signed up: 568 at Main, 77 at East, and 80 at North. Accompanying theme programs included Sara 
Jacobson Storyteller, Science Isn’t Always Pretty, Cape Cod Children’s Museum Planetarium, Mass. Audubon 
Society Incredible Insects, Alicia Quintano Storyteller, and Singing Dog Productions. Other special programs 
at the Main Library included: Perishable Theater, Fish Printing, Junior Great Books, Readers Theater, Spooky 
Tunes, Marcus the Magician, Story Quilt Making, Shadow Puppets, Family Read Aloud, and celebrations for 
National Poetry Month. Story times were provided throughout the week, cycling on different days at Main, East, 
North. 


A grant from the Falmouth Arts Council led to the program Jazz, Funk, and Folklore with Morgan Peters. A 
grant from the Cape Cod Neighborhood Support Coalition provided Project Outreach multicultural programs 
and materials for both our East Branch Library and the Mashpee Public Library. A special donation in 
coordination with the Cape Cod Childrens Museum provided parent resource materials at Main. 


Over 300 childrens programs were provided last year, and 8000 children attended. Circulation of childrens 
materials was 116,190 or 30% of the Library's total circulation. 


BRANCH SERVICES: The branch libraries grow busier as do the neighborhoods they serve. !n addition of 
offering basic library services to their communities, both branches concentrate on offering special services and 
programs for children including regular story hours, craft workshops, and hosting visits from elementary schools 
and day care centers. 


The EAST Branch is fully automated and offers full access to CLAMS and MLIN. East opened an additional 
hour on Thursday evenings, increasing its open hours to 23, and was the designated site for the multicultural 
programs and services of the grant Project Outreach. In addition to regular story hours, East offered the 
following special programs: Learn To Fish Day, WBNERR Naturalist, Fish Printing, and Mask Making. East's 
circulation increased 19% over FY96. 


The NORTH Branch jumped to 13 hours per week by opening an additional hour each on Mondays and Fridays 
while maintaining its Wednesday morning openings, and has initiated a standard year-round schedule. Story 
hours with crafts are provided on a regular basis, as well as special sessions for elementary school class and 
day care center visits. As at Main, North has promoted family reading programs and hosted special events 
in which older children read to younger ones. North's circulation increased by 11% over FY96.

SUBREGIONAL SERVICES: In addition to backup Reference service, Interlibrary Loan and Delivery have been 
two other major services provided by Falmouth regional staff to 39 Cape and Islands public libraries as part 
of the Library's subregional contract in the statewide system. Though the Eastern Region officially ended in 
July with new legislation that created a new regional structure, the Library completed a year of traditional 
services to the Falmouth Subregion as reflected in the following statistics.

In the newly created South East Region available to libraries of all types, the Library expects to have an 
ongoing role as a service provider. The profile of services contracted for will be clarified during an official 
three-year transition period. 


ENHANCEMENT SERVICES: The Friends of the Library expanded their sponsorship of the Museum Pass 
Program this year to include new museums, and continued to fund enhanced audiovisual collections at Main, 
East and North. They supported special library programs for children and offered their own free Joy of 
Learning classes to the community during a Fall and Winter series. They purchased a computer for the 
Childrens Department to host educational software, a fax machine for the East Branch, and provided needed 
improvements such as new draperies in the Main Library’s Meeting Room 1. 


A program of 41 library volunteers provided 3,467 hours of invaluable support service to the Falmouth Public 
Library system in FY97. 


The significant assistance from Friends and volunteers was augmented by community support for the Library 
at Town Meeting, and during the year from town officials, other town departments, and community 
organizations who have networked with the Library to provide public access to programs, specialized 
information, and other important resources. 


We are most grateful to all these groups and to the individuals within them who have facilitated cooperative 
efforts to bring quality library service to the Town. 


In terms of inside teamwork during the year, we reluctantly accepted Barbara Conathan ‘s resignation as 
Assistant Director, but have gladly welcomed Lynne Lindley as the Library's new Assistant Director.

BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES REPORT 


In the 1997 Fiscal Year, the principal focus of the Board of Library Trustees was working to achieve the primary 
goal of their Long Range Plan to restore additional hours of library service to the community, particularly at 
the Main Library which has unique resources. 


With the state hours requirements met through cooperation with the Woods Hole and West Falmouth libraries, 
the Trustees turned to advocating for a new staff position to restore more hours at the Main Library. Approval 
at the Fall Town Meeting of a full-time Children’s Department Circulation Assistant led to a roll back in 
opening time to 10:00a.m. on Tuesdays and Wednesdays for July 1, 1997. A total of 12 hours has been 
restored at the Main Library in the last four years, as well as additional hours at the East and North Branch 
Libraries. 


The Trustees continued this year to fund library programs for Adults, Young Adults, and Children, and also 
Supported staff continuing education. To promote trustee education, they sent representatives to a workshop 
on Building a Better Board Team, and as a result, drafted and adopted a set of Board of Trustee Bylaws to 
operate by. 
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Support for awards from the Trustees to Juniors at the Falmouth High School and the Falmouth Academy were 
once again well-received this year. 


Trustee liaisons to the Main Street Revitalization Project attended meetings and advised the Board on specific 
activities that would supplement or complement the activities of the Project surrounding the Library grounds. 


The Trustees are working with library staff on a committee to review future space, technology, and capital 
needs in the three libraries. 


For another year, the Trustees thank the Friends of the Library for significant contributions to enhancements 
in library services. Their ongoing support is greatly appreciated and makes a real difference in what the Library 
can offer the public. 


The volunteers also deserve Trustee thanks. The 41 volunteers contributed 3,467 hours of invaluable service 
to the Library this year. 


The Board also gratefully acknowledges the assistance of the DPW crews in maintaining and beautifying the 
Library grounds.

WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


During the period June 1996-1997, the circulation of books at the West Falmouth Library totaled 11,677, a 
decrease of 1095 from last year. 


At the present time there are 472 registered members of the library and the library is open 22 hours a week 
throughout the year. 


The Arthur M. Hennessey, Jr., Memorial Scholarship, which is administered by the library was awarded to Anne 
Caitlyn Burns, Amanda Medeiros, and Carl H. Tarr. 


Work Continues on the Bowerman-Gifford collection and the book discussion and bridge playing groups 
continue to meet. Raising funds through the Annual Book Sale, Art Show, and Holiday Tour is an important 
activity at the library. The building is also used by the West Falmouth Pre-School and various music and civic 
organizations. 


In July, the Board of Trustees voted to purchase the land just north of the library. It consists of almost an acre 
of upland woods, flat land, and a lovely garden. The community has been very supportive of the library’s Land 
for the Future Fund. 

The dedication of our volunteers, Trustees, and librarians Ann Ellis and Roseleen Egan and assistants Carly 
Tarr and Michael Hagerty continue to make the West Falmouth Library an important asset to the West 
Falmouth community.

WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


Library circulation for the year was 20,608 items, a slight increase over last year. Included were 828 books 
circulated to elderly residents in the home delivery program. Children attending the Woods Hole Headstart, 
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Woods Hole Child Center, Woods Hole After School program, and the MBL Periwinkle Club checked out 666 
books. 


New items added to the collection totaled 1,564, including 107 audio visual materials. Of the books added, 
687 were purchased with library funds, 64 were purchased with designated gifts, and 706 were donated books. 
Of the audio visual materials 40 were purchased with library funds, 42 with gift funds and 25 were donations. 


Grants and gifts from several sources enabled the library to establish a public access internet program. The 
personal computer was provided through a state wide grant program, and a foundation grant provided funds 
for the furniture and start up costs. Local donation allowed the library to subscribe to a local internet service 
providing full graphical access. The equipment is available to all library users on a sign-up basis. Another 
local grant allowed the library to purchase CD-ROM reference materials such as science and general 
encyclopedias which also may be used with the computer equipment. 


The library provided cultural and educational programs for children and adults, and co-sponsored film and 
video programs with WHOI’s Peanut Butter Club. The Ratcliffe Room was used by 10 different community 
groups. 


Fund raising events such as books sales, the spring plant sale, and chamber music concerts involved both the 
library's trustees and many volunteers from the community. Several volunteers also assisted the staff with 
regular library tasks. 


Dial Access membership in CLAMS, the Cape Libraries Automated Materials Sharing group, permitted staff 
and library borrowers to search the Cape wide database and to locate and request books for interlibrary loan.

PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board met 42 times during Fiscal year 1997 and approved 10 preliminary plans and 10 definitive 
plans creating 40 lots. The Board also endorsed 51 plans as not requiring approval creating 53 new lots, 
bringing the total number of lots created to 93. The Board also approved 20 Site Plan/Major Plan Review 
applications and 5 Special Permit applications. 


The Board recommended 19 amendments to the Zoning Bylaw at Town Meeting during FY 1997. Adopted 
amendments include a Density Bonus as part of the Special Permit process for planned residential 
developments. The allowance of Contractor yards in AGAA zoning districts by Special Permit; and an Adult 
Use Bylaw to regulate the locations of Adult uses to lessen harmful affects on adjacent areas. 


The Board continues to utilize the Geographic Information System to create maps for various studies and public 
hearings. 


In May of 1997, Richard F. MacDonald was elected and Alan P. Fleer re-elected to the Planning Board. As 
a result of reorganization R. Jude Wilber was elected chairman. The Board wishes to thank Dorinda 
Ostermann, who did not seek re-election for her dedicated service to the Board. The Board thanks Renee 
Mitchell who is now attending Architecture School for her contribution as Assistant Planner and the Board also 
thanks members of the many Town Departments, Committees and agencies which contribute their time and 
expertise to the Board’s endeavors.

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LOCAL PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The Representatives of the Falmouth Local Planning committee (LPC) were appointed in October 1990. The 
Committee met eleven times during 1996. E. Neil Helmers resigned in September and the Board wishes to 
thank him for his dedicated service to the Committee. 


During 1996 the Committee and other responsible agencies continued to meet monthly and work on the 
completion of the Town Vision and Growth Policy and Element’s of the Comprehensive Plan. Also, the 
Enterprise published a synopses of the Elements. 


The League of Women Voters and the Local Planning Committee held an open hearing on Falmouth’s Local 
Comprehensive Plan on June 26, 1997 at the Morse Pond School, where sixty-five people attended. A brief 
summary of each element was read and comments and questions from the audience were taken at the end 
of the meeting. The Plan was sent to the Cape Cod Commission for preliminary certification in July. 


The Local Planning Committee wishes to thank the Town Departments and Committees, and the many 
volunteers who have contributed many hours of their time and expertise. Special thanks are extended to Judy 
Stetson, Helen Warren, Doris Epstein, Estelle Frye, Pam Polloni and Cheryl Holdren for their work with the 
committee.

SHELLFISH DEPARTMENT 


This year’s propagation projects included the construction and operation of a shellfish upweller tank at West 
Falmouth Harbor, a contaminated relay of 1158 bushels of quahogs to West Falmouth Harbor, and purchase 
of 80 bushels of clean chowder quahogs to Bourne’s Pond. The upweller tank was installed on the Town Dock 
on Old Dock Road. It was constructed under a grant of $9000.00 from 


Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries and assistance from the Falmouth Shellfishermen’s Association. 
Quahogs seed started from hatchery stock at 2 mm will be grown to field plant size of 10 to 12 mm for 
distribution to Megansett Harbor, West Falmouth Harbor, Bourne’s Pond, and Waquoit Bay in late October 
of 1997. This upweller project is anticipated to grow 500,000 quahogs the first year and the project will be 
repeated and possibly expanded next year. 


A new truck and boat were purchased and put into service this year. A total of 8445 miles were driven in the 
course of patrolling with the new truck from December through June. The boat has been used for patrolling, 
shellfish surveys, and planting shellfish. 


The League of Women’s Voters supplied interns for the summer to do water quality investigations in West 
Falmouth Harbor, The Great Sippewissett Marsh, and Eel River. | would like to thank Ellen Donohoe, Keya 
Bergman, and Joan Peterson for their outstanding work over the summer. The information gathered will 
supplement Division of Marine Fisheries Sanitary Surveys of these areas.

Bay scallop populations remain low, a project to grow 100,000 in the West Falmouth Harbor tank is planned 
for next year. 


This year marked the first year a shellfish permit was required for the taking of herring in Falmouth. The 
surrounding towns have severely regulated this fishery and for the protection of the Falmouth resource, new 
herring regulations were developed. The herring runs are in poor condition and several restoration projects 
are in the planning stages for the Coonamessett River. It is anticipated that a new weir will be constructed 
in the Trunk River this year as well. With assistance from Mr. Jason Chausse, Mr. Even Casey, Cape Cod 
Mosquito Control, and members of the Falmouth Rod and Gun Club, several clean up projects took place in 
the Coonamessett River and Weeks Pond. | would also like to thank the Division of Marine Fisheries for 
stocking both the Coonamessett Pond and Flax Pond with herring.

DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES 


During the year, the Department of Natural Resources has completed an in depth analysis of the status of 
Falmouth’s wildlife. The work includes sections on the wildlife corridor system, the condition of local mammals, 
birds, rare plants, animals, insects as well as unique habitats within the confines of the Town. In developing 
this report, experts from the Massachusetts Division of Fisheries and Wildlife, the Massachusetts Department 
of Marine Fisheries, the National Marine Fisheries Service, The Loyd Center for Environmental Studies, 
Northeastern University’s Biology Department, Cape Cod Bird Club, Land Condition Trend Analysis Program 
at Camp Edwards, and the Compact of Cape Cod Conservation Trusts were consulted, and provided valuable 
information on a variety of topics concerning our local environment. Inthe conclusion section of the document, 
Suggestions are made as to how environmental preservation might be best pursued. The report is available 
at the Falmouth Planning Board. 


The Department worked with the Falmouth Planning Board in revising the Wildlife Corridor Bylaw. At the 
November 1996 Town Meeting, these revisions were accepted. It is our opinion that these changes not only 
make the Wildlife Corridor Bylaw more easy to manage, but also increase its scope to encompass the 
threatened and endangered aspects of the Town’s environment. 


A joint 300 Committee, Falmouth Department of Natural Resources and Falmouth Conservation Commission 
committee has been formed to examine and address conservation land management issues. The Falmouth 
High School Honor Society has also volunteered to work with this committee, and has taken on an active role 
in managing specific parcels of Town owned land. 


The Department has been a member of the Bourne’s Pond Moratorium Committee. This committee has 


implemented policies that will enhance the water quality of that salt pond. A report was made of the 
committee’s findings at the Fall Town Meeting. Its mandate completed, the committee has been dissolved. 
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The first phase of the Cedar Lake remediation project has been completed. The Department of Public Works 
is now preparing documentation to be submitted to Coastal Zone Management for the remainder of the grant 
money for this work. Last year, through the efforts of this department as well as the Falmouth Planning Board 
and the Falmouth Conservation Commission a $37,000.00 State grant was awarded to our Town for the 
purpose of ending road runoff into Cedar Lake. This project should be completed by the Spring of 1998. 


This year, D.N.R. was greatly assisted by Dr. Roxanna Smolowitz, Senior Research Investigator in Pathology 
for the University of Pennsylvania's Laboratory of Aquatic Animal Medicine and Pathology in Woods Hole. At 
our request, she necropsied 5 muskrat from the Broad River area of the Coonamessett River in order to 
determine if they showed any signs of tumors. The results of the necropsies showed no lesions on the animals 
nor tumors. However histological examination of several liver nodules suggested that the animals had been 
afflicted by internal parasites. 


Thanks to funding provided through the League of Woman Voters, the Department of Natural Resources 
received a college intern, Joan Peterson, for special projects. Joan has been assigned to the examination of 
nitrogen loading issues out on the Sea Coast Shores peninsula. She is working closely with Maggie Geist, of 
the Waquoit Bay National Estuarine Research Reserve. Her work centers around determining if there is a need 
to sewer Sea Coast Shores to improve the water quality of Eel River, and possibly Waquoit Bay. 


During the months of April and May, we participated in a joint Environmental Police, D.N.R. and Falmouth 
Police Department dirt bike trails were stacked out by groups of officers while unmarked police A.T.V.’s 
patrolled the woodlands. Fourteen motorcycle operators were cited for a host of violations. 


Falmouth Animal Control was able to access free shelter and animal control software from the Bosack Kruger 
Foundation. A new computer system was acquired and is being used to run the new software. The software 
makes it possible to keep a data base of all activities in animal control including adoptions, impoundments, 
enforcement and animal bite reports. Previously, information had to be looked up manually by year. This 
software is constantly being upgraded and along with requests from other agencies, the foundation works to 
incorporate those requests into future programming changes. For the last part of fiscal 1996 FAC has been 
learning the system and working with the foundation to propose additions to the design. 


A continuation in the mission to hold people responsible for their pets resulted in 5 persons being successfully 
prosecuted for abandoning their pets. Many times dogs are abandoned because their owners can’t control 
them. To assist persons with their pets, the Senior Animal Control Officer began actively training problem pets. 
This assists the community by tackling the problems associated with pet ownership so that problems are solved 
and not repeated. By FAC taking a more pro-active role, citizens can actively see that their dogs can be 
controlled and are more willing to keep their pets and correct their problems rather than burden the town or 
a non-profit shelter with their unwanted animals.

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Forty persons abandoned their dogs at the dog pound in 1996. Only 9 dogs were abandoned outside of the 
pound facility. The rest of the dogs were picked up running loose but were never claimed by their owners. 
Each of these animals had to be held by State law for 10 days before the town could euthanize or adopt them 
out. Having to hold these animals cost the town more than $3,500.00. 


Over 300 by-law citations were written in 1996 for animal related infractions.

A new face welcomed many residents and visitors to the Beach Administration Offices on Surf Drive this 
summer. Kathleen Burke, a longtime summer visitor and now a year round resident of Falmouth, became 
Superintendent of Beaches in May. The new Superintendent hit the ground running with the help of a veteran 
Staff well drilled in the countless preparations required each spring for the summer season. 


Hot, dry summer weather brought a record number of visitors to our beaches again this year. residents and 
visitors to the “east side” enjoyed the convenience of the bath house/concession facilities in its first full season 
of operation at Menauhant Beach. A cooperative effort from several town departments and beach staff resulted 
in a grant which enabled the beach Committee to purchase three handicapped access Surf Chairs. These 
specially designed chairs equipped with inflated tires and colorful umbrellas, opened beaches to many for the 
first time. The purchase of two additional chairs is planned for the 1998 season. 


Thousands of people had a front row seat at the various beaches facing Vineyard sound for the annual Fourth 
of July fireworks display. The end of July saw the Falmouth Sprint Triathalon, held at Surf Drive Beach, with 
600 athletes completing in this annual swim, bike and running event. In August, Falmouth placed an 
impressive second in the Annual Lifeguard Competition in Eastham. 


One of the most important aspects of our summer is our swim lessons program. These lessons, held free at 
every beach for residents children, is perhaps our most important contribution to our Town. What can be more 
important in life than learning a life saving skill such as swimming. Our program helps literally hundreds of our 
children to learn the basics from our pre school age and beginners program progressing to more challenging 
Skills up to our advanced swimmers program for young teens. The culmination of this program is our annual 
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swim meet held at the Massachusetts Maritime Academy pool in August each year. This year the winning 
beaches were the Heights beach in the big beach category and Megansett beach in the small beach category. 
All the swimmers did a great job and we are indebted to our hardworking and dedicated swim instructors. 


Once again thanks and appreciation to our Town Administrator, Peter Boyer and the Selectmen for their 
continued support to the Beach Committee and the staff throughout the year. Also thanks to the very 
supportive personnel from the various departments at Town Hall who are called on from time to time to share 
their expertise to help us get the beaches up and running and keep them running.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


From July 1, 1996 through June 30, 1997, Veterans, their widows, dependent children and parents of World 
War | and II, Korean Conflict, Vietnam and the Persian Gulf were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


One World War |, fifty World War II, sixteen Korean and eight Vietnam veterans died during the year in 
Falmouth. Thirty-two of these veterans were buried at the VA Massachusetts National Cemetery. The widows 
and dependent parents and/or children were assisted in preparing the necessary forms for pensions, burial 
allowance, Social Security claims and grave markers. 


Eighteen markers have been applied for and received for local cemeteries. Suitable markers and flags for all 
veterans interred in local cemeteries have been taken care of and there were three indigent veteran burials. 
We have continued marking all veterans’ graves in local cemeteries with seals and updating the list of veterans 
buried in each of our local cemeteries. We hope that this will make it easier to put the flags out for Memorial 
Day. 


Approximately thirty-seven VA eligibility verification reports were completed by this department to insure 
continuation of VA pensions for veterans and their dependents. 


As of the last Federal census and the Department of Veterans Affairs the veteran population of Falmouth was 
4,198. This office processed one Persian Gulf application for a Massachusetts state bonus and two 
applications for Vietnam state bonus’, and assisted approximately eight hundred veterans and dependents in 
filing for education benefits, on the job training, pensions, VA mortgages, tax abatements and many other 
benefits throughout the year, accounting for over $3,850,000.00 in Federal VA benefits coming into this town. 


In June 1997 the Massachusetts Veterans Service Agents Association together with all the major service 
organizations held a march at the State House to fight for increased benefits for veterans. As a result of that 
meeting with the legislators of the Commonwealth we managed to obtain the first increase in almost thirty-five 
years on tax abatements for war-time service connencted disabled veterans and an annuity for Gold-Star 
parents which which commence on July 1, 1998. 
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Since It is my intention to retire in the next Fiscal year, | wish to take this opportunity to thank the Town officials 
| have worked under and the members of the local veterans posts and the Falmouth Veterans Council for all 
their assistance over the past twenty-two years and for always placing the needs of the veteran and their 
dependent first. | hope when | am gone they will continue to support the needs of all our veterans.

FALMOUTH COUNCIL ON AGING 


The John DeMello Senior Center enrolled over 350 new members during the past year. Many of the seniors 
take advantage of the varied services and activities which make up a busy week at the Center. During a typical 
month, there are 37 separate activities and services offered. 


Many new programs and services have been initiated during the past year. One of the most exciting, popular, 
and beneficial is the Osteoporosis Prevention Exercise Program. The program demands a six-month 
commitment from the participants. The Governor's Council of Physical Fitness provided financial aid which 
went to the purchasing of special weights worn during the exercise program. Over 40 seniors have made this 
long-term commitment to improve their health. 


Through the initiative of our Outreach Coordinator and the dedication of some wonderful volunteers, the 
monthly newsletter "The Soundings”, is now read and recorded on cassette tapes and mailed to at present 
10-12 visually impaired seniors. 


A pharmacy assistance program has been implemented and many seniors have taken advantage of this 
financial assistance. 


Through the vote of Selectmen and Town Meeting, the hours of the Principal Office Assistance at the Center 
have been extended to thirty hours. 


The senior mini-van continues to provide much needed assistance to hundreds of seniors with transportation 
to essential services. 


Over 1075 seniors were offered the opportunity to receive their flu shot at the Senior Center, administered by 
the Upper Cape Cod Visiting Nurses Association. 


Many interesting and very popular bus trips have become a monthly event for many seniors. New vistas and 
new experiences have been enjoyed by the senior participants. 
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The Friendly Visitor program continues to grow and respond to the urgent help needed by many seniors. 


The Outreach Program here at the Senior Center and the Falmouth Human Services Department have joined 
into two very worthwhile projects which as on-going programs continue to assist needy seniors.

WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD AND NANTUCKET 
STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


This past year has brought a multitude of issues and potential solutions to be dealt with by the Steamship 
Authority and the results have been very positive as the Authority looks ahead to the twenty-first century. 


The year started with Board decisions to implement an Automobile “Reservations Only” policy, in season, 
Thursday through Monday; an expanded Reservation Bureau with new computer programs designed to reduce 
reservation abuses, and a preliminary decision to replace the “Islander” ferry. 


The Woods Hole Terminal, as a result, eliminated traffic congestion, noise, brought order to the chaos of 
previous years. 


Along with the Board approval of the General Manager’s Strategic Business Plan, which dealt with, among 
other subjects, the direction of freight handling; decisions to defer the “Islander” replacement were made, and 
modifications approved to lengthen, widen and enclose two freight vessels, giving them drive through capability. 
Also, schedules were amended to implement increased freight capacity on the Hyannis - Nantucket run for the 
1998 season. This plan also proposed a pilot program to run a high speed ferry service from Hyannis to 
Nantucket in 1998, and this is close to implementation after Board approval. 


Purchase of an interim and backup freight vessel was deferred after Congressman Delahunt’s office was able 
to assist the Authority in being awarded a Coast Guard vessel which was no longer needed in New York, and 
the M/V Governor will arrive here in November. 


The management of parking overflows in Falmouth were successfully accommodated by two new Bourne lots 
as an interim measure. The parking facility on the Otis Military Reservation is scheduled to open in 1998 and 
considerable progress has been made on it. 


The Hyannis Terminal construction is complete and joins the previously built transportation facilities of the 
Steamship Authority. Design work for the Woods Hole Terminal construction is scheduled to begin in 1998 with 
community input sought from residents of Woods Hole and Falmouth once it begins. 


Traffic figures for the period to October 1997 reflect a small decrease (1%) in cars carried, and a small 
increase in passengers (1.5%), on the Martha’s Vineyard route. 
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1996-97 will be a year that will be seen as a pivotal year for the Authority for years to come. The Board of 
Governors, of which | am Falmouth’s appointed member, have wrestled with establishing new policy in many 
different areas, and without the outstanding work of Armand Tiberio, the General Manager, and his able staff, 
we could not as a team accomplished so much and had these decisions implemented so well.

SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURERS 


In accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, testing and sealing of weights and 
measuring devices were conducted in the Town of Falmouth. The State’s Division of Standards provided 
assistance and equipment for the testing of large capacity truck scales and oil truck meters. 


A total of 624 weighing and measuring devices were tested for accuracy and condition. Those devices that 
met the prescribed standards were sealed; some were adjusted and sealed; and some were condemned. 


The sum of $5,932.00 was collected in fees as of June 30, 1997 and deposited in the Town Treasurer. 


The State prohibits the sale of advertising of wood by the cord. Wood will be advertised and sold by the cubic 
foot, and a bill of sale must be presented to the consumer by the seller with the buyer’s name and address, 
plus amount of wood in cubic feet, and the total price. For the consumer's protection, when wood is delivered 
we suggest measuring the wood before it is accepted and paid for.

FALMOUTH HISTORICAL COMMISSION

Our work of preserving and protecting the historic assets of Falmouth continues as our most important 
responsibility. 


Last Dec. 7 we celebrated the placement of the Falmouth Village Green and the Old Burying Ground on the 
National Register of Historic Places at the Falmouth Historical Society. This was the culmination of several 
years work. 


This year we have been busy with a $20,000 town-supported project, which the Massachusetts Historical 
Commission approved, for writing National Register nominations for the West and North Falmouth Historic 
Districts. This project also included nominations for the Long Pond Pumping Station, the old Town Poor House, 
now the Artists Guild, the Central Fire Station on Main Street and the old Lawrence School, now the Chamber 
of Commerce office. All six nominations will be voted on by the Massachusetts Historical Commission on Dec. 
10, 1997, after the local Commission’s meeting, with local property owners and consultants on 

Nov. 24 1997. 


Our Commission has been well represented on the Main Street project by Jean McCluskey and Bill Burwell 
who were asked to focus on local materials, local history, and scenic vistas in their deliberation on paving and 
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lighting, signage and landscaping for the project. 


The Archaeological Study, supported by our Commission, gave its public report to the Woods Hole Historical 
Conversation on Sept. 30, 1996. The Archaeological Subcommittee has also met with the Falmouth Planning 
Board about future protection of archaeological sites in Falmouth. 


The Commission has been very concerned with the future of the Emerald House on Davisville Road, which the 
town acquired as part of its conservation land purchases. We support the committee’s suggestion of a 
museum of the town’s Portuguese heritage with a focus on using the former strawberry farm behind the house 
as community/school gardens. 


We voted to oppose the state’s plan to widen Route 28 from Teaticket to Central Avenue and are working with 
town and state engineers to maintain the Church Street bridge as a modest wooden structure. 


We have been working with the School Building Needs Committee with the hope of saving the Mullen School 
as an early 20th century educational building within the village of Falmouth. 

Finally, our Local Comprehensive Plan has been finished and we are working to implement it. Our enthusiastic 
support for the restoration of Highfield Hall continues.

FALMOUTH SUBSTANCE ABUSE COMMISSION 


The Falmouth Substance Abuse Commission was created in 1987. The Commission’s mission statement Is 
as follows: To increase the positive efforts which seek to enhance the local communities prevention of alcohol, 
tobacco, and drug abuse through a purposeful and assertive process of changing conditions that promote 
alcohol and drug abuse. During FY97 many initiatives ties to our mission statement were completed. They 
are as follows. 


Co-sponsored a summer pilot project at the Falmouth Recreational Department. It consisted of six Friday night 
dances in which students decided the format. 


Co-sponsored with Together We Can a "Circle of Life” Workshop with the hopes of future training for Falmouth 
teachers. We feel it was pertinent especially because of all the deaths which have occurred among high 
school students statewide. 


Organized a round table of diversified community members, including members of the Commission, the police, 
high school faculty and others which met to see if the community could help promote a substance abuse free 
atmosphere at the high school. 


Initiated a “fishbowl” series. A fishbowl is two circles. One was made up of adult community members and 
one made up of high school students. The inner circle first discussed what they thought of substance abuse 
with the outer circle listening. Then the circles changed. It was deemed a great success with the students 
requesting more fishbowls which ideas of how to prevent substance abuse among high school students 
developed. 


Organized a training session with consultant, Steven Andrew, students and Commission members to help 
organize thoughts on how to move ahead with the ideas that were being developed. 


Provided selection of books and video tapes pertaining to the causes of substance abuse to the Falmouth 
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libraries. We were also able to supply the Falmouth High School Library with books specifically requested by 
the Health Department at the School. 


Arranged for a consultant to help develop a program for Commission members to use to educate the Falmouth 
Community.

HISTORY 


Formed in 1948, the Falmouth Housing Authority (FHA) has provided support for local housing initiatives that 
provide needed rental housing opportunities, with the support of the Federal Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) and the State Department of Communities and Development (DHCD). The mission of the 
Falmouth Housing Authority is to operate low rent Elderly/Disabled and Family Housing, to establish eligibility 
and rent requirements, and to provide decent, safe, and sanitary housing. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority maintains 302 units of public housing; one Chapter 689 special needs home 
for eight residents; plus slightly under 500 units of scattered site, privately owned housing under the Section 
8 (Federal) and Massachusetts Rental Voucher Program (State) rental assistance programs. 


The Authority is governed by a five member Board of Commissioners, one appointed by the Governor and four 
elected by the voters in the Town of Falmouth. The Board is required by law to make policy decisions on 
current and future programs, to determine how they are to be administered, and to obtain and protect monies 
to keep them operating. The Authority is a public corporation on which the commissioners serve as governing 
directors. 


FISCAL YEAR 1997 IN REVIEW 


The Falmouth Housing Authority during fiscal year 1997 continued to build on the momentum established 
during the past few years. It had success in developing some new programs, in attracting additional 
modernization money, in expanding or continuing programs originally seeded with funds from Town Meeting, 
and it has leveraged its funds to achieve major improvements in nine of its family housing units scattered 
throughout Falmouth. 


In June of 1997, the Falmouth Housing Authority held a special ceremony to re-name the Harborview 


Apartments to the Charles B. Haynes Harborview Apartments in honor of Charlie Haynes. Charlie retired in 
1996, after serving 20 years on the Housing Authority’s Board of Commissioners. During those 20 years, 
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Charlie also served the community of Falmouth in a number of other capacities and the Falmouth Housing 
Authority felt it appropriate that he be recognized and remembered for his contributions to the community. 


In fiscal 1996 the Falmouth Housing Authority and the Board of Selectmen entered into a three-year agreement 
that created a pool of money amounting to $12,900. The Selectmen agreed to use the $8,600 normally paid 
to the Town as a payment in lieu of taxes for our family houses and the Housing Authority agreed to use $4,300 
of its Section 8 Reserves. The money could only be spent on these family houses and the Town Administrator 
and Executive Director of the Housing Authority would jointly determine how the money would be spent. 


These funds for fiscal 1996 and 1997 were pooled to expand a state-funded lead paint abatement award from 
a $50,000 program just for lead paint to a $136,000 program for both lead abatement and modernization work. 
The only reason the program was expanded was because we agreed to put $24,000 into it from this special 
pool of funds. It was the best $24,000 spent in FY’97. 


Back in 1994 the Town Meeting helped the Housing Authority fund the part-time position of Service 
Coordinator. The Falmouth and Barnstable Housing Authorities joined together and hired a full-time person 
to work part-time at each agency. When the Legislature provided funds for Service Coordinators, in 1996, 
Falmouth and Barnstable were given a joint award based on both our needs and the fact we had already 
established such a program on our own. In the fall of 1996, Falmouth and Barnstable hired another Service 
Coordinator and now both authorities have their own full-time Service Coordinator. It wouldn’t have happened 
without the initial support from the Town Meeting. 


Another program that the Town Meeting provided seed money for is the Falmouth Homeless Prevention 
Program. That program received $14,000 in FY’97 from the Town Meeting and another $16,000 was privately 
raised for it, primarily by the special Walk in July that is the last lap of Bob Murray’s annual walk from 
Provincetown to Falmouth to raise money for housing programs throughout the Cape. 


A new state-funded rental assistance program for non-elderly disabled individuals began in FY’97 and the 
Falmouth Housing Authority received 34 rental vouchers for this population. Although 34 vouchers doesn’t 
sound like many, ours was the fifth highest award in the Commonwealth. 


During FY’97, between the state and federal governments, the Falmouth Housing Authority received and spent 
nearly $500,000 in modernization work for both our family housing units and elderly/disabled housing 
developments. 


A special energy conservation program allowed the Falmouth Housing Authority to replace all the boilers at the 
Salt Sea Apartments for an investment by the Authority of approximately $9,000. The Authority will re-capture 
this amount and more just from the energy savings over the next five years. The state will also save on their 
share of the energy costs during that period and beyond. 


In February of 1997, the Falmouth and Barnstable Housing Authorities entered into a special program with the 
County Sheriff to have a prison work crew do special projects. The total program cost was $20,000 for each 
authority and we receive five prisoners and a guard five days per week for 24 weeks each. From February 
through July, this crew applied vinyl siding on one of our family houses, painted all the trim at Salt Sea 
Apartments, and applied vinyl siding to two buildings at Rose Morin. These are all projects that could not have 
been done without this program. 


Throughout the year the Falmouth Housing Authority has worked with both the Falmouth Housing Trust and 


a private developer to create additional affordable housing opportunities for Falmouth residents, both families 
and individuals. 
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Arthur Doyle, the Chairman of the Board of Commissioners, was re-appointed to another 5-year term by 
Governor Weld in August of 1996. Arthur is presently the longest serving commissioner on the Board, having 
served twelve years. 


A pilot program was begun at the Charles B. Haynes Harborview Apartments during FY’97 involving the 
residents in custodial work in their building. The residents are paid a small hourly rate and do such chores 
as vacuuming, washing windows, sweeping the sidewalks, picking up litter, and cleaning the laundry room and 
public rest rooms. The result has been a better looking building and some residents with a little extra money 
in their pockets--a win-win program for everyone. 


Peter Kirwin, our Hearing Officer and John Magnani, our Alternate Hearing Officer were both re-appointed for 
three-year terms in December of 1996. 


All the successes at the FHA don’t just happen. They happen because people of good will have come together 
to help those in our community in need. The support the FHA has received from the people of Falmouth is 
most appreciated. We'd also like to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Town Administrator, the Human 
Services Department, the Public Works Department and the Police and Fire Departments. And a very special 
thanks to the Clergy Association and the Town Meeting for their trust, their faith, and their financial support. 


Despite all this marvelous support, there’s one group that is perhaps the biggest factor in all the good things 
happening at the Falmouth Housing Authority. For this group has the power to say yea or nay to whatever is 
brought before it. Fortunately for me as Executive Director and for the Authority, this group has had the faith, 
the vision, and the commitment necessary to make happen what’s happening at the FHA. My personal thanks 
for all their support go to the Board of Commissioners of the Falmouth Housing Authority.

DESIGN REVIEW COMMITTEE 


The Design Review Committee was created by town meeting in April of 1991, and was charged with advising 
the Building Commissioner, the Planning Board, the Zoning Board of Appeals, and to make recommendations 
to the Board of Selectmen on sign code variance requests. 


Our job is to consider the aesthetic impact of commercial construction on the proposed neighborhoods, and 
to make appropriate recommendations to the various boards. There is no obligation for these applicants to 
even come to the Design Review Committee meetings, although an explanation sheet is available at the 
board’s offices for such attendance. 


We have noted an improvement with the referrals from the Planning Board as we have seen many more 
commercial elevations than in the past. The referrals from the Zoning Board of Appeals seemed to have gone 
the reverse with more absences than presentations made. 


This year, we instituted a new procedure of viewing the applications made to both boards by the additional 
work of our newest member, Sue Ellen Walker, who has agreed to follow such applications at the respective 
offices, and to report back which of the applications we should really take a closer look at. So far, we have 
not had to call any applicants for their cooperation in attending such meetings. 
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The following represents the applications our committee reviewed:

No. of presentations: 2 


The major task of the DRC was to assist the Building Commissioner and the Board of Selectmen with the 
recommendation of 144 sign Permits for the year, exactly double the applications of last year: 


No. of signs approved as presented: 67 or 47% 
No. of signs approved after discussion: 35 or 24% 
No. of signs recommended for variance: 22 or 15% 
No. of signs not recommended/variance: 9 or 6% 
No. of signs continued or denied: 11 or 8% 


We have noted an increase in the applications to go to the selectmen for approval for variances, which 
complicates their calendar with unnecessary business that they generally agree with anyway. There were a 
total of 22 applications that could have been approved at the Design Review Committee level without bothering 
the selectmen and otherwise wasting their time agreeing with the DC. For that reason, we have submitted an 
article for the next town meeting, asking for the authority to approve sign code variances. 


The committee was pleased with one sign application which required the cooperation of the applicant although 
the sign code was not much help. Brooks Pharmacy agreed to reduce the letters on the building from 4 feet 
in height to 3 feet to match many other businesses in town.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The Health Department performed multiple routine inspections of all year-round, seasonal and temporary food 
service establishments. A primary goal of the Health Department is to promote safe food service to the public 
through a program of frequent restaurant inspections, timely re-inspections and education of managers and 
foodhandlers. 


The Health Department maintains a supply of vaccines for the control of certain communicable diseases. 
These biological materials are supplied to the Town by the State Department of Public Health at no cost and 
are distributed free to local health care providers, the Falmouth School system and the nursing services 
contracted by the Board of Health. A total of 2900 flu immunizations were administered to eligible Falmouth 
residents at local long term health care facilities and public clinics. 


The Falmouth Board of Health continued its annual household hazardous waste collection program at the 


County Fairgrounds in Hatchville. This service benefits the community by providing residents the opportunity 
to dispose of hazardous materials in an environmentally safe manner. Collections were conducted in the Fall 
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of 1996 and the Spring of 1997 with a total of 830 household participating. 


The 1995 changes to Title 5 of the State Environmental Code require inspection of subsurface sewage disposal 
systems prior to the transfer of a title to a property. These changes have contributed to a 30% increase in the 
number of septic repair permits issued annually. 


This effect of regulatory and market forces combining to produce an increase in voluntary septic system 
upgrades will improve the quality of effluent Falmouth discharges to its groundwater.

FALMOUTH HISTORICAL DISTRICTS COMMISSION 


One hundred and seven applications for a Certificate of Appropriateness were received for review by the 
Historic Districts Commission during the past year. Of these, 25, by reason of their location or the nature of 
the work Involved, were judged not to require a hearing. Their approval was validated by an authorized 
signature. Fourteen meetings were held by the Commission at which the remaining applications were 
reviewed. Eighty Certificates of Appropriateness were granted, including 19 containing conditions.

A paid recording secretary was provided by the Town, who served from September, 1996, until her resignation 
the following May. 


Member Charles Orr remained the Commission’s liaison with the Main Street Revitalization Committee, with 
whom he represented the Commission's point of view until his resignation in December 1996. 


After having served on the Commission for seventeen years, Nathalie Cary chose not to accept reappointment 
in June, 1997, and alternate member, Beverly Klink resigned in June. The Commission enters the next fiscal 
year with a membership of only four and with three vacancies. 


Funding was procured to finance a pair of brochures. A half of that goal has been achieved with the 
completion of the first brochure. It introduces property owners to the goals of the Commission and their 
importance to the Town. In the second brochure, the legislation, guidelines, and application procedure will 
be discussed and a map of the town provided, which will indicate the districts. 


"Publication of such [brochures] may help forestall some of the Commission's administrative problems which 
have persisted over many years, [in part] the product of inadequate public communication. Enforcement 
continues to be a dilemma. The pressures of economic interests steadily erode the town’s historic landscapes 
and settings. It is hoped that the goals of the historic districts legislation will, through means of improved 
communication, receive wide understanding and support.” This paragraph concluded last year’s annual report 
and remains relevant today.

FALMOUTH COUNCIL FOR THE ARTS 


The Falmouth Council for the Arts meets the first Wednesday of each month from September through June. 
Falmouth Public Library has generously provided our meeting space except on those nights when grant 
decisions require longer time than library closing schedule allows; Falmouth High School Library and Falmouth 
Community TV station have met our extended needs. 


By the state-mandated deadline of October 16, 1996, your Council for the Arts has received 42 applications 
requesting $51,182 for money disbursed by the Massachusetts Cultural Council from Arts Lottery money. 
Falmouth’s share was $5,668. Council members rated each application on artistic and community value giving 
preference to applications from Falmouth and Cape Cod. The Council chose to fund the following 19 
applications with a total of $5,900, using grant money from the previous year to make up the difference:

In addition to distributing state funds The Falmouth Council for the Arts has made an effort to honor at least 
one Falmouth artist each spring with its Elaine Pear Cohen Development Award. The Council raises funds 
for the award by holding an edible art show in March or April called “You Art What You Eat.” The gala fund- 
raising event attracts artists, restauranteurs and residents of all ages to create whimsical edible art to display, 
judge and consume. Local musicians entertain during the festivities. 


All funds raised at “You Are What You Eat” as well as private donations go into the Elaine Pear Cohen Career 
Development Fund. On years when the fund reaches $1000, the Council advertises for applications from 
Falmouth artists and makes an award to one or more people. Applications for the award may attend the 
Council’s February meeting to present work and explain how they would use the grant money. All applicants 
must have been Falmouth residents for at least two years. 


Of the eight artists making career development award applications in 1996, the Council chose to honor Damon 
Gayer, a watercolorist from North Falmouth, with $1000 for continued study; Marita Burns, a ceramicist from 
West Falmouth, with $500 for studio improvements; and Ron Smith, an art furniture maker from Falmouth, with 
$500 for workshop enlargements. The Arts Council introduced the winners and presented them with award 
certificates at "You Art What You Eat” at Liam Maguire’s Irish Pub on Main Street, on March 10.

FALMOUTH COMMISSION ON DISABILITIES 


By vote of the Town Meeting our commission now is known as the Commission on Disabilities. This in no way 
changed our goal of making Falmouth the best place in the state for all its citizens. This is my second year 
as Chairman of the commission. Our group works well together and Jayme Diaz as ADA coordinator is a 
definite plus for the town. 
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Last year we listed several goals for the commission, both long and short term. They include: Establishment 
of a parking patrol -- this program is in the formative stages with the help of Chief Cusolito. The survey of 
restaurants, hotels and motels is being done by mail and we will have a much better handle on accessible 
places for all when we have tabulated the results. Business must realize the benefits of being accessible to 
all. We have done two live call- in T.V. shows and are going to do a third one in October. Tapes of the shows 
are available to loan to interested parties. A news letter on things of interest to people with disabilities has 
been put out. The second addition Is in the process of being put together. Handicapped parking on Main 
Street and in other areas of town is being addressed with the cooperation of Peter Boyer and the various town 
departments. Curb cuts, snow removal, and all the problems that face those with disabilities will continue to 
be addressed. 


We have met monthly with various town officials, the Chamber of Commerce, Jim Dougan from the Mass. 
Commission on Handicapped Affairs, and the Beach Committee to try to meet the needs of those with 
disabilities, visible and invisible. Some of the highlights of the year have been; the purchase of three beach 
chairs with more to come, the census to find how many people we can be of assistance to, the new temporary 
parking placards, E 911 service with those with disabilities, and assistance to churches such as Church of the 
Messiah and West Falmouth Methodist church in helping them to make their facilities accessible to all. 


We hope to see all businesses and public areas in town welcome any person, native or visitor, to be able to 
use all the facilities in town. Thanks to Peter Boyer, Heather Harper and all the town staff who have helped 
in raising public awareness to the needs of those with disabilities. “There but for the Grace of God go |.”

During periods of rapid building activity, that is when permit issuance would bring the townwide 
total to more than two hundred fifty (250) single family dwellings authorized within twelve (12) 
consecutive months beginning April 6, 1987, including those permits in current application but not 
permits which have lapsed or been withdrawn, the Building Commissioner shall only issue permits for 
construction of new single family dwellings for applications which are allowed under any of the 
following: 
A. Small developer: not more than five (5) single family dwellings have been authorized on permits 
issued to any one (1) applicant within the twelve (12) month period; 
B. Small development: permit issuance will result in not more than five (6) new single family dwellings 
have been authorized by the town within the twelve (12) month period for this lot plus all contiguous 
property which has been in the same ownership at any time subsequent to the protection against 
subsequent zoning change granted to land shown as a definitive subdivision plan by MGL C. 40A, 
Section 6; 
C. A lot, or lots, subject to a valid special permit or variance; or 
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D. Alot, or lots, located within a Planned Residential Development and subject to subdivision phasing 
and/or growth limitations or within a subdivision having received Planning Board approval or shown on 
a plan endorsed by the Planning Board; or individual lot owners within said subdivision or development. 
Not included in the single family dwelling density calculations are the following: assisted living units, 
affordable housing units, multifamily dwelling projects approved by the Zoning Board of Appeals, and 
Accessory Apartments. Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of Stephen H.

VOTED: By a unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Monday, April 13, 1998 the Town elected 
the following persons to serve as members of the Finance Committee for five year terms: Bryan W. 
Anderson, Adrian C.J. Dufresne, Stephen S. Fassett, Jo-Anne LeMoine, Frederic Schneider, Jr. and 
to accept the nomination of the Town Moderator, Joseph A. Netto, to the position of Watchman of the 
Warrant. 


ARTICLE 2: To hear reports of Committees and Town Officers and act thereon. 
VOTED: On Monday, April 13, 1998, the report of the Cable Advisory Committee was heard and 
accepted by a unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to adopt and approve M.G.L. Chapter 44, Section 53E 
relative to establishing a revolving fund for the expenditures of updating the Code of the Town of 
Falmouth. All receipts shall be deposited to this fund. Expenditures from said fund shall be authorized 
by the Town Clerk and shall not exceed $7,000 in Fiscal Year 1999. The Town Clerk shall report 
annually to the Board of Selectmen the total amount of receipts and expenditures for the preceding 
fiscal year. This fund shall be authorized annually at which time the above-mentioned provisions may 
be amended by an Annual Town Meeting vote.

VOTED: By a majority vote, a quorum being present on Monday, April 13, 1998 the Town voted to 
accept the recommendation of the Board of Selectmen that the town adopt and approve Chapter 44, 
Section 53E 1/2 of the Massachusetts General Laws for the purposes of Article 3 as requested. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to settle claims and suits which 
are pending or may arise against the Town. Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request 
of the Board of Selectmen. 

VOTED: By a unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Monday, April 13, 1998 the Town voted to 
approve Article 5 as requested.

"§240-36.A. Agriculture, horticulture and floriculture including farms, cranberry bogs, dairies, truck 
gardens, greenhouses and natural ice harvesting activities. On lots of two (2) acres or more: nurseries.” 
Or do or take any other action on this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 

VOTED: By a unanimous vote, a quorum being present on Monday, April 13, 1998, that Articie VII! of 
the Zoning Bylaw is amended for the purposes of Article 13 as requested. 


ARTICLE 14: To see if the Town will vote to amend Article XXIl - Parking Requirements - of the Zoning 
Bylaw by amending §240-109.E. by adding the word setbacks” after the words "front yard” so as to 
read in its pertinent part: 

"No part of any private parking area having five (5) or more parking spaces shall be located within a 
front yard setbacks as defined...

Single or two family dwelling on a lot held in separate ownership and by the same owner for at 
least one year 
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f. Single family dwelling located in a subdivision subject to a current development phasing covenant 
The provisions of this Article shall not be applicable to permits for the enlargement, restoration or 
reconstruction of a dwelling in existence as April 13, 1998. 

§240-9 PROTECTION AGAINST ZONING CHANGE 

Any protection against zoning changes provided by c. 40A §6 GL or this Bylaw shall be extended by 
a period equal to the time in which a building permit could not issue under the provisions of this Article. 

§240-10 TERMINATION DATE 

This Article will remain in effect until amended or repealed by action of Town Meeting, or until May 1, 
2002, which ever occurs first. 

2) Amend the zoning bylaw by taking the definition of Affordable dwelling from §240-10 and placing 
it into Article Ill - Definitions 

Or do or take any other action on this matter. On request of the Planning Board. 

AMENDMENT: Change 220 to 200 wherever 220 appears in Article 15. 

VOTE ON THE AMENDMENT: By a counted vote of 126 in favor and 90 opposed, a quorum being 
present on Monday, April 13, 1998, Article 15 is amended to change 220 to 200 at all places 220 
appears in Article 15. 

VOTED: By a counted vote of 175 in favor and 12 opposed, a quorum being present on Monday, April 
13, 1998, Article 15 is approved as amended to read as follows: 

The Zoning Bylaw is amended deleting Article Il - Development Rate Limitation and by inserting the 
following: 

1) Article I| BUILDING PERMIT LIMITATION 

§240-6 PURPOSE 

To ensure that the issuance of building permits for residential development occurs in an orderly and 
predictable fashion so that the Town can: 1) provide adequate municipal services and infrastructure 
improvements in a timely fashion to support new development, 2) guard against large variations in 
growth rates which could adversely affect the Town’s environmental resources, economy and land 
values and, 3) provide incentives for the construction of affordable housing units, 4) have the time to 
plan effectively by studying the effects of residential growth on the Town’s character and natural 
resources.

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§240-10 TERMINATION DATE 

This Article will remain in effect until amended or repealed by action of Town Meeting, or until May 1, 
2002, which ever occurs first.

law before which special permits must be issued by both the FCC and the FAA). Or do or take any 
other action in this matter.

Notwithstanding any other provision of Chapter 195, Section 7, the following areas may be exempted 
from smoking restrictions as provided in Section IV, B2 of the Falmouth Board of Health Regulations 
adopted on April 28, 1997: 

1) hotel and motel rooms rented to guests, unless designated as nonsmoking; 
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2) private or semi-private rooms of nursing homes and long-term care facilities occupied by one or 
more patients, all of whom are smokers, who have requested in writing on the facility admission form 
to be placed in rooms where smoking is permitted; and 

3) limousines for hire, when the driver and all passengers consent to smoking in the vehicle. 
Variances from Section 195-7. 

Written application for a variance from Section 195-7 may be made to the Board of Health. The Board 
may grant a variance in circumstances where a literal enforcement of the provisions of Section 195-7 
would involve substantial hardship to the applicant and where the desired relief may be granted without 
substantial detriment to the public good and without nullifying or substantially detracting from the intent 
and purpose of Section 195-7. The Board of Health may grant a variance to Section 195-7, provided 
that: 

1) The number of seats covered by the variance does not exceed 30 percent of a "Food Service 
Establishment” or 100 percent of a “Bar/Lounge” total interior seating capacity; 

2) the "Designated Smoking Area” of a "Food Establishment” is physically enclosed and separated 
from “Designated Nonsmoking Area” and 

3) the “Designated Smoking Area” is equipped with a properly maintained and fully functional 
ventilation system. Ventilation systems shall comply with the Massachusetts State Building Code (sixth 
edition) that is based on the 1993 BOCA Mechanical Code for Smoking Lounges.

ADMINISTRATOR’S REPORT 


The Town of Falmouth’s administration reflects a new maturity as we become more familiar with the 
Home Rule Charter established in 1990 and reviewed by a Charter Study Committee in 1998. With 
this maturity, our local government is more responsive to individual resident concerns and more 
responsible as we strive to meet global objectives. This maturity comes with the strengthened ability 
and leadership of our important department heads including the recently appointed Fire Chief, Police 
Chief, Harbor Master and Shellfish Warden. One effort to improve leadership, was a management 
Study focused on the organizational structure of the Police Department. The study findings were 
presented to the Board of Selectmen in the spring, and found that the Town of Falmouth offers 
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exemplary public safety and related services within an antiquated management structure. The study 
recommended a shift in management responsibilities and ‘division’ oriented approach to public 
safety. The Town Administrator, Police Chief and Boara of Selectmen support the objectives 
recommended. The first major effort to implement this study came with the inclusion of an added 
Captains position in the Police Department within a personnel plan also proposed by the Town 
Administrator during this reporting period. 


The five year personnel plan proposed by the Town Administrator reflects long standing requests by 
Town departments for added personnel. This proposed addition of new positions and staff is the first 
major staffing enhancement in many years. While the personnel pian is significant (approximately 
$500,000 in salary and wages), each position is justified by a municipal need. The plan proposes a 
constant increase in payroll of $100,000 per year over a five year period through FYO3. Also in the 
arena of personnel services, the Town Administrator concluded labor negotiations with the Police, 
Department of Public works and Library unions culminating in contract through 2001. AFSCME and Fire 
union negotiations are ongoing at this writing. 


The Towns ability to meet the growing needs of our community is reinforced by the provision of a 
balanced budget each year by the Town Administrator and by the continued refinement of the annual 
and five year capital plan The Administrator and staff evaluate capital needs and their effect on the 
Town's ability service long and short term debt. This evaluation includes a search for external 
resources and innovative funding opportunities. One example of this is the 0% interest loan acquired 
for the capping of landfill schedule in FY99. This loan offered through the Department of 
Environmental Protection, is the equivalent of a 50% grant and significantly reduces the town’s debt 
burden for the life of the landfill capping bond issue. The closure of the traditional landfill and the 
development of a municipal waste management facility is a complex transition which was an important 
project during this reporting period. The Town Administrator also negotiated the purchase of the 
municipal street lighting system in an effort to reduce operational expenses. 


Several other projects culminated in FY98 including the installation of water mains in the Hatchville 
area of Boxberry Hill Road and Cloverfield Way. These mains were installed as a result of an 
agreement with the Massachusetts Military Reservation to protect drinking water quality for the 
residents of Falmouth. Water quality continues as an important issue for the Town of Falmouth and 
this year’s focus was broad, including cranberry bog production in the Coonamessett River, the 
development of a Facilities Planning Committee for the Waste Water Treatment Facility, the creation 
of the Ashumet Plume Citizens Committee, charged with evaluating water quality in the watershed 
areas of Green, Great and Bournes Pond, and the continued work toward constructing the New Silver 
Beach Neighborhood Waste Water Treatment Facility. Each the aforementioned projects represent 
many hundreds of hours of technical study, engineering and public participation and lay the 
groundwork for Falmouth’s water and waste water strategies for the coming century. 


Another major success was the completion of the Main Street Revitalization project. Merchant 
reported a 30% to 50% increase in volume and sales in the summer season and attribute much of this 
increase to the new decorative street lighting and physical improvements on Main Street. As a result 
of the economic advantage provided by the first phase of the Main Street project, Governor Cellucci 
announced the funding of $1.7 million for the phase two utility pole relocation. This project began in 
earnest in May of 1998 following the Governor’s announcement and the relocation construction is 
planned for the spring of 1999. 


These projects only scratch the surface of the day to day activities of the Office of the Administrator 
but provide an idea of the projects and concerns that overarch daily thoughts and actions. The Town 
of Falmouth is fortunate to have a talented and committed team of departments, committees and 
commissions available to focus on issues in detail. The resources available at both the staff and 
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community level are vital components of each project completed by the Town. This talent pool is 
continuously and repeatedly tapped and each time Falmouth is rewarded with remarkable technical 
advice and community vision. 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen began Fiscal Year 1998 again with the same members as the previous year. 
Selectmen Virginia Valiela and Matthew Patrick were both reelected. The board continues to work 
together toward consensus while at the same time differing points of view and perspective are 
expressed. 


The Charter Review Committee completed its work in the fall of 1997. The Annual Spring Town 
Meeting in April of 1998 voted the recommendations of the committee followed by a ballot vote at the 
May election whereby the amendments to the charter passed by a wide margin. The Charter Review 
Committee has continued to work and provide oversight to the implementation of the amendments. 
The Board of Selectmen have new responsibilities under the its general powers and policy leadership. 


A number of important committees were appointed during this fiscal year. A Facilities Advisory 
Committee was established to review and prioritize town building needs. Its first responsibility was to 
determine whether or not the Falmouth Fire and Rescue Headquarters building on Main Street could 
be renovated and remain on Main Street. This effort followed a defeat in the May election for an 
appropriation to build a new headquarters on Dillingham Avenue. The committee also worked with 
town officials and Friends of Falmouth Dogs to review building needs for the Animal Control Facility. 


Waterways issues were very prominent this year. The board appointed several harbor management 
committees to make recommendations to the board concerning Quissett Harbor, Green Pond, and 
Waquoit Bay. The Mooring Task Force completed its work on regulations for all the harbors. Town 
Meeting approved the articles which gave the Board of Selectmen the authority to regulate the harbors 
and waterways. 


In the last few years, the Barnstable County Agricultural Society has requested the Board of Selectmen 
on an annual basis to increase the number of days for the Barnstable County Fair. Each year residents 
and supporters of the fair have clashed on adding additional days. This year, the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen formed a Working Group with members of Mashpee and Falmouth Public Safety 
Departments along with residents and fair officials to develop a plan to control traffic and noise. As 
a result of many weeks of meetings, new traffic plans and noise abatement were put into effect which, 
for most citizens, were successful. This working group will continue to meet in the future. 


This year also saw the departure of Falmouth’s representative to the Cape Cod Commission, Attorney 
Gregory Silverman. In his last year with the commission, he served as its Chairman. Mr Silverman 
volunteered a great deal of his time in many areas and Falmouth will miss him as he moves on to a new 
teaching appointment in Chicago. The Selectmen appointed Frank Shephard as its new 
representative. Mr. Shepherd has been an active member of the community, particularly on issues 
relating to the Steamship Authority and as President of Citizens for Sound Planning. 


The Woods Hole and North Falmouth communities were most concerned when BankBoston announced 
it was closing its branches in those communities, permanently in North Falmouth and during the winter 
months in Woods Hole. Petitions were signed, letters were written to the State Banking Commission, 
meetings were held with the Board of Selectmen and a true grass roots effort took place. The outcome

was good for North Falmouth as the Falmouth Cooperative Bank bought the bank building and opened 
for business. The bank building in Woods Hole was not for sale so those concerns remain. 


The Board continues to cope with pollution problems at the Massachusetts Military Reservation and 
the proposed siting of a new county jail and parking for the Steamship Authority, both facilities 
proposed to be on the base. The Community Working Group held many meetings throughout the year 
in preparation for its determination of a master plan for the base. While the cranberry growers were 
reimbursed by the Federal Government with many thanks to Senators Kennedy and Kerry and 
Congressman Delahunt, the issues of the future of the bogs and work planned for the Coonamessett 
River still remain. 


The Board continues to be supported in all its efforts by Peter Boyer, Town Administrator, Local Boards 
and Committees, its State and Congressional delegations and by the generous, able, talented and 
tireless citizens of the town. The Falmouth Community works together.

TOWN COLLECTOR 


During fiscal year 1998 the collectors department was responsible for a total of $50,040,181 in town 
receipts. The largest percentage of these receipts came from the collection of real estate and 
personal property taxes which amounted to $42,137,313 as of June 30,1998. In October 1997, only 
thirteen properties were transferred to the Town Treasurer as tax title accounts, with a total of $9,716 
in uncollected real estate taxes. 


A total of $2,998,961 was collected in motor vehicle excise taxes, including $73,031 in interest and late 
fees on delinquent taxes. The collectors department is tied directly into the computer of the Registry 
of Motor Vehicles in Boston and now has the ability to update addresses for individuals in the Registry 
computer. 


In boats and moorings the collectors office processed a total of $281,533, of which $111,550 
represented mooring charges for individuals, yacht clubs and boat yards. Vessel excise taxes collected 
amounted to a total of $169,983. 


For the DPW in fiscal 1998 a total of $4,150,955 was collected for water and sewer charges. Also 
$203,414 was received by our office representing fees for the use of the Transfer Station. 


On behalf of the Police Department, we collected $73,612 in parking tickets. The collectors office also 
processes the hearing notices and performs the marks and clears in the Registry computer when 
parking tickets remain unpaid. 


Fiscal 1998 was the first full year that the collectors office issued shellfish permits. A total of $46,840 
was received from shellfish permit sales. 


Other significant sources of revenue in fiscal 1998 included the issuance of 3,031 municipal lien 
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certificates amounting to $75,775 in revenue and $23,217 earned in the collectors bank account where 
the receipts are deposited and the checks processed prior to transferring the revenue to the Treasurer. 


In the interest of saving space, the detailed records of receipts are not being published in this report. 
Full information about the collection of each tax levy is available in the collector’s office.

BUILDING AND ZONING DEPARTMENT 


The 1997-1998 fiscal year was again busy for building activity in Falmouth with 5694 permits issued 
for building, electrical, plumbing and gas construction activities. During the fiscal year, the 
Department’s inspectors made 9,279 inspections. There were 143 sign permits issued, which included 
several variances for sandwich board signs. 


Some noteworthy projects permitted during the fiscal year ’97/’98 were: new gas station and 
convenience store at Route 151 and Sandwich Road; warehouse expansion of Woodsmith, Village 
Common Drive; demolition of the landmark restaurant, Christopher’s and construction of a new CVS 
Pharmacy in it’s place; twenty-nine condominium units on Queen Street; new office building at 
Technology Park. 
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Some noteworthy alterations/additions during the fiscal year '97/'98 were: bagel shop converted to 
Starbuck’s Coffee; Falmouth Hospital renovations - Triage area, Urgent Care and Lobby; extensive 
renovations to Ocean State Job Lot, Fashion Bug and the Super Stop & Shop. 


The following is a report of the building activity for Fiscal Year July 1, 1997 to June 30, 1998:

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Following is the 38th Annual Report of the Falmouth Department of Public Works covering operations 
of the Department for the period July 1, 1997 through June 30, 1998. 


ROADS 

The Department completed an ambitious annual resurfacing program in fiscal year 1998. A total of 19 
roads were resurfaced comprising some 6.3 miles. Prior to resurfacing, most roads were pulverized, 
graded and drainage problems corrected. This program was done and completed in the spring of 1998. 
In addition, sidewalk and curb was constructed on 3,500 feet of Falmouth Heights Rd/Grand Ave., Old 
Main Rd. and County Rd. under this program. Total cost was $959,022., with 94 percent of this being 
funded by State Aid through Chapter 90. The balance of the program came from the annual capital 
improvement plan of the Town. All villages and sections of Town were covered under this program. 
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Major drainage improvements were made on County Road to eliminate direct discharge in Cedar Lake. 
Total project cost was $21,442. of which $14,289. was reimbursed by the State Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs under the Coastal Pollutant Remediation Program. 


Work continued on roads approved by Selectmen as Town Accepted Roads. Roads completed under 
this program this fiscal year were Antone/Ashton Ave., Ravenwood Circle, Pembroke Ave., Ennsbrook 
Dr., Old Kenyon Rd. Woodland Rad., Oakgrove Ave., Viewcrest Dr., Grouse St., Quail St., Hawthorne 
Ct., and Pheasant Lane. These roads comprised 2.65 miles. 


The Town continued its program of pavement repairs using the infra-red method. This maintenance 
program goes a long way in keeping together pavements that have been subjected to utility cuts. As 
funds allowed, we also continued our program of crack filling pavements. 


BRIDGES AND SIDEWALKS 
Major repair work continued on the Eel Pond Bridge in Woods Hole and Chapoquoit Bridge in West 
Falmouth. 


Replacement sidewalks and curb were installed on portions of Main Street. Construction of new 
Sidewalks was done on Menauhant Road between Bridge Street and Ocean Avenue. 


EQUIPMENT 
The Department purchased one 36,000 GVW Dump Truck, Four Utility Trucks, Three one ton Dump 
Trucks, Two Sanders, three Pickups, and a Ball Diamond Machine for a total cost of $292,000. 


SOLID WASTE 

The Department continues to operate the Disposal Area with its own equipment and personnel. The 
bulk of solid waste goes to the Otis Transfer Station for shipment to SEMASS. The Disposal area 
primarily is handling construction and demolition wastes and recyclable items such as metal, tires, 
mattresses and box springs, and box springs, waste oil, leaves and yard wastes. Total FY98 income 
for the Disposal Area was $183,980.00. 


The Town recycled 9,470 gallons of waste oil, about 7.1 percent more than the previous fiscal year. 
Cost to recycle this item was $695.00. The Town is now able to recycle this at zero cost. 


The Upper Cape Regional Transfer Station handled a total of 44,962 tons of refuse for shipment to 
SEMASS, a increase of about 15 percent from the previous fiscal year. Falmouth tonnage was 20,715. 


TREE WARDEN, PARKS & SCHOOL GROUNDS DIVISION 


The Park Division was responsible for a variety of projects above and beyond the everyday maintenance 
schedule. 


TEATICKET GREEN 
Final project there was the building of a fieldstone wall encircling the flagpole and the subsequent 
creation of an adopt-a-garden bed taken on by Falmouth Greenhouse. 


LOG FENCING 


More Norway Spruce was harvested from the Town Forest and used for the purpose of toprail fencing 
at Central, Goodwill, Fonseca, West Falmouth and Nye Parks. 
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HIGH SCHOOL LANDSCAPE 
The banking adjacent to the Tennis Courts received a major landscape upgrade; the 800 linear ft. area 
was fenced, woodchipped and substantial plant material was added. 


HIGH SCHOOL MEMORIAL GARDEN 
Granite curbing was installed around the perimeter of this garden to divert water runoff and further 
beautify this area. 


HIGH SCHOOL PARKING 
A new access road was created and the addition of thirty (80) parking spaces parallel to this new road. 


MAIN LIBRARY 
Adjacent to the parking lot a major landscape improvement was done to facilitate a brighter parking 
lot, park benches were added as well as new plant material and fence. 


Two (2) Grants were awarded to the Division; one from the Department of Public Safety, another from 
the Department of Environmental Management. 


VILLAGE GREEN FENCE REPLACEMENT 

A successful grant application was made to the State's Historic Landscape Preservation Program 
(D.E.M.) which enabled us to replicate and replace the historic black locust fence. Total project cost 
$52,000. (matched 50% by the Town). We were also able to convert the unsightly above ground 
electric panel to an underground electric vault as part of this Grant. 


COMMUNITY POLICING GRANT 

A cooperative effort of this Division, Falmouth Police Department and the Falmouth Juvenile Court 
System conceived the program; "Greenskills” which was a hands on training program for at risk 
juveniles, while introducing them to the field of arboriculture. Culmination of the program was the 
planting of twelve (12) large (6” caliper) shade trees along the sidewalk at the main library. 


The Tree Division participated in many major projects. Major pruning was accomplished in many 
villages throughout Town. Arbor Day was again held at the Main Library in conjunction with the 
Greenskills program. 


ENGINEERING DIVISION 


The Engineering Division would like to thank the voters of the Town of Falmouth for their continued 
support with regard to our efforts to provide you with total professional engineering services. This past 
year was a productive one for the Engineering Division in terms of the completion of all projects 
approved by the Annual Town Meeting. 


The Technical Section completed in-house design and contract administration for the following project: 


Sidewalk Construction: Reconstruction of deteriorated sidewalks and construction of new sidewalk 
on Main St. (southside from Scranton Ave. to Davis Straits, North side from Library Square to the 
beginning of Pondview Real Estate Driveway excluding Building #486, 502 & Brooks Pharmacy), Grand 
Ave. (east side from Vernon Ave. to Vesper Ave.), Falmouth Heights Rd. (west side from house #93 to 
Grand Ave.), County Rd. (South side from Old Main Rd. to Chester St.). Pavao Construction Co., Inc. 
of Dighton, MA was awarded the contract for $129,257.40. 
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Town Hall Roof Replacement: Replaced roof with an adhered heat welded thermoplastic (PVC) and 
asphalt shingle roof system. Pinnacle Roofing, Inc. of Northboro, MA was awarded the contract for 
$36, 150.00. 


Pinecrest Beach Dr.: Replaced storm drain pipe and added two (2) drainage structures to eliminate 
the occurrence of flooding conditions. George Botelho Co. of Falmouth, MA was awarded the contract 
for $15,000.00. 


Route 151 Resurfacing and Related Work: Coordinated design related concerns/issues with 


Massachusetts Highway Department. The approximate cost of the project is 1.5 million dollars. 
Lawrence Lynch Corp. of Falmouth, MA was awarded the contract in May of 1998. The project was 
funded through the Surface Transportation Program (80% Federal, 20% State). 


Landfill: Coordinated and completed various tasks on the closure bidding documents with our 
consultant in order to comply with the Department of Environmental Protection’s (DEP) Financial 
Assistance Program for Water Pollution Abatement Projects. The Division of Municipal Services (DMS) 
provided an administrative review and approval for the Landfill Closure under Chapter 310 CMR 44.04 
(D) which covers non-point source projects within the Commonwealth’s Revolving Fund (SRF) program. 


Solid Waste Management Facility: Designed the Waste Management Facility (WMF) located at the 
west of the existing landfill. The landfill is scheduled to close January 1, 1999. The WMF will provide 


needed services after Landfill closure. 


Ter Huen Drive Extension: Coordinated effort with our Conservation Commission, to extend and 
amend the existing order of conditions/permit for three (3) years. The new extension permit will expire 
on September 27, 2000. 


Annual Roadway Construction Projects: Provided engineering design support to our Highway 


Department. 


Bridge Inspection/Repairs: Continued our annual program to provide engineering evaluation of the 
State’s Bridge Inspection Reports resulting in the necessary repairs being accomplished. 


The Survey Section reports the following accomplishments: Phase II of the Cedar Lake Drainage 
Improvements was completed this Spring. Permits and design for shoulder repair at the west approach 
to Great Pond Bridge were completed. This project is awaiting funding and acquisition of easement 
agreements with the abutting owners. Construction is anticipated for late Fall 1999 through the Winter 
of 2000. Design of a pedestrian path on Davisville Road from the end of the existing path to 
Menauhant Road was completed with construction anticipated for the Spring 1999. Preparation of 
Specifications and Bids for new aerial mapping for the town-wide Geographic Information System (GIS) 
was undertaken with the Planning Department. The contract was awarded to Charles H. Sells, Inc. 
The aerial photographs were taken in the Spring and the ground control survey completed. Currently 
the planimetric mapping is underway and Engineering and Planning Staff are reviewing the work. 
Future work will include a property line mapping and topography. 


During FYE 1998 there were 29 Street Opening Permits issued to private individuals and companies 
along with 160 requests from public utilities under the Annual Permit Program. 


Grades set for hand digging at Trunk River. Prepared site and recorded location of asbestos lined pipe 


brought into the landfill. In the Spring of 1998 we did a partial topography of the Landfill for Landfill 
engineers Weston & Sampson. An inventory of existing basins on Town accepted roads was started. 
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Started a proposed plan for the new mini transfer station abutting E.D.I.C. Proposed plan for a 
sidewalk along Davisville Road from Menahaunt Rd. northerly some 3,300’ to an existing sidewalk was 
done from detail taken in the field. Profile and detail done on various streets around Town. Worked 
on the restoration project of culverts at Old Dock Rd. and Chapaquoit Rd. Plans and drawings done 
for the new waste management facility. Worked on the re-alignment of Ashumet Rd. and Route 151 
plus various changes along the Route 151 project. Grades set from a plan done by Warwick 
Associates for the new weir at Oyster Pond. Did a traverse, profile and related details for Clark St. 
acceptance as a public way. Worked on the High School drainage problem at the entrance to the Field 
House. Annual tasks of updating lot lines, new sub-divisions, and additional addresses on the Town 
Assessor Maps for printing and distribution. Cleared paths, maintained access, pumped and tested 
various wells in conjunction with Barnstable County Health monitoring program at our Landfill. 


Other Engineering services provided include: 


Inspected roads being constructed under subdivision rules and regulations. 

Reviewed preliminary and final subdivision plans. 

Reviewed projects under site plan review regulations. 

Held monthly utility hearings involving construction within the Town’s public right-of-ways. 

Investigated several complaints of flooding due to stormwater runoff. 

Continue to update our drainage as-builts coordinating our efforts with the Highway Division’s 

catch basin maintenance program. 

e Completed engineering and survey work in response to other Town department requests. 

e Seth Adams, from our League of Women’s Voters Intern Program, aided substantially in 
improving our drainage inventory. 

Responded to many request for engineering information (plot plans, FEMA information, bench 
marks etc.) from persons visiting the office. 

e Reviewed several projects before the Zoning Board of Appeals for action. 

e Started a program to eliminate direct discharges of storm water. Design completed for three 
(3) sites contributing to Bourne’s Pond. Construction planned for FY 1999. 

e Investigated Traffic Study Committee complaints and prepared recommendations. 


In closing | would like to thank, once again, the members of the Division for their continued dedication 
and professionalism. 


UTILITIES DIVISION 


Voluntary water conservation efforts have allowed us to avoid mandatory restrictions, maintain a stable 
level at Long Pond and ensure the availability of water for fire protection. These efforts have been so 
successful that our 1997 annual pumpage is less than it was in 1993! 


Demand, however, continues to place a heavy strain on our existing water sources. New sources of 
supply are needed to accommodate future growth and provide us with the flexibility to better manage 
our resources. To that end we continue our efforts to secure State approval for a new well at Crooked 
Pond. We have also made great strides toward procurement of additional water sources on the 
Massachusetts Military Reservation. 


Numerous projects related to rehabilitation and expansion of our water distribution system have been 


completed. These projects have improved the overall water quality and made town water available to 
more residents. 
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Future projects include: construction of new elevated Storage tanks, a new water supply well at 
Crooked Pond, the completion of a Wastewater Facilities Plan, construction of sanitary sewer facilities 


at Silver Beach and computerized mapping of the sewer system.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


During Fiscal Year 1998, the Falmouth Conservation Commission continued to have a busy permitting 
schedule. The total number of permits heard are listed below, together with last year’s numbers for 
comparison: 


131 Notices of Intent or NOI’s (95 last year) 
213 Requests for Determination of Applicability or RDA’s (238 last year) 
39 Amended Orders of Conditions (40 last year) 
100 Certificates of Compliance (109 last year) 
23 Extension permits (22 last year) 
9 Emergency Certifications (10 last year) 
oF Administrative Reviews (5 last year). 
38 public hearings held (41 last year) 


These figures represent a significant increase (38%) in the number of NOls over the previous year, 
consistent with an increase in building activity in Falmouth. However, there was a slight decrease in 
the number of RDA’s (down by 25 from 238 last year), accompanied by a large increase in the number 
of Administrative Reviews issued by the Administrator. The Commission handled this increased NOI 
permitting load in 3 fewer public hearings than in 1998. The Commission also managed to reduce the 
waiting time for a Notice of Intent hearing from 8-10 weeks to an average of 6 weeks. It is felt that 
significant progress was made in streamlining permitting in this year. 


The Commission also held approximately 9 additional public meetings to continue discussing proposed 
changes in the local wetland regulations under the Falmouth Wetlands Bylaw. These discussions 
began in 1996 and continued into FY 1999. 


The Bog Subcommittee and the Commission continued to have active discussions with the Air Force 
Center for Environmental Excellence (AFCEE) regarding possible mitigation options for the EDB plume 
in the Coonamessett River and Town and private cranberry bogs. Recommendations were made to 
the Board of Selectmen and AFCEE concerning separation of bogs from the river to eliminate 
agricultural runoff, cleanup and compensation of crops lost due to the EDB plume. 
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Other activities included ongoing collaboration with the Department of Natural Resources, Shellfish 
Constable, and DPW to remediate direct discharges through the Coastal Discharge Program, and 
ongoing development of a Management Plan for the Black Beach/Great Sippewissett Marsh District 
of Critical Planning Concern (ODCPC Subcommittee). 


Commission and staff changes: Charles LoGiudice and Tom Peterson left the Commission after many 
years of diligent service. The Commission received approval from Town meeting and the State 
Legislature to have 3 alternate members. The Selectmen appointed Cynthia Bryden, Kenneth Breivogel 
and Tom Peterson as alternates. Alternates Bryden and Breivogel were shortly thereafter appointed 
as regular members to replace LoGiudice and Peterson who had left, leaving two alternate positions 
open. A staff shortage occurred due to Lyme’s disease, and Diane Boretos was hired as a temporary 
Conservation Agent. Anne Barnes, recording secretary, left to attend graduate school and Beth 
Josephson was hired. Three League of Women Voters interns worked for Conservation during this 
period: Keya Bergman, Molly Sweeney and Jonathan Polloni. These interns monitored water quality 
and obtained beach profiles of Town beaches to measure erosion rates.

The office of Emergency Preparedness had a relatively quite season.

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Tropical Storm Danny had the closest effect on Massachusetts. Just when it looked as if it were 
drifting away from the coast, the storm turned northeastward, and slowed dramatically, as it appeared 
to be drawn in toward a middle to upper tropospheric cyclone over the northeastern United States. 
This motion brought Danny to about 25 miles southeast of Nantucket. Danny lost its tropical 
characteristics and drifted out sea. 


The Cape had a very mild winter and just when we thought we were safe for the season, we were hit 
with the April Fools storm which knocked out power in the down town and Hatchville area for two days. 


We are still upgrading our equipment list and are still seeking new volunteers for our shelters.

PERSONNEL OFFICE

Accountant. Kathleen Burke was appointed Superintendent of Beaches and Edward (Ted) Gibbs was 
appointed to the Veterans’ Services Department. 
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The Town gratefully acknowledges the years of dedicated service provided by the following employees 
who retired this fiscal year: JoAnne Bonafiglio, Principal Clerk, Engineering Office, 10 years of service; 
Lori Rezendes, Administrative Clerk, Assessors Office, 30 years; Malcolm Austin, Utilities Maintenance 
Worker, Utilities Div. DPW, 26 years, Prudence Brousseau Quagliozzi, Veterans’ Agent, 37 years; 
Theresa Condon, Office Assistant, Fire Rescue Department, 14 years; Trafton Hinckley, Laborer, 
Highway Div., DPW, 18 years; Lawrence Clarkin, Laborer, Highway Div., DPW, 38 years; Charles A. 
Clarkin, Deputy Chief, Fire Rescue Department, 38 years; John Dias, Jr., custodian, Police 
Department, 19 years; Joseph Costa, Assistant Utilities Supervisor, Water Div., DPW, 33 years. In 
total, these employees provided the Town with 263 years of service! 


696 School Department, Town and Retired employees are enrolled in our group health coverage. 73 
of our retired employees’ retirement pension is insufficient to cover the monthly premium cost of their 
medical insurance. The Personnel Office billed and received payment from these people. For the fifth 
consecutive year, the purchasing power of the health insurance consortium to which the Town belongs 
enabled us to provide the Town and our employees and retirees a decrease in the insurance premium. 
The savings were again implemented in the form of a premium-free month, resulting in an aggregate 
savings in excess of $212,000. 


The development and training of our employees in an on-going program. Training sessions in back 
injury prevention were continued under a grant from the Industrial Accident Board to our insurance 
carrier. Employees of the Department of Public Works were included in this program. All Town 
employees were offered training in Harassment Awareness facilitated by attorneys from DBH/Human 
Resource Advisors. Due to lack of funds, the management and supervisory training program 
conducted in conjunction with Cape Cod Community College for those not included in the FY 97 
sessions was postponed until FY 98. 


Collective Bargaining Agreements were concluded with the Falmouth Police Federation, 1.B.P.O. and 
the Superior Officers’ Association, |.B.P.O. as well as with the Department of Public Works and 
Falmouth Library Association, L.I.U.N.A. for contracts extending from July 1998 through June, 2001. 
The Agreements with AFSCME covering clerical and other employees and the I.A.F.F. covering Fire 
Rescue employees were not concluded as of June 30, 1998.

FALMOUTH POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Police Department received 18,019 requests for service during Fiscal '98. These 
requests resulted in 12,408 investigations. The total value of personal property stolen within this 
jurisdiction was $703,485. Domestic violence cases numbered 431. Each case is individually tracked 
to its final disposition by Detective Geordine Roderick, the Domestic Violence Monitor. 


Entry Level Personnel - Two new personnel are due to graduate from the twenty-two week Plymouth 
Police Academy in early July of 1998. They are Brian Reid and Michael Rogers. Following the 
completion of three months of field training these officers will assume their regular patrol duties. 
Retirements and Resignations - Senior Custodial Engineer John Dias retired in April after almost 
nineteen years of service to the Town. Everyone wishes John the best in his retirement. John’s unique 
sense of humor and hard work will be missed. 


Officer Mark Faria resigned in May to seek a career change. We all wish him success in his endeavor. 
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Recognition - Officer Douglas DeCosta was selected as the Mothers Against Drunk Driving award 
recipient for the second consecutive year. Numerous officers were recognized for their efforts above 
and beyond the call of duty. 


Community Initiatives - The 7th Annual Citizen Police Academy graduated a class of fifteen individuals 
in early June of this year. As usual all participants were very enthusiastic and attentive during all of 
the classes and left with a better understanding of problem solving partnership, community policing 
philosophy and police operations. 


Sergeant Thomas Mountford, in partnership with the Commission of Disabilities, has constructed and 
supervised a citizen volunteer initiative which identifies and reports violators improperly using 
handicapped parking spaces. This program has been very successful and the numbers of violations 
has decreased. 


National Night Out was conducted again this year. An additional crime watch/neighborhood group 
joined in the celebration and a wonderful time was enjoyed by police and citizens alike. The message 
that citizens were "TAKING BACK THE NIGHT” from the criminal element was sent loudly and clearly. 


Our partnership, "BLUE LIGHT”, with the probation department at the Falmouth District Court 
continues. Police officers accompanied by probation officers make unannounced home visits to 
individuals who have been identified as being likely to re-offend. This program has proven very 
beneficial to all concerned. 


This department, in conjunction with the Falmouth Department of Forestry and Falmouth District Court 
Juvenile Probation, initiated a pilot program known as "GREENSKILLS”. This program involved 
teaching and training juveniles alternative skills. In this particular instance the identified skills that were 
taught dealt with Forestry. The program culminated with a number of tree plantings throughout the 
town and a very well attended ceremony on Arbor Day in front of the main branch of the Falmouth 
Library. Favorable evaluations were given by the participants and we are hoping for additional grant 
funding from the state in the next fiscal year. Many thanks to Forester Brian Dale, Juvenile Officer 
Julie Fredericks, and School Resource Officer Scott Bowker for making the program work. Also thanks 
to all of the personnel at the Falmouth Juvenile Probation Department for their extensive involvement. 


Technology Improvements - As was planned, the department has added a new computerized digital 
imaging system for photographing arrested persons. This system is due to come on line very soon. 
Law books have been placed in a “jukebox” type system allowing access by computer from a number 
of points within the building. 


Building Improvements - Many building improvements have been accomplished through the 
cooperation of the Board of Selectmen, the Town Administrator, other department heads and members 
of the police department. In particular, | wish to commend Captain Ronald DeMello for his ongoing 
improvements that he has personally overseen throughout the police department.

FALMOUTH PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
Superintendent’s Report 


As of October 1, 1997, the Falmouth Public Schools enrolled 5,007 students in preschool through 
grade 12. A decline of approximately 200 students from three or four years ago is explained 
predominantly by the opening of the Mashpee High School. In 1996-97 their school opened with a ninth 
grade class which did not attend Falmouth High School; in 1997-98 the freshman and sophomore 
classes stayed in Mashpee. While crowding was becoming a serious problem, we are saddened to 
see this long relationship end and we will miss the talents brought by Mashpee students. 


The other immediate reason for decline was the decision by the Falmouth schools to change its 
kindergarten entry age, moving that date to 5 years of age by August 31 of the school year. This 
created a reduction in the size of the kindergarten classes. However, the School Department and the 
School Building Needs Committee are carefully watching our future projections based on births to 
Falmouth families and rates of in-migration. These numbers seem to indicate a long-range, gradual 
decline in student population in Falmouth. These numbers are powerfully contradicted by growth in 
surrounding towns, so these trends will be watched closely. 


| would like to mention a number of achievements that point to the health of the Falmouth Public 
Schools and our potential for continued improvement. First, a confidence in the schools to achieve 
high expectations seems to be voiced in the support of our override request. You will see in the 
following school reports, a number of specific improvements that have been made possible by this town 
support. It is a special goal to ensure that this override money continues to be allocated for the long- 
range, phased improvement in the areas the town approved. 


Second, we are proud of the results of the first State testing in reading of grade 3 students using a 
commercially published, norm-referenced test called the IOWA Test of Basic Skills. Compared to the 
national sample, the average score of our third graders ranked at the 69th percentile, nineteen (19) 
percentile points above “average”. Using the Massachusetts standards for reading skills, derived from 
the IOWA test scores, Falmouth had only 2% of third graders at the low “pre-reader” level, 17% at 
a basic skill level, and 81% at proficient and advanced levels on this particular test. 


Another major goal of the School Committee and School Department is to achieve class sizes that are 
in the lower twenties for grades 2 through 12 and below twenty (20) for kindergarten and first grade. 
These class sizes are important in order to provide more individual attention for writing skills, for 
challenging able learners, and for remediating students having difficulty. These class size targets were 
achieved in the fiscal year 1999 budget, approved in 1997-98, by adding a team of teachers at the 
Lawrence School to use the new space. This leaves Morse Pond School, grades 5 and 6, as the one 
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area of our school system in which the average class sizes are in the upper twenties. A target for 
correcting this is the fall of 2000 when added space for that school should be opening.

The Music Department and students of FHS provided all those who 
attended the Holiday Concert an evening which showcased wonderful talent and the spirit of the 
season. 


The New Year focused on academics and the Massachusetts Comprehensive Assessment System. 
Parents and students were given information regarding the testing in a number of forums. The All 
Cape Music Festival allowed many talented students of Falmouth High School the opportunity to 
display their skills. Junior and senior students were honored for their academic excellence, character 
and community involvement at the National Honor Society’s induction ceremony. 


March began with the Festival Play, White Room of My Remembering. The cast did an admiral job at 


the Massachusetts competition and moved on to the State finals. An impressive demonstration of 
students’ critical thinking, creativity, inquiry and research skills awaited all who attended the Science 
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Fair. March also saw a successful winter athletic season come to a close and presented another 
opportunity for talented musicians to demonstrate their skills at the All Schools Band Night. 


The Key Club sponsored its annual blood drive before April recess. The Junior-Senior Prom was held 
at the Ballymeade Country Club. This year a large tent was erected for the occasion, a beautiful 
setting. A very successful prom was followed by Celebration 98 at the Gus Canty Recreation Center. 
Parents and community members provided a fun-filled evening for all. 


The Senior Banquet and Awards Night led up to a graduation ceremony that emphasized students and 
student achievement. The focus for the year was on academic excellence. Students, staff and parents 
worked together toward that goal.

Lawrence School 


The new addition and accompanying building renovations have been a challenge for everyone at 
Lawrence School. Although occasional disruptions did occur throughout the year, our students, 
teachers, and staff still performed their respective jobs admirably. From our Open House in September 
to our Awards Night in June, our message continued to be that the Lawrence School is a great place 
for kids to grow intellectually and socially. It is also a place where all students are challenged to 
appreciate and respect diversity. 


The Lawrence School Council continues to be a positive catalyst in support of our school. From 
September to June, we met on a monthly basis and dealt with various school issues including budget, 
School Improvement Plan, curricula, school culture, and other concerns. 


The Lawrence School Administrative Council met bimonthly to discuss curricular issues, school 
decorum, and to disseminate important information gathered by some of our other groups such as the 
School Council and PTO. Our meetings provided each team with the opportunity to share school 
issues as we Strive for excellence. 


Our school PTO met on a monthly basis and this year provided over $9,000 from its annual magazine 
fundraiser to help offset the field trip expenses for all students. Some of the field trips this year 
included trips to the Museum of Science in Boston, the Whaling Museum in New Bedford, to whale 
watches in Provincetown, and historic tours by boat of the Cape Cod Canal. Some of the other trips 
were local and included Beebe Woods, Shivericks Pond, and to Woods Hole to research science 
lessons. It is only through the PTO fundraising that we are able to provide students with these valuable 
trips. Hopefully as more parents see the benefits their children can reap with a strong PTO, more will 
come forward and contribute to our meetings on a regular basis. 


A highlight in technology has been the successful implementation of an e-mail school news network 
for parents. Jessica Devonis did a wonderful job collecting and compiling information from all the 
teams to send a weekly e-mail newsletter to interested parents. The reports from parents about this 
communication vehicle were very positive and we look forward to continuing this effort the next school 
year. 


Our Student Council had another successful year thanks to all who participated under the leadership 


of Ken Kozens and Tom Kelleher, Student Council Advisors. These two individuals gave more of their 
time and energy than was required. 
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Elections for officers were held in late September. Everyone who ran for office did a great job 
presenting candidate speeches. Those students who were not successful candidates were appointed 
to the Student Council Advisory Committee. This advisory group along with homeroom representatives 
and the elected officers made up the total Student Council. 


During the course of the year, the Student Council met every Wednesday after school. The 
administration was invited to listen to student suggestions and complaints. Each time, we found the 
group to be informed about the issues discussed (school rules, grading, etc.) and very capable of 
expressing themselves. 


Six school dances were held over the course of the year. The Student Council sponsored three and 
the school teams sponsored three. All dances were very orderly and well attended. Parents continually 
remark about the positive experiences these chaperoned activities provide for their children. 


Again this year, each team made a cooperative effort to create learning units that were interdisciplinary 
in make-up. Many times, these efforts included the application of computer technology by Steve 
Allietta, Computer Applications Instructor. As each team developed units incorporating computer 
applications, Steve was able to match their efforts with strands from the Curriculum Frameworks. 


Our interscholastic sports programs provided very successful experiences for our students. Boys and 
girls participated in football and field hockey as our fall sports and in basketball for the winter sport. 
As we look to the future, there appears to be a strong interest (parents and coaches) to develop other 
interscholastic athletic opportunities for students. It is our desire to integrate a spring interscholastic 
athletic experience in the near future. 


Other after-school activities (intramural sports, art, music, canoeing, woods, Lego technology, The 
Scoop, and Mock Trial) were also well attended by our students. No activities were canceled due to 
a lack of participation. 


Our music programs were a highlight throughout the year. We enjoyed an instrumental concert in 
December which included an outstanding performance by the band and jazz ensemble as well as the 
instrumental sections. In addition, the Lawrence School chorus and chamber students joined Falmouth 
High School in a combined Holiday Concert in December. Mr. Johnson’s chorus group did a super 
job at this event. 


Despite the new addition and building upgrade, our efforts remained very productive due to the 
dedication and support of our teachers and parents. 


Complacency has no place in any meaningful education program. We will collectively strive to do a 
better job in the upcoming school year. Our efforts will continue to include concerns about the whole 
child, i.e. personal, social, and emotional considerations as we work to provide the best educational 
experiences possible for all children.

Morse Pond School 
The 1997-98 school year at Morse Pond was very exciting. It started even before our September 2, 
1997 first day of school with the renovation of two unused shower rooms into two new classrooms for 


32 new students who were entering as fifth graders. These incoming fifth grade students brought our 
student population from 813 to 845 children and from 34 classes to 36 classes. 
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The Proposition 2 1/2 Override the community voted for the schools was wonderful for improving 
education for the children. In general, it demonstrated the support and value placed on education and 
learning by the electorate. Specifically, it provided more texts and supplies in the core curriculum 
subjects of Language Arts, Math, Science, and Social Studies. Our library collection now has the 
funding to update reference materials, add to our collections, and to focus on providing more resources 
to the children. In the area of technology we added computers and printers, upgraded curriculum- 
based software and replaced and added audiovisual instructional equipment. Each teacher was given 
a small budget to upgrade classroom libraries, add specific material to enhance learning tools for the 
students, and better meet the individual needs of the children. Lastly, this additional funding allowed 
our school to hire a teacher dedicated to challenging children in classrooms and to working with small 
groups of highly motivated students and with individual children. Our School Council had identified an 
enrichment teacher as a need in the School Improvement Plan. It became a reality! 


Two very significant events happened during this past year. The first involved the entire Morse Pond 
School community of students, staff, parents and all the other fantastic people who support the 
learning of the fifth and sixth grade children of Falmouth. On December 4, 1997, the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges presented Morse Pond with accreditation for meeting high 
standards of education. The second occurred in May 1998 in which the Morse Pond Math Olympiad 
Team, coached by three members of the Morse Pond Volunteers in Public Schools, earned first place 
in the Barnstable County Math Contest. 


It has been a great year of learning for the fifth and sixth grade children of Falmouth. Thank you to 
all who helped make that possible.

East Falmouth School 


In my second year as principal, one of my curriculum goals is to work with the kindergarten teachers 
to support them in their efforts to individualize the kindergarten program. Many of the entering children 
could already identify numbers and letters and quite a few could associate letters with sounds. The 
need for grouping was evident and yet the teachers had very little experience with grouping or teaching 
beginning literacy. We attended two workshops together and read many articles. We were limited 
to the grade level meetings that occurred once per month to have any in-depth conversations but we 
managed. The result of the work proved to be very beneficial for both teachers and students. The 
children were happy and most left their kindergarten year as emergent or early readers. This was 
pleasing to the teachers too. We will be following up on this learning with a workshop given by Dr. 
Jane Jackson. This workshop will be paid for from Title | funds. 


| felt that the teachers, because of my frequent talks about raising standards and the many articles and 
individual conversations that | had with them, really understood that together we were going to try very 
hard to raise the standards here. As one method, | introduced a program once per month in which the 
teachers had their children copy a poem for me. | could discern whether or not handwriting was being 
taught in every room. The children benefited by producing at least ten poems per year. 


The Before School Math Enrichment and Remediation Program was a tremendous hit with 55 third and 
fourth graders attending twice a week for ten weeks. The parents provided the transportation and we 
rarely had more than two students absent at a time. | truly believe that this program which ended two 
weeks before the IOWA testing, helped us to remain competitive with other elementary students.

Building a partnership between the Friends of the Emerald House and the East Falmouth School has 
been quite exciting. Our gifted and motivated teacher, Deborah McRoberts, is working on this with the 
third graders. They have planted a strawberry patch behind the Emerald House that hopefully will bear 
fruit next year. Arrangements have been made with some of the students and their parents to work the 
patch during the summer. Dick Kendall, Matthew Patrick and Kenny Braga have all been very 
supportive and helpful. The Falmouth Beautification Committee generously donated $200 with which 
we were able to purchase tools, plants and good advice. They also told us of a foundation where we 
could apply for a $1,000 grant. Thanks to a very industrious woodchuck, the children have seen how 
difficult job it was to support a family by farming. Mrs. McRoberts has been given a grant this summer 
to write curriculum plans that will tie the garden project to the Math, Science and Language Arts 
Curriculum Frameworks. 


We were very fortunate to have our kitchen cleaned and painted this year. New tile was installed in 
one classroom and the health room, and the wooden walls in the front corridor were cleaned. The 
outside of the building was painted this summer. East Falmouth School is shining inside and out!

Input was garnered from parents and staff through questionnaires, 
and evening meetings were held to get comments. Rough drafts of the plan were then made available 
for review and final comments before a final plan was prepared. | wish to thank the Teaticket School 
Council for a job well done! 


Safety issues were a major concern; staff and parents all cooperated to help make Teaticket a safe 
environment in which to learn. All visitors sign in at the office and wear a nametag. The staff, parents, 
bus drivers and | have all worked to make the bus loop a safer place for students to arrive and leave 
school. Our Teaticket Safety Call Back Program was funded by the PTO. Thirteen volunteers were 
enlisted with the aid of our Teaticket VIPS Coordinator, Ruth Pearce, and the program ran smoothly 
throughout the school year. 


This year marked the opening of our “Teaticket Post Office” with the help of our new business partner, 


the U. S. Postal Service. In one day alone, 130 letters were processed and delivered to children and 
Staff. 
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Academics played a major part this year as our grade 4 team initiated the new district reading program 
Signatures while grades 2 and 3 were being trained to fully implement this program in 1998-99. At the 
same time, grades three and four fully implemented the district's writing program First Steps while our 
kindergarten and grades one and two staff were being trained to implement this program fully in 1998- 
99.

Mullen-Hall School 


The Mullen-Hall staff was wonderfully helpful in my first year as principal. Other new staff members 
included Kristine Veugen and Mary Mysona who joined us as teacher assistants. Trish Tsitsos was 
hired as our upper grade Multi-aged Learning Center teacher, and Valery Bridges took over the position 
of Latchkey Director. With the override money, we were able to add an additional inclusion teacher 
and train several staff members in techniques to support motivated and talented students. Each grade 
level now has the benefit of working with a full-time inclusion teacher as well as an inclusion teacher 
assistant. This allowed the inclusion staff to collaborate with no more than five teachers as compared 
to seven last year. 


It was a difficult year with staff illnesses and family tragedies. In addition, a few rooms in both 
buildings were plagued by flooding after every rainstorm necessitating us to move Cristin Burtis’ 
classroom to the Mullen teacher’s room and moving the teacher’s room downstairs. We also had a 
couple of sink holes open up on us, one on the playground and the other on the driveway on the last 
day of school. These were taken care of quickly by the Department of Public Works so as to insure 
the safety of the children. Pleasantly, spring arrived with sunshine and flowers for all! 


The PTO funded field trips for each grade level: kindergarten spent a day at Camp Lyndon in 
Sandwich; grade one went to the Franklin Park Zoo; grade two visited Plimoth Plantation; grade three 
traveled to Sturbridge Village; and grade four walked the Freedom Trail. Each of the trips was a 
culmination of the grade levels’ science/social studies program. 


The PTO also sponsored a Family Breakfast, a Family Dance, and treated the staff to a wonderful 
luncheon in May. We once again sold gift-wrap as the major fundraising event, collected Campbell 
Soup labels, and participated in the “Star Share” and “Box Tops for Education” programs. 


Classrooms were visited by staff from Heritage Plantation who presented programs on a variety of 
subjects; grade three also participated in a Fire Safety Program. In addition, the Fire Department 
spent a day at Mullen-Hall in October. The children were able to inspect fire equipment and climb on 
trucks. It was a wonderful community/school activity. 


Family Science nights were held for grades two and four while first and third grades participated in 
Family Math. Staff also implemented First Steps in grades kindergarten through grade two and 
Signatures in grade four. Because of productive training sessions and ongoing support, it was a 
successful endeavor. Many varied activities were also scheduled for after-school enrichment including 
chorus, art, bookmaking, papier-maché, strategic games, woodworking, and Homework Club.

Collaborate with all members of the school community to foster mutual respect and 
promote a welcoming and supportive environment for all. 


Staff, parents, and students were very pleased that the Town voted to maintain Mullen-Hall as a village 
school. We are all eager to begin the process for our new building. 


The Mullen-Hall community will continue to work together to create the best learning environment and 
to demonstrate our motto of “Children First.”

North Falmouth School 


In September we opened the year with 502 students. There are 25 classes averaging 20 students per 
class with 17 students in the smallest class and 22 students in the largest class. The staff of our 
school numbers 55 talented, dedicated men and women. 


We had some exciting new developments and additions to our staff. Robin Sauriol accepted the 
position as an Inclusion teacher on our staff covering grades one. through four, Deborah Dagwan 
returned from her sabbatical to teach physical education. We welcomed teachers Maryann Morris at 
grade three and Karen Karson at grade four. 


The PTO was a tremendous support to our school under the leadership of Martha Asendorf and Cathy 
Craven. They organized events such as the Ice Cream Social at which we served 600 ice creams, a 
Pancake Breakfast, Spring Family Fun Day, and a book fair. They purchased several thousand dollars 
worth of technology equipment, sound equipment, funded our field trips and helped us with many other 
important needs. They supported school-wide programs that they developed and organized such as 
the Book Club, Family Literature Month, and Odyssey of the Mind. They ran a number of fund raising 
events and much more. Our PTO also contributed thousands of hours of volunteer time through the 
VIPS Program supporting the teachers and students in our school. 


Many community-centered activities are taking place at our school. Our school hosts the “Easy Step 
Program” for community members who want to come to the school for walking exercise each morning 
during the week. Many of our walkers also take advantage of our nutritious breakfast program at the 
end of their walk. All of our afternoons are filled with after school activities, scouting programs, 
recreation department sponsored programs and in the evening we host adult basketball every night, 
volleyball and many civic organization meetings. Our school also supports both a morning and an 
afternoon Extended Day Program servicing well over 100 students. This year we began an after school 
enrichment program in partnership with Explore, Inc. We are also involved with the community through 
the Woods Hole Partnership, intergenerational programs, the Science Fair, Kid’s Connection, the All 
Kid’s Craft Fair to name a few. We are very pleased to see the school being used as a community 
resource. 


Our major focus was on developing an understanding of the State Curriculum Frameworks and First 
Steps, a writing management and analysis program for kindergarten through grade four. We also 
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continued to use grade level meetings, curriculum committee meetings, in-house inclusion committee 
and staff development meetings to update and train our staff. 


Our school community is very pleased and proud of the accomplishments of our children. Their 
success is directly attributed to parents and a dedicated staff that works hard to make the school a 
safe and exciting place to learn and grow.

FALMOUTH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Speaking for the School Committee, | want to express great appreciation for the willingness of the 
Town to support education. If we expect special results, there must be special contributions. The 
completion of the Lawrence School construction project and the design funds for a renovation and 
addition at Mullen-Hall School indicate a concern to maintain appropriate space and equipment. 
There have been substantial results of the override in the second year to improve the supplies and texts 
and the technology of the school system. Marc Dupuis, Director of Finance & Facilities, has tracked 
these expenditures with care. 


Important changes within the school system have coincided with the additional support from the 
community. An administrative opening in the central office has been used to create a new role of 
Director of Information Technology. Michael D. Ward has been managing a major five year plan for 
technology in the school system which includes upgrading equipment, creating networking, training 
teachers, and more systematically evaluating and purchasing software. 


The effort to focus curriculum objectives has been led by Ann Bradshaw, Director of Curriculum & 
Instruction. Falmouth Curriculum Summaries have been distributed to every parent for the grade level 
in which they have a child enrolled. This summary designates the four to six major learning objectives 
in each curriculum area at each grade level. 


Under Education Reform, the role of the School Committee is to manage the big picture in terms of 
budget, policies and goals. Dr. Peter L. Clark, Superintendent of Schools, has provided effective 
leadership in this effort. Part of the big picture is effective communication. School committee members 
are always eager to hear about parent and community reactions to the schools. We are trying hard 
to refer those questions and comments to the appropriate place in the school system. While school 
committee members do not try to have the expertise on all of the information about the school system, 
we do try to be experts in channeling comments and questions in the right way to get responses. 


In May 1998 the School Committee elections returned Vice Chairman Deborah Hitchings to another 
three-year term. Peter Kirwin and Samuel Patterson joined the School Committee as new members, 
replacing Dr. Donald Delinks and Maureen O’Connell, both of whom had served actively. Dr. Delinks 
decided not to run for reelection and “retired” after eighteen very helpful years on the School 
Committee.

Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School enrollment, as of October 1, 1997 consisted of seventy- 
one (71) students from Bourne, one hundred fifty-five (155) from Falmouth, nineteen (19) from Marion, 
eighty-three (83) from Sandwich, and two hundred six (206) from Wareham. An additional thirty (30) 
students were enrolled in the Licensed Practical Nursing Program and thirteen (13) students were 
tuitioned from other towns for a total of 547 students. Adult tuition students, specialized afternoon and 
evening occupational programs, and summer programs are additional to these enrollments. 


Upper Cape Tech’s Extended Day Program provided occupational training opportunities to over one 
hundred (100) adults from surrounding communities. These programs provided training in the areas 
of Nursing Assistance, Information Technology, and Environmental Studies to unemployed and 
dislocated adults, learning disabled young adults, older workers, and youth affiliated with the 
Department of Youth Services and were funded by over $200,000 in state, federal and private funds. 
In addition, the Summer Youth Employment program serviced thirty-five (35) economically 
disadvantaged and learning disabled youths from the surrounding communities. 


A number of school improvement projects have been underway this past year. Renovations were made 
to the Cosmetology lab and expansion of the Canalside Dining Room is underway. The existing Marine 
Barn was converted into an Automotive shop annex for instruction in high technology automotive 
diagnostic procedures. Construction of the new Marine storage area, which will consist of a fenced-in 
concrete slab, is currently underway. The Environmental Technology program was relocated into the 
Painting and Decorating area after that program closed at the conclusion of the school year. Finally, 
burial of the primary electrical service on school property is nearing completion. 


Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School has received a National Science Foundation grant in 
cooperation with Cape Cod Community College to provide $125,000 for planning of a joint continuum 
of Environmental Technology programming from Upper Cape Tech through the Associate’s Degree 
level at Cape Cod Community College. The bulk of this money will be allocated for the integration of 
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Our program curriculum with that of the community college. Upper Cape Tech has also been awarded 
a Comprehensive School Reform Demonstration Project grant of $50,000 in order to implement the 
High School that Works program. this is an exciting project that we expect to result in a number of 
improvements in the areas of staff development, curriculum, and guidance. 


The school’s chapter of Vocational Industrial Clubs of America had seventy-one (71) members during 
the 1997-1998 school year, thirty-five (35) of which represented the school at state competition. 


The Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School building and facilities are utilized six days per week 
for evening and afternoon programs sponsored by Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School’s 
Extension Office, Western New England College, Fitchburg State College, and various community 
organizations. 


The Regional School District Committee extends its appreciation to the many advisory boards which 
assist us in developing and maintaining educational programs, various town and school officials who 
support our efforts, and the administration and other school employees who continue to contribute to 
the success of Upper Cape Cod Regional Technical School.

FIRE RESCUE DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Rescue Department Headquarters issue is still underway. The Department is working with the 
Town's Facility Advisory Committee to determine if the Fire Rescue Department’s program will work 
at the present site or if not, to find a possible solution to this problem of Headquarters. The 
Department is working diligently with all parties concerned to arrive at a resolve to this most important 
issue for all the Citizens and Visitors to our Town. 


A Bike Patrol concept is being utilized by the Department at specific events during the year (i.e. 4" of 
July, Main Street Fair, Annual Road Race). Bike Patrol allows immediate response to incidents in 
highly congested areas and affords a mobile radio report to incoming units and immediate aid at the 
Scene until more units arrive. The Bike Patrol is staffed by Firefighters, EMT’s or Paramedics with 
medical aid equipment and radio communication. 
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Kay Johnson resigned from her position of Principal Office Assistant. However, she did not leave the 
service of the Town but transferred her expertise to the Falmouth Police Department as the secretary 
to the Chief of Police. 


The Department hired 4 Firefighters to fill vacancies. All 4 Firefighters attended the Massachusetts 
Firefighting Academy for an eleven week program of which they all completed successfully. 


Paul D. Brodeur was appointed Chief of Department on the recommendation of the Town Administrator 
Peter F. Boyer and by a unanimous vote of the Board of Selectmen. 


Jill D. Bishop was hired as Principal Office Assistant. 


Mid-level Officers consisting of Captains and Lieutenants within the Department were offered a two day 
supervisory course which covered an overview of personnel management and discipline. This program 
was offered to supervisory personnel as an upgrade in knowledge of interpersonal management 
techniques. 


Deputy Charles A. Clarkin retired after having served the Department with diligence for 38 years. 
Deputy Clarkin served the Town during his career with dedication, sincerity, and devotion to duty. The 
Department wishes Deputy Clarkin a very happy, healthy and relaxing retirement.

EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES REPORT 


The Falmouth Fire Rescue Department responded to 2,858 rescue incidents during the fiscal year 
1998. The rate of increase over the previous fiscal year was 4 percent. 


The following items reflect the Department’s determination to continually enhance our (EMS) 
Emergency Medical System to provide to all who call upon our system, the best service possible bar 
none and second to none. 


A fourth ambulance was placed into service on December 6, 1997. The addition of the fourth 
ambulance has enabled the Department to provide an ambulance to be stationed full-time at the North 
Falmouth Station #3 which will enhance our rescue capability Town wide. 


The Department has implemented a “Flying Paramedic (IRV) Immediate Response Vehicle” concept 
with the use of a new Ford Expedition 4x4 vehicle. The immediate response vehicle (Med-34) is used 
by Department Paramedics to respond to all emergencies requiring a Paramedics advanced training. 
This vehicle is equipped for all emergencies including advanced cardiac life support. The IRV has 
allowed the Department to maximize the use of our on duty Paramedics for all rescue responses. 


Automated External Defibrillators (AED) for all stations were generously donated by many citizens of 
our Community. The use of an AED on a person who has suffered a sudden cardiac arrest can greatly 
increase the persons survival rate. All department rescue personnel are fully trained to use the AED. 
Our goal is for each vehicle in the Department to be equipped with an AED and to maintain our 
personnel with AED training 
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The Department has made it a pre-requisite for all future hires to be Certified Paramedics. Each 
candidate for Paramedic/Firefighter off a Human Resource Division Civil Service List is required to take 
part in an interview process. Dr. Herbert Gray M.D., is the Emergency Medical Director of Falmouth 
Hospital and has offered his assistance in the interview process for new Paramedic/Firefighters. The 
first Paramedic/Firefighter hired since inception of this process was Daniel Lopes Jr. of Falmouth. 


Ambulance Billing Secretary - Terry Condon retired from her part-time position after providing 14 years 
of service to the community. 


Judith Grossman must be recognized for her part-time office assistance when the Department had a 
need during this transition from part-time Ambulance Billing Secretary to full-time Office Assistant. 


The Part-time Ambulance Billing Position was voted to become a Full-time position to consist of 
Ambulance Billing, Fire Prevention Office Assistance, Payroll Backup, and Receptionist. 


Firefighter Christopher Brown successfully completed the Massachusetts EMT Certification Program.

This represents a marked decrease from the 
previous fiscal year.

FIRE PREVENTION REPORT 

The Falmouth Fire Rescue Department continues to place emphasis on fire prevention and life safety 
practices in the community. We believe that it is far more beneficial to prevent a fire or hazardous 
situation than reacting to the same. By promoting prevention we hope to reduce the needless deaths 
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or injuries of our citizens, at the same time protecting property and the environment. We accomplish 
our mission through prevention, education and enforcement. 


The Fire Prevention Bureau conducted 2,252 inspections which included Inns, Daycare Facilities, 
Nursing Homes, Schools, as well as Falmouth Hospital and other commercial establishments. A change 
this year was the institution of a five dollar permit fee to burn brush. This permit fee will assist us to 
provide a better service to the community. Another noticeable change was the addition of a S.A.F.E. 
(Student Awareness of Fire Education) program. In this program special trained uniformed firefighters 
work with education professionals to teach our children about fire safety and how to react if an 
emergency occurs. 


There have been eleven incidents that the State Fire Marshal and the Falmouth Police were called in 
to assist the Investigation Division of the Falmouth Fire Rescue Department in fires of a suspicious 
nature. Throughout this year there were seven reported burn injuries as well as one fatality directly 
related to fire incidents.

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ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Board of Appeals held 34 meetings and heard a total of 142 cases in the fiscal year of 1998. Of 
the 142 cases, there were 119 special permit requests, 19 variance requests, and 14 appeals from 
decisions or orders of the Building Commissioner. Seven of the Board’s decisions were appealed to 
Superior Court. The Board approved two Chapter 40B Comprehensive Permits for affordable housing, 
the Fairwinds Housing Inc. and Brick Kiln Realty Trust. 


The “mission” of the Zoning Board of Appeals is to provide the Town with a Board to hear and decide 
the following three types of petitions in a reasonable, objective, honest manner in the best interest of 
the Town of Falmouth: 


SPECIAL PERMITS = Uses allowed by special permit where community input and a 
review of the specific project is desired. The uses must be in harmony with the general 
purpose and intent of the By-law, and may be subject to general or specific conditions 
set forth therein. 


VARIANCES = Board’s authority is limited to cases where the Board finds that owing 
to circumstances relating to the soil conditions, shape or topography of the land or 
structures and especially affecting such, but not affecting generally the zoning district 
in which it is located, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the By-law would involve 
substantial hardship; desirable relief may be granted without substantial detriment to 
public good and without substantially derogating from the intent or purpose of the By- 
law. 


APPEALS = Board acts as a quasi-judicial body and determines whether the decision 
or order of the Building Commissioner is legally correct. Persons aggrieved by inability 
to obtain a building permit or enforcement action from the Building Commissioner may 
appeal to the Board of Appeals within 30 cays of the Building Commissioner’s action. 


Board Members are faced with the difficult task of balancing property rights of the applicant with the 
concerns of the citizens of our Town. The primary goal of the Board is to act as expeditiously as 
possible while acting in the best interest of the Town, which saves the applicants both time and legal 
costs. The Board and staff continues to offer guidance and assistance to applicants who appear before 
the Board. This is part of a continuing effort by the Town to streamline the permitting process. 


John Vidal was elected to serve as Chairman, John Druley was elected as Vice Chairman, and 
Alternate C. Veronica Zylinski was appointed as a Regular Member and elected to serve as Clerk. 
Alternate Michael Freeman was re-appointed for a three year term. Alternate Members Michael 
Freeman and Dana Smith participate regularly and often act on cases before the Board. The Board 
welcomes Earnest Keating a newly appointed alternate member who was appointed to fill C. Veronica 
Zylinski’s unexpired term as an alternate member. Bonnie O’Neill continues to serve as the Board’s 
Administrative Assistant and Carol Scott serves as office assistant. 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank the members of other Town Boards and Committees, 
Town Administrator, Building Commissioner, Town Planner, Town Engineer, Health Agent, Conservation 
Administrator etc. for their cooperation and we look forward to continue working with them during the 
coming year. We thank Town Counsel Frank Duffy and Associate Ed Dewitt for their advice and 
continued support.

DATA PROCESSING 


PC Expansion Continues 
More and more PC’s are being purchased and upgraded everyday as the opportunities for more 


sophisticated computing and internet access are realized. From Town Meeting November 1997, Grants 
and the budgets for fiscal 1999, thirty-five (35) new PC’s have been approved: (1) Building 
Commissioner, (1) Assistant Accountant, (1) Veterans Agent, (1) Finance Committee, (1) Town 
Administrator Secretary, (1) Personnel, (5) Treasurer’s Office for Imaging, (1) NT Server DP for Imaging 
and GIS, (2) NT Upgrades for DP, (1) Registrar of Voters, (1) Fire Chief Upgrade, (1) EMT Billing Clerk, 
(3) Police NT network for Westlaw and accident reconstruction, (10) Mobile Laptops for cruisers, (2) 
Retirement for TAC software, (2) Engineering Upgrades for Autocad, and (1) NT Upgrade for Planning 
for GIS. Most of these PC’s are yet to be researched, purchased, and installed. 


Local Area Network Analysis (LAN) 

Because of the PC explosion and the planned expansion to the GIS system and purchase of image 
technology, a Network Needs Analysis was performed in June 1998 by Compaq services. Four 
recommendations came out of this study: (1) Installation of TCP/IP Network Protocol on the Alpha 4000 
mainframe to efficiently connect to NT PC networks; (2) Re-wiring Town Hall to Category 5 grade wire; 
(3) Install NT server with RAID technology to manage and store images and GIS data; and (4) 
Installation of Multistack Ethernet switches and Hubs to manage and segregate network traffic. 


Wide Area Network Analysis (WAN) 

There are currently four ways Town facilities are connected: leased data lines, dialup modems, town 
owned installed data lines and Adelphia cable network. All need to be improved and studied. This 
projected is critical at this time and is closely aligned with (1) Adelphia Contract renewal with the Cable 
Advisory Committee and (2) Main Street Revitalization Project. Current options include wireless 
communications or the installation of fiber optic cable down Main Street. 


Major Projects Completed Fiscal 1998 

The major two projects for F98 were revaluation processing and Y2K evaluation. Also a Beach Sticker 
System and equipment installed in Surf Drive Beach house, an Engineering PC Upgrade (installation 
and training). 


Projects Planned for Fiscal 1999 
Besides the LAN and Wan network improvements and PC installation and maintenance, more Y2K 


research and upgrades, GIS expansion implementation, research and implementation of imaging 
technology for Treasurer, convert vendor and payroll checks to laser checks, Tax Title System 
completion, transient dockage system and research requests for Conservation department.

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HARBORMASTER’S REPORT 


The Harbor Masters Department continued to actively enforce the Town’s new mooring regulations. 
The final implementation of the Quissett Harbor and Green Pond South Harbor Management Plans 
were put in place. We will now be moving onto the Waquoit Bay Management Plan in FY 99. 


A total of 201 new mooring permits were issued in the summer of 1998. Many of those new permits 
were awarded to wait list applicants as the Department continues to strive to reduce several of the 
longer harbor waiting lists. The Department recently purchased a new mooring barge which will aid 
in the removal of unregistered and illegally placed moorings within the Town. 

Revenues for the Department in FY 1998 were as follows: Mooring Renewal and Wait List Fees 
$118,160.00. The Department’s operating budget was $145,935.80, the actual expenses were 
$130,843.61. 


The Harbor Masters Department and the Waterways Committee budgets have been combined for 
Fiscal Year 1999.

Major electrical upgrades were started in the main marina, approximately one third of the slips being 
completed to date. The permitting for the Wild Harbor Bulkhead reconstruction is nearing completion. 
The Committee anticipates construction to start on the new Inner Harbor launching ramp in the spring 
of 1999. The Committee has begun the process of obtaining permits to dredge Great Pond from the 
bridge to the Harrington Street ramp. Perch Pond will also be dredged to improve the water quality 
and boat access to the pond. Finally, maintenance dredging was completed at Green Pond, Eel Pond 
Menauhant, Great Pond and Falmouth Inner Harbor entrances with the help of the Barnstable County 
Dredge. 


Future projects the Committee is working on include the addition of a large dinghy dock at Green 
Pond, major repairs and upgrades to the Great Harbor Woods Hole town dock and ramp, and 
launching floats at White’s and Seapit Landings.

FALMOUTH HUMAN SERVICES 
COUNSELING & CASEWORK PROGRANM - Served 245 families, couples and individual cases. Provided 


two graduate student internship opportunities for Falmouth residents, Karen Cardeira, from Rhode 
Island College School of Social Work and Christine Showalter, from Antioch College Graduate School 
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Family Therapy program. Worked on improving our counseling and casework survey of consumer level 
of satisfaction with our services. 


COMMUNICATION WITHOUT VIOLENCE PROGRAM - Served 23 individuals including 7 women at the 
Barnstable House of Correction. Successfully negotiated one year of free supervision by the authors 
through the Massachusetts Department of Mental Health, Division of Forensic Mental Health. This was 
a several months process that was aided by Sens. Murray & Rauschenbach and Reps. Turkington & 
Cahir. 


HOMELESS PREVENTION FUND - Raised $2,000 through a benefit concert at Liam Maguire’s. Served 
24 families with mortgage and rental assistance to prevent foreclosure or eviction. Bob Murray’s walk 
raised $16,000 for the program. 


EARLY CHILDBEARING PROGRAM - Served 23 Falmouth residents. 


COALITION FOR STRONGER FAMILIES - Continued membership and support of its goals to train and 
certify day care facilities and staff in Falmouth. 


FALMOUTH HOUSING TRUST - Worked with the Trust and the Falmouth Housing Authority to secure 
$423,000 Heads Up grant. Redesigned homes and minor site modifications and secured ZBA 
approvals. Also secured Town Meeting approval of water main continuation up Sam Turner Road to 
site. Continued to provide case management for the residents and staff for the Tenant Selection and 
Management Committees of the Gerald Flynn House on Palmer Ave. Reviewed policies on racial 
discrimination, sexual harassment and substance abuse. 


HIV/AIDS COMMUNITY PARTNERSHIP - Sponsored World AIDS day service, co-sponsored AIDS quilt 
project with Falmouth High School and others. Provided educational programs at the Lawrence Junior 
High School and the Falmouth High School. Distributed educational materials at local cultural, health, 
and educational fairs. 


PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT - Co-sponsored with Cape Cod Healthcare and Barnstable County 
Department of Human Services, Cape Cod Health Care Needs Assessment project to determine health 
care needs of low income, minorities, immigrants, incarcerated, and handicapped persons. Worked 
with Fairwinds, Falmouth Housing Authority, Massachusetts Department of Mental Health and private 
developer to get approvals for 20 apartment units for mentally ill on Main Street. Served on Barnstable 
County HOME Consortium sub-committee to complete feasibility study of the conversion of the 
Barnstable County Hospital to an affordable Assisted Living Facility. Continued to advocate for the 
Upper Cape Domestic Violence Coalition by securing funds from Town Meetings of Falmouth, 
Sandwich, Bourne and Mashpee to total of $8,000. 


TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE - Aided Community Action Committee and Massachusetts Department of 
Social Services in putting together a forum for foster care recruitment at Falmouth Hospital which drew 
50 participants. Provided office space to Legal Services, Department of Social Services, Consumer 
Credit Counseling, the Falmouth Housing Trust, and the Falmouth Free Clinic in order to allow 
Falmouth residents to access their services. 


INFORMATION AND REFERRAL - 1,269 requests for services were made during the year. 
AGREEMENTS WITH NON-PROFIT AGENCIES - monitored 13 agreements and visited "U” CAN, Legal 


Services, Independence House, and Big Brothers/Big Sisters to get a more in depth view of their 
operations in serving Falmouth residents. 
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LOCAL COMPREHENSIVE PLAN - Submitted final drafts of goals, policies, and action items to Town 
Meeting for approval and received it. Sub-committee of staff and Human Services Committee members 
meet monthly to implement action items. 


FLOCS PROGRAM (Family Learning Opportunities through Community and Schools) - Worked with 
Child and Family Service of Cape Cod to secure $30,000 through the Massachusetts Legislature for 
this program. The program enrolled 16 parents and 22 children. 


OTHER COMMUNITY ACTIVITIES - Worked with the Falmouth Service Center to identify a new site and 
receive Town Meeting support to lease town owned land. Provided speaker for the Falmouth Interfaith 
Thanksgiving service and the annual meeting of the Massachusetts Association of Councils on Aging. 
Awarded Certificates of Recognition for outstanding Human Services contributions to: Robert Murray, 
Judith Stetson, Robert Wright, and Celebrations’ 98. Assisted Habitat for Humanity with a town meeting 
article to secure a town owned surplus property for them to build an affordable home for a first time 
homebuyer of low income in Falmouth. Received $2,000 in unsolicited donations from citizens and a 
church group. 


ADMINISTRATION AND BUDGET: Marilyn Crowell, Doris Epstein, and Willette McNary were 
reappointed by the Board of Selectmen to three year terms on the Committee. Budget approved at 
Town Meeting for Fiscal Year ’99 of $322,748. 


The staff of the department thanks Town Meeting for its continued support and residents who have 
made generous donations to help us accomplish our mission.

FALMOUTH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Major highlights of the 1998 Fiscal Year involved: a transition year for the Library's role in the State's 
regional library system, a very successful career grant, significant upgrades in the three library 
buildings and grounds, installation of a new materials security system and a more user-friendly 
circulation services area at the Main Library. A happy surprise was the Second Prize won by the staff 
in the Falmouth Christmas Parade. 


CIRCULATION SERVICES: The Circulation Department helps the public with materials check-out, 
renewals, reserves, library card sign-up, and museum pass reservations. These activities in the three 
libraries, July 1, 1997 - June 30, 1998, added up to the following:

REFERENCE AND ADULT SERVICES: The Reference Department helps patrons with their information 
needs and has major responsibility for adult and young adult collections and services. A sampling of 
activities includes providing public programs and exhibits, materials selection, grant-writing, hosting 
school class visits and instructional tours for adults. As part of the Library's role in the regional library 
System, staff also provides backup reference service to the South Eastern Massachusetts Library 
System members. 


A major focus in FY98 was the LSTA grant from the Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners 
The Career Connection @FPL. Grant funding enabled the Library to update its career-related materials, 
acquire two Internet workstations with career decision-making software (SIGI-Plus), and to hire a 
Coordinator to organize programs for the public and to help individual patrons with resumes, job- 
hunting techniques, and general career strategies. During the grant year, 18 public programs were held 
which 329 people attended. 150 people used SIGI-Plus and 175 received individual consultations. 


A sampling of other public programs for adults during the year included the very popular Sisters in 
Crime and Death and Dessert (mystery writers), Aquaculture, and Celebration of the Short Story. A 
full Summer Reading Program was organized for Young Adults including such programs as: Having 
Your Own Band, Poetry Readings, Newspaper Writing, Creative Writing with Rain Henry, and Mind 
Bending Puzzles. Adding in school class visits and adult tours, programs totalled 385 with 1,746 
individuals attending them. 


During the year, more than a dozen exhibits and displays were presented in the adult services area. 
Subjects ranged widely and included: aquaculture, handmade paper, shell-related crafts, woodcarving, 
blacksmithing, dollhouse furniture, artistic photographs, an artist’s book illustrations, French cultural 
heritage artifacts, and Falmouth Library history. 


CLAMS network and Internet-related resources are increasingly utilized by the public both in the Library 
and remotely via the Library's website www.capecod.net/fpl. The Library's World Wide Web access 
is provided by the Woods Hole Research Community. 


CHILDREN’S SERVICES: The Children’s Department concentrates on collections and services for 
individuals under age 12 and their parents or caretakers. Materials are provided in diverse formats. 
Age-specific storyhours, a primary feature of year round programming are coordinated in the three 
libraries to provide maximum availability. Seasonal and special programs are exciting highlights of the 
year and the annual Summer Reading Program provides a reading incentive to children during summer 
vacation. 


Last year, a special emphasis on events for families emerged, with a Family Book Club and Jazz For 
Families among these well-received offerings. Collaboration with local organizations provided some 
special events and resource enhancement, including a series of story times for child care providers, 
expansion of the parenting resource collection, and programs with older children reading to younger 
ones. Programs totalled 344, with 8049 children attending. Over 800 children registered for the 
Summer Reading Program. 


Displays and exhibits included original art work by an award-winning local picture book author, an 
original acrylic sculpture given by its creator, and many fine personal collections loaned by children for 
others to enjoy. 

A new computer with appropriate software was donated by the Friends of the Library. 
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Circulation of Children’s materials was 126,772, or 31% of the total Library circulation. 


BRANCH SERVICES: The branch libraries provide vital library services within easy reach for the East 
and North Falmouth neighborhoods. Collections focus on resources for children, fiction of many 
genres, magazines, videos, and items of special village interest. They offer story hours, school and 
daycare center visits, and occasional special programs. 


The EAST Branch is fully automated and provides access to all CLAMS network resources including 
periodical databases and the Internet. Last year, improvement highlights included: installation of a 
CLAMS PAC terminal for the public, new reading room chairs purchased by the Friends, and an 
exterior lighting upgrade. Activities included the popular Learn To Fish program, an Earth Day book 
and plant swap, school class visits, multicultural grant activities for children, story hour cycles, story 
times for childcare providers, the Summer Reading Program. Circulation increased 9% over FY97. 


The NORTH Branch offers many materials for children as well as strong fiction, video, and periodical 
resources for adults. Activities include school class visits, story times for daycare centers, age-specific 
story hour cycles, book clubs, craft workshops, and the Summer Reading Program. Improvements 
included front door replacement for better visibility, driveway relocation for improved safety, and new 
shelving donated by the North Falmouth Village Association. Circulation increased 6% over FY97.

SUBREGIONAL SERVICES: Fiscal Year 1998 was the last year of Falmouth’s role as a subregional 
library in the phased-out Eastern Massachusetts Regional Library System and the first year as a 
Reference and Interlibrary Loan service provider in the new South Eastern Massachusetts Library 
System (SEMLS). Responsibility for materials delivery to Cape and Islands libraries ended June 30th 
and was transferred to SEMLS. Meanwhile operations were streamlined for a stronger focus on 
Reference and Interlibrary Loan services to the new multitype library membership of the new region.

ENHANCEMENT SERVICES: The Friends of the Library maintained sponsorship of the popular 
Museum Pass Program and provided funding for enhanced audiovisual collections at all three libraries. 
They supported special programs for children and provided two very well-attended series of educational 
classes for adults in their Joy of Learning Program. They also funded badly-needed new chairs for the 
reading room at the East Branch. 


A program of 50 dedicated library volunteers gave 2692 hours of support service. 


Invaluable support was also received from the community in many other ways including basic funding 
at Town Meeting, the expertise of other Town departments, cooperation from the Woods Hole and 
West Falmouth Libraries, and assistance on special projects from local individuals and organizations. 
We are deeply grateful for this support system which in turn enables us to deliver high quality library 
service back to Falmouth. 
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A note of special thanks, too, to William Munson, who in June stepped down after 25 years as 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees. On July 29, 1998, Bill Munson Day, his dedicated leadership was 
celebrated; but | wish to note here also that the gift of continuity that he gave through so many key 
events in Falmouth Public Library's history will go on serving it well for years to come.

FALMOUTH BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


In the 1998 Fiscal Year, the Board of Library Trustees continued to implement important goals of their 
Long Range Plan focusing on structure and infrastructure. The Trustees participated in the Library's 
Space Needs Task Force, studied the capital needs of each of the three Library buildings and met with 
the Building Commissioner to determine the handicap accessibility options for each branch. 


The Trustees continued to support the regional transition activities in order for Falmouth to continue 
to play a strong role in the region in order to bring new benefits to the community. A strong reference 
service is a basic mission and priority as the community relies on the reference service and the depth 
of the collection. 


The Trustees advocated for continued town support for funding to meet town needs and State 
requirements for public Library services. The Board advocated for the capital funding to provide 
needed repairs for the three Library buildings and the space redesign of the circulation services area 
in the Main Library. 


By participating in the Main Street beautification, the Trustees facilitated obtaining Library signs for the 
grounds and entrance. The Trustees advocated for lighting the Town Parking Lot as part of the 
project. The Trustees purchased a bike rack and a barrel for the library to match Main Street's. 
During the upcoming year the Trustees will plan exterior lighting for the Library in concert with Main 
Street design. 


The Library grounds were worked on with Brian Dale and the DPW replacing diseased 
elm trees through a special grant and upgrading the safety and appearance of the side plot of the Main 
Library with plant materials to replace overgrown bushes. 


The Trustees funded public programs for adults, young adults and children; and staff development and 
continuing education. Special Trustee advocacy was involved in site preparation for East's fishing 
program, the change in North's driveway for improved safety and the sidewalk upgrade at the Main 
Library. 

The Trustee awards for Juniors at Falmouth Hig h School and Falmouth Academy were well received. 
The Trustees thank the Friends for their significant contributions to enhance Library programs and 
services. Additionally the Board recognizes with gratitude the 2692 hours given by 50 volunteers. This 
ongoing support is greatly appreciated by the Staff and Trustees. 

The Board gratefully acknowledged William T. Munsons’ 25 years as Board Chairman with a public 
reception and the purchase of a study carrel for the Library.

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WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


During the period June 1997-1998, the circulation of books at the West Falmouth Library totaled 
12,170, an increase of 493 from last year. The Library added 599 books to its collection. 


At the present time there are 473 registered members of the Library and the Library is open 22 hours 
a week throughout the year. 


The Arthur M. Hennessey, Jr. Memorial Scholarship, which is administered by the Library, was awarded 
to Duncan M. Smith-Rohrberg and Carrie Lee Winslow. 


Work continues on the Bowerman-Gifford collection and the monthly Book Discussion and weekly 
Bridge Groups continue to meet. Raising funds through the Annual Summer book Sale, Art Show, and 
Holiday House Tour continues to be an important aspect for the Library. The Building is also used by 
the West Falmouth Pre-School and various music and civic organizations. 


Fund raising to pay for the purchase of the parcel of land to the north of the Library continued and was 
successfully completed. A series of five musical events, a play and a community picnic helped in the 
fund raising efforts and introduced new friends to the Library. Additionally, the sale of reprints of an 
original watercolor, painted by Anne Downs, of the village of West Falmouth contributed to the fund 
raising success. 


Avery T. Funkhouser, President of the Board of Trustees, retired after 18 years as leader of the West 
Falmouth Library. Her outstanding efforts and boundless energy have left the Library well prepared 
to face the future. 


The dedication of our volunteers, Trustees and librarians, Ann Ellis and Rosaleen Egan continue to 
make the West Falmouth Library an important asset to the West Falmouth community.

WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


The total circulation of books and materials was 19,566, a small decrease from last year. The 
circulation included 513 books to school groups such as the Woods Hole Headstart, Woods Hole 
Center, Woods Hole After School, and the MBL’s summer programs for children. The Home Delivery 
program for elderly residents circulated 863 books. 


The library added 1,642 books and 65 audiovisual materials to the collection. Within this total 636 
items were purchased by the library funds, 127 with designated gifts funds, and 944 were donated 
materials. The library’s holdings now include a total of 24,484 books and 732 audiovisual materials. 


The library received grants from two foundations. The Friendship Fund awarded the library a grant for 
the purchase of nonfiction books. The Woods Hole Foundation awarded the library a grant for the 
installation of UV protective film on all the windows in the building to greatly reduce damage to books, 
paintings and furniture from sunlight. 


A variety of cultural and educational programs for adults and children were presented during the year, 


including a series of maritime lectures and craft workshops sponsored by the Woods Hole Historical 
Museum. A summer reading program and story hours for children were well attended. The public 
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access Internet PC and new CD-ROM materials were used 362 times by adults and children to search 
for information. Dial Access membership in CLAMS permitted library staff to search the system's 
database to locate and request books for our borrowers. The Ratcliffe Room was used for 80 meetings 
by nine different community groups. 


Fund raising events included several book sales, the spring plant sale, two chamber music concerts, 
a benefit theater production, and a yard sale. Many volunteers from the community worked with the 
library’s trustees and staff to make these events successful. Five regular volunteers assisted the library 
staff with tasks such as book preparation, book repairs, and circulation, for a total of 697 hours. 


Anewsletter, the “Woods Hole Library News”, began bimonthly publication, edited by a current trustee 
and a past trustee. Copies are available at the library. The library’s Long Range Plan was updated 
with an action plan for the next two years, which was approved by the library trustees and by the 
Massachusetts Board of Library Commissioners. 


Improvements to the library included landscaping in the front of the building, made possible by a gift 
from a past trustee. New built-in shelving, drawers, and a countertop for the circulation desk and staff 
work areas were completed as part of a continuing project funded by past grants.

PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board met 43 times in fiscal year 1998 and approved five Preliminary plans and seven 
Definitive plans creating 43 lots. The Board also endorsed twenty eight plans as not requiring approval 
creating 26 new lots, bringing the total number of lots created to 69. Also approved were nine Site 
Plan/Major Plan Review applications and eleven Special Permit applications. 


The Board recommended six amendments to the Zoning Bylaw at Town Meeting during FY 1998. 
Adopted amendments included a Building permit limitation amendment restricting the number of 
building permits for new dwellings. Amendment of Article II! Definitions re: Use & Multiple Use. 


The Board continues to utilize the Geographic Information System to create maps for various studies 
and public hearings. 


In May 1998 as a result of Falmouth Home Rule Charter amendments the Planning Board became a 
seven member board. Kevin P. Andrade, Charles A. Swain & R. Jude Wilber were re-elected to the 
Planning Board. R. Jude Wilber was re-elected as Chairman by the Board. 


The Board welcomed Wayne N. Dick as Assistant Planner in November 1997. Janet Hand resigned 
from the Planning Board in January after nineteen years of dedicated service to the town. 


The Board would like to thank the members of the many Town Departments, Committees and Agencies 
which contribute their time and expertise to the Board’s endeavors.

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LOCAL PLANNING COMMITTEE 


The Representatives of the Falmouth Local Planning Committee (LPC) are C. John Berg & Charles A.

During Fisca! year 1998 the Committee met informally five times. However, there was a considerable 
amount of editing and drafting completed by the Committee, which did not require a meeting. 


The Goals and Policies of the Local Comprehensive Plan as written by the Local Planning committee 
was approved at the April 13, 1998 Annual Town Meeting. The Committee is working on 
implementation of the plan. 


The Committee wishes to thank the Town Departments, Committees and volunteers who have 
contributed many hours of their time and expertise.

SHELLFISH DEPARTMENT 


This year’s propagation projects included the continued operation of the shellfish upweller tank in 
West Falmouth Harbor growing 500,000 quahog seed from 1mm to field plant size for fall planting, 
purchase of 100,000 field plant sized quahog seed, purchase of 150,000 field plant bay scallops, and 
a contaminated relay of 600 bushels of quahogs to Megansett Harbor. Private donations from the 
Holtz Family supported the purchase of seed for the upweller and | wish to thank them for their 
generosity. Maintenance of the upweller tank was accomplished with assistance from the Falmouth 
Shellfishermen’s Association and other volunteer help. The seed from this year will be planted in 
Megansett Harbor, West Falmouth Harbor, Great Pond, Bournes Pond, and Waquoit Bay. Expansion 
of the shellfish upweller tank is anticipated for next year. The ultimate goal for this program is one 
million seed quahogs per year. Oyster seed has naturally set in the tank in very large numbers. Next 
season, oyster spat collectors will be placed in the tank to make it easier to remove the oysters for 
transplant to West Falmouth Harbor. 


A total of 25,000 miles were driven in the course of patrolling the coastline and herring runs for FY 98. 
The shellfish boat was used in the contaminated relay, seed program, patrolling, and water quality 
monitoring. 


A water quality lab for fecal coliform analysis was constructed and used by summer interns to prioritize 
stormwater discharge pipes for remediation. | wish to thank Jennifer Courcy, Anne Burns, Molly 
Sweeney, and Jonathan Polloni for their good work over the summer. The information gathered and 
processed in the Shellfish Water Quality Lab will provide the information needed to determine which 
drainage systems are making the most impact on fecal coliform counts in the shellfish resource areas. 


A fish ladder was constructed and installed with the assistance of the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries in the Coonamessett Herring Run at Pond 14. This ladder was in place in time for the largest 
herring run in the past ten years. Many fish were able to easily pass all the way to the Coonamessett 
Pond due to high water levels and the addition of the new fish ladder. Much work remains to be 
accomplished in order for the herring run to function in a dry year, but plans are on hold until all 
modifications are made to the river for EDB contamination control for the cranberry industry. 
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The new weir at Trunk River is working as promised and Oyster Pond salinity is dropping. The result 
has been increased quality of herring spawning habitat. White perch have also made a return to Oyster 
Pond. 


The Massachusetts Division of Environmental Law Enforcement made an arrest of two individuals from 
Maine poaching glass eels from the Coonamesset River in April. Through the use of very large fyke 
nets, tens of thousands of juvenile eels were being harvested and sold to the Japanese market, causing 
a decrease in the eel population for the legal pot and spear fisheries. Two more fyke nets were found 
by myself and members of the Falmouth Rod and Gun Club while cleaning the Childs River several 
days later. Those nets were removed with the assistance of Environmental Police Officers. Fyke nets 
not only take eels, but provide obstruction for the passage of herring. Many thanks to all of those who 
helped in both the arrests and the clean up of Falmouth’s herring runs. 


Bay scallop populations are almost non-existent. 150,000 seed scallops were planted in Waquoit Bay 
and West Falmouth Harbor. This seeding will be repeated for next year in hopes of establishing a 
spawning population. 


Heavy rains in June closed all shellfish areas in Massachusetts for several days. Bournes Pond, the 
Moonakis River, and West Falmouth Harbor remained closed for the rest of the summer of 98. Wild 
Harbor has been closed for over a year. With the exception of Waquoit Bay, the lower portion of Eel 
River, portions of Great Harbor Woods Hole, the outer half of Quissett Harbor, and Megansett Harbor, 
the majority of Falmouth’s coastal ponds are closed either seasonally or permanently. There is a 
great need for clean up of these waters, not only for shellfish, but for preserving the quality of life along 
these ponds. | would ask that the residents of Falmouth do everything to decrease the flow of nitrogen 
and bacteria into our waters. Sewering many areas of Town should be completed. Individuals should 
have their septic systems pumped and checked regularly and lawn fertilizers should be used only 
sparingly. Also, the presence of ducks, geese, and swans continues to add to the bacteria and 
nitrogen loading of many areas. Please do not feed the water foul. This only encourages these birds 
to become year round inhabitants. 


Due to overall poor water quality, shellfish catch over the summer months has been greatly affected. 
Catch reports are now required on an annual basis By the Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries 
and will therefore not be complied on a fiscal year basis. Next year’s shellfish report will include an 
annual 1998 catch report. The shellfish permits are also sold on a more annual basis, but portions of 
two different permit years will be merged to produce a fiscal report of permit sales.

DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES 


The Department of Natural Resources has continued its collaboration with the Falmouth League of 
Women Voters, in conjunction with the Falmouth Conservation Commission and the Falmouth Shellfish 
Constable, in providing environmental internships for four college students. This year’s interns were 
applied to joint departmental projects that measured levels of pollutants in our coastal ponds. They 
also were assigned to establishing sand contours for Falmouth’s public beaches. Our four interns, 
Jennifer Courcy, Anne Burns, Molly Sweeney and Jonathan Polloni, did yeoman service for the Town, 
providing our community with a wealth of detailed data that will aid us in the mitigation of pollution and 
help us in maintaining viable beach profiles. 


The work of our joint departmental pollution committee has made great strides. The committee, with 
representatives from D.N.R., the Town Administrators office, the Conservation Commission, the 
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Shellfish Department, and D.P.W. Engineering has completed many tasks. The Cedar Lake leaching 
catch basin project was finished this Spring, the engineering work for the first phase of the Seacoast 
Shores leaching catch basin project was also finished at this time, with the actual road work scheduled 
for completion by the end of this year. We hope that by systematically eliminating road runoff through 
out the Town, with additional stormwater leaching catch basins, we will eventually see an improvement 
in the water quality of our salt water and fresh water ponds, rivers and lakes. 


D.N.R. has continued working with the Cape Cod Wildlife conservation Project in developing a holistic 
approach for land acquisition that will provide for biological interplay and interconnectiveness between 
a variety of species and habitats. 


The Waquoit Bay National Estuarine Research Reserve’s Technical Advisory Group, of which the 
Falmouth Conservation Commission and D.N.R. are members, saw the final product of their 
collaboration in the Massachusetts Coastal Zone Management publication “Wetland Ecological 
Integrity: An Assessment Approach”, Bruce K. Carlisle principal author. It is the hope of the Technical 
Advisory Group that this fine piece of research will be used as a template by the nation’s coastal 
communities for prioritizing community wetlands for pollution remediation. 


The Falmouth Conservation Commission, the Shellfish Constable and D.N.R. are continuing to work 
with the Air Force Center for Environmental Excellence in finding solutions for the abatement of 
pollution in areas of Falmouth that have been impacted by the Massachusetts Military Reservation, 
specifically the ethylene dibromide in the town cranberry bogs and the tetrachlorethelene in the 
Ashumet Valley.

These numbers only reflect reported incidents to FAC-other statistics concerning bites can be obtained 
from the Health Department. 
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The Animal Service Division had a very productive year. In November, Boston’s Channel 7 News 
profiled our microchip program. Reporter Janet Wu spent several hours learning about the program 
and interviewing Melissa Berryman and Edith Ross on how microchip identification can help reunite 
animals with their owners. Several fund raisers and service projects were conducted along with the 
Friends of Falmouth Dogs over the winter and spring including our Pet Photo’s with Santa, Spay Month 
and Rabies clinic with Dr. Olmsted of West Falmouth Veterinary Clinic. These programs provided lot 
cost spay/neuter and vaccination services to our residents as well as raised monies for veterinary care 
for stray dogs. 


An appropriation of $10,000 was earmarked at our Spring Town Meeting for the formation of an Animal 
Facility Committee which began in the summer to formulate a plan for our new facility. Both the 
Friends of the Falmouth Dogs and People for Cats groups began their own fund raising projects for 
this endeavor. The sign at the entrance of the Gifford St. facility was formally changed from the 
Falmouth Dog Pound to the Animal Service Center of Falmouth. This name reflects the true function 
of activities that occur there. Discount sterilization coupons, leadership lessons, crate loans, obedience 
coupons and animal food bank services are only a few of the community related services offered at the 
center. This year Senior Animal Control Officer Melissa Berryman has been offering free 4 legged 
Leadership training to all residents. 4 Legged Leadership addresses community issues related to 
owning a dog and works to empower owners to actively change and control the behavior of their dogs 
for the benefit and safety of the community.

BOARD OF REGISTRAR OF VOTERS

The "Motor Voter” Law continues to generate large numbers of people registering to vote. In the past 
fiscal year, the office registered 1,455 new voters, deleted 1,493 voters. The total continues to remain 
about the same, not reflecting the amount of activity that occurs. In addition, to entering and deleting 
voters, there were over 6,000 changes entered into the computer reflecting voter activity, i.e. changes 
of address, name or party affiliation. 


The November Town Meeting appropriated the monies necessary to renovate the office. This much 
needed work has finally been completed. 


The census was mailed in early January to 14,107 households - with the final results enon a total 
of 29,354 residents. 


There were 22,013 registered voters for the Special Election held on January 27th 
to decide whether or not to have a Cape Wide Land Bank. 


During March & April, signatures were verified for prospective candidates seeking a place on the 
Ballots for the Town, September Primary and November Elections. This also includes the signatures 
for the five referenda questions on the November Ballot. 

There were 21,725 registered voters for the Annual Town Election which was held on May 19, 1998.

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DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


From the date of my appointment, February 2, 1998 through 30 June 1998, 1,183 veterans and their 
immediate families contacted my office for assistance with various State and Federal programs. 
Services were also provided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


The 1998 Falmouth census revealed a population of 29,354 of which 6,236 (21%) are veterans. Of this 
figure, 4,736 (16%) receive State or Federal benefits ranging from disability compensation; pensions 
and assistance; to full retirement. 


Thirty-eight veterans families were assisted with burial arrangements at local cemeteries and the 
Massachusetts National Cemetery. 


The Main Street revitalization project brought a new look to downtown that included placement of a 
U.S. flag on each lamp post along Main Street. The 32 flags were generously donated to the Veterans’

The Falmouth Elks Lodge #2380 located on Palmer Avenue, donated the thirty-two flag sets that now 
adorn the lampposts along Main Street. Memorial Day activities drew an audience estimated at 2,500. 
Chairman of the Veterans’ Council acted as Master of Ceremonies. Rev. Fr. Wallace provided both 
the opening and closing prayers. This year’s guest speaker was Falmouth Fire Chief and veteran, Paul 
Brodeur. In Chief Brodeur’s opening remarks, he paid special tribute to Falmouth’s Gold Star Mothers 
whose sons paid the ultimate sacrifice in the defense of our Nation. 


As Memorial Day ceremonies drew to a close, taps were played followed by the Falmouth Mostly All 
Male Chorus singing the Battle Hymn of the Republic as two F-15s from Otis Air National Guard base 
performed a fly over. Tributes to those lost at sea were rendered at Deacon’s Pond as U.S. Coast 
Guard personnel placed flowers in the water from their vessel.

The economics of waste disposal in Falmouth are such that it is very much in the town’s interest to 
encourage residents, businesses and visitors to recycle more. The contracted cost for curbside 
RECYCLING service does not include any other cost. Therefore, if recycling tonnage increased, total 
cost does not increase, and per ton cost goes down. 


The contracted cost for curbside TRASH removal is also fixed, but that cost takes the trash only as far 
as the Transfer Station at Otis. From there, an additional $55.86 PER TON is added for the cost of 
running the transfer station, the Old Colony Railroad transportation to SEMASS and the tipping fee 
there. Therefore, every ton removed from the trash through recycling or reuse saves the town $55.86. 
If the tons recycled were to double, we would save 2,543 tons x $55.86 or $137,024. 


To increase recycling tonnage the town could place recycling containers at beaches and beside 
sidewalk trash bins, require better compliance at municipal buildings including schools and public 
housing, require private haulers that serve businesses to provide recycling service to their customers 
or pass a mandatory recycling ordinance requiring residents to separate recyclables from trash. 


This year SWAC applied for a Municipal Recycling Incentive Program Grant that paid the town $8.00 
for every ton we recycled curbside during the year, a total of almost $20,000. That grant brought the 
PER TON cost for recycling down to $75 compared to $89 per ton for trash. 


We also helped the town celebrate America Recycles Day with a show of art made of recycled parts 
and a display of products made of recycled materials which are for sale at Falmouth stores. We 
encouraged the town to initiate a buy recycled procurement policy, and continue to manage the Swap 
Shop.

COUNCIL ON AGING/SENIOR CENTER 


The Council on Aging and Falmouth Senior Center is a branch of Falmouth Town Government that is 
charged with assessing the needs of seniors and offering programs, services and activities to meet 
these needs. The Council and Center staff represent their interest and promote knowledge of all elder 
issues and concerns. The Senior Center is funded by local tax dollars, grants from the State Executive 
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Office of Elder Affairs and private grant funds. The Center is open from 8:00 a.m. until 4:00 p.m., 
Monday through Friday with some programs occurring at other hours. During most of the year there 
are over 35 different programs, activities and services offered on a monthly basis at the Center. These 
do not include the educational or recreational trips offered to the seniors on a regular basis. The Senior 
Center is now in use at a minimum of 180 hours per month. 


Of the over 9500 seniors(59 years +) eligible to belong to the Senior Center there are close to 4900 
registered members of the Center. There are approximately 270 volunteers active at the Senior Center 
who volunteer anywhere from one hour per week up to some who volunteer up to seven to nine hours 
per week. During this past year these volunteers contributed 14,500 hours saving the Town over $ 137, 
900.00.

The volunteers who answer the telephones and direct the seniors’ questions to the appropriate person, 
program, activity, or agency also keep a running count each day to the number of people who use the 
senior center facility. During the fiscal year(7/97-7/98) there were 40,164 people who passed through 
the Senior Center doors during its hours of operation. Mention should also be made of the other 
volunteers who make the Center the popular place that it is. These include the 4 Attorneys who 
volunteer their expertise to make the worries of our senior population a little easier to bear. There are 
also 3 financial/long term care individuals who come to the Center once a month to assist answering 
the ever-changing questions for seniors. This past year a licensed social worker affiliated with Falmouth 
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Human Services has also come to the Center on a weekly basis to counsel seniors. There are also 
several volunteers who lead some of our recreational activities and also a tip of the cap to our Center 
Singers who entertain not only at the Center but also at area Nursing Homes. 


To all of the above and to the Officials of our Town a warm and generous thank you for everything that 
has made this year a banner year at the Falmouth Senior Center.

WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD AND NANTUCKET STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


The Steamship Authority has made any attempts within the last several years to develop an overflow 
parking facility at the Massachusetts Military Reservation and was very close to achieving this goal 
when the establishment of the Community Working Group by the Department of Environmental Affairs 
reversed the positive direction. The final report by the Community Working Group (with negligible 
support from the local members of the CWG) provided no substantial or long term relief for 
establishment of a parking facility. (Overcoming strong opposition, Selectman Virginia Valiela was able 
to develop positive support within this group.) 


In an effort to alleviate the potential of illegal parking in Falmouth, the Steamship Authority established 
temporary small parking facilities off MacArthur Boulevard (Route 28). One lot was used in 1996, two 
in 1997, and an additional lot was leased as a replacement for the loss of one 1998. The most recent 
lease arrangement precipitated action in the Town of Bourne’s Building Inspector, blocking use of the 
lot and resulting in court action against the Steamship Authority. That temporary injunction against the 
Steamship Authority has been overturned. There is still no assurance that the Steamship Authority will 
obtain a parking facility at the Massachusetts Military Reservation but it remains committed to obtaining 
relief for the Town of Falmouth. 


Automobile traffic for 1998 will approximate the traffic levels for the past two years with minor increases 
occurring during the non-summer months. The reservation only program, started in 1996, and modified 
in 1997 to include four day weekends, has eliminated traffic congestion resulting from guaranteed 
standby, and has again worked will in 1998. 


An economic impact study is underway for the purpose of studying the diversion of freight traffic to the 
Islands from both Woods Hole and Hyannis, to another mainland port. New Bedford has three potential 
sites, although it is unlikely that funding for purchase, construction or repair to an existing facility can 
be effected within a three year period. While the Steamship Authority bonding limit cannot finance the 
purchase or construction of a New Bedford facility, | strongly support this possibility, and would expect 
to see some relief to the Town of Falmouth in the future. 


There will be no new trips starting earlier than in pervious years and the number of automobile spaces 
available during the summer season has not increased. We expect to transition to a four vessel day 
operation rather than five vessels, as in the past. This decreases the 35 trips a day at Woods Hole to 
26. 


| strongly opposed a schedule revision that would have intervals of less than fifteen minutes between 


vessel arrivals for next summer’s schedule. The Authority Members voted in favor of my proposal that 
Authority traffic be spread out as it passes through Falmouth. 
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Action has been initiated under the Clean Air Act to establish requirements that refuse handlers must 
meet, in order for the Steamship Authority to accept vehicles for passage. This will resolve problems 
of odor and maggots that presently exist. 


The extension of the M.V. Katama was successfully completed last winter, and is on the Hyannis- 
Nantucket run. There is no service to Nantucket from Woods Hole. The addition of a leased fast ferry 
as a pilot program on the Hyannis to Nantucket run has been successful and action is being taken to 
explore the purchase of a ferry, which could come on line in the Spring of 2000. It has been my 
position that no fast ferry operation be initiated from Woods Hole. If Martha’s Vineyard decides they 
want a fast ferry operation, it would have to come from another mainland port. 


At my request, the General Manager will be asking the Massachusetts Highway Division District 
manager to review the Jones Road/Palmer Avenue intersection northbound traffic lanes. | am seeking 
to amend the two existing lanes usage to have the outside lane for left turns only traffic onto Ter Heun 
Drive, and the right lane for straight through and right turn use, with the modification of the traffic 
signal light to duplicate and be integrated with the southbound sequence. The efficiency of this system 
can be substantially improved at no expense since the road width is essentially the same south of the 
intersection as north of the intersection. We expect this will gain the support of the Selectmen and the 
Planning Board to help all users of the intersection. 


The Members of the Steamship Authority Board of Governors, as mandated by statute of the 
Commonwealth, continue to be responsible for maintaining a responsive and fiscally sound Authority. 
The actual net operating income to the Steamship Authority in 1997 was $550,517. The projected net 
operating income this year is $2,279,000. As Members, we are individually charged to represent the 
interests of our respective communities. This does not preclude looking out for the interests and 
concerns of the mainland ports, as all three of us do, together with the involved, non-voting Members 
appointed by the Town of Barnstable. The Board of the Steamship Authority adheres to an open and 
democratic process, giving a great deal of thought to all matters brought before it, and making 
decisions based solely on their merits, as | do, on what is best for the Town of Falmouth.

SEALER OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURERS 


In accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, testing and sealing of weights 
and measuring devices were conducted in the Town of Falmouth. The State’s Division of Standards 
provided assistance and equipment for the testing of large capacity truck scales and oil truck meters. 


A total of 619 weighing and measuring devices were tested for accuracy and condition. Those devices 
that met the prescribed standards were sealed; some were adjusted and sealed; and some were 
condemned. 


The sum of $5,878.87 was collected in fees as of June 30, 1998 and deposited with the Town 
Treasurer. 


The State prohibits the advertising of wood for sale by the cord. Wood will be advertised and sold by 
the cubic foot, and a bill of sale must be presented to the consumer by the seller with the buyer’s name 
and address, plus amount of wood in cubic foot, and the total price. For the consumer’s protection, 
when wood is delivered we suggest measuring the wood before it is accepted and paid for. 
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| would like to acknowledge the cooperation of the State Division of Standards and especially inspector 
Tom Hansbury of that office.

FALMOUTH HISTORICAL COMMISSION

This December Falmouth will celebrate the placement of four important municipal buildings on the 
National Register of Historic Places; Lawrence Academy (Chamber of Commerce), the Poor House 
Artists’ Guild building) ,the Falmouth Pumping Station and the Central Fire Station. This in itself is a 
fine achievement for Falmouth, but, in addition, the West Falmouth Village and the North Falmouth 
Village District have both been approved for the National Register of Historic Places. That adds 315 
more contributing resources in the Town of Falmouth that the National Park Service voted to place on 
the National Register of Historic Places this year. That is a great accomplishment of which we should 
all be proud. Plaques are being designed to identify all Falmouth National Register properties. 


At last spring’s town meeting the Historical Commission worked diligently to save the Mullen School 
from demolition. Jean McCluskey represents us on the Mullen School Building Committee which is 
working on plans for renovations and an addition to the Mullen School. 


Several Historical Commission members are working in cooperation with the Facilities Advisory 
Committee on plans to renovate the Central Fire Station to enlarge its capacity without harming its 
historic significance. 


In addition, the Historical Commission initiated efforts, with the cooperation of the town and the Artists’ 
Guild, to preserve the Poor House and to win a state preservation grant of more than $30,000 for this 
project. 


We are still working with town and state engineers to maintain the Church Street Bridge with 
appropriate scale and landscaping as a gateway to the Church Street arm of the Woods Hole District. 


One of the major goals of the town’s new Local Comprehensive Plan is to “ensure that future 
development respects the traditions and character of historic village centers... so as to protect the 
visual character of Falmouth”. We are also asked "to preserve important maritime (harbor and ocean 
front) landscapes, including views of those landscapes from surrounding areas.” To preserve our 
coastal vistas and the traditional scale of buildings throughout the town we will need the help of 
Falmouth’s other regulatory agencies. 


We continue to support the restoration of the Emerald House and Highfield Hall.

Child Health Foundation of Boston, Inc. develop a grief and loss program. This program 
developed trained crisis teams in each Falmouth school. 


Co-sponsored 18 Falmouth High School students and 2 adults to attend an Addiction 
Prevention, Inc. Conference in March of 1998. 


Sponsored some of the planned activities for the newly formed Falmouth Special needs 
(Special Olympics) group. 


Continued support for Celebration ’98 for Falmouth High School. 


Supplied all of Falmouth schools, Falmouth Academy, libraries, pediatricians, Seven-eleven, 
laundromats, Pause-A-While, Head Start round table, Emerson House, Stephen Miller, Service 
Center, Falmouth Hospital, Church of the Messiah, St. Joseph’s, firehouse in Woods Hole and 
church groups with newly updated ”Help-Substance Abuse Emergency phone numbers. 


Sponsored a commission member (George Wheeler) to attend the New England School of 
Addition Studies for five days for the continued education of our commission.

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HISTORY 


Since its formation in 1948, the Falmouth Housing Authority has provided support for local housing 
initiatives that provide needed rental housing opportunities, with the support of the Federal Department 
of Housing and Urban Development (HUD) and the State Department of Communities and Development 
(DHCD). The mission of the Falmouth Housing Authority is to operate low rent Family and 
Elderly/Disabled Housing, to establish eligibility and rent requirements, and to provide decent, safe, 
and sanitary housing. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority maintains 302 units of public housing; one Chapter 689 special needs 
home for eight residents; plus slightly under 500 units of scattered site, privately owned housing under 
the Section 8 (Federal) and Massachusetts Rental Voucher Program (State) rental assistance 
programs. 


The Authority is governed by a five member Board of Commissioners, one appointed by the Governor 
and four elected by the voters in the Town of Falmouth. The Board is required by law to make policy 
decisions on current and future programs, to determine how they are to be administered, and to obtain 
and protect monies to keep them operating. The Authority is a public corporation for which the 
commissioners serve as governing directors. 


FISCAL YEAR 1998 IN REVIEW 


During fiscal year 1998, the Falmouth Housing Authority continued to build on the momentum 
established during the past few years. It continued its success in attracting modernization funds from 
both the state and federal governments for its elderly/disabled housing. It provided some seed money 
to its housing non-profit corporation to begin a program to purchase rental housing, and it became 
actively involved in the creation of two other housing developments being proposed by other 
organizations. 


In September, 1997 Commissioner Deborah Converse resigned following the move of her family to 
Barnstable. Patti Haney, a co-Director at the Falmouth Service Center, was appointed to replace Ms. 
Converse until the next election. The May Town election saw Ms. Haney elected to complete the term 
of Ms. Converse and Mr. O’Regan re-elected to a new five-year term. 


The rental market on Cape Cod in general and in Falmouth in particular, continues to be tighter and 
tighter. Rents are increasing and, in some cases, increasing beyond the maximums allowed by the 
rental assistance programs. This is the major reason the Housing Authority formed its non-profit 
housing corporation and became involved in both the Fairwinds Housing Development, 20 one-bedroom 
units for the disabled, and the Longshank Project, 17 units for first-time homebuyers. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority joined with the Barnstable and Bourne Housing Authorities in applying 
to HUD for some special Section 8 Rental Assistance Certificates for the non-elderly disabled 
population. Collectively, 200 certificates were secured 

and the program was named the DIAL (Disabled Independent Adult Living) Program. Although this is 
a very important program for the non-elderly disabled population, the lack of available one-bedroom 
units is impeding its full implementation. The Housing Authority is actively seeking one-bedroom units 
and is looking into the development of some through its non-profit corporation. 


In November of 1997, the Zoning board of Appeals agreed with a request by the developers of Marine 


Park Condominiums on Scranton Avenue to give the Falmouth Housing Corporation a donation of 
$30,000 to develop affordable housing in lieu of their doing so. This donation proved to be extremely 
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important to the Longshank Project. The Falmouth Housing Trust, owners of the Longshank site, 
needed funds for the installation of the road. Through the Town and with the assistance of the Housing 
Authority, application was made for a $423,000 grant. The numbers for the entire project had to 
balance, the $30,000 from Marine Park was pledged by the Falmouth Housing Corporation to make 
them balance, and the grant was awarded. Construction of the Longshank Project should begin in 
early 1999. 


The cooperative effort between Jack Burke, the developer of the Fairwinds Housing Program, the 
Housing Authority, Town, County, and State officials resulted the award of $245,000 in federal HOME 
funds going into the project. The DIAL Certificates mentioned above will allow up to 20 disabled adults 
to lease these units. This project is a good example of a public/private partnership working to create 
affordable housing. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority appropriated $5,000 to a revolving fund for the Falmouth Housing 
Corporation for closing costs on properties the Corporation purchase. The Falmouth Cooperative Bank 
rovided the financing, and in May the first two units of housing were purchased by the Corporation. 
The FHC intends to continue to acquire property during FY99. 


Fiscal year 1998 was the first year in three that the Falmouth Homeless Prevention Program did not 
have any Town funds. Despite that, the program raised just over $25,000 and assisted over 40 
Falmouth families. The majority of the money raised for this program comes from the special Walk in 
July that is the last lap of Bob Murray’s annual walk from Provincetown to Falmouth to raise money for 
housing programs throughout the Cape. 


In February of 1997, the Falmouth and Barnstable Housing Authorities entered into a special program 
with the County Sheriff to have a prison work crew do special projects. The total program cost was 
$20,000 for each authority. We each receive five prisoners and a guard five days per week for 24 
weeks. This program continued during FY98 and allowed the Housing Authority to do a lot of work on 
its state-owned housing which otherwise could not have been done. 


Throughout the year the Falmouth Housing Authority has worked with both the Falmouth Housing Trust 
and a private developer to create additional affordable housing opportunities for Falmouth residents, 
both families and individuals. The experience has been very positive and we look forward to future 
opportunities to work with others in the creation of affordable housing. 


All the successes at the FHA don’t just happen. They happen because people of good will have come 
together to help those in our community in need. The support the FHA has received from the people 
of Falmouth is most appreciated. We'd also like to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Town 
Administrator, the Human Services Department, the Public Works Department, Building Department, 
Planning Department, the Police and Fire Departments and the Zoning Board of Appeals. And a very 
special thanks to the churches, the business community, and the residents of Falmouth for their trust, 
their faith, and their financial support. 


Despite all this marvelous support, there’s one group that is perhaps the biggest factor in all the good 
things happening at the Falmouth Housing Authority. For this group has the power to say yea or nay 
to whatever is brought before it. Fortunately for me as Executive Director and for the Authority, this 
group has had the faith, the vision, and the commitment necessary to make happen what’s happening 
at the FHA. My personal thanks for all their support go to the Board of Commissioners of the Falmouth 
Housing Authority.

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DESIGN REVIEW COMMITTEE 


The Design Review Committee was crated by town meeting in April of 1991, and was charged with 
advising the Building Commissioner, the Planning Board, the Zoning Board of Appeals, and to make 
recommendations to the Board of Selectmen on sign code variances request and by-laws charges. 


Our job is to consider the aesthetic impact of commercial construction on the proposed neighborhoods, 
and to make appropriate recommendations to the various boards. There is no obligation for the 
applicants to even come to the Design Review Committee meetings, although many who have come 
have realized a benefit from our approval when dealing with the other boards. 


We have continued to have better luck this year presentations from applicants to the Zoning Board of 
Appeals and the Planning Board. Our alternate member, Sue Ellen Walker, has followed these boards 
of projects we should see, although they have come forward without our urging. We were pleased to 
have an impact on the new CVS store with the structural changes made, such as the pitched roof, 
brought about because of our recommendations. Other projects we saw were the Exxon Station 
building in Hatchville, the Library Square building, as well as the new Stop & Shop building project. 
All of these projects were changed due to our recommendations.

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HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The Health Department performed routine inspection of all year-round, seasonal, mobile and temporary 
food service establishments. A primary goal of the Health Department is to promote safe food service 
to the public through a program of frequent restaurant inspections, timely re-inspections and education 
of managers and foodhandlers. 


The Health Department maintains a supply of vaccines for the control of certain communicable 
diseases. These biological materials are supplied to the Town by the State Department of Public 
Health and are distributed free to local health care providers, the Falmouth School system and the 
nursing services contracted by the Board of Health. A total of 2510 flu immunizations were 
administered to eligible Falmouth residents at local long term care facilities and public clinics. 


The Falmouth Board of Health continued its annual household hazardous waste collection program at 
the County Fairgrounds in Hatchville. This service benefits the community by providing residents the 
opportunity to dispose of hazardous materials in an environmentally safe manner. Collections were 
conducted in the Fall of 1997 and the Spring of 1998 with a total of 400 households participating. 


The 1995 changes to Title 5 of the State Environmental Code require inspection of subsurface sewage 
disposal systems prior to property transfers in the first years following promulgation of the new 
regulations these changes contributed to a 30% increase in the number of septic system repair permits 
issued annually over preceding years. That 30% increase in number of repair permits issued has 
continued into this year. 


This effect of regulatory and market forces combing to produce an increase in voluntary septic system 
upgrades improves the quality of effluent Falmouth discharges to its groundwater as older systems are 
taken out of service.

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FALMOUTH HISTORICAL DISTRICTS COMMISSION 


One hundred and eight applications for a Certificate of Appropriateness were received by the Historic 
District Commission during the past year. Of these, 18, by reason of their location or the nature of the 
work involved, were approved without a hearing. Thirteen meetings were held by the Commission at 
which the remaining applications were reviewed. Eighty-four Certificates of Appropriateness were 
granted as well as four denials.

During the year of 1997-98, the number, type and geographic distribution of applications for 
Certificates of Appropriateness were within the normal range. Also normal was the incidence of difficult 
resolutions. One such was the proposed alteration of a stone enclosure, possibly a livestock pound 
in West Falmouth. The resulting compromise permitted the loss of a section of the structure. This was 
offset by Falmouth’s acquisition of its first preservation restriction which is attached to the remaining 
portion. The structure is also to be identified with a bronze placque. It is to be hoped that acquisition 
of this structure might set a precedent and it might in the future be one of many preserving the town’s 
historic artifacts. 


The first of two planned brochures was published and distributed. It is designed to introduce residents 
to the purposes and benefits of the historic districts legislation, jurisdiction, application procedure 
guidelines and the delineation of the district. Publication of these brochures may help forestall some 
of the Commission’s administrative problems which have persisted over many years, perhaps the result 
of inadequate public communication. 


It was encouraging that several applicants appeared before the commission for consultation before 
their projects had been finalized and submitted for approval. Much disappointment is thus avoided. 


The Commission was unable to procure a recording secretary during the year, the position remained 
unfilled since May of 1997. Membership slots also went unfilled, dropping to a low of 3 (out of seven) 
when Ann Sears resigned in mid-July. In September Martha Pendergast was appointed to represent 
the Historical Society replacing Nathalie Cary who had retired in June. James Bowen was appointed 
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in April and Barbara Stutzman and Vincent O’Brien joined the Commission in May. After twenty two 
years, Barbara Bunker, the last charter member, elected not to accept reappointment after serving all 
of these years. 


As in the past years, compliance and enforcement continue to be problems, but the cooperative 
attitude of the majority of applicants still outweighs the difficulties.

FALMOUTH COUNCIL FOR THE ARTS 


The Falmouth Council for the Arts is a Selectman appointed board which carries out a grant program 
administered by the Massachusetts Cultural Council using money which is raised by the Megabucks 
Arts Lottery. The Council meets the first Wednesday of the month from September through June either 
at the Falmouth Public Library or at Falmouth Community Television. Its mission is to promote 
excellence, access, education, and diversity in the arts, humanities, and interpretive sciences in order 
to improve the quality of life for all Massachusetts residents and to contribute to the economic vitality 
of our communities. Beginning in September of each year the Council announces the availability of 
funds, distribute forms, hold an informational meeting, review applications and awards grants. 


By the state mandated deadline of October 15, 1997 the Falmouth Council for the Arts had received 
38 applications requesting $21,629.71. Falmouth’s allocation for 1997 was $5,765. After subtracting 
$288.25 for administrative purposes, $5,476.75 remained for grants. Council members rated each 
application the basis of artistic and community value giving preference to applicants from falmouth and 
Cape Cod. 19 applicants were funded with a total of $5,700. The Council made up the difference 
between the amount allocated and the amount spent with unclaimed money from the previous cycle.

This year The Falmouth Council for the Arts received grant money to initiate the production of a cultural 
resources guide which will list all art-related organizations; individual artists; arts educators; and 
associated organizations; art venues including theaters, galleries, exhibition spaces; performers and 
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musicians; designers; cultural and historical organizations; and science education organizations. The 
directory will be available at the Town Hall, the Chamber of Commerce and at the town libraries as well 
as on the town website and on computer disk at the library. 


In addition to distributing state funds the Falmouth Council for the Arts has made an effort to honor 
at least one Falmouth artist each spring with its Elaine Pear Cohen Career Development Award. The 
Council raises funds by holding an edible art show in March called "You Art What You Eat”. The gala 
fund raising event attracts artist, restauranteurs and residents of all ages to create whimsical edible 
art to display, judge and consume. Local musicians entertain during the festivities. The fund has also 
received donations from Falmouth citizens. 


On years when the funds reaches at least $1,000 the Council solicits applications from Falmouth 
artists, holds an audition at its February meeting and in March makes an award to one or more of the 
applicants. In 1998 the Council chose to award Jacqueline Fahon with $1,000 to further her study of 
Irish Fiddle music, Doug Rugh for material to paint life size portraits of local personalities, and $200 
to Diana Lee Manning for picture framing equipment. The winners were announced at the "You Art 
What You Eat” Gala held in March 1998. 


In 1998 the Falmouth Council for the Arts sent a letter appealing for donations in the Spring mailing 
sent by the Falmouth Artist Guild. $555 in donations were raised from this effort. This brought the total 
amount raised by the Council to $2,266.50. This amount was reported to the Mass Cultural Council at 
the end of the fiscal year to qualify the Falmouth Council for the Arts for matching funds above and 
beyond its basic allocation for FY1999.

FALMOUTH COMMISSION ON DISABILITIES 


The Falmouth Commission on Disabilities is an appointed Town Board of seven members. They work 
with the Town ADA coordinator, Jayme Dias, and other town officials to see that all citizens have the 
opportunity to equal access to everything in our town. The Commission members are: Mary Burridge, 
David Glover, Vice chairman; Charles Haynes, Betty Lynch, Inez Narbis, Patricia Nelson and John 
Balfe, Chairman, Gina Hooten serves the Board as sign interpreter. The Board meets monthly to 
discuss issues dealing with the quality of life of those in our community with disabilities. 


One major step taken by the Commission this year was the forming of a Handicapped Parking Patrol. 
This was done after meetings with Police Chief David Cusolito and training under Sgt. Thomas 
Mountford, the officer in charge of the patrol. There are now fifteen trained members of this patrol 
whose goal is to educate people concerning handicapped parking. 


Other issues that the Commission is working on include; curb cuts for easy access anywhere in town; 
planning and construction of a handicapped accessible playground; accessibility of restaurants 
(getting in the door does make a place accessible!); working on renovation of schools to see that ADA 
guidelines are met; purchase of another all-terrain chair which can be used by the beach committee 
and the school department for disabled youngster; more T.V. program have been produced, copies 
of which can be borrowed from the ADA coordinator. We are also looking into the purchase of a TTY 
for the use of the Main Branch of the library. 
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We are in the process of getting a news letter out; of conducting a survey to update our list of people 
with disabilities so that we can better serve them; of getting a 1999 brochure of the town services out 
that will be up-to-date for all citizens. Many other issues have been addressed and questions have 
been answered during the past year. Do not hesitate to call us if you have questions. 


If there is any way we can be of service please call the ADA officer at Town Hall. We hope all will give 
thought to the needs of those with disabilities and continue to make our town a better place to live in 
or visit. Our thanks to Peter Boyer and all the officers of the town for the willing heip given to the 
Commission On Disabilities.

FALMOUTH BEACH COMMITTEE 


Thousands of residents and visitors frequented Falmouth’s beaches again this summer. 11,000 
residents beach stickers were sold at the Beach office on Surf Drive and, as many as 650 visitors paid 
the daily parking fees on the warm sunny days of July and August. 


A veteran lifeguard staff attended to the usual cuts and scrapes, as well as, many swimmers assists 
and ne major rescue. Parking lot attendants did their best to find a spot for all of the residents and 
visitors cars, while the maintenance staff worked to keep the beaches clean all summer. 


600 children participated in our swimming lessons program at all ten town beaches. the program 
culminated with the annual swim meet which was held at Sandwich High School this year. The Heights 
took home first place honors in the large beach division and Megansett finished first int he small beach 
division. A lifeguard training course was added to the lost of Red Cross courses offered this year. 
Swim Director, Brooke MacMillan, initiated and instructed this program which will hopefully pay 
dividends in the coming years by providing local high school students with the opportunity to become 
certified lifeguards. 


A concerted effort continues to protect our beaches through as aggressive beach nourishment 
program. the beach staff is working with local and state conservation agencies to develop and 
implement a program where sand is added to beaches that are experiencing erosion. A significant 
financial commitment by the Town has made this forward thinking approach to beach maintenance 
possible. 


Again this year, the Falmouth Beaches were host to the popular Spirit Triathalon and assisted with the 
Falmouth Road Race on the third Sunday of August. After last years abbreviated show, the fireworks 
returned this year over Labor Day weekend, signaling the end of another busy, but wonderful summer.
